A  WORD  ON  SERO-THERAPY. 


We  have  taken  occasion  now  and  again,  as  additions  have  been  made  to 
"  tabloids  "  of  organic  principles  of  animal  origin,  to  draw  the  attention  of 
pharmacists  to  the  increasing  importance  of  this  class  of  therapeutic  agents, 
of  which  class  the  most  important,  perhaps,  at  the  present  moment  is  the 
anti-diphtheritic  serum.  We  have  been  preparing  a  large  number  of  horses 
for  some  time,  and  have  been  able  to  supply  the  medical  profession  and 
pharmacists  with  a  properly  prepared  serum  when  other  sources  were  failing. 
The  whole  production  is  under  the  personal  superintendence  of  a  well-known 
London  bacteriologist,  every  precaution  being  taken  and  every  known  test 
applied,  to  insure  the  perfect  healthiness  of  the  animals  operated  upon,  and 
eveiy  care  taken  in  the  laboratory  that  the  serum  is  handled  in  a  thoroughly 
scientific  manner,  both  as  to  the  estimation  of  its  power  and  its  freedom  from 
all  injurious  bacterial  contamination.  The  following  answers  most  of  the 
queries  generally  put  as  to  its  administration,  and  will,  we  feel  assured,  be 
no  less  interesting  to  pharmacists  than  to  the  physician.  1.  That  each  phial 
(stoppered  and  sealed  and  thoroughly  sterilised)  contains  20  cubic  centi- 
metres of  the  Anti-diptheritic  Serum  (B.,  W.,  &  Co.)  2.  That  this  is  a  full 
adult  dose,  and  a  quantity  generally  sufficient  for  a  mild  case  ;  half  to  be 
injected  as  soon  as  the  diagnosis  has  been  made  and  verified,  and  the  remain- 
ing half  within  twelve  hours  or  so  if  no  improvement  can  be  noted.  3.  That 
in  severe  cases,  or  if  the  treatment  commence  at  a  somewhat  late  stage  of  the 
disease,  it  will  be  advisable  to  inject  the  whole  quantity  (20  c.c.)  in  a  single 
dose,  which  may  be  even  repeated,  if  necessary,  without  danger.  4.  That, 
though  the  quantity  injected  be  large,  no  local  trouble  need  be  feared  if  a 
perfectly  sterile  syringe  and  needle  be  employed,  and  if  the  injection  be  evenly 
and  slowly  made.  5.  That  in  every  case,  if  the  seal  be  broken,  we  do  not 
hold  ourselves  responsible  for  the  condition  of  contents.  6.  That,  provided  a 
phial  be  kept  perfectly  stoppered  and  protected  from  the  influence  of  light 
and  heat,  the  serum  will  keep  perfectly  for  a  considerable  period  ;  that,  having 
as  yet  no  data  on  which  to  found  a  statement,  we  are  unable  to  answer  the 
question  now  so  frequently  put  to  us— namely,  whether  it  will  keep  in  tropical 
climates.  7.  That  in  the  case  of  children,  under  ten  years  of  age,  10  to  15 
cubic  centimetres  may  be  considered  to  be  the  range  of  dose ;  but  much  will 
depend,  naturally,  in  fixing  the  dose  upon  the  severity  of  the  attack,  and  the 
progress  it  may  have  already  made  before  commencing  treatment.  It  is 
important  to  remember,  in  this  connection,  that  much  larger  doses  than  thesa 
may  be  given,  even  in  the  case  of  children,  without  danger  ;  in  fact,  the 
tendency  hitherto  has  been,  we  are  assured,  to  give  too  small  rather  than  too 
large  an  injection.  We  shall  be  obliged  if  pharmacists  will  kindly  keep  a 
record  of  the  names  of  physicians  to  whom  supplies  are  given.

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SCOPOLAMINE  HYDROBROMATE. 

(C,,  H,,,  NO,  H  Br.) 

Scopolamine  is  an  alkaloid  which  was  discovered  by 
A.  Schmidt,  of  Marburg,  in  the  root  of  Scopolia  Atropoides, 
and  has  been  employed  by  Dr.  Raehlmann,  of  Dorpat,  for 
more  than  two  years  in  his  ophthalmic  clinic  with  excellent 
results.

It  exerts,  too,  a  very  beneficial 
effect  on  the  course  of  the  inflammatory  processes,  which  it 
shortens  considerably  ;  consequently  it  quickly  and  effec- 
tively relieves  the  pain  of  iritis  and  other  inflammations  of 
the  anterior  portion  of  the  eyeball.  Unlike  Atropine  and 
Hyoscine — to  which,  by  the  way,  it  seems  to  be  the  more 
closely  allied— it  produces  scarcely  any  unpleasant  by-effects, 
and  those  which  it  does  occasionally  cause,  such  <is  dryness 
of  the  throat,  are  not  of  serious  consequence.  As  it  is  five 
times  as  active  as  atropine,  a  solution  of  from  1  to  2  per  1,000 
is  quite  strong  enough  for  ordinary  purposes.  When  used 
to  dilate  the  pupil  for  ophthalmoscopic  purposes  it  has  the 
advantage  of  not  paralysing  the  accommodation  for  long. 
As  the  effects  are  transient,  it  is  desirable,  when  using  the 
drug  for  its  antiphlogistic  propertifs,  to  repeat  the  instilla- 
tions three  or  four  times  a  day.  Dr.  Raehlmann  considers 
Scopolamine  to  be  the  most  valuable  and  the  most  active 
of  all  ophthalmic  reaedies.  The  importance  of  the  new 
remedy  is  such  as  to  warrant  our  adding  it  as  a  "  Tabloid  "  for 
ophthalmic  work,  each  "Tabloid"  containing  tt^^  gr.  of  the 
Hydrobromate  salt.

In  addition  to  this  there  is  a  risk  of  toxic  symptoms 
occurring  owing  to  the  escape  of  the  fluid  down  the  nose.

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Bebellious  Exhibitors. 

A  number  of  the  exhibitors  who  are  accustomed  to  take 
part  in  the  annual  Brewery  and  Mineral-water  Trades  Ex- 
hibition met  at  the  rooms  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  last  week,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  the 
exhibi'ion  being  held  every  third  year.  Mr.  H.  J.  Worssam 
presided,  and  remarked  that  as  an  exhibitor  for  thirteen 
years  he  felt  that  the  exhibition  had  of  late  years  somewhat 
deteriorated.  In  his  opinion  it  was  now  as  much  a  fancy 
bazaar  as  a  brewers'  exhibition,  and  they  had  to  consider 
whether  the  orders  they  received  in  connection  with  it  were 
•worth  the  trouble  and  expense  to  which  they  were  put.  The 
clafs  of  visitors  who  attended  in  the  evening  were  hardly  a 
credit  to  the  brewing  trade.  Personally  he  would  prefer  to 
see  the  exhibition  done  away  with  altogether.  He  had, 
however,  consulted  other  exhibitors,  and  as  they  seemed  to 
prefer  a  triennial  exhibition  he  had  taken  the  matter  up  on 
those  grounds  and  written  on  the  subject  to  about  50  of  those 
concerned.  Of  the  46  who  had  sent  replies  36  were  in  favour 
of  triennial  exhibitions,  and  five  against  (including  two 
mineral-water  firms),  while  doubtful  answers  had  been  sent 
from  five  others.  He  complained  that  the  proprietors  of  the 
exhibition  had,  in  view  of  that  meeting,  issued  notices  to 
former  exhibitors  which  were  nothing  less  than  threats  to 
offer  space  to  their  competitors  unless  they,  at  this  unusually 
early  date,  sent  in  applications  for  stands  at  the  1895  ex- 
hibition. A  discussion  followed,  in  the  course  of  which  the 
Chairman's  remarks  were  generally  endorsed,  and  a  committee 
to  report  to  a  subsequent  meeting  was  appointed. 

Alleged  Thefts  from  Chemists. 
"Walter  Churchyard,  aged  60,  a  bricklayer,  was  committed 
for  trial  at  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  last  week,  on  a 
charge  of  stealing:  a  gallon  jar  of  button  polish,  value  5s.  9d , 
the  property  of  Messrs.  Gedge  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists, 
90  St.  John  Street,  E.G.  The  prisoner  was  stated  to  have  ijeen 
seen  to  carry  off  the  bottle  of  polish,  and  it  was  found  in  his 
possession,  but  he  pleaded  not  guilty. 

Bitten  People's  Bights. 

A  man  and  a  girl  brought  a  dog  to  Mr.  Joseph  Wells, 
ohemist,  8  Albion  Parade,  Stoke  Newington,  N.,  and  asked  him 
to  poison  it.  After  some  demur  Mr.  Wells  did  as  he  was  asked. 
The  girl  was  servant  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Pearson,  of  25  Park  Lane, 
Stoke  Newington,  and  Mr.  Pearson  was  the  owner  of  the 
dog.  He  prosecuted  both  the  girl  and  the  man,  her  brother- 
in-law,  at  the  North  London  Police  Court,  on  a  charge  of 
conspiring  to  kill  his  dog,  and  the  giil  was  also  charged  with 
stealing  the  dog.  In  defence,  the  girl  said  that  the  dog  had 
bitten  her  twice,  and  she  was  under  the  impression  that  if  it 
went  mad  she  would  go  mad  also.  She  thought  she  was 
justified,  under  these  circumstances,  in  getting  the  dog 
killed.  Mr.  Lane  (the  Magistrate)  said  many  other  persons 
would  be  under  the  same  impression.  The  prosecutor  then 
asked  leave  to  withdraw  from  the  prosecution.  Mr.  Lane 
said  it  was  a  course  he  shoald  expect  any  gentleman,  having 
heard  the  evidence  and  explanation,  to  adopt.  The  prisoners 
were  discharged. 

A  Drug  Traveller  Kills  Himself. 

Louis  Thomas,  of  41  Trego  Road,  Hackney  Wick,  N.E.,  de- 
'scribedasadrug  traveller  wenthome  on  Thursdiy  of  last  week, 
and  found  his  wife  out.  He  searched  the  neighbourhood,  and 
found  her  with  some  difficulty.  They  went  home  together, 
where  they  quarrelled,  and  she  said  she  was  tired  of  him. 
■Subsequently  he  kissed  her  and  said, "  This  is  the  last  you  will 


fee  of  me."  He  then  drew  a  five-chambered  revolver  from 
his  pocket  and  fired  three  times.  The  woman  was  hit  twice 
on  the  arm  and  once  in  the  neck.  Thomas  then  put  a  bottle 
to  his  mouth  and  fell  insensible.  The  bottle  was  found  to 
contain  spirits  of  salts.  Both  were  removed  to  the  infirmary, 
where  the  man  died  in  great  agony.  The  woman  is 
dangerously  injured.  The  couple  were  each  about  30  jears 
of  age. 

Poisoned  by  Liniment. 

Mr.  William  Howat,  a  retired  sea  captain,  53  years  of  age 
residing  at  Wimston,  died  last  week  through  taking  a  lini- 
ment composed  of  chloroform  and  belladonna  in  mistake  for 
chlorodyne. 

Festive  Pharmacists.

The  toast  ot  "  The  Firm," 
coupled  with  that  of  the  worthy  chairman  and  his  son, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Biass,  who  was  present,  was  received  with  enthu- 
siasm. Dinner  was  followed  by  a  concert,  which  included  many 
excellent  performances.  Mr.  Edward  Allen,  Mr.  T.  R.  Watts, 
and  Mr.  J.  Lloyd  were  much  appreciated  in  songs,  and 
Mr.  Russell  Spur  for  his  ably  rendered  recitations.  The 
humorous  portion  of  the  programme  was  represented  by 
Messrs.  Tom  Carrick,  George  Wellington,  H.  F.  Fifield,  W.

The  employes  of  the  Bath  Drug  Company  dined  and  spent 
a  pleasant  evening  on  January  15  at  the  invitation  of  the 
manager,  Mr.  A.  F.  Collis. 

Alleged  Fraud  on  a  Chemist. 
A  man  named  Frederick  Parkinson  was  charged  at 
Hastings  Petty  Sessions,  on  Saturday,  with  obtaining  30s. 

I  by  false  pretences  from  Mr.  Arthur  Hare,  chemist.  Mr. 
Hare  said  he  had  known  prisoner  for  several  months,  and 
on  December  27  he  cashed  a  cheque  for  him  for  30*.  The 
cheque  was  subsequently  returned  marked  "  No  account." 
Evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that  prisoner  was  a 
customer  of  the  Imperial  Bank.  On  December  27  he  had 
no  balance  at  the  bank,  and  his  account  was  closed  on 
December  23.  He,  however,  had  received  no  notice  of  the 
overdraft  or  of  the  account  having  been  closed.  He  was 
arrested  in  London  with  blank  cheques  on  the  Imperial 
Bank  in  his  possession.    He  stated  that  he  had  no  intention 

I  of  defrauding  Mr.  Hare,  or  he  should  not  have  taken  back 
to  Norwood  a  servant  he  had  when  at  Hastings.  He  was 
short  of  money  at  the  time  and  intended  to  refund  the 
amount.  He  was  committed  for  trial  to  the  Quarter  Sessions, 
bail  being  refused. 

A  Doctor  Poisoned  by  his  own  Dispensing. 
Dr.  H.  C.  Davies,  a  well-known  medical  practitioner  at 
Hackney,  who  had  suffered  severely  from  neuralgia,  was  on 
Saturday  last  mixing  for  himself  some  medicine,  into  which 
he  poured  a  portion  of  strychnine,  when  he  was  interrupted 
by  the  arrival  of  a  patient.  He  afterwards  returned  to  his 
surgery  and  finished  making  his  medicine,  to  which  he 
unthinkingly  added  a  second  dose  of  strychnine.  Upon 
drinking  the  mixture  he  was  seized  with  violent  internal 
pains,  and  recognising  by  the  symptoms  the  mistake  he  had 
made,  he  sent  for  Dr.  Slimon,  his  partner.    Dr.  Ross  was  also 

'  called  in,  but  nothing  could  be  done.  Dr.  Davies  expired  in 
dreadful  agony  in  less  than  an  hour.  Before  he  died  he 
exclaimed,  "  No  one  whatever  is  to  blame ;  it  is  my  own 

'  mistake." 

Chemist  and  Bank-manager. 
At  Holsworthy,  on  Friday,  S.  T.  Mill,  chemist,  manager 
of  a  branch  of  the  Consolidated  Bank  of  Cornwall,  was 
charged  on  five  counts  with  forging  promissory  notes  in 
connection  with  the  bank.  The  particulars  of  the  case  were 
given  last  week.  The  Bench  committed  the  prisoner  for 
trial.  The  accused  broke  down  during  the  hearing  of  the 
case. 

Hogben  gets  Twenty-one  Months. 
At  the  London  County  Sessions,  Clerkenwell,  on  Tuesday, 
before  Sir  P.  H.  Edlin,  Howard  Hogben,  thirty-nine,  a 
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chemist,  pleaded  guilty  to  having  "  unlawfully  and  wickedly 
sold  to  one  McGowan,  certain  lewd  and  obscene  photographs." 
We  reported  particulars  of  the  arrest  in  our  issue  of  the  12th. 
Mr.  Elliott,  appearing  for  the  prosecution  on  behalf  of  the 
National  Vigilance  Society,  said  that  besides  photographs 
■which  the  prisoner  sold  to  an  officer  of  the  prosecuting 
society,  a  number  of  others  were  afterwards  found  at  his 
shop  in  Railway  Approach,  Charing  Cross  Station,  and  others 
at  his  private  house.  Mr.  Lawless,  for  the  prisoner,  stated 
that  the  shop  of  which  he  was  manager  used  to  be 
carried  on  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Hay,  who  traded  as  Hay  &  Co.,  but 
that  gentleman  sold  the  business  to  a  Mr.  Mitchell  about  a 
year  ago.  Hogben  was  in  the  service  of  Hay  prior  to  being 
employed  by  Mr.  Mitchell.  The  prisoner  had  borne  an 
excellent  character,  and  sold  the  articles  without  the  slightest 
knowledge  of  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  he  (Hogben)  was  tempted  to 
sell  these  photos  by  persons  of  apparent  wealth  coming  into 
the  shop  and  asking  to  be  supplied  with  them.  He  was 
married,  and  had  five  children.  His  private  address  was 
obtained  by  a  vigilance  officer,  who  went  to  the  shop  and 
purchased  some  photos,  and  then  asked  for  his  private 
address,  as  he  might  want  some  more.  Sir  P.  H.  Edlin 
sentenced  the  accused  to  twenty-one  months'  imprisonment 
with  hard  labour,  and  ordered  the  articles  to  be  destroyed. 
A  solicitor  wished  to  address  the  Court  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
Mitchell,  but  the  Chairman  stated  that  there  was  nothing  to 
answer. 

The  Oriental  Toilet  Company. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court,  on  Tuesday,  his  Honour 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  Q.C.,  had  before  him  a  judgment- 
summons  against  the  Oriental  Toilet  Company,  in  which  the 
plaintiff,  who  bad  formerly  been  in  their  employ,  sought  to 
enforce  payment  of  a  judgment-debt  ia  respect  of  wages 
due.  The  defendant  appeared,  but  his  answers  to  questions 
put  to  him  by  the  Judge  were  so  unsatisfactory  that  he 
commented  severely  on  them  and  made  an  order  of  com- 
mittal to  Holloway  for  twelve  days. 

Pure  Drugs  in  Camberwell. 

In  his  quarterly  report  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
Dr.  Teed,  public  analyst  for  Camberwell,  stated  that 
during  the  past  three  months  he  had  analysed  forty-one 
samples  of  foods  and  drugs,  and  in  the  case  of  the  latter  he 
had  failed  to  detect  any  trace  of  adulteration. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisoning, 

Maria  Joyce,  the  wife  of  a  surgeon  at  Bexhill,  died  from 
caibolic-acid  poisoning  on  January  18.  It  was  not  clear  to 
the  jury,  who  inquired  into  the  circumstances,  whether  she 
took  it  intentionally  or  by  accident. 

At  an  inquest  on  January  17  on  the  body  of  Eliza  Brooks, 
a  cook,  of  115  Fellows  Road,  Hampstead,  the  jury  found 
that  the  deceased  committed  suicide  by  taking  carbolic  acid, 
and  added  a  rider  recommending  that  this  poison  should  be 
sold  only  in  fluted  and  coloured  bottles. 

Joseph  Hanson,  aged  44,  of  Birkenhead,  a  butcher,  had 
suffered  from  rheumatics  for  some  years.  He  took  carbolic 
acid  and  left  a  letter  saying  that  "  To  live  is  only  to  suffer, 
SO' I  have  made  up  my  mind  to  die."  The  jury  recommended 
that  carbolic  acid  should  be  scheduled  as  a  poison. 

The  body  of  Charles  Allen,  aged  fifty-eight,  late  a  gentle- 
man's attendant,  residing  at  Fanshaw  Street,  Southampton, 
was  discovered  last  Saturday,  and  it  appeared  probable  that 
he  had  been  dead  several  days.  From  the  evidence  adduced 
at  the  inquest  the  jury  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
deceased  died  from  the  effects  of  carbolic  acid,  which  they 
were  of  opinion  was  self-administered,  and  that  he  set  fire  to 
the  place  with  the  intention  of  destroying  his  body ;  but 
there  was  an  insufficiency  of  evidence  to  express  the  state  of 
the  deceased's  mind  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence. 

A  Chemist  Fined  for  Drunkenness.  1 

At  the  Grimsby  Police  Court,  on  Monday,  Julian  Robert  ' 
Best,  of  Hull,  chemist,  was  charged  with  being  drank  in 
West  Street,  Marys  Gate,  on  Saturday  last.    He  was  fined 
1«.  and  Qs.  costs,  or  seven  days.   The  money  was  paid.  ; 


IToisy  in  a  Chemist's  Shop. 

Patrick  O'Neill,  a  tramp,  who  became  violent  when  refused 
money  in  the  shop  of  Mr.  Foot,  chemist,  Totnes,  was  on 
January  17  sent  to  prison  for  ten  days'  hard  labour.  He 
said  he  had  been  a  soldier. 

The  Dangers  of  Camphor. 

An  inquest  has  been  held  at  Esmouth  concerning  the  deatfi- 
of  Mrs.  Maria  Smerdon,  landlady  of  the  York  Hotel,  of  that 
town,  who  died  after  taking  what  she  believed  to  be  ten  drops- 
of  Rubini's  tincture  of  camphor.  A  Mrs.  Joslin,  who  ad-- 
ministered  the  camphor,  deposed  that  some  of  the  liquid 
soaked  through  the  sugar,  on  which  she  gave  the  drops,, 
into  a  glass,  and  this  the  deceased  also  drank.  The 
post-mortem  examination  showed  that  fatty  degeneration  of 
the  heart  was  present  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  account  for 
death,  but  there  were  also  patches  of  inflammation  of  th& 
stomach  which  might  be  accounted  for  by  the  action  of  the 
camphor.  The  jury  found  that  death  was  caused  by  fatty 
degeneration  of  the  heart,  accelerated  by  taking  a  large  dose 
of  Rubini's  tincture  of  camphor,  adding  a  rider  calling  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  the  care  which  should  be  exercised 
in  using  the  tincture  of  camphor,  as  there  seemed  to  be  an 
erroneous  impression  with  regard  to  its  strength. 

The  Coroner  and  the  Chemist. 

At  the  St.  Pancras  Coroner's- court,  on  Tuesday,  Dr.  G, 
Danford  Thomas  held  an  inquest  with  reference  to  the  death 
of  James  Jeffries,  aged  58,  hairdresser,  lately  residing  at 
Chester  Road,  Highgate.    The  following  report  is  from  the 
Times.    The  deceased  had  complained  of  severe  internal' 
pains,  and  his  daughter-in-law  went  to  a  chemist's  and- 
brought  back  an  eight-ounce  bottle  labelled  "  The  mixture. 
One  tablespoonful  to  be  taken  every  hour  if  needful.    J.  B.. 
Johnstone,  218  Kentish  Town  Road  ;  207  Southampton  Street,  - 
Camberwell."    He  had  one  dose  at  once,  and  he  seemed  tO' 
be  somewhat  relieved,  but  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
when  the  pains  came  on  again,  he  had  another  tablespoonful, 
and  died  shortly  afterwards.    Dr.  Sanctuary,  of  228  Kentish 
Town  Road,  stated  as  the  result  of  a  post-mortem  examina- 
tion that  there  was  a  huge  aneurism  of  the  aorta,  larger  than 
the  eight-ounce  medicine  bottle  produced,  and  this  had' 
pressed  upon  the  trachea  and  caused  death  by  asphyxia.  The 
coroner  asked  the  doctor  whether  the  medicine  the  man  had 
taken  had  had  anything  to  do  with  the  death,  and  the 
witness  replied  that  he  could  not  say,  but  that  no  doctor 
would  have  prescribed  such  a  mixture  for  a  case  where  the 
patient  was  suffering  from  disease  of  the  heart  and  kidneys 
as  the  deceased  was.    Mr.  Johnstone,  the  chemist,  informed 
the  coroner  that  the  mixture  contained  a  small  quantity  of- 
chlorodyne  and  sal  volatile.    He  added  that  he  would  not 
have  given  the  medicine  if  the  facts  of  the  case  had  been 
correctly  described  to  him.    The  coroner :  "  But  you  know 
that  you  have  offended  against  your  own  Pharmaceutical  Act,, 
and  you  gave  your  mixture  for  administration  to  a  person  you 
knew  nothing  about. "  The  chemist :  "  It  is  a  difficult  thing  to- 
be  a  chemist  at  the  present  day.    All  chemists  ought  to  be 
doctors,  it  seems  to  me.    You  have  to  say  how  people  are 
to  take  their  breakfasts,  dinners,  teas,  and  suppers,  and  how 
to  use  every  half-pennyworth  of  stuff  you  sell."  The  Coroner  l 
"  But  you  know  that  by  prescribing  poisons  you  are  commit- 
ting an  illegal  act,  for  which  you  can  be  punished,  and  it  is- 
my  duty  to  tell  you  so.    I  know  your  difficulties,  and  no- 
doubt  you  think  it  hard  that  when  a  person  comes  to  you 
late  at  night  you  are  not  allowed  to  serve  him,  but  I  must 
tell  you  that  you  run  a  great  risk  if  you  prescribe  poisons." 
The  Chemist :  "  I  do  not  prescribe  for  people  as  a  rule,  and  it 
is  impossible  for  a  chemist  to  say  whether  a  person  is  suffer- 
ing from  heart  disease."    The  Coroner :  "  But  chemists  must 
not  act  in  the  dark.    You  know  it  is  beyond  the  province  of 
a  chemist  to  prescribe  poisons."  The  Chemist:  "Then  medical 
men  should  not  do  their  own  dispensing.    It  seems  an. 
anomaly,  because  the  Government  allows  me  to  sell  as  much 
chlorodyne  as  I  like,  provided  the  bottle  bears  a  stamp."  In 
reply  to  a  juror.  Dr.  Sanctuary  said  he  had  no  doubt  that 
the  man  must  have  died  from  the  aneurism,  which  had  even 
grooved  one  of  the  ribs.  The  Coroner  (to  the  chemist)  :  "  Yoa 
know  there  is  not  any  absolute  necessity  for  you  to  supply 
these  drugs  when  people  come  to  you.    Why  not  give  them 
something  that  is  not  poisonous?    Chlorodyne,  you  know,; 
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contains  morphia,  prussic  acid,  ether,  Indian  hemp,  and 
chloroform,  which  form  a  very  dangerous  compound  "  The 
Chemist :  "  But  I  bavetaken  it  myself."  The  Coroner :  "Every 
constitution  is  not  the  same  and  yon  must  be  very  cautious 
in  future,  as  ;90ur  mixture  might  have  caused  this  man's 
death."  The  jury  eventually  returned  a  verdict  of  "death 
from  asphyxia  caused  naturally,"  and  the  Coroner  again 
warned  the  chemist  to  be  more  cautious  in  future. 

Alleged  Fraud  on  the  Sanitaa  Company. 

William  Hellier,  of  Lydd  (Kent),  was  brought  up  at 
Cranbrook  (Kent)  Petty  Sessions  on  a  warrant,  on  Monday, 
charged  that  he,  being  an  undischarged  bankrupt,  under 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883,  in  the  Portsmouth  County  Court, 
on  March  28,  1885,  did  unlawfully  obtain  credit  to  the  extent 
of  26Z  13s.  6d.,  from  the  Sanitas  Company  (Limited),  Letch- 
ford  Buildings,  Bethnal  Green,  Middlesex,  withcjnt  informing 
the  said  Sanitas  Company  (Limited)  that  he  was  un  undis- 
charged bankrupt,  at  Hawkhurst  (Kent),  on  September  24, 
1891.  Mr.  Steele,  of  Hastings,  prosecuted,  and  on  Superin- 
tendent Fowle  giving  evidence  as  to  the  arrest  of  Hellier,  a 
remand  until  Tuesday  next  was  granted.  Hellier  applied 
for  bail,  and  the  Magistrate  stated  that  he  would  grant 
bail  in  himself  for  50Z ,  and  two  sureties  for  50Z.  each. 
Prisoner  said  he  could  only  find  one  surety — viz.,  his  wife  ; 
but  the  Bench  declined  to  accept  this,  and  prisoner  was 
removed  in  custody. 


Accident  at  Chetcical-work  i 
At  Cork,  last  week,  Michael 
Murphy,  an  emplo)  e  of  Messrs. 
Harrington  Brothers,  chemists,  was 
caught  in  a  pulley-rope,  and  before 
he  could  extricate  himself  his 
wrist  was  broken,  and  be  received  several  bruises  about  the 
body.    He  is  a  patient  of  the  North  Infirmary. 

The  Club-doctors'  Strike. 

The  latest  phase  of  the  dispute  between  the  club-doctors 
and  the  friendly  societies  in  Cork  is  the  contemplated  start- 
ing of  a  "  strike-fund "  by  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession  in  aid  of  their  colleagues.  The  "  lock-out"  arose 
out  of  an  attempt  by  the  local  practitioners  to  enforce  a  new 
scale  of  charges  for  attendance  and  medicines. 

Music  and  Medicine.  1 

The  staff  of  the  Coombe  Hospital,  Dublin,  gave  last  week 
a  grand  musical  "  at  home."    The  elite  of  the  city  attended, 
and  chief  amongst  the  performers  was  Dr.  Tichborne, 
Pharmaceutical  Councillor.

A  Ridiculous  Decision. 

At  the  Macroon  Quarter  Sessions,  last  week,  an  appeal- 
case  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was  heard  in  which  it 
was  sought  to  reverse  the  decision  of  the  lower  Court  fining 
the  defendant  51.  for  a  violation  of  the  Act.  It  was  urged 
that  the  omission  by  the  Inspector  to  notify  that  the  sample 
would  be  tested  by  the  public  analjsfc  invalidated  the  prose- 
cution, and  that  the  statement  made  at  the  time  of  sampling 
the  suspected  article,  that  a  portion  would  be  sent  to  the 
analyst,  did  not  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Act,  inasmuch 
as  the  word  "  public  "  analyst  was  not  used.  A  decision  in 
a  previous  similar  case  having  been  quoted  in  support  of  the 
argument,  his  Honour  said  he  had  no  hesitation  in  stating 
that  the  decision  in  question  was  a  ridiculous  one,  and 
dismissed  the  appeal.

The 
plaintiffs  allege  that  they  fulfilled  their  part  of  the  contract, 
but  that  some  delay  occurred  in  starting  the  working  owing 
to  an  insofficiency  of  cooling  water  for  the  evaporating  pans 
The  defendants  allege  that  the  loiog  delay  in  getting  the 
plant  into  wojking  order,  and  the  incomplete  state  in  which  i 
it  was  sent,  involved  them  in  considerable  expenses,  and  in  a  | 
counter  action  they  claim  94Z.  for  money  paid  out,  and 
1,347Z.  as  damages  tor  breach  of  contract,  as  they  say  they  , 
had  contracted  with  Nobel's  Explosives  Co.  to  take  such  ! 
quantity  of  nitre  cake  during  the  years  1892  to  1896  as 
might  be  produced  at  Ardeer  Factory,  and  that  owing  to  the 
increase  in  the  quantity  of  nitre  cake  supplied  by  Nobel's 
Explosives  Co.  they  found  it  necessary  to  increase  their 
manufacturing  power.  In  these  circumstances  they  entered 
into  the  contract  with  the  defendants,  who  said  that  the 
plant  could  be  in  working  order  in  ten  weeks  from  the  com- 
pletion of  the  contract.  This  they  failed  to  accomplish,  but 
Messrs.  Scott  said  the  delay  was  chiefly  caused  by  alterations 
which  were  suggested  by  Mr.  Walker,  and  which,  it  was 
explained  to  him,  would  take  some  time  to  complete,  and 
they  also  assert  that  in  any  case  the  damages  claimed  are 
excessive.

THE  SALE  OF  A  CHEMIST'S  BUSINESS. 
At  the  Alfreton  County  Court  recently  James  Hitchcock, 
formerly  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  Kipley,  sued  Henry 
Marshall  for  20Z ,  balance  of  purchase  money  for  the  business, 
and  11.  for  a  dental  chair  and  brass  plate.  According  to  the 
plaintiff's  evidence,  the  defendant  agreed  to  buy  the  business 
for  1001.  and  to  pay  25Z.  down,  551.  within  one  month,  and 
the  balance,  ZOl.,  within  six  months.  The  business  was  for 
defendant's  son,  J.  G.  Marshall,  who  was  studying  to  pass  his 
examination  in  the  following  July.  It  was  arranged  that 
Mr.  Hitchcock,  the  vendor,  should  act  as  manager  of  the 
shop  until  then  at  30s  a  week.  J.  G.  Marshall,  it  was  said, 
got  married  instead  of  studying,  and  consequently  was  not 
in  a  position  to  carry  on  the  business  himself,  and  could  not 
afford  to  pay  Mr.  Hitchcock  his  wages.  The  defendant  said 
the  business  was  fraudulently  described,  the  weekly  takings 
much  over  stated,  and  that  he  would  not  have  given  a 
penny  for  the  business  if  he  had  not  expected  a  sub  tenant 
named  Salt,  who  occupied  the  living-rooms,  to  give  up  posses- 
sion forthwith.  On  the  production  of  the  agreement,  the 
defendant's  solicitor  remarked  that  it  was  only  stamped  with 
a  Qd.  stamp,  while  it  ought,  in  addition,  to  bear  an  ad  valorem 
stamp  of  IQs.  for  conveyance,  also  one  for  6s.  of  the  transfer 
of  lease  and  rent  agreement,  and  Is.  stamp  for  hiring  agree- 
ment. His  Honour  agreed  that  the  stamping  was  defective, 
but  allowed  the  document  to  be  given  in  evidence  on  the 
plaintiff's  solicitor  undertaking  to  have  proper  stamps  put  on 
at  Somerset  House  and  to  pay  the  penalty.  Mr.  J.  G. 
Marshall,  son  of  defendant,  said  the  takings  in  the  shop  never 
reached  higher  than  51.  9s.  9d.  in  one  week.  His  Honour 
said  the  evidence  was  conflicting,  but  he  must  be  guided  by 
the  conduct  of  defendant,  who  signed  the  agreement  fourteen 
days  after  entering  into  occupation  of  the  shop,  and  did  not 
complain  of  his  bargain  when  he  made  his  second  payment  ; 
of  the  purchase-money.  An  order  was  made  for  20Z.  and  the  i 
return  of  a  dental  chair  and  brass  plate.  ' 


MILK  OF  SULPHUR  AGAIN. 

At  South  Shields  on  January  17,  Messrs.  Mason  &  Co.  were 
summoned  on  a  charge  of  selling  to  the  inspector  under  the 
Food  and  Dings  Act,  for  precipitated  .suli^hur,  which  was 
asked  for,  a  substance  which  the  public  analyst  certified  to 
contain  63  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  lime.  Mr.  Newlands,  in 
defence,  contended  that  the  proceedings  should  have  been 
taken  against  the  actual  vendor.  The  company  were  not 
responsible.  He  further  said  that  the  article  supplied  was 
milk  of  sulphur,  and  not  precipitated  sulphur.  The  Bench 
considered  the  case  proved,  and  a  fine  of  20s.  and  costs  was 
inflicted. 


STEPHENS  V.  HAIR. 

This  case  appeared  second  in  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins's  list  in 
the  Queen's  Bench  Division  on  Friday.  The  first  case  on  the 
paper  was  disposed  of  without  much  delay,  and  when 
"  Stephens  r.  Hair  "  was  called,  no  appearance  was  made  by 
either  of  the  parties.  His  Lordship  thereupon  directed  that 
it  should  be  struck  out  of  the  list. 


BBETHAM  &  SON  v.  THE  COUNTY  CO-OPERATIVE 
DRUG-STORK. 

In  the  Chancery  division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
Friday,  January  18,  before  Mr.  Justice  North,  Mr.  Swinfen 
Eady,  Q.C.,  said  that  in  this  case  he  had  a  motion  to  restrain 
the  infringement  of  a  trade- mark  and  the  passing-off  of  goods 
as  the  plaintiffs',  and  his  learned  friend  Mr.  Vernon  Smith 
had  a  cross-motion  to  rectify  the  register  of  trade-marks  by 
the  removal  of  the  trade-mark;  but,  as  the  evidence  was  not 
complete,  he  must  ask  that  the  motion  stand  over  for  a  fort- 
night. Mr.  Vernon  Smith  said  that  it  was  a  case  which  could 
be  disposed  of  on  motion,  and  that  he  could  only  consent  to 
standing  over  for  a  week. 

Mr.  Justice  North  directed  the  motion  to  come  on  on 
January  25. 


THE  PHARMACY  ACT— JUDGMENT  FOR  DEFENDANT, 
BUT  HE  HAS  TO  PAY  COSTS. 

On  January  10  at  Oldham  County  Court,  Walter  Crompton> 
drug  store  proprietor,  of  14  Market  Place,  and  61  West  Street, 
Oldham,  was  sued  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  recover  penalties  for  having  kept  an  open  shop  for 
the  retail  of  poisons.  Mr.  T.  R.  Grey  appeared  to  prosecute, 
and  Mr.  Waddington  represented  the  defendant 

Mr.  Grey  said  the  defendant  was  owner  of  two  shops  in 
Oldham,  and  two  offences  were  alleged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted at  each  shop,  but  with  regard  to  those  at  14  Market 
Place,  the  two  penalties  were  paid  into  court  just  previous  to 
the  last  adjournment.  He  should  call  evidence  to  prove  that 
on  August  25  and  September  1  purchases  were  made  at  61 
West  Street,  of  a  bottle  of  Powell's  balsam  of  aniseed,  which 
contained  morphine.  He  would  produce  a  printed  handbill 
wrapped  round  the  bottle,  on  which  was  printed  "  Sold  by 
W.  Crompton  Sz  Co.,  genuine  drug  stores,  14  Market  Place, 
and  61  West  Street,  Oldham,"  thus  showing  that  the  same 
person  kept  both  shops.  He  should  also  prove  that  the 
name  of  the  defendant,  "  W.  Crompton,"  was  printed  over  the 
window  of  the  shop  at  61  West  Street.  He  understood  that 
the  defence  on  this  occasion  would  be  that  the  defendant 
was  not  the  keeper  of  the  shop  in  West  Street. 

Mr.  Waddington,  interposing,  said  he  did  not  think  it 
worth  while  for  Mr.  Grey  to  proceed.  He  produced  a  deed 
dated  January,  1894,  showing  that  the  business  at  61  West 
Street  had  been  assigned  to  another  person.  He  could  also 
call  the  r.ate  collector  to  show  that  the  defendant  was  not 
the  occupier  of  the  premises  in  Vv'est  Street. 

Mr.  Grey  said  that  was  the  first  he  had  heard  of  the 
document.  He  found  on  examining  it  that  the  purchaser 
by  the  assignment  was  defendant's  brother,  who  was  also 
unqualified.  He  complained  that  this  information  had  been 
withheld  from  them. 

His  Honour,  after  examining  the  deed,  said  it  had  been 
prepared  by  a  solicitor,  and  there  should  have  been  no 
difficulty  in  giving  the  plaintiff  society  information  of  it. 
The  fact  was  that  the  defendant  had  obstructed  them.  In 
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face  of  the  document  the  plaiatifE  society  conld  not  sustain 
the  case  against  the  defendant,  but  the  plaintifiEs  should  now 
take  all  costs.    He  should  also  certify  for  counsel. 

Mr.  Grey  remarked  that  they  had  had  to  bring  all  their 
witnesses  to  court.  They  v?rot8  asking  defendant  to  admit 
that  the  mixture  was  a  poison  in  order  to  save  the  expense 
of  bringing  the  analyst,  but  the  defendant  declined  to  do  so. 

His  Honour  entered  a  judgment  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff 
society  for  the  money  paid  into  court,  with  costs.  In  the 
second  case  he  gave  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  but  all  costs 
to  the  plaintiff  society. 


"  MA.RZA  "  V.  "  MAZAWATrEE." 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
January  18  Mr.  Justice  Romer  had  before  him  an  application 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Arthur  Henry  Deakin,  managing  director  of 
the  Marza  Manufacturing  Co.,  to  remove  from  the  Register 
of  Trade-marks  in  Class  42  two  Mazawattee  trade- marks 
registered  by  Messrs.  Densham,  on  the  grounds  that  the 
Mazawattee  trade-mark  was  wrongly  on  the  Register  and  that 
the  applicant  was  a  person  aggrieved.  In  May  1892  Mr.  Dea- 
kin invented  the  word  "  Marza,"  which  was  used  in  con- 
nection with  a  medicated  wine  and  not  applied  to  tea  and 
coflEee ;  but  on  an  application  being  made  to  register  it  in  a 
number  of  classes  it  was  opposed  by  the  present  respondents, 
on  the  ground  that  their  tea  had  become  known  by  a  name 
with  which  Marza  was  likely  to  be  confused.  Hence  the 
present  proceedings. 

The  hearing  of  the  case  extended  over  three  days,  and  was 
concluded  on  Tuesday,  January  22. 

In  the  course  of  the  evidence  Mr.  Deakin  said  that  he 
invented  the  term  "  Maiza  "  four  years  ago,  and  was  the  vendor 
to  the  Marza  Co.,  the  business  of  which  was  large  and  in- 
creasing. 

Mr.  John  Lane  Densham  gave  evidence  as  to  the  adoption 
of  the  word  "Mazawattee"  and  the  growth  of  the  Ceylon  tea 
trade  within  the  past  eight  years. 

Mr.  Moulton,  Q.C.,  for  the  applicants,  submitted  that 
"  Mazawattee,"  as  applied  to  tea,  was  a  geographical  term 
indicative  of  origin,  and  one  which  had  reference  to  the 
character  and  quality  of  the  goods,  and  therefore  it  could  not 
be  a  valid  trade-mark. 

Counsel  for  the  respondents  were  not  called  upon. 

Mr.  Justice  Romer,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  if 
he  upheld  the  opposition  in  the  present  case,  he  should 
be  going  beyond  any  previously  decided  case,  and 
doing  that  -which,  in  his  opinion,  was  unjust  to  the  re- 
spondents. It  was  said  that  the  trade- mark  "Mazawattee" 
was  a  geographical  expression  as  applied  to  tea  and 
coffee,  and  that  it  implied  a  Ceylon  origin,  and  that  it  was 
deceptive,  and  that,  therefore,  it  was  bad.  This  mark  had 
been  registered  for  many  years  without  complaint  by  any- 
one, and  (he  was  satisfied  on  the  evidence)  without  any 
person  being  in  fact  deceived.  That  was  not  conclusive,  but 
it  would  be  a  great  misfortune  if  the  Court  felt  itself 
obliged  in  this  case  to  hold  that  the  trade-mark  was  invalid. 
In  the  first  place,  the  word  was  an  invented  word.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  at  the  time  it  was  composed  there  was  no 
such  word  existing  in  any  language — certainly,  no  such  word 
known  to  any  class  in  this  country.  "  Mazadah  "  was  a  word 
in  the  Hindu  language,  meaning  something  like  luscious, 
and  that  was  cut  down  to  "  Maza,"  which  would  be  wholly 
unknown  to  Cingalese  ears — among  other  reasons,  because 
there  was  no  sound  like  "  z  "  in  the  Cingalese  language.  The 
other  portion  of  the  word  was  taken  from  "  wattee,"  or 
"  watta,"  which  was  a  Cingalese  word,  and  in  itself  meant  a 
garden,  estate,  or  growth.  At  the  time  this  word  was  in- 
vented, the  Ceylon  tea  trade  was  in  its  infancy,  and  the 
termination  "  wattee  "  was  wholly  unknown  to  the  tea-trade 
generally,  and  still  more  to  the  general  public,  as  a 
word  having  any  signification  whatever.  In  England 
the  term  "  wattee  "  was  wholly  unknown.  It  had,  at  the 
present  moment,  become  better  known,  chiefly  owing  to 
the  advertising  of  the  respondents.  Of  something  like 
900  estates  in  Ceylon  the  names  of  only  something  like 
twenty-eight  ended  in"  wattee."  He  (Mr.  Justice  Romer)  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  in  England  the  term  "  Mazawattee  " 
was  meaningless  to  ordinary  Englishmen.  It  had  no  definite 
meaning  in  Hindu  or  Cingalese.  He  believed  that  the  word 
"  Mazawattee  "  had  no  meaning  therefore  in  any  known  lan- 


i  gnage.  He  felt  certain  that  it  did  not  indicate  to  any  class  in 
i  this  country  or  elsewhere  a  reference  to  any  definite  locality, 
or  to  any  definite  estate  or  place.  No  doubt  the  word  had  an 
eastern  origin,  but  that  would  not  justify  him  in  saying  that 
this  trade- mark  was  bad  as  being  geographical  or  deceptive. 
I  For  these  reasons  he  held  that  the  application  failed  and 
must  be  dismissed  with  costs. 


IS  DENTISTRY  A  NECESSARY? 
In  the  Westminster  County  Court,  on  January  18,  a  West- 
end  dentist  named  Gould  sought  to  recover  31.  3s.  for 
services  rendered  to  the  wife  of  a  Mr.  Vandermain.  The 
plaintiff's  evidence  went  to  show  that  the  defendant  had 
paid  previous  accounts,  and  had  never  up  to  now  disputed 
his  liability.  The  defence  was  that  the  stopping  of  teeth 
was  not  a  necessary  for  which  a  husband  washable.  Judge 
Lumley  Smith  held  that  it  was,  and  gave  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff.

LIVERPOOL  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  association  was  held  on 
January  17,  Mr.  J.  Smith,  the  new  president,  in  the  chair. 
The  following  members  were  elected  to  fill  vacancies  on  the 
conncU: — Messrs.  A.  C.  Abraham,  H.  O  Button,  J.  Overton, 
J.  Hornblower,  R.  Parkinson,  J.  Smith  and  J.  J.  Smith. 

The  Annual  Report 

stated  that  a  sub- committee  had  been  engaged  in  preparing 
a  new  edition  of  the  Price-list,  and  that  in  response  to  an 
invitation  published  in  the  trade  journals,  members  of 
the  trade  through  the  country  had  given  valuable  suggestions 
for  improving  the  work,  which  would  be  issued  shortly. 
Remarks  on  the  annual  dinner  and  conversazione  were  made, 
and  it  was  stated  that  seven  new  members  had  joined  the 
Association,  while  eight  had  been  lost.  The  total  number  of 
members  is  now  113.  The  treasurer's  statement  showed  a  \ 
balance  in  hand  of  18Z.  8s.  ^d.  \ 

These  reports  having  been  adopted  the  President  comment- 
ed on  the  retirement  ot  Mr.  A.  C.  Abraham  from  the  Council  of  I 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  moved  that  a  vote  of  thanks 
be  passed  to  Mr.  Abraham  for  his  services  while  in  that 
position,  and  trusted  that  Liverpool  would  not  be  without  a 
representative  on  the  Council.  Dr.  Symes  heartily  supported  | 
the  vote,  and  said  that  he  fully  appreciated  the  services 
which  Mr.  Abraham  had  rendered,  very  frequently  in  the 
face  of  opposition,  and  when  his  ideas  were  in  a  minority  on 
the  Council.  Liverpool  was  losing  a  most  capable  and 
painstaking  representative,  and  one  whom  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  replace.  Mr.  R.  Parkinson  also  supported  the 
vote,  which  was  passed  unanimously. 

Kr.  Abraham,  in  reply,  said  he  had  only  relinquished  the 
work  in  consequence  of  the  pressure  of  ill-health,  but  while 
he  had  been  on  the  Council  he  had  done  all  in  his  power  to 
represent  the  chemists  of  the  district  and  the  best  interests 
of  the  trade.  One  thing  he  had  before  him  when  he  went 
to  the  Council,  and  that  was  to  effect  as  far  as  possible  an 
alteration  in  the  Pliarmaceutical  Journal,  so  as  to  make  it 
more  acceptable  to  the  trade,  and  of  more  service  to  chemists 
as  a  whole.  He  did  not  want  it  to  be  a  trade  paper  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  term,  but  there  had  been  in  the  past 
plenty  of  room  for  improvement,  and  he  felt  sure  that  the 
efiEorts  which  had  been  made  by  himself  and  others  had 
borne  fruit. 

The  Presidential  Address. 
In  the  course  of  an  interesting  address,  the  President 
remarked  on  the  work  done  by  the  Association  in  the  past, 
and  the  honoured  names  which  had  been  so  long  associated 
with  it.  But,  he  said,  though  a  creditable  history  has  its 
usefulness  in  stimulating  effort  and  promoting  aspirations, 
in  this  utilitarian  age  we  estimate  the  value  of  an  institution 
from  its  performances  at  the  present  time  and  its  promise 
for  the  near  future.  The  objects  of  the  Association  were 
the  advancement  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and  the 
furtherance  of  the  trade  interests  of  the  members.  He 
claimed  that  chemistry  and  pharmacy  had  received  a  proper 
amount  of  attention  at  their  meetings,  and  that  the  time 
spent  upon  those  subjects  had  been  profitably  employed. 
Evenings  spent  at  these  meetings,  looked  at  in  a  purely 
commercial  light,  were,  he  held,  an  excellent  investment,  for 
the  miscellaneous  information  circulated  has  a  value  in 
pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  which  it  would  be  unwise  to 
under-rate.  Commenting  on  the  new  edition  of  the  Price- 
list,  he  said  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  had  been  spent 
upon  it,  many  changes  and  additions  had  been  made,  and  in 
every  case  where  alterations  were  recommended,  these  had 
not  been  made  without  sound  reasons.  In  this  matter  of 
prices,  he  continued,  I  am  disposed  to  think  that  chemists 
too  often  stand  in  their  own  light  by  quoting  for  small 
quantitie.*  when  price  is  asked.  The  grocer  or  storekeeper 
sells  his  carbonate  of  soda  by  the  pound,  or  half-pound  ;  the 
chemist  more  frequently  in  l  oz.  or  2-oz.  packages,  and 
as  the  price  for  the  smaller  quantity  must  be  proportionately 
higher,  the  two  prices  are  sharply  contrasted,  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  chemist  as  a  retailer.  The  system  recommended  in 
the  Liverpool  Price-list  is  an  admirable  one,  and  should  be 


generally  followed ;  that  is,  when  no  pound  price  is  men- 
tioned, as  charging  the  same  number  ot  shillings  per  lb. 
as  pence  per  oz.  We  have  got  into  a  groove  of  small 
transactions  which  is  not  good  for  us.  The  public  would 
esteem  us  more  highly  if  they  spent  more  money  with  us. 
I  quote  the  following;  from  the  Pliarmaceutioal  Journal : — 
"  Pharmacists' charges  should  be  classed  under  three  distinct 
heads : — The  highest  remuneration  for  purely  professional 
work,  such  as  dispensing  and  analysis ;  the  next  for  semi- 
professional  work,  such  as  the  supply  of  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals, which  he  personally  guarantees ;  and  the  lowest  for  purely 
trading  operations,  such  as  are  involved  in  the  sale  of  articles, 
which  he  simply  hands  over  in  the  same  way  as  he  receives 
them."  It  is  certain  that  without  a  fair  average  remuneration 
we  cannot  continue  to  prosecute  our  business  as  a  source  of 
livelihood.  When  the  quiet  seasons  of  the  year  are  with  us 
we  incline  to  the  opinion  that  we  can  only  maintain  our 
position  by  reducing  prices  ;  this  is  in  some  cases  done ;  the 
lead  is  followed  by  the  nearest  competitor,  who  perhaps  goes 
one  better  (or  worse)  ;  he  again  is  followed  by  his  neighbour 
on  the  other  side,  and  so  the  thing  spreads,  the  end  being 
that  profits  are  reduced  without  any  appreciable  increase  of 
business.  I  do  not,  on  the  other  hand,  recommend  exces- 
sively high  charges,  such  as  were  made  some  years  ago,  and 
which  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  present  conditions  of 
business,  but  there  is  a  middle  ground. 

In  all  large  towns,  as  well  as  drug- selling  grocers  and 
drapers,  can  be  found  a  few  successful  (or  apparently  suc- 
cessful) cutting  men  who  are  on  the  register,  and  who  stand 
out  with  some  prominence,  due  to  their  cheap-Jack  methods 
of  advertising  ;  but  there  are  others,  and  many  of  them,  who 
have  adopted  this  system  of  business  and  have  failed  to 
succeed.  Fortunately,  there  are  also  many  successful  ones 
who  follow  what  we  are  accustomed  to  regard  as  higher 
and  more  legitimate  methods  of  business.  In  the  great 
majority  of  cases  I  believe  the  success  to  be  that  of  the  man, 
not  of  the  system,  and  that  the  one  who  succeeds  as  a  cutter 
would  have  been  equally  successful  on  other  lines. 

As  a  body  we  appear  to  be  getting  crowded  out,  pushed' 
into  comers ;  and  it  must  be  that  in  the  struggle  we  are 
lacking  in  some  essentials.  I  have  long  had  a  strong  convic- 
tion that  our  long  hours  of  business  are  responsible  for  many 
of  our  deficiencies.  We  have  amongst  us  men  of  intelligence 
perhaps  above  the  average,  the  finer  side  of  whose  character  is 
cultivated  and  developed,  but  who  in  their  business  are 
unable  to  earn  more  than  will  furnish  a  bare  subsistence  for 
themselves  and  their  families.  The  present  conditions 
require  that  our  attention  must  be  fixed  upon  business  for 
thirteen,  fourteen,  and  even  fifteen  hours  out  of  twenty-four. 
If  we  incline  towards  scientific  studies  we  find  that  with' 
frequent  interruptions  consecutive  thought  is  impossible ;  we 
must  do  our  reading,  as  we  take  our  meals,  in  snatches  ;  we 
must  not  discuss  controversial  subjects  with  our  patrons.  We 
are  not  free  to  mix  with  the  world  as  others  do,  even  in  social 
intercourse.  In  other  words,  we  miss  the  sharpening  influence 
of  freer  contract  with  men  of  the  world.  These  conditions 
must  have  a  deteriorating  influence  upon  us  as  individuals 
and  as  business  men.  A  man  so  placed  is  unable  to  do 
justice  to  his  natural  abilities  ;  the  individuality,  which  is 
the  source  of  success,  is  restricted. 

Business  capital  consists  not  only  in  stock,  fixtures,  and' 
bank  balance,  but  to  a  large  extent  in  the  man  himself  ;  in 
the  intelligent  thought  and  study  by  which  he  keeps  himself 
informed  of  recent  knowledge  in  connection  with  his  business,, 
and  in  his  knowledge  of  the  world  and  of  human  nature. 

It  is  rarely  that  this  capital  can  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage  where  the  mind  is  confined  in  one  groove  for 
thirteen  hours  in  each  day.  I  think  the  principle  is  now 
very  generally  accepted  that  the  value  of  output  is  increased 
by  diminishing  the  hours  of  labour — within  reasonable  limits, 
of  course — and  it  would  be  worth  the  while  of  registered 
chemists  to  give  the  matter  their  serious  consideration. 
We  suffer  under  a  tyranny  by  which  we  are  injured  in  health 
ot  mind  and  body  and  in  domestic  comfort ;  we  concur  in  an- 
evil  which  has  no  compensation.  As  individuals  we  are  the 
victims ;  collectively  we  are  the  oppressors. 

What  I  have  said  applies  with  equal  force  to  Sunday 
trading.    It  is  deplorable  that  an  educated  and  highly 
I  intelligent  man  should  be  called  upon  to  supply  confectionery 
1  and  articles  for  the  table,  such  as  mustard  and  vinegar,  on 
i  the  one  day  of  the  week  when  he  should  be  free  to  spend 
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some  portion  of  his  time  in  leisurely  rambles  in  country 
lanes,  or  in  the  restful  contemplation  of  such  beauties  as 
nature  has  provided  his  locality  with.  I  do  not  think  it 
necessary  to  deal  in  advance  with  the  argument  that  medicines 
are  required  on  Sundays  as  on  other  days,  and  late  as  well 
as  early  ;  I  know  how  much  and  how  little  force  there  is  in 
that  argument. 

It  is  not  a  voluntary  9  o'clock  closing-hour  I  am  now 
advocating ;  to  use  an  historic  phrase,  "  I  would  not  take  my 
coat  off "  for  that.  This  association  has  on  former  occasions 
endeavoured  to  organise  a  voluntary  early-closing  movement, 
and  we  all  know  how  short  a  time  the  arrangement  lasted. 
Experience  has  shown  voluntary  agreement  to  be  futile ; 
nothing  but  the  compulsory  powers  of  an  Act  of  Parliament 
can  effectively  deal  with  this  evil.  The  Bill  which  Sir  John 
Lubbock  proposes  to  bring  before  the  House  of  Commons  in 
the  next  Session  is  one  which,  in  my  opinion,  we  ought  to  do 
something  to  assist.    The  Bill  could  not  be  in  better  hands. 

Sir  John  Lubbock  is  a  humanitarian  and  man  of  science 
more  than  a  politician,  and  perhaps  no  man  in  either  House 
of  Parliament  would  have  greater  influence  upon  a  question 
of  this  kind.  In  addition  to  Sir  John  Lubbock,  the  move- 
ment is  receiving  the  active  support  of  Mr.  Chamberlain,  who 
includes  it  in  his  unauthorised  programme,  and  the  Bill  is 
also  backed  by  seven  other  members.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  in  the  last  Session  of  Parliament  a  resolution  in  favour 
of  compulsory  early  closing  of  shops  received  the  support  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  though  it  may  be 
said  that  it  was  a  snatched  division,  it  is  certain  that  the 
question  is  now  within  the  range  of  practical  politics,  and  it 
remains  for  those  interested  to  make  their  wishes  known.  If  \ 
the  chemists  of  Liverpool  are  in  favour  of  this  measure,  and 
desire  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  leaders  of  the  move- 
ment, either  by  resolution  or  petition,  I  am  sure  this  Associa- 
tion will  lend  its  assistance.  As  a  class  we  miss  the  varieties 
and  amusements  of  life  and  the  thousand  and  one  things 
that  are  factors  in  the  formation  of  character,  and  which 
make  life  worth  living.  Let  us  hope  for  a  fairer  prospect 
in  the  future  and  at  the  same  time  remember  that  we  have 
no  right  to  look  to  others  to  accomplish  for  us  that  which 
we  have  neglected  even  to  assist  in. 

Education  and  examination  continue  to  receive  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  attention.  In  reference  to  the  first 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  I  would  support 
those  who  advocate  a  higher  standard.  I  also  support  the 
curriculum  scheme  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Of  the 
schools  of  pharmacy  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge,  my 
opinion  is  that  they  do  what  they  profess  faithfully  and 
well,  and  that  their  tuition  is  not  merely  just  as  much  as  is 
necessary  for  the  student  to  pass  an  examination. 

We  learn  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  considering  whether  or  not  an  amended  Pharmacy  Act 
should  be  attempted.  It  is  not  worth  while  repeating  any 
of  the  arguments,  from  our  point  of  view,  against  unqualified 
limited  company  pharmacy,  nor,  perhaps,  is  it  necessary  to 
urge  Tipon  the  Committee  of  the  Council  the  importance  of 
that  question.  In  the  face  of  such  activity  and  wise  dis- 
crimination as  have  been  displayed  by  the  Council  of  late 
years,  I  have  confidence  that  they  will  neither  rush  in 
"  where  wise  men  fear  to  tread,"  nor  hold  back  from  an 
attempt  for  fear  of  failure,  if  a  reasonable  prospect  of  suc- 
cess offers. 

If  the  President  will  tell  us,  in  plain  words,  that  by  re- 
linquishing what  is  called  the  widows'  clause,  he  believes 
we  would  be  in  a  position  to  effectually  deal  with  the  store 
question,  I  think  he  might  count  on  a  lot  of  new  entries  to 
the  Society.  For  my  part  I  am  not  at  all  sure  that  the 
clause  is  an  unmixed  good.  Most  of  us  know  widows  who 
have  carried  on  business  with  some  success  ;  but  how  many 
are  there  who,  having  tried  it,  have  come  to  grief  1  And  the 
circumstances  of  competition  and  the  character  of  the 
business  combine  to  make  that  practice  more  difficult  and 
unprofitable  each  year. 

A  discussion  followed  the  President's  address. 


CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 

Thb  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on  January  17,  was  re- 
markable for  the  celerity  with  which  the  business  was  con- 
ducted. The  substance  of  five  papers  was  communicated, 
yet  the  proceedings  were  over  on  the  stroke  of  nine.  The 


first  two  papers  were  epitomised  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Ling;  the  work 
was  the  joint  production  of  himself  and  Mr.  Baker  ;  and  the 
first  note  headed  "Octacetyl  Maltose,"  narrated  the  prepara- 
tion of  that  compound.  The  second  communication  treated 
of  the 

AcTiox  OF  Diastase  on  Staech. 

The  paper  was  not  so  comprehensive  as  the  title  and  the 
subject  might  lead  one  to  expect,  but  it  dealt  with  points  of 
interest  and  the  promise  of  more  to  follow.  The  aim  of  the 
authors  was  to  confirm  or  disprove  the  isomeric  maltose, 
"  isomaltose,"  with  which  Lintner  startled  the  starch-investi- 
gating world  some  eighteen  months  or  two  years  ago.  Lintner 
came  forward  and  said  that  the  malto-dextrins  separated 
and  characterised  by  Brown  and  Morris  were  not  distinct 
chemical  entities,  but  were  mixtures  of  dextrins  with  varying 
quantities  of  saccharine  substances  ;  and,  further,  that  "iso- 
maltose "  was  a  sugar  formed  in  the  course  of  saccharification. 
He  has  recently  reiterated  his  charge,  and  has  elaborated  a 
theory  which  shall  fit  in  with  his  views  and  explain  the 
rationale  of  the  production  of  his  iso-maltose.  Messrs.  Ling 
and  Baker,  using  Lintner's  published  method,  have  not  been 
able  to  separate  iso-maltose,  but  by  carrying  the  purification 
of  his  quasi-isomaltose  beyond  the  point  at  which  Lintner 
examined  it,  they  are  able  to  show  that  it  is  really  a  mixture, 
and  not  a  homogeneous  body  at  all.  They  confirm  the 
conclusions  of  Brown  and  Morris.  In  examining  the  sugars 
formed  by  the  action  of  diastase  on  starch,  they  have 
found  that  a  new  sugar  is  sometimes  produced.  The  phenyl- 
hydrazine  compound  is  the  only  evidence  at  present  obtained ; 
they  hold  the  sugar  to  be  a  C,b  compound,  and  they  have 
provisionally  named  it  "  amylotriose."  They  propose  to 
separate  this  sugar.  They  find  also  that  there  is  a  difference 
in  the  behaviour  of  the  diastases  respectively  separated  from 
high-dried  and  from  low-dried  malts. 

Mr.  HoEACE  Bbown  congratulated  the  authors  upon  their 
success  in  a  very  difficult  department  of  chemistiy,  and  said 
that  he  and  Dr.  Morris  expected  in  the  coarse  of  a  few 
weeks  to  have  a  complete  case  for  the  defence  of  their  former 
contributions  to  the  chemistry  of  the  subject  under  notice. 

Dr.  FoESTEE  then  gave  the  gist  of  some  observations  on 
di-brom  camphors,  and  Professor  Dtjnstan  read,  in  abstract, 
the  two  concluding  papers  emanating  from  the  University  of 
Tokio,  Japan.    Dr.  Divers  had  furnished  a  note  on  the 

Acid  Sulphate  of  HYDEoxriiAMiNB, 

in  which  he  supplied  particulars  for  making  the  compound 
and  detailed  the  results  of  his  analysis.  The  foot-notes  to 
his  paper  indicate  that  the  winter  atmospheric  conditions  of 
Tokio  are  remarkable.  The  acid-sulphate  can  be  crystallised 
when  exposed  to  a  dry  cold  atmosphere.  The  foot-note 
referring  to  this  says :  "  Calcium  chloride  may  be  exposed  in 
open  dishes  to  the  open  air  for  a  week  without  deliquescing,  • 
and  caustic  potash  may  be  weighed  on  the  bare  scale  pans 
with  impunity,"  a  statement  which  elicited  several  remarks 
of  "  Hear,  hear  I "  from  the  less  fortunately  circumstanced 
experimentalists  in  Britain. 
The  last  paper  read  was  by  S.  Hada,  also  of  Tokio,  on  the 

Hypophosphites  of  Meecuey  and  Bismuth. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  prepare  the  mercury  compound 
by  the  interaction  of  a  mercuric  salt  and  an  alkaline  hypo-  . 
phosphite,  but  reduction  takes  place  with  the  production  of 
a  hypophosphlte  of  mercurous  mercury.  By  suitable  pre- 
cautions a  double  salt  is  obtainable :  HgH.^PO.j,HgN03,HjO. 
This  explodes  when  heated  to  100°,  and  is  decomposed  by  the 
addition  of  sodium  chloride.  The  bismuth  compound, 
though  not  aUuded  to  in  the  ordinary  chemical  treatises,  is 
readily  producible.  To  bismuth  oxynitrate,  fairly  free  from 
nitric  acid,  there  is  added  barium  or  potassium  hypophos- 
phite,  care  being  taken  that  the  bismuth  salt  is  not  in 
excess ;  BiCHjPOJj.HjO  is  the  formula  of  the  hypophosphite 
of  bismuth.  It  blackens  and  gives  off  phosphine.at  about 
100°,  and  at  a  higher  temperature  globules  of  bismuth  sepa- 
rate, and  bismuth  phosphate  is  produced  : 

3Bi(H,P05)3  =  2Bi  +  BiCPO^),^-  6P  +  90H.,. 

There  was  no  discussion.  Even  the  President  had  to  content 
himself  with  the  merest  formalities  of  his  office,  for  he  was 
suffering  from  hoarseness  so  pronounced  as  to  render  his 
voice  inaudible  at  the  distance  of  a  few  paces. 

A  paper  on  "  Kamala,"  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Perkin,  was  deferred.  ^ 
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SOPHISTICATION  A  CENTUKY  AGO. 
By  J.  S.  Waed  * 
Tobias  Smollett,  M.D.,  in  his  classic  work,  "  The  Adven- 
tures of  Roderick  Random,"  writing  of  Mr.  Lavement,  the 
French  apothecary,  whose  assistant  he  was,  says  : — "  He  had 
a  great  deal  of  business,  but  he  was  most  employed  amongst 
his  fellow  refugees,  and  his  profits  were  small.  However,  his 
expense  for  medicine  was  not  great,  for  he  was  the  mo.st 
expert  man  at  a  succedaneum  of  any  apothecary  in  London, 
so  that  I  have  been  sometimes  amazed  to  see  him,  without 
the  least  hesitation,  make  up  a  physician's  prescription 
though  he  had  not  in  his  shop  one  medicine  mentioned  in  it. 
Oyster-shells  he  could  convert  into  crabs'  eyes,  turpentine 
into  capivi,  common  oil  into  oil  of  sweet  almonds,  Thames 
water  into  aqua  cinnamomi,  and  a  hundred  more  costly  pre- 
parations were  produced  in  an  instant  from  the  cheapest  and 
coarsest  drugs  of  the  Materia  Medica  ;  and  when  any  common 
thing  was  ordered  for  a  patient  he  always  took  care  to  dis- 
guise it  in  colour,  or  taste,  or  both,  in  such  a  manner  as  that 
it  could  not  possibly  be  known,  for  which  purpose  cochineal 
and  oil  of  cloves  were  of  great  service." 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  Jacob  Bell's  "  Historical 
Sketch  of  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy  "  at  the  earlier  part  of 
the  last  century  :— "  The  apothecaries,  then  a  powerful 
body,  excited  the  jealousy  of  the  physicians  by  practising 
medicine  as  well  as  pharmacy,  and  the  latter  en- 
deavoured to  reduce  their  rivals  to  the  original  con- 
dition of  giocers  or  vendors  of  drugs.  In  order  to  supply 
the  poor,  some  physicians  united  in  the  establish- 
ment of  dispensaries,  employing  assistants  to  dispense 
under  their  own  superintendence.  These  dispensaries 
prospered,  and  enjoyed  the  patronage  of  the  public  ;  and  it 
is  believed  that  the  assistants  employed  and  instructed  by 
the  physicians  became  dispensing  chemists  on  their  own 
account,  and  that  some  of  the  apothecaries,  who  found  their 
craft  in  danger,  followed  the  example  ;  fiom  which  source 
may  be  dated  the  origin  of  chemists  and  druggists."  In 
like  manner  a  new  and  distinct  trade  is  now  in  process  of 
evolution,  the  vendors  of  unscheduled  drugs  and  chemicals 
taking  the  title  of  store  or  company  chemist.  In  1723 
the  College  of  Physicians  were  again  empowered  by  Act  of 
Parliament  to  visit  and  examine  the  shops  of  apothecaries, 
attended  by  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of 
Grocers,  or  one  of  them.  This  power  appears  to  have  been 
used  on  one  occasion,  if  not  moie  frequently,  to  gratify 
personal  jealousy,  because  after  the  Act  had  passed,  at  the 
instigation  of  a  Dr.  Levit,  a  search  visit  was  paid  to  a  chemist 
and  druggist  who  had  opposed  him  in  supplying  medicines 
to  the  Royal  African  Company,  and  a  paragraph  like  the 
following  was  inserted  in  several  public  papers : — On 
Wednesday  last  the  four  censors  of  the  College  of  Physicians, 
and  the  two  Wardens  of  the  Apothecaries'  Company,  visited 
several  Chymists',  Druggists',  and  Apothecaries'  shops,  pur- 
suant to  the  authority  granted  by  a  late  Act  of  Parliament, 
and  we  hear  they  burnt  several  drugs  and  other  things  in 
the  Medicinal  Faculty  before  the  doors  of  Mr.  Goodwin, 
Chymist,  facing  the  Haymarket,  the  Corner  of  Pall  Mall,  &c." 

It  is  stated  as  a  remarkable  circumstance  that  Goodwin 
was  the  only  person  whose  goods  were  condemned  on  this 
occasion,  although  he,  being  in  a  large  way  of  business,  was 
in  the  habit  of  supplying  many  of  the  druggists  and  apothe- 
caries with  a  great  proportion  of  tlieir  stock.  It  is  said  that 
he  gained  6001.  damages  for  the  injury  he  had  sustained. 

Later  on,  about  1815,  other  powers  were  sought  by  the 
Apothecaries'  Company  by  Act  of  Parliament ;  to  this  oppo- 
sition was  so  great  that  it  was  altered  and  restricted  to 
those  "  who  practise  as  apothecaries,"  with  an  express  decla- 
ration "  that  it  did  not  extend  to  chemists  and  druggists." 

Since  then,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  trace,  no  law  im- 
poses the  power  of  search  where  the  chemist  and  druggist 
is  concerned. 

Having  briefly  explained  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  and 
method  of  detecting  sophistication  in  use,  I  will  pass  to  the 
adulterations  of  the  more  ordinary  drugs.  One  dispensatory, 
by  R.  James,  M.D.,  states  that,  "  Elaterium  of  the  shops  is  no 
more  than  a  certain  preparation  of  its  expressed  juice.  I  will 
presently  show  how  it  was  made.  Scammony  is  a  composi- 
tion of  some  very  strong  purgative  powders  made  up  of

rosin,  according  to  the  manner  of  some  unfair  dealers  of 
drugs  in  England.    Balsam  of  Peru  is  often  adulterated,  pro- 
bably with  liquid  storax." 
Gray  tells  us  that  wines  are  doctored,  as  it  is  called,  to  give 
;  them  the  peculiar  flavours,  "  and  render  them  similar  to  cele- 
i  brated  grape-winee.    Thus,  bitter  almonds  are  added  to  give 
a  nutty  flavour ;  sweet-briar,  orris-root,  clary,  cherry  laurel 
water,  and  elder  flowers,  to  form  the  bouquet  of  high- 
flavoured  wines;  alum  to  render  young  and  meagre  red 
wines  bright ;  brazil  wood,  cake  of  pressed  elderberries  and 
bilberries,  to  render  pale,  faint  port  of  a  rich  deep  purple 
colour ;  oak  sawdust  and  the  husks  of  filberts  to  give  addi- 
tional astringency  to  unripe  red  wines,  and  a  tincture  of  the 
seeds  of  raisins  to  flavour  factitious  port  wine.     Gypsum  is 
used  to  clear  cloudy  white  wines,  as  also  lime  ;  and  the  size 
of  a  walnut  of  sugar  of  lead,  with  a  tablespoonful  of  sal 
enixium,  is  put  to  42  gallons  of  muddy  wine  to  clear  it. 
Capsicums  andgrains  of  paradise  aroused  to  give  a  pungent 
i  taste  to  weak  beer;  but  to  avoid  detection  concentrated 
I  tinctures  are  mostly  used  ;  ginger,  coriander-seed,  and  orange- 
j  peel  are  used  to  flavour  it ;  besides  these,  opium,  cocculus 
indicus,  nux  vomica,  tobacco,  and  extract  of  poppies  are 
used  to  increase  the  intoxicating  quality. 

Quassia  is  employed  instead  of  hops  as  a  bitter,  but  this 
does  not  precipitate  the  mucilage,  and  the  beer  soon  goes 
muddy  unless  kept  very  cool.  Mild  or  new  beer  is  made  to 
taste  like  stale  by  adding  a  little  oil  of  vitriol  or  some  alum  ; 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  stale  or  sourish  beer  is  made  to 
resemble  mild  by  neutralising  the  acid  by  oyster-shells  or 
'  chalk.  When  porter  is  reduced  by  adding  table  beer 
I  publicans  usually  add  molasses  to  enable  it  to  form  a  head, 
and  extract  of  gentian  to  keep  up  the  flavour. 

A  curious  manuscript  book,  quite  a  century  old,  has  been 
placed  at  my  disposal,  containing  formula  for  substitutions, 
and  it  is  very  evident  in  those  I  will  bring  under  your  notice 
that  the  oaly  aim  has  been  to  approximately  represent  the 
originals.  The  science  of  adulteration  must  have  been  an 
unknown  art,  or,  at  least,  an  unpractised  one  ;  inspectors,  if 
sufliciently  posted  in  the  appearance  of  drugs,  would  have  no 
I  difKculty  in  judging  the  quality  and  condemning  the  spurious 
on  the  spot.    From  the  formulre  I  quote  the  following  :  — 

" Elatcriiim. — The  juice  pressed  from  spruce-laurel,  boiled 
to  a  proper  consistence  with  a  thick  mucilage  of  tragacanth, 
made  into  cakes.  Chio  Turpentine. — Olive  oil  4  oz.,  yellow 
resin  1|  lb  ,  Canada  balsam  12  oz.  IJrarjon's  Blood  — Venice 
turpentine  2  lbs.,  yellow  resin  1|  lb.,  alkanet-root  \  lb. 
Siinip  of  Violets. — Orris-root  1  oz.  ;  boil  in  two  pints  of  water 
to  Its  oz. ;  add  Spanish  indigo  1  oz.,  sugar  2  lbs."

Strained  Storax. — Benzoin  8  lbs.,  balsam  of  Tolu  1  lb., 
balsam  of  Peru  2  lbs.,  rect.  spirit  12  pints,  liquid  storax  2  lbs. 
Balsam  of  I'eru. — Balsam  of  Tolu  4  lbs.,  benzoin  4  lbs., 
strained  storax  4  lbs.,  true  balsam  of  Peru  8  lbs.  (rum 
Galhani  Colat. — Gum  fcetida  4  oz.,  gum  thus  3  lbs.,  resin 
flava  3  lbs.,  gum  galbani  6  lbs.  Oil  of  Aniseed. — Spermaceti 
^  oz.,  oil  of  almonds  ^  lb ,  true  oil  of  aniseed  1  lb. 

The  method  of  reducing  powders  was  very  simple.  Po/v- 
dered  Coloeyntli.

I     Chemicals   also  were  let  down,  but  to  a  less  extent.

\  antimony  12  oz.,  flowers  of  sulphur  \  lb  ,  mercury  \  lb.  An 
I  odd  example  of  both  fortification  and  substitution  is  Melted 
Barhadoes  Aloes. — Powdered  gamboge  4  lbs..  Cape  aloes 
j  10  lbs.,  dark  hepatic  aloes  20  lbs. 

From  the  prices  current  of  the  period  I  find  that  whilst 
Barbadoes  aloes  cost  3s.  6(i.  per  lb.,  Socotrine  was  quoted  Is. 
less,  galbanum  was  worth  12s.  to  18s.,  and  asafcetida  6*.  to  lis. 
per  lb.    Peruvian  balsam  was  quoted  13s.  to  14s.  per  lb. 

This  extract  of  a  few  respective  values  is  interesting,  as  it 
gives  a  clue  to  the  earnings  of  a  sophisticator.  The  authors 
of  the  last  century  tell  us  of  adulterations  practised,  but  as 
far  as  I  can  gather  there  is  no  mention  of  tests  for  their 
detection  other  than  physical  ones.  For  instance,  James 
(already  quoted)  says  of  scammony  that  that  which  is  heavy, 
hard,  and  black  is  to  be  rejected,  and  that  it  is  with  such  they 
often  fill  the  inside  of  the  cods  or  lumps  wherein  it  is 
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brought  to  us,  this  usually  being  what  is  burnt  or  otherwise 
damaged  in  the  operation.  Of  styrax  calamita  he  says  a 
"  most  impure  magma  is  sold,  mixed  with  heterogeneous 
bodies  as  chafiE,  hairs,  bran,  and  sawdust.  Choose  what  is 
fat,  consisting  of  pale-reddish  fragments  of  a  lasting  smell, 
and  which  yield  a  melleous  liquor  when  it  is  worked."  Of 
Peruvian  balsam  the  adulterated  sort  is  "  thick  and  coagu- 
lated, wants  the  penetrating  taste  and  smell,  and  is  with 
great  difficulty  dissolved  in  spiiit  of  wine,  but  remains  like  a 
thick  and  oleous  magma."  Of  musk,  crafty  and  fraudulent 
merchants  add  blood,  skins,  and  other  parts  of  the  animal 
to  the  musk,  and  with  this  mixture  they  stuff  bags  made  of 
the  skins,  and  sell  them  for  true  and  genuine  musk-follicules. 
But  this  piece  of  fraud  is  easily  discovered  by  the  skilful 
and  the  cautious,  for  that  musk  which  when  burnt  evapo- 
rates is  thought  to  be  genuine,  but  if  when  burned  there 
remains  something  like  a  coal  it  is  adulterated  of  civit ;  "  the 
best  is  what  comes  from  America  and  is  not  adulterated  with 
butter ;  the  black  imported  from  the  East  Indies  is  not 
good." 

Being  in  the  secrets  of  the  sophisticator,  I  have  pre- 
pared from  his  formulas  a  few  [of  the  drugs,  &c.,  and  of 
these  you  may  judge  from  personal  observation.  As 
I  have  before  observed,  no  one  who  has  been  accustomed  to 
handle  the  genuine  would  for  a  moment  hesitate  in  discern- 
ing the  fraud. 

There  are,  no  doubt,  still  in  use  certain  admixtures  which 
have  descended  to  us  from  the  old  times — obsolete  drugs, 
which  from  their  rarity  are  unknown  at  the  present  day  in  a 
state  of  purity.  I'or  example,  Sagapennm  of  commerce  is 
palpably  an  admixture,  and  I  have  seen  some  old  stock  years 
ago  which,  reported  to  be  the  true  gum  resin,  was  very 
different  to  any  which  can  be  purchased  at  the  present  day. 

,  Certain  other  resinous  drugs,  as  everyone  in  the  trade 
knows,  are  nothing  more  than  substitutions  made  in  this 
country  from  ancient  formulas. 

"  Drugs  are  no  longer  subject  to  substitutions  and  gross 
adulterations  performed  in  this  country.  Importation  of 
sophistications  will  not  recoup  the  sender  for  his  outlay  in 
transit,  and  other  charges.  The  rummage  sales  by  auction, 
where  often  parcels  appear  which  were  rejected  when  offered 
in  the  usual  course,  find  buyers  at  only  nominal  prices.

Be  George  Jex  Love,  Chemist,  and  Wine  and  Spirit 
Merchant,  Clare. 

The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  held  at  the 
Cambridge  County  Court  last  week.  In  reply  to  the  Official 
Keceiver,  debtor  said  he  commenced  business  at  Clare  in 
1869  with  a  capital  of  500Z.,  of  which  350Z.  was  his  wife's. 
He  succeeded  Mr.  Andrews,  a  chemist.  The  business  was 
sold  for  500Z  by  valuation.  The  business  was  very  suc- 
cessful. About  twenty  years  ago  he  added  the  business  of  a 
wine  and  spirit  merchant.  That  was  carried  on  in  the  same 
shop,  and  paid  its  way.  He  saved  a  considerable  sum  of 
money,  and  carried  on  both  businesses  up  to  the  time  of  his 
bankruptcy.  He  kept  one  set  of  books  for  both  branches. 
He  had  not  kept  books  for  t*ie  last  two  years,  but  could  give 
no  reason  why  they  were  discontinued.  He  had  speculated 
largely  on  the  Stock  Exchange  during  the  past  six  years. 
When  these  speculations  began  he  had  saved  about  7,000^. 
Part  of  this  had  been  left  to  him  by  his  father,  and  his  wife 
had  some.  Mortimer  &  Co.,  the  brokers  through  whom  these 
transactions  took  place,  appear  as  creditors  for  350Z.  He 
was  afraid  he  must  admit  he  had  neglected  his  business  since 
taking  up  with  these  speculations.  He  had  never  bet  on 
horse-racing.    The  examination  was  closed. 


Be  Samuel  Thomas  Mill,  Holsworthy,  Chemist  and 
Druggist. 

A  MEETING  of  the  creditors  of  this  debtor  was  held  at  the 
Stanhope  Arms,  Holsworthy,  after  his  committal  by  the 
magistrates  on  charges  of  forgery.  There  were  about  fifty 
present,  and  the  proceedings  were  conducted  in  camera.  It 
was  understood  that  Mr.  I'ercy  T.  I'earce.  who  represented 


the  debtor,  said  that  the  latter  had,  acting  on  his  advice, 
agreed  to  a  deed  of  assignment  being  drawn  up,  and  making 
Mr.  KiveU  trustee,  pending  that  meeting,  which  was  held  for 
the  purpose  of  deciding  whether  the  estate  should  go  into 
bankruptcy,  or  be  realised  by  the  trustee.  The  debtor  had 
expressed  a  desire  to  give  his  creditors  every  aesistance  in 
o^^jlnA"^  property.  The  liabilities  are  estimated  at  about 
27,000^.,  and  the  assets  are  expected  to  realise  about  17,000Z. 
The  bank  hold  securities  to  the  extent  of  about  14,000Z.  It 
was  decided  that  the  deed  of  assignment  executed  by  the 
debtor  be  approved,  the  trustee  to  be  indemnified  against  the 
consequences  of  acting  under  such  deed.  Mr.  Kivell,  the 
trustee,  accordingly  takes  immediate  possession  of  the  estate. 
The  following  chief  creditors  form  the  committee  of  inspec- 
tion :— Messrs.  Hare,  Coombe,  J.  Mill,  and  Medland.

In  Sheffield. 

This  is  the  old-fashioned  pharmacy  in  Market  Place, 
Sheffield,  which  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholine  is  to  vacate  bj-and- 
by.  A  century  and  a  half  ago  this  shop  was  sacred  to  the 
apothecaries'  art,  and  to-day,  in  its  old-fashioted  low 
window,  filled  with  small  panes  of  glass,  the  parapberralia 
of  the  druggist  are  still  displayed.    For  150  years  chemist 
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has  followed  chemist  in  the  occupation  of  the  premises,  but 
there  have  been  three  or  four  changes  only  in  all  that  long 
period.  A  hundred  and  forty  years  ago  the  place  was  in  the 
hands  of  a  Mr.  Jones ;  to  him  succeeded  Mr.  Gillott,  and 
after  him  came  Mr.  Radley,  who  was  there  for  close  upon 
forty  years.  Mr.  Newsholme  is  Mr.  Radley 's  immediate 
succesEor. 

In  Plymouth. 
Mr.  Barge's  new  pharmacy  at  Mutley,  Plymouth,  illustrated 
in  the  next  column,  is  a  fine  structure,  and  is  equipped 
inside  in  a  style  suited  to  the  exterior.  The  woodwork  of 
the  front  is  American  walnut,  with  polished-granite  pedi- 
ment and  Portland-stone  pillars  with  carved  capitals,  the 
whole  being  treated  in  what  may  be  called  a  very  modified 
Greek  style.  Within,  the  ceiling  (17  feet  high)  is  handsomely 
panelled,  and  the  classic  idea  is  further  maintained  by  a 
Dumber  of  life-size  plaster  busts  arranged  over  the  shelves. 
The  oilcloth  is  imitation  mosaic.  Another  tasteful  feature 
is  the  use  of  leaded  glass  over  the  windows  and  in  the  door 
at  the  back  of  the  shop,  the  latter  being  a  richly-toned 
replica  of  the  Immortal  PhcBLix,  key,  flames  and  all  com- 
plete. There  are  public  and  private  telephones,  and  a  system 
of  electric  call  bells.  The  electric  light  not  being  as  yet 
accessible,  Albo  carbons  have  been  adopted  throughout.  At 
Christmas  an  interesting  display  was  made  at  this  pharmacy. 
In  the  centre  a  plaster  pedestal  was  surmounted  by  a  life- 
sized  bust  of  Shakespeare,  with  the  quotation  on  card 
"  Shakespeare  said  '  Throw  physic  to  the  Dogs  ! '    But  he 


had  rever  seen  the  Belgrave  pharmacy."  The  Bard  was 
crowned  with  laurel  leaves,  and  the  pedestal  was  decorated 
with  ivy.    Curtains  of  Liberty  iruslin  in  delicate  shades  of 


peacock-blue  and  cream  formed  an  artistic  background.  A 
good  show  of  cut-glass  bottles  and  seasonable  proprietaries 
was  flanked  by  palms  on  the  tides.  At  night  the  bust  was 
tinted  prismatically  by  stained  glass  on  the  top  of  the  casing. 

In  the  Himalayas.j 

We  give  below  a  sketch  of  the  European  dispen- 
sing establishment  of  Messrs.  Munro  &;  Co.,  at  Kurseong, 
British  India.  Kurseong,  which  even  Macaulay's  schoolboy 
might  have  some  difiiculty  in  findicg  on  the  map,  is  situated 
on  one  of  the  lower  langes  of  the  north  eastern  Himalayas, 
about  4,800  feet  above  sea- level.   Calcutta  is  about  360  miles

to  the  south  of  it,  and  Darjeeling  (the  summer  refort  of  the 
Bengal  Government)  about  twenty  miles  to  the  north.  The 
place  is  intersected  by  the  Darjeeling-Himalayan  Railway,  a 
littla  2-foot- guage  mountain  railway,  shown  in  our  sketch, 
immediately  in  front  of  the  business  premises. 

The  climate  of  Kurseong  is  very  bracing  and  genia) 
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throughout  the  year,  and,  albeit  that  in  winter  the  cold  is 
sometimes  rather  trying,  snow  is  quite  unknown.  But  for 
the  fogs  and  mists  which  almost  incessantly  envelope  this 
little  hill-station,  it  would  be  able  to  boast  of  the  best 
climate  of  any  hill-resort  in  India.  The  aforesaid  brumous 
exhalations,  which  seem  to  take  their  rise  from  the  swampy 
Terai  lying  immediately  at  the  foot  of  these  hills,  do  not, 
however,  detract  in  the  least  from  the  healthiness  of  the 
place,  though  carping  spirits  will  be  inclined  to  say  that 
there  is  more  weather  than  climate  in  Kurseong.  The  pity 
of  it  is  that  Kurseong  is  so  overrun  with  tea- plantations 
that  there  are,  compar.itively  speaking,  no  "  eligible  building- 
sites"  available.  Were  the  needful  accommodation  to  be  had, 
many  invalids  and  others  wishful  of  escaping  the  summer 
heat  of  the  plains,  would  no  doubt  prefer  Kurseong  to  Dar- 
jeeling,  their  present  hill-refuge.  The  rainfall  during  the 
monsoon  is  by  no  means  excessive. 

The  firm  of  Munro  &  Co.  was  established  in  these  hills 
over  twenty  years  ago,  and,  after  changing  hands  some  half- 
dozen  times,  has  now  been  placed  under  tbe  management  of 
an  experienced  practical  chemist,  under  whose  regime  the 
firm  has  developed  a  very  fair  business  with  the  tea- 
plantations  which  surround  the  station,  far  and  ne^r,  and 
with  other  small  contiguous  stations  on  or  near  the  line  of 
railway. 


OUK  ancient  contemporary,  the  Nero  Yorh  Shipping  List, 
in  celebration  of  its  centenary,  has  commenced  a 
series  of  sketches  of  business  firms  identified,  to  use  our 
contemporary's  words,  with  "  our  country's  commercial  pro- 
gress for  half  a  century  or  more."  The  List  infuses  into  its 
sketches  a  dash  of  spread-eagleism  pardonable  enough  upon 
the  occasion.  High-flown  phrases  liberally  stud  the  lines  of 
the  reviews,  and  it  is  amid  frequent  outcroppings  of  the 
"  Stars  and  Stripes,"  "  the  enterprise  of  Yankee  blood,"  and 
other  rhetorical  rocks  of  that  formation,  that  we  cull  the 
following  interesting  flowers  of  information  about  houses 
whose  names  have  become  familiar  sounds  in  the  ears  of 
cis- Atlantic  business  men : — 

W.  H.  SchiefiEelin  &  Co,,  of  New  York,  completed  the  first 
century  of  their  existence  in  1894.  The  founders  of  the 
firm  were  Messrs.  John  B.  Lawrence  and  Jacob  Schieffelin,  | 
and  in  1805  Henry  H.  E.,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  the  second  of 
the  Schieffelin  dynasty,  became  a  partner.  Mr.  Henry 
Schieffelin  was  a  gentleman  of  literary  and  scientific 
culture,  as  well  as  a  business  man.  He  was  the  first  Vice- 
President  of  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  the 
first  President  of  that  Institution  after  it  had  obtained 
its  Charter.  The  Schieffelins  are  of  Swiss  descent. 
At  the  present  time  two  members  of  the  family 
are  in  the  partnership,  the  four  other  partners  being 
Messrs.  W.  N.  and  H.  S.  Clark,  W.  S.  Mersereau,  and  W.  L 
Brower.  The  firm  of  Schieffelin  no  doubt  partly  owe  their 
success  to  the  fact  that  they  were  among  the  first  American 
■drug-houses  to  begin  advertising. 

McKesson  &  Bobbins'  firm  dates  from  1833,  when  Charles 
M.  Olcott  and  John  McKesson  became  associated  in 
business.  There  have  been  comparatively  few  changes  of 
partnership  in  this  firm  in  the  course  of  the  sixty-one  years 
of  its  existence.  Mr.  John  McKesson,  the  co-founder,  retired 
from  the  business  after  fifty- two  years  of  active  participation 
in  its  extension,  and  died  in  1893.  The  four  partners  are 
now  Messrs.  John  McKesson,  jun.,  the  founder's  eldest  son, 
Mr.  W.  Hull  Wickham,  Mr.  G.  C.  McKesson,  another  son  of 
the  founder,  and  Mr.  H.  D.  Bobbins. 

The  Theodore  Metcalf  Company,  of  Boston,  was  established 
in  1834  by  a  Mr.  Metcalf,  who  had  served  his  apprenticeship  to 
a  Boston  druggist,  carrying  on  a  sort  of  barter  of  country  pro- 
ducts in  exchange  for  half-yearly  supplies  of  family  medicines. 
The  firm  of  Metcalf,  in  its  history,  can  point  to  the  very  singu- 
lar fact  that  the  founder,  after  nioe  years  of  commercial  life, 
sold  his  interest  to  travel  and  study  in  Europe,  and  after  nine 
years  of  absence  returned  to  the  States,  and  repurchased  his 
old  business.  One  of  Mr.  Metcalf's  partners  at  a  further 
stage  of  the  firm's  business  career  was  a  Mr.  Thos.  Doliber, 
who  appears  to  have  been  a  man  of  unusual  business  energy 
and  aptitude.  He  extended  the  firm's  operations  to  sachet- 
powders  and  to  many  new  remedies,  and,  finally,  after  a 


quarter-century's  association  with  Mr.  Metcalf,  took  over 
the  Mellin's  Food  agency,  which  Mr.  Metcalf  had  started  in 
the  States.  The  Metcalf-firm  is  now  a  Company,  of  which 
Mr.  F.  A.  Davidson  is  the  President. 

Messrs.  John  Dwight  &  Co.,  although  only  established  in 
\  1846,  nevertheless  find  a  place  in  the  List's  index.    The  firm 
is  the  outcome  of  a  partnership  between  Mr.  Dwight  and 
Mr.  John  K.  Maurice,  soda-manufacturers,  of  New  York. 
I  Mr.  John  Dwight  was  the  first  to  introduce  bicarbonate  of, 
j  soda  for  domestic  purposes  into  America,  pearl  ash  and 
sal  aeratus  being  formerly  exclusively  used  to  supply  the 
wants  now  filled  by  the  more  modern  preparation. 

J.  Milhau's  Sons,  wholesale  druggists,  of  New  York,  date 
from  1813.  The  founder  of  the  firm  was  John  Milhan,  a 
Baltimore  retail  druggist,  and  the  present  proprietor  is  his 
son,  Edward  L.  Milhan.  The  Milhaus  are  of  French  West 
I  Indian  stock,  and  went  to  Baltimore  early  in  the  century 
from  San  Domingo,  whence  they  had  been  expelled  by  a 
revolution.  Old  Mr.  John  Milhau  will  live  in  the  drug-trade 
annals  as  the  father  of  the  law  "to  prevent  the  importation 
i  into  the  United  States  of  fraudulent,  adulterated,  in- 
ferior, or  deteriorated  drugs,"  passed  by  Congress  iu 
1848.  "This  law,"  the  List  grandiloquently  observes, 
I  "  was  as  a  dyke  thrown  up  to  prevent  the  inundation 
of  all  honesty  and  character  in  the  drug-trade  by 
unscrupulous  foreigners  and  ignorant  Americans,  glad  to 
I  be  duped  and  to  dupe  others  for  the  sake  of  money." 
I  Whatever  it  was,  it  brought  Mr.  Milhau  into  rare  hot  water, 
though  he  successfully  emerged  from  numerous  lawsuits 
brought  against  him.  Hardly  had  he  overcome  these 
troubles  than  he  prevented  one  Jacob  Sharp  from  carrying 
out  a  railway  concession  he  had  obtained  by  bribing  the 
Legislature.  While  Millhau  lived  Sharp  had  to  lie  low, 
"  but,"  observes  our  contemporary  with  unconscious  humour, 
[  "  in  1884,  ten  years  after  Mr.  Milhau  died,  Jacob  Sharp 
finally  got  authority  to  proceed  with  his  raOroad,  by  the 
corruption  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  this  city — a  scandal 
familiar  to  all  readers"  Mr.  Milhau  will  also  be  remembered 
for  having  contracted  in  the  interest  of  the  Government 
for  foreign  quinine  during  the  American  Civil  War,  when 
there  was  some  danger  that  the  United  States  would  be 
prevented  by  a  "corner"  from  securing  the  indispensable 
commodity.

Two  weeks  ago  I  was  summoned  to  the  bedside  of  Djoahnne 
Sdtleometzhler.  The  involute  and  labyrinthinate  tangle  of 
his  symptoms  made  me  suspect  at  first  that  he  had  absorbed 
his  own  name.

M.  Sig. :  A  teaspoouful  every  liour. 

When  the  wife  presented  the  prescription  to  the  druggist 
he  instantly  dropped  dead !  The  patient  is  up  and  about, 
but  something  is  wrong  with  his  Broca's  convolution— he 
mutters  in  a  multisyllabic  lingo  that  is  intelligible  only  to 
modern  pharmacists.  I  am  in  biding  where  the  spiral 
melody  of  the  woodbine  that  twineth  blendeth  ever  sweety 
low,  soothing,  murmurous  quadri.syllabic  rhythmic  rune  " 
the  gentle  polygonum  ponctatnm.

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A     PHARMACEUTICAL     STORY     OF  TO-DAY.

I.  Margaret  Gets  Experien  ce. 

FRED  NELSON  had  opened  a  smart  pharmacy  at  Blank- 
,  ton.  He  had  got  through  his  examinations,  if  not 
•with  glory,  at  least  without  disgrace,  and  while  his  shop  was 
Ibeing  fitted  he  had  married  the  only  daughter  of  a  chemist 
Iwho  had  been  one  of  his  governors  during  his  period  of 
issistanthood.

(ictually  preferred  to  be  waited  upon  by  Miss  Milton  rather 
jjhan  by  the  "  old  man."  The  trade  in  cigars,  for  instance,  had 
jleveloped  rather  considerably,  and  old  Milton  prided  himself 
fcn  it  as  the  direct  result  of  his  judgment  in  stocking  the 
light  brands.    But  the  young  cubs  who  bought  the  smokes 
|iever  showed  any  reluctance  to  let  Maggie   pick  out 
strong,  mild,  or  medium  one  for  them,  if  the  governor 
|iappened  to  be  engaged  at  the  moment. 

When  Fred  Nelson  had  paid  for  his  shop-fitting,  and  his

He  has  not  to  this  day  dis- 
covered what  all  his  chance  acquaintances  have  recognised 
in  five  minutes  —that  his  wife's  naturally  quick  perceptions 
are  as  a  rule  as  safe  to  rely  upon  for  the  conclusions  they 
bring  her  mind  to  as  his  more  mechanically- constructed 
brain  can  reach  with  a  tenfold  expenditure  of  time. 

For  a  few  months  past  Fred  had  availed  himself  of  his 
wife's  assistance  in  the  shop  a  little  more  freely  in  the 
evenings  than  he  had  done  previously.  He  had  begun  very 
occasionally  to  go  out  an  hour  before  closing-time  for  a 
game  of  billiards  with  some  acquaintances.  I  do  not  wish 
it  to  be  understood  for  a  moment  that  Fred  Nelson  was 
going  to  the  bai.

Sticking  closely  to  business  one  evening,  and  refusing  an 
invitation  to  go  out,  he  had  slipped  down  his  cellar  stairs 
when  he  was  going  down  to  get  some  soda-water  for  a 
customer,  and,  doubling  his  leg  under  him  in  his  fall,  had 
fractured  the  thigh-bone  very  seriously.  With  the  assistance 
of  some  neighbours  he  was  got  to  bed,  and  the  shop  was 
closed.  Dr.  Francis  and  his  assistant  were  soon  at  the 
house,  and  the  broken  limb  was  successfully  set,  but  it  was 
all  too  evident  that  at  the  best  poor  Nelson  would  have  to 
neglect  his  business  for  some  six  weeks  or  two  months. 

After  she  had  got  over  the  first  shock,  Margaret  set  her 
brisk  little  brain  to  work  to  plan  how  best  to  meet  the 
calamity.

This  was  a  serious  matter,  and  I  am  not  writing  to  defend 
it ;  I  am  merely  relating  events.    It  was  this  infringement 
!  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  which  brings  Mr.  Stockford  into  my 
narrative.    And  this  is  how  it  occurred. 

Mr.  Stockford  was  the  present  proprietor  of  the  oldest 
chemist's  business  in  the  town.  He  was  the  local  secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  he  took  the  responsibility 
of  this  dignity  seriously. 

He  took  most  things  seriously.    He  dressed  seriously  ;  his 
shop  and  his  shop-window  were  always  kept  strictly  serious- 
no  frogs  or  such  frivolities  could  ever  have  found  a  place  in 
them.    He  was  serious  with  his  customers,  and  expounded  j 
the  mysteries  of  pharmacy  to  them,  whenever  he  got  one  ' 
sufiiciently  docile  to  listen  to  him,  as  if  he  had  been  a  ^ 
Brahmin.    His  serious-looking  spectacles  were  a  part  of  his  , 
profes.'ional  stock-in-trade,  and  he  said  "  Bighteenpence  "  in 
a  tone  more  suited  to  the  commination  service  than  to 
ordinary  counter  communications. 

Naturally  this  solemnity  won  for  him  a  certain  reputa- 
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tion.  It  no  doubt  sscured  for  him  soai3  customers,  ba^J  it 
did  not  please  everybody.  Indeed,  it  is  not  unfair  to  say 
that  Mr.  Stockford  was  not  popular,  and  it  was  generilly 
feelievei — and  not  incorrectly,  I  fancy — that  his  trade  was  not 
what  it  had  been. 

The  decline  of  his  business  did  not  tend  to  mike  Mr. 
Stockford  less  serlou?.  Perhaps  it  would  not  be  too  strong 
to  say  that  it  soured  him.  In  his  heart  he  hated  every  rival 
chemist  in  the  town ;  and  he  was  not  very  successful  in  con- 
■cealing  his  bitterness  in  his  minner.  Among  them  he 
always  took  precedenca  as  a  matter  of  course,  partly  as 
representing  the  oldest  business,  and  partly  on  account  of 
the  dignity  of  his  already-mentioned  local  secretaryship  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  say  how  far  his  duty  forced  him,  or  how 
far  his  disposition  led  hicn  to  do  do  nasty  things.  Certainly 
when  the  two  coincided.  Duty  could  be  sure  of  her  servant. 

One  day,  when  Tom  Williams  came  in  from  an  errand,  he 
saw  a  girl  he  knew  at  the  front  of  the  counter,  and  he  saw 
Mrs.  Nelson    behind  the  dispensing-screen  making  up  a

1  this  bold  substitution.  I  am  aware  that  she  was  com- 
litting  the  unpardonable  pharmaceutical  sin,  and  if  I  say 
lat  in  what  she  did  she  acted  impstuously  I  am  too  well 
ware  that  the  excuse  is  a  miserably  lame  one. 
My  business,  however,  at  this  moment  is  to  relate  facts  ; 
Maggie  had  not  thus  put  henbane  for  opium  in  the 
stare,  it  is  more  than  possible  this  story  woild  never 
ve  baen  writ' en. 


Before  she  gave  the  girl  the  medicine  she  said  to  Tom  : 

"  Follow  her,  and  see  where  she  goes." 

No  commission  could  have  been  more  welcome  to  Tom 
Williams.  Next  to  being  a  pirate,  he  longed  for  the  life  of 
a  spy.  Konga  the  Bloodsucker  was  one  of  his  favourite 
heroes  of  romance,  and  he  thought  of  him  as  he  set  out  to 
track  the  unsuspecting  maiden  to  her  destination  Oh  !  if 
Blankton  had  only  been  the  forest  primeval,  and  if  he  could 
have  dabbed  a  little  red  paint  on  his  face,  and  stuck  a 
spatula  in  his  belt  as  a  scalping- knife  !  As  it  was,  as  soon  as 
he  got  outside  the  door  he  assumed  the  stealthy  step  which 
characterised  Konga,  and  his  first  idea  was  to  track  the 
fugitive  by  her  footsteps  on  the  muddy  pavement.  This, 
however,  was  not  quite  practicable  ;  and,  besides,  there  was 
no  difficulty  at  all  in  keeping  her  in  sight  as  she  dawdled 
homeward. 

She  took  the  medicine,  as  Tom  expected,  to  her  mother's 
house.  This  estimable  lady,  as  Tom  knew,  went  charing  at 
Mr.  Stockford's.  He  could  always  find  a  chum  in  whose 
company  he  could  spend  a  while  without  appearing  to  be  on 
the  watch,  and  this  time,  as  luck  would  have  it,  he  met 
Mr.  Stockford's  boy  on  his  way  back  from  delivering  a  parcel.

Then  he  undid  it,  took  out  the 
cork,  smelt  the  stuff,  and  tasted  it.  Then  he  did  it  up 
again  and  put  it  in  this  parcel  with  a  letter  he  had  got 
written." 

Tom  examined  the  parcel,  and  found  it  was  addressed  to 
"The  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London."  He  had  learned  all  he  wanted  to 
know,  atd  went  back  with  his  news  to  Mrs.  Nelson. 

Poor  Margaret  was  in  a  fever  of  apprehension  for  two  or 
three  days,  and  especially  she  wonied  herself  with  the 
doubt  whether  it  would  have  been  better  if  she  had  put  the 
scheduled  poison  in  the  mi-^cture  and  taken  the  chance  of  a 
prosecution  for  that,  and  whether  it  might  not  prove  worse 
for  her  to  have  sold  an  article  wliich  was  not  of  the  nature, 
substance,  and  quality  of  that  which  was  demanded. 

She  was  too  busy,  however,  to  let  her  mind  rest  entirely 
on  the  new  anxiety  which  had  cropped  up,  and  when  three 
or  four  days  had  passed  and  no  writ  had  been  served  on 
her  she  began  to  feel  easier.  We  may  assume  from  what 
afterwards  occurred  that  the  experienced  Mr.  Eastes,  info 
whose  hands  the  bottle  probably  fell,  had  not  been  able  to 
discover  any  morphia  in  it,  and  that  this  result  was  duly 
transmitted  to  Mr.  Stockford.  Probably  that  gentleman's 
own  cursory  examination  of  the  mixture  had  led  him  to 
half  expect  that  reply.  At  any  rate,  he  was  prepared  for 
his  next  step. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Town  Council,  and  in  that 
capacity  he  had  some  extra  influence  with  the  Inspector 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  He  had  before  this 
on  several  occasions  given  private  suggestions  to  that  officer 
with  rfgaid  to  taking  samples.  So  it  came  to  psss  that 
within  a  week  of  the  previous  purchase  the  srrall  girl  who 
1  had  appeared  at  Mr.  Nelson's  counter  ag  in  p'esfnted 
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herself  there.  She  handed  over  the  same  prescription,  and 
asked  for  the  medi.  ine  as  before. 

"  What  should  she  do  ?"  Margaret  queried  to  herself.  To 
us,  who  guess  that  the  Inspector's  assistant  was  waiting  near 
the  door  to  complete  the  purchase,  it  may  seem  clear  enough 
that,  whatever  she  did  the  time  before,  this  time  she  should 
have  dispensed  the  prescription  as  it  w&s  written.  But  she, 
of  course,  was  not  suspecting  danger  in  that  direction.  She 
thought  only  of  the  risk  of  selling  poison,  and  with  that  in 
view  she  perhaps  naturally  decided  to  compound  the  mix. 
ture  with  the  same  ingredients  as  those  she  had  previously 
given. 

While  she  was  wrapping  up  the  bottle  the  Inspector's 
assistant  came  into  the  shop,  and  when  it  was  ready  in- 
formed Mrs.  Nelson  that  he  was  the  purchaser,  and  that  the 
stuff  had  been  boogbt  for  analysis.  He  proceeded  to  divide 
the  mixture  into  three  parts,  and,  havicg  fulfilled  the  other 
formalities  required  by  the  statute,  and  paid  for  the  medi- 
cine, he  politely  took  his  leave. 

Poor  Margaret  was  in  a  flutter  indeed  now.  Her  husband's 
despair  when  he  should  come  to  know  of  the  muddle  she  had 
made  of  her  management,  the  public  disgrace,  the  loss  of 
confidence  which  must  ensue,  the  ruin  of  the  business  pro- 
bably, not  to  mention  the  ordeal  of  the  trial  which  awaited 
her — these  were  the  subjects  which  crossed  and  recrossed  her 
mind  all  the  night  which  followed  the  dispensing  of  that 
hateful  prescription.  At  moments  she  thought  she  would 
tell  her  husband  all  the  circumstances,  and  take  his  advice  ; 
but  she  had  no  thought  of  doing  this  when  the  morning 
came.  His  bodily  pain  was  bad  enough  for  him  to  bear ; 
and  she  nursed  him  with  a  smiling  face,  the  while  her  mind 
was  agitated  with  incessant  anxiety. 

But  she  had  taken  a  very  sensible  resolution.  As  soon  as 
she  could  get  out  she  went  straight  to  the  office  of  Mr  Roxley, 
a  young  solicitor  who  had  recently  come  to  the  town,  and 
had  fixed  up  his  brass  plate  in  the  next  street. 

She  told  him  the  whole  story,  and  he  listened  to  her 
sympathetically  and  patiently,  oniy  interposing  an  intelligent 
question  now  and  then.  When  she  had  finished  he  told  her 
with  great  confidence,  that  she  had  a  very  good  case,  that  at 
the  worst  she  would  get  off  with  a  nominal  fine,  and  that  he 
would  undertake,  if  she  would  leave  the  conduct  of  her  de- 
fence to  him,  to  relieve  her  of  all  trouble  in  the  matter.

The  worst  of  the  anxiety 
about  Fred  seemed  to  be  over,  and  Margaret  was  at  last 
beginning  to  feel  that  the  strain  which  had  been  severe 
enough  for  two  or  three  weeks  was  relaxing.  Just  then 
with  the  dogged  pertinacity  which  bad  luck  has  of  sticking 
to  its  victim,  the  summons  was  served.  To  some  extent,  no 
doubt,  Margaret  had  discounted  the  worry  of  this,  but  she 
had  retained  a  lingering  hope  that  she  might,  perhance,  hear 
no  more  about  it.  She  sent  the  summons  to  Mr.  Roxley,  who 
returned  a  cheery  reply,  and  then  she  set  herself  to  think  as 
little  about  the  affair  as  possible.  At  all  events,  she  resolved 
to  say  nothing  of  it  to  her  husband  till  she  had  fought  it 
right  through. 

III.  Before  the  Blanliton  BencTi. 
The  eventful  day  of  the  hearing  came,  as  such  days  do 
come,  with  unrelenting  certainty.    Courageously  Margaret 


set  out  alone  to  play  her  new  part  of  defendant.  Mr.  Roxley 
overtook  her  on  the  way  and  kept  her  in  pleasant  conversa- 
tion.   His  hopefulness  was  contagious,  and  Maggie  took  her 

I  se&t  in  the  court  wilih  a  feeling  almost  of  gaiety. 

I  She  was  a  little  dismayed  when  she  saw  that  Dr.  Edwards, 
the  recognised  head  of  the  medical  profession  in  Blankton, 
and  a  regular  supporter  of  Mr.  Stockford's,  was  on  the  Bench, 

I  with  two  other  magistrates.  She  bad  a  sort  of  guilty  fear 
that  he  of  all  men  would  be  likely  to  be  severe  towards  her 
ofifences.  But,  as  if  he  divined  her  thought,  Mr.  Roxley 
came  to  ber  to  say  he  was  %\&'^  to  see  Dr.  Edwards  there,  as 
they  coald  rely  on  a  fair  and  intelligent  hearing  from  him. 
Mr.  Stockford,  too,  was  in  court.   He  bad  been  subpoenaed 

I  by  Mr.  Roxley  ;  and  Mai-gaiet;  noticed,  not  without  a  shade  of 

,  satisfaction,  that  he  seemed  to  be  not  quite  at  his  ease,  for 
he  did  not  know  exactly  vhat  he  was  to  be  questioned 
about. 

When,  at  last,  her  case  w,is  called,  Maggie's  heart  begaiii 
to  beat  violently ;  but,  with  a  struggle,  she  recovered  her 
composure.  The  Inspector  opened  for  the  prosecution,  and 
stated  the  case  qui'e  simply,  and  without  any  unkind 
remark  towards  Mrs.  Nelson.  He  put  in  the  analyst's 
certificate,  which  Mr.  Roxley  did  not  challenge.  Then  he 
called  the  girl,  Charlotte  Store,  who  said  she  had  been  sent 
for  the  medicinp  by  her  mother,  and  she  told  how  she 
handed  the  prescription  to  Mrs.  Nelson,  who  took  it  to  the 
back  of  the  shop,  and  that  then  the  Assistant  Inspector 
came  in. 

Her  evidence  seemed  to  be  merely  formal,  but  Mr.  Roxley 
opened  his  defence  by  cross-examining  the  child. 

Did  you  say  anything  when  you  gave  Mrs.  Nelson  the 
prescription '/ he  asked. 

I  said,  Please  I  want  that. 

Mr.  Roxley:  Anything  else  7— No,  I  didn't  want,  nothing 
else. 

Mr.  Roxley  :  But  didn't  you  say  anything  else  ?— I  said  it- 
was  to  be  just  the  same  as  the  last. 

Mr.  Roxley  :  Who  told  you  to  say  that  ? — Mother. 

Dr.  Edwards  (from  the  Bench)  :  You  had  been  for  this 
medicine  before,  then  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Roxley  said  he  did  not  wish  to  ask  this  witness  any 
more  questions,  and  then  the  Assistant  Inspector  gave 
I  evidence  of  the  completion  of  the  purchase,  and  the  Inspector 
himself  followed,  stating  how  he  had  sent  one-third  part  of 
the  mixture  to  the  public  analyst  and  repeating  the  sub- 
stance of  the  certificate  To  each  of  these  witnesses  Mr. 
Roxley  put  the  same  question  : 

"  Did  you  know  that  Charlotte  Store  had  asked  to  have 
the  medicine  '  just  the  same  as  the  last '  ?  " 

In  each  case  the  answer  was,  "  No." 

This  finished  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Roxley 
said  he  should  prefer  to  call  his  witnesses  at  once,  and  address 
the  Bench  afterwards.  He  called  first  Mr.  Stockford,  and 
examined  him  as  follows  : 

You  are  a  pharmaceutical   chemist,  Mr.  Stockford,  I 
believe  1 — I  am. 
I     And  you  are  local  secretary  in  Blankton  for  the  Phar- 
I  maceutical  Society  1 — I  am. 

And  in  that  capacity  you  consider  it  your  duty  to  watch 
for  any  infringement  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  ? — It  is  my  duty. 

Can  you  show  me  your  authority  for  that  assertion  ? — It  is 
not  necessary  to  have  any  authority.  The  Pharmacy  Act  is 
the  law  of  the  land,  and  its  execution  is  entrusted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  I  am  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  representative  here 

A  very  well  argued  statement,  Mr.  Stockford.  Anyway, 
you  have  no  documentary  mandate,  I  presume  ? — No,  I  have 
no  written  instructions. 

Sometimes  in  carrying  out  your  duty  in  regard  to  this 
section  of  the  law  of  the  land  you  have,  no  doubt,  to  do 
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violence  to  your  own  g^a-ron  feelings  ?— I  don't  le  ray  feel- 
ings inflaence  me. 

I  can  quite  bslieve  tha"..  You  repressed  them,  I  presume, 
in  Mrs.  Kelson's  case  ?— I  have  dane  nothing  unja-t  towards 
Mrs.  Nelson. 

That  we  shall  learn  direitly.  You  see,  Mr.  Sto  iktDrl,  I  am 
obliged  to  treat  you  to  siniB  exten';  as  a  hostile  wir.ne-^s,  but 
I  am  sure,  in  the  interests  of  law  and  justice,  you  will  give 
the  Court  the  benefit  of  whatever  information  you  may 
possess.    Please  tell  me  first  who  wrote  this  pre-'cripMon  ? 

Mr.  Stockford  was  geUing  uncjmfortable.  He  had  felt 
some  doubt  as  to  the  purpise  for  which  he  had  been  snb- 
pcenaed,  buthis  self-esteam  had  almost  convinced  himthathe 
was  to  be  called  to  give  expert  evidence,  and  he  -vas  quite 
ready  to  take  the  Court  under  hi?  wing  ;  but  he  did  not  care  for 
^his  upstart  young  solicitor's  insinuations  against  himself, 
and  particularly  his  patronising  manner  initated  him. 
People  who  get  in  the  habit  of  patronising  others  are  never 
very  ready  to  take  their  turn  at  the  game  in  the  passive  mood. 
60  Mr.  Stockfo  rd,  with  a  glow  on  his  face,  and  with  a  lather 


'•  You  .are  Local  Secretary  in  Blankton  ?  " 

contemptuous  glance  at  Mr.  Koxley,  turned  to  the  Magistrates 
and  said: 

"  I  quite  fail  to  see  what  these  questions  have  to  do 
with  the  case  before  your  Worships,  and  I  do  not  see  why 
I  should  answer  them." 

"You  had  better  reply  to  the  questions,  Mr.  Stockford,' 
tfiaid  the  Chairman  coldly  ;  and  Dr.  Edwards  added,  "  I  think 
I  understand  Mr.  Roxley's  object." 

Mr.  Roxley  repeated  his  question,  and,  left  thus  unpro- 
tected, and  worse  off  than  before  his  ill  advised  sortie,  Mr. 
Stockford  took  the  prescription  tendered  to  him  and,  having 
glanced  at  it,  said  pettishly,  "  Mr.  Randall." 

Is  Mr.  Randall  a  medical  practitioner  ? — No. 

What  is  he  .'—A  chemist. 

Where  does  he  live  ? — He  is  my  assistant. 

Please  tell  the  Court  whether  there  is  ordered  in  this 
prescription  any  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
•A-Ct  ? — There  is  some  tincture  of  opium  prescribed. 

Now,  Mr.  Stockford,  follow  me  closely,  please,  and  correct 
me  if  I  am  wrong  in  any  particular ;  but  remember  I  can 
prove  nearly  all  I  state  by  other|testimony  if  necessary. 
You  instructed  your  assistant,  Mr.  Randall,  to  write  that 
prescription  after  you  had  heard  of  the  accident  to  Mr. 


Nelson.  You  gave  it  to  Mrs.  Store,  instructing  her  to  send 
her  daughter  to  Nelson's  with  it.  You  received  the  mixture 
from  M/s.  Store,  and  you  gave  her  a  penny  to  give  to  her  child 
for  fetching  it.  You  forwarded  it  that  same  evening  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  a  week  later 
you  had  a  reply  from  London  stating  that  no  opium  could 
be  discovered  in  the  medicine.  Yon  then  consulted  with  the 
Inspector,  and  induced  him  to  take  the  steps  which  he  has 
related  here  to  day.  Unfortunately  for  the  success  of  your 
enterprise,  jou  had  not  the  modesty  to  leave  the  conduct  of 
the  case  to  him  entirely — you  must  needs  give  special 
it&tructicns  as  to  what  the  girl  was  to  say  ;  and  in  this 
respect  I  think  you  will  find  you  have  over- reached  yourself. 
Do  you  admit  the  accuracy  of  my  narrative,  Mr.  Stockford  ? 
"  No,"  said  that  person,  sullenly. 

In  what  respect  am  I  misinformed  ? — You  are  not  correct 
in  all  particulars. 

Can  yon  point  out  any  substantial  inaccuracy  ? 

Mr.  Stockford  made  no  reply.  Stories  appear  so  different 
according  to  the  point  of  view  from  which  they  are  told 
that  at  first  it  seemed  to  him  from  his  point  of  view  that 
this  one  could  not  be  true ;  but  on  turning  it  over  in  his 
mind  he  could  find  nothing  wrong  in  it,  so  far  as  the  facts 
went,  sc  he  was  discreetly  silent. 

After  repeating  his  question  once  more,  and  getting  no 
answer,  Mr.  Roxley  told  the  witness  he  could  stand  down. 
Then  he  turned  to  the  Magistrates,  and  said : 

"  I  submit,  your  Worships,  that  in  this  matter  the  girl 
Charlotte  Store  was  served  with  exactly  what  she  asked 
for.  I  propose  to  call  Mrs.  Xtlson  to  prove  that  on  the  first 
occasion,  knowing  that  a  trap  was  set  for  her,  she  pur- 
posely substituted  something  else  for  the  tincture  of 
opium,  and  I  contend  that  when  she  was  asked  for  medicine 
'  just  the  same  as  the  last '  she  was  quite  justified  in  giving 
this  same  mixture." 

At  this  point  the  Chairman  and  Dr.  Edwards  consulted  for 
a  few  minutes,  and  then  the  former,  addressing  the  In- 
spector, asked  him  what  he  had  to  say  in  reply  to  the 
defence  which  Mr.  Roxley  had  put  forward. 

"  I  can  only  say,"  answered  the  Inspector,  "  that  the  girl's 
story  of  what  she  asked  for  was  quite  news  to  me  this 
morning.  I  don't  think  I  can  say  anything  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Roxley's  contention,"  he  added,  with  a  kind  look  towards 
Mrs.  Nelson. 

"Then  the  summons  is  dismissed  with  costs,"  said  the 
Chairman. 

Everyone  in  court  seemed  pleased  with  this  decision 
except  Mr  Stockford  a.nd  Tom  Williams.  If  the  case  had 
been  heard  out  the  latter  would  have  had  an  innings  in  the 
witness-box,  and  it  was  a  bitter  disappointment  to  him  that 
he  was  not  allowed  to  distinguish  himself  in  that  position 
All  the  same,  he  wa.s  wonderfully  elated  at  the  success  of 
bis  side,  and  especially  when  Mr.  Roxley,  coming  out  of  the 
court-house  for  a  few  minutes  with  Mrs.  Nelson,  seeing  his 
beaming  face,  said  to  him,  "  We  should  not  have  got  that 
verdict  if  it  had  not  been  for  your  sharpness,  my  lad." 

Next  day  quite  a  number  of  people  called  in  to  congratu- 
late Mrs.  Nelson  on  the  victory  she  had  gained,  and  one  of 
these  visitors  was  a  specially  important  one.  It  was  the 
busiest  part  of  the  day  when  Dr.  Edwards's  carriage  drove 
up  to  the  door,  and  the  doctor  stepped  into  the  shop,  and 
heartily  shaking  Mrs.  Nelson  by  the  hand,  gave  her  a  written 
order  for  a  few  drugs  which  he  asked  to  have  sent  up  to  his 
surgery. 

"  You  can  send  the  bill  with  the  goods  if  you  like,  Mrs. 
Nelson,"  he  said,  "or  if  you  are  willing  you  can  open  an 
account  with  me." 

He  made  no  allusion  to  the  trial  of  the  previous  day,  but 
from  that  day  onward  he  was  a  very  regular  customer  ;  and 
Tom  Williams,  who  has  special  means  of  knowing,  asserts  that 
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he  has  never  been  or  sent  to  Mr.  Stockford's  shop  since  that 
gentleman's  appearance  in  the  witness-box. 

IV.  FreA  I\ehtns  Viens  on  Wcmen  in  Fliarmacy. 

DuEiNQ  Fred  Nehon's  convalescence  his  business  increased 
appreciably,  not  a  little  of  Ibe  developitent  being  dne,  pro- 
bably, to  1  he  sjmpalby  which  the  trial  bad  created  in  the 
town  for  Mrs,  Nelson.  'When  Fred  at  last  was  able  to  get 
into  his  shop  again,  he  was  a  little  strpjised  at  the  stylish 
and  busicess-Hke  appearance  it  presented  ;  but  he  soon  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  he  must  have  woriied  himself  during 
his  illness  into  expecting  a  scene  of  disorder,  and  he  gradu- 
ally acquired  the  ccmfortable  assurance  that  it  was  because 
he  had  managed  everything  so  cleverly  before  his  accident 
that  his  wife  had  been  able  to  get  along  so  satisfactotily  on 
the  whole. 

As  he  get  well,  he  found  the  business  quite  sufficient,  with 
the  dispersirg  arrargement  which  Dr.  Edwards  made  with 
him,  to  require  the  services  of  an  assistant.  He  therefore 
kept  the  one  who  had  proved  so  useful  while  he  was  in  bed, 
and,  moreover,  found  his  business  of  sufficient  interest  to 
occupy  all  his  own  attention  also,  so  that  he  did  not  need 
the  excitement  of  the  billiard -room. 

At  Margaret's  earnest  request  he  converted  Tom  Williams 
into  a  junior  assistant,  paying  him  salary  instead  of  wages, 
and  himself  assisted  him  to  train  for  the  Preliminary  ex- 
amination, which  I  am  glad  to  say  Tom  passed  last  April.  I 
have  no  fear  about  him  at  the  Minor  when  the  time  comes. 

I  saw  Fred  at  Christmas-time,  and  we  had  a  little  talk 
on  pharmaceutical  politics.  We  got  on  the  question  of  the 
S3-calIed  "Widows'  Clause."  There  was  no  doubt  in  his 
mind  that  it  ought  to  be  repealed. 

"  I  agree  with  Mr.  Caifeighe,"  he  said,  with  an  air  of 
having  thought  the  subject  out  from  his  j  outh  up.  "  We 
can't  go  to  Parliament  and  ask  for  an  Act  to  prevent  com- 
panies from  carrying  on  pharmaceutical  businesses  with 
qualified  assistants  if  meanwhile  we  allow  Widows  to  do 
what  we  complain  of.  Besides,  it  would  be  a  real  kindness 
to  the  widows  themselves.  They  are  sure  to  make  a  mess  of 
it  if  they  have  a  business  to  manage.  Women  are  not  com- 
petent to  carry  on  chemists'  shops."

Influence  of  Boric  Acid  on  the  Solubility  of 
Cektain  Phenols. 

M.  Bernin(SwZ.  de  Pharm.  de  Lyon)has  found  that  baric 
aoid  increases  the  solubility  of  thymol,  phenol,  and  salicylic 
acid  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  solubility  of  thymol  in 
distilled  water,  which  is  about  1  in  800,  is  more  than  doubled 
in  the  presence  of  bjric  acid,  3  grammes  dissolving  easily  in 
a  litre  of  baric  solution.  For  phenol  its  salubility  is  djubled ; 
bat  it  is  particularly  on  salicylic  acid  that  the  solvent 
power  is  most  marked.  While  distilled  water  does  not  en- 
tirely dissolve  1  gramme  per  litre,  with  boric  solution 
8 .75  grammes  can  be  dissolved. 


Chalk-mixtube. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Scoville  calls  attention  to  the  practice  of 
keeping  a  stock  of  chalk-mixture  to  be  dispensed  from  the 
sheif-tjottle  as  required.  This,  he  says,  is  wrong,  because 
the  mixture  contains  gum  and  sugar,  which  quickly  decom- 
]i;se,  and  make  the  mixture  nas^y.  Bo  we  have  always 
inought. 

Aromatic  Cod-liver  Oil. 

Dietebich  offers  a  formula  which  is  to  dissolve  one- 
tenth  part  coumarin  and  1  part  vdnillin  in  a  mixture  of  50 
parts  ot  oil  of  lemon,  20  pans  oil  of  ner  jli,  and  10  parts 
oil  of  E  iglL^h  peppermint,  using  gentle  heat,  and  then 
mixing  this*  solution  with  10.000  parts  cod-liver  oil.

William  Haedman,  Blackpool,  informs  the  British 
Medical  Journal  that  the  following  recipe  has  been  used  in 
his  family  for  over  fifty  years,  and  the  excellence  of  it  he 
can  guarantee  :— Take  l  A  oz  of  the  best  ginger,  well- bruised, 
1  cz  of  cream  of  tartar,  and  1^  lb.  of  cane-loaf  sugar.  Put 
all  the  ingiedients  into  an  earthen  vessel,  and  pour  on  a 
gallon  of  boiling  water;  when  nearly  cold,  add  a  gill  of 
3east,  cover  over  with  a  blanket,  and  let  it  s'and  in  a  warm 
place  until  n.  xt  morning.  Then  skim  it,  and  run  it  through 
a  filtering-bag,  bottle  it,  coik  well  with  good  coik>,  and  lie 
down  the  corks  with  string.  In  three  d-iys  it  will  be  tit  for 
use.  The  bottles  must  be  clean  and  sweet.  A  little  lemon- 
juice  is  considered  an  improvement  by  soae.

Shop-fittings. 

It  is  said  by  some  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  American 
art,  no  individuality,  nothing  native  ;  that  it  is  a  hybiidisa- 
tion  of  the  good,  the  bad,  and  the  beautiful  from  the  art  of  the 
Old  World.  Which  may  or  may  not  be  true,  but  one  cannot 
go  through  the  States  without  noticing  the  existence  of 
refined  taste ;  and  although  there  may  be  in  American  archi- 
tecture evidence  of  mixture  of  style,  it  is  something  else 
than  charitable  to  suppose  that  therein  are  the  firstlings  of  a 
new  style.  One  has  evidence  of  that  in  the  interior  of  phar- 
macies, as  well  as  in  the  exttrior  of  skyscrapers  and  subuiban 


rivalling  the  marbles  of  our  National  Gallery  in  beauty  and* 
variety  of  stone.  To  the  foreign  eye  its  setting-  is  inhar- 
monious, but  it  must  be  admitted  that  many  shops  are  fitted 
so  that  there  is  harmony  between  the  soda-fountain  and  the 
drug- fixtures,  One  such  I  specially  noted,  a  beautiful  phar- 
macy on  New  York  Broadway,  wh'ch  was  fitted  in  fine  old' 
mahogany,  relieved  with  golden  festoons  in  Louis  XIV.  style 
(to  which  the  whole  design  conformed),  and  the  dark-recJ 
marble  scda,-fountain,  with  its  dull  gold  fixtures,  harmonised' 
perfectly.  Baltimore  gave  me  an  example  on  the  reverse  side. 
A  moderate-sized  double  shop,  with  a  white-marble  fountain,., 
which  must  have  cost  the  proprietor  a  lot,  and  the  shop- 
fittings  generally  were  scarcely  worth  a  ^50  bill.  Shelving; 
and  drawers  (most  of  the  latter  dummies)  were  made  of  whit& 
wood  painted  black,  cracked  and  shrunk  with  the  heat  which 
brings  customers  to  the  marble  shrine  There  are  many  sucb 
and  we  can  learn  nothing  from  them.

villas,  and  in  the  course  of  my  journey  I  saw  sufficient  to 
prevent  me  dogmatising  upon  the  subject,  and  enough  to 
enable  me  to  tee  good  points  in  styles  of  pharmacy-fitting. 
Moreover,  I  had  a  long  talk  one  day  with  Mr.  Bangs,  of 
Boston,  who  is  one  of  the  popular  shop -fitters  in  the  States, 
and  a  modest  man  who  sees  a  great  future  for  art  in  the 
pharmacy.  It  may  be  said  at  once  that  the  bulk  of  American 
pharmacies  are  such  as  we  find  in  the  United  Kingdom — 
shelving,  drawers,  counter,  and  cases,  as  ordinary  as  they 
can  be,  and  as  wanting  in  artistic  taste  as  a  broom  I  may 
go  further  and  say  that  one  finds  evidence  in  the  United 
States  of  poverty  in  shop-furniture,  the  reason  for  which  is 
not  far  to  seek.  I  was  told  that  the  pharmacist's  first  con- 
sideration in  shop-fitting  is  the  soda-fountain,  and  he  may 
spend  half  his  capital  on  that,  and  spread  the  rest  out  as 
well  as  he  can.  Consequently,  the  soda-fountain  is  the  first 
object  to  meet  the  eye,  and,  as  a  rule,  it  is  a  gorgeous  thing. 


The  Modeen  Phaemacibs 
give  us  points,  however.  They  are  chiefly  noticeable  for 
three  outstanding  features — viz.  departure  from  straight 
lines,  use  of  drapings,  and  foliage  decoration.  As  the  weak- 
ness of  English  architecture  is  its  doorways,  so  the  weakness 
of  our  mortem  pharmacies  is  imperfect  adaptation  to  the 
lofty  ceilit  gs  of  the  modern  shops.  One  often  sees  a 
magnificent  set  of  fittings  dwarfed  in  a  high  shop,  and  from 
3  to  6  feet  of  wall  above  the  cornice  perfectly  blank,  or 
bestrewed  with  showcards  out  of  keeping  with  the  character 
of  the  cabinet- work  below  them  It  is  here  that  the  Ame- 
rican pharmacy  gives  us  points.  There  they  have  erected 
the  galltry,  or  carried  the  cabinet-work  right  to  the  ceiling. 
One  I  reme  iiber  sufficiently  to  describe  it  broadly.  The  shop 
was  so  high  that  there  was  about  8  feet  above  the 
highest  shelf,  To  make  the  design  complete,  a  cornice  of 
about  a  foDt  in  height  was  placed  above  the  shelving  ;  this 
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■was  quite  plain,  bat  it  was  relieved  by  floral  festoons  (metal 
castings),  and  the  upper  part  of  it  was  a  thick  moulding' 
receding  by  an  inch  or  two,  upon  which  was  placed  a  series 
■of  glazed  enclosures  and  minors  with  frieze  and  cornice 
above  it  meeting  the  ceiling  i  be  mirrors  were  otily  placed 
at  the  end  of  the  shop,  an  onl  itig  one  in  the  centre  (with 
curved  top)  ;  at  each  side  of  ihi.-*  one  was  a  canopied  recess 
with  platform  jutting  out,  and  upon  this  stood  a  handsome 
vase  of  art-pottery  (Grecian  design)  and  at  each  side  was  a 
smaller  mirror  with  rounded  top.  The  upper  ca-es  at  the 
sides  of  the  shop  had  also  cirr>ular  tops,  and  there  was  a 
central  alcove  with  a  vase  similar  to  those  at  the  end,  but 
larger.    The  beauty  oE  the  fittings  undoubtedly  depended 


The  fittings  are  made  of  walnut,  lightly  finished  and  showing 
the  grain.  Passing  down  the  centre  one  observes  a  Turkish 
rug  here  and  there  and  pretty  Moorish  chairs.  The  counters 
are  a  series  of  short  tables  with  cases  upon  them  peculiar  to 
the  United  States.  Each  table  is  6  feet  long.  The  dis- 
pensing department  is  visible  through  the  plate  glass  par- 
tition. The  latter  is  made  of  carved  walnut,  and  is 
surmounted  with  grille  work.  A  splendid  frame  is  thus 
furnished  for  the  three  large  plates  of  glass  which  extend 
8  feet  above  the  counter.  The  customer  can  see  the  depart- 
ment and  the  dispensers  at  work,  but  cannot  interrupt.  The 
owner  of  the  pharmacy  does  a  good  business  in  art  pottery, 
which  accounts  for  the  show  of  vases  upon  the  cases.

larjrely  upon  the  curvfs  which  relieved  the  straight  lines  of 
the  shelving  and  other  fixtures.  The  door  canopies  were 
cade  up  of  a  half  circle  circular  design  on  the  upper  half, 
aud  the  lower  was  an  oblong  grill  There  were  other  artistic 
touches,  quite  u  Rcglish,  which  helped  to  make  the 
pharmacy  a  thing  of  beauty,  and  while  the  white  and  gold 
remain  clean  it  will  be  a  joy. 

Another  Example 
which  serves  to  bring  out  some  of  the  points  referred  to  I  am 
able  to  illustrate  through  the  courtesy  of  the  editor  of  the 
Jhdhiin,  of  Pkarviacy  It.  is  a  Fairly  typical  American 
pharmacy  of  the  mor'ern  style.  As  one  enters  it  it  is  seen 
as  in  the  first  figure,  which  shows  the  back  of  the  shop. 


In  this~pharmacy  the  terrible  portion  of  the  shop  to  the 
right  of  the  door  has  been  effectively  treated,  so  as  to  furnish 
a  convenient  and  artistic  resting-place.  I  must  allow  the 
illustration  (fig.  2)  to  speak  for  itself,  but  may  call  attention 
to  the  drapery  and  foliage. 

I  have  already  mentioned  Jlr.  C.  H.  Bangs  as  a  leader  in 
artistic  shop. fitting.  It  is  interesticg  to  note  that  he  is  a 
pharmacist,  and  it  was  a  success  in  designing  fittings  for  his 
own  store  which  led  him  into  shop-fitting  as  a  calling.  He 
is  a  thorough  believer  in  carved  work,  especially  in  mahogany 
and  is  not  so  wedded  to  wood  as  to  exclude  all  other  forms 
of  dec  /ration.  Bronze  busts  of  .Esculapius  and  others  of 
that  ilk,  pretty  vases  ar.d  graceful  ferns,  he  considers  to 
be  a  material  aid  to  the  woodwork,  and  he  provides  for 
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them  in  the  fittings.  The  example  which  I  give  in  the 
sketch  of  an  inner  doorway  is  a  good  type  of  Mr.  Bangs's 
work  as  I  saw  it.  On  this  side  we  too  freqaently  get  the 
fittirgs,  then  throw  in  the  decoration  anywhere  and  anyway. 
Mr.  Bangs's  maxim  is  to  work  both  together  from  the  outset. 
And  it  is  a  truism  in  art  that  the  perfect  harmony  of  the 
whole  depends  upon  the  nTimary  conception  of  the  designer.

Our  English  shop  fitters  are  quite  alive  to  this,  but  pharma- 
cists themselves  have  not,  as  a  rule,  the  boldness  to  depart 
from  conventional  lines.  American  pha-macists  have  been 
steadily  getting  upon  higher  lines  in  this  matter,  and  some 
of  the  best  of  them  do  not  scruple  to  spend  20,000Z.  on  shop- 
fittings.  That  is  a  long  and  exceptional  figure,  but  it  has 
been  found  to  be  a  good  investment,  and  one  of  the  best 
schemes  for  counteracting  the  effects  of  cutting. 

An  American  Educationist. 
Mr.  Oscar  Oldberg,  Professor  of  Pharmacy  in  the  North- 
Western  University,  Chicago,  was  born  in  Sweden  exactly 

forty-nine  years  ago,  and  for 
nearly  thirty  years  he  has  been 
j^tl^^  resident  in  the  United  States.

the  wing  of  the  North-Western  University.  He  has  worked  it 
to  success.  Professor  Oldberg  is  a  quiet  man,  diflScult  to 
draw  at  first;  but  once  the  talk  begins  to  flow  it  is  steady. 
With  me  it  was  chiefly  about  the  education  of  young  phar- 
macists, upon  which  point  the  professor  has  a  scheme  of  his 
own  to  unfold.  He  believes  that  many  apprentices  in 
American  pharmacy  waste  most  of  their  time  during  ap- 
prenticeship, and  he  would  have  them  give  up  that  part  of 
their  training  entirely,  and,  instead  of  it,  devote  the  three 
years  to  study  in  a  college  of  pharmacy.  At  the  end  of  that 
time,  he  maintains,  a  young  man  is  better  fitted  to  work  in 
a  pharmaay  than  he  is  at  the  end  of  an  apprenticeship,  and 
his  market-value  is  higher.  Has  it  b3en  done?  "Yes," 
Professor  Oldberg  replies  ;  "  I  have  always  students  of  that 


kind  in  my  classes,  and  they  succeed  well  in  the  profession." 
Meanwhile,  the  professor's  scheme  is  in  the  fad  stage — that 
is  to  say,  he  has  but  a  small  minority  behind  him.  There  is 
no  question  that  he  is  an  honest  man,  who  advocates  honest, 
but  high,  education  for  the  pharmacist ;  and  he  is  a  believer 
in  day  c'asses,  and  abhors  night  curricula,  which  are 
general  in  USA.  In  spreading  his  propaganda  he  has 
unsparingly  criticised  such  institutions,  and  the  criticism 
never  stops.  An  occasional  lull  would  be  beneficial  to  the 
cause.  Professor  Oldberg  is  a  sound  teacher,  a  favourite 
with  his  pupils,  and  a  good  organiser.  His  system  of  teach- 
ing pharmacy  entails  every  operation  that  occurs  at  the 
dispensing-counter  or  in  the  laboratory,  and  what  he  does 
his  pupils  must  do,  which  is,  perhaps,  the  soundest  bit  about 
i  his  method.  "  The  Art  of  Dispeiising  "  is  one  of  their  text- 
books. Professor  Oldberg  has  written  a  number  of  books, 
and  has  lorg  been  a  member  of  the  Fourth  Estate,  for  he  is 
editor  cf  the  Apothecary  a,nd  of  the  Bulletin,  of  Pharmacy. 

Tablet-teitueates. 
American  pharmacy  in  its  practical  aspects  is  at  present 
in  the  tablet-triturate  stage.    Tablet-triturates  came  in 
before  it  was  discovered  how  t)  make  compressed  tablets 
disintegrate  readily.    In  consequence,  they  have  in  the  United 
States  largely  replaced  the  older  form  of  medication.  Very- 
few  retail  pharmacists  make  tablet-triturates,  although  the 
process  is  simple,  and  is  specially  adapted  for  active  prin- 
ciples and  potent  remedies.  It  consists  in  triturating  a  weighed!) 
portion  of  thedrug  with  a  known  quantity  of  sugar  of  noilk,  then 
damping  the  mixture  with  rectified  spirit.    In  this  condition 
the  mixture  is  spread  with  a  spatula  over  a  steel  plate  per- 
I  forated  with  many  holes  of  known  diameter  and  capacity. 
!  After  a  few  minutes  1  he  tablets  [so  formed  are  pressed  ouli 
I  with  a  plate  of  prrjetting  dies  that  fit  into  the  n:ould-hok& 
They  are  then  dried. 

What  is  Claimed  foe  Them. 
It  is  claimed  for  these  tablet-triturates  that  they  exhibiti 
'  absolutely  accurate  dosage.     One  large  manufacturer  ini 
'  Baltimore,  who  turns  out  millions  of  them  per  week,  told  m* 
that  the  moulds  are  calculated  and  made  for  each  kind  of 
mixture.    Thus  an  atropine  tablet  weighing  1  grain  must  b& 
made  in  a  different  mould  from  one  weighing  the  same  but 
containing  calomel,  because  they  differ  in  specific  gravi'y. 

Theie  Effect  on  Phaemacy. 
Whatever  the  merit  of  the  tablet-triturates  may  be— and  I 
confess  that  I  do  not  see  any  point  in  which  they  aie 
superior  to  disintegraiiiig  tablets — there  is  no  question  that, 
they  are  turned  out  in  enormous  quantities  in  United  States 
pharmaceutical  factories.  Physicians  have  become  crazy 
about  them,  thanks  to  persistent  drumming,  and  many  have 
now  ceased  to  write  prescriptions  because  they  carry  a  small 
supply  of  triturates  with  them  and  make  these  into  mixtures 
at  their  patients'  water-taps.  Many  pharmacists  are  now 
or  this  as  well  as  other  reasons,  regretting  the  hearty  recep- 
tion which  they  gave  tablet-triturates,  and  at  the  present 
time  no  form  of  medication  is  so  bitterly  detested.

14,140  kilos,  of  randies,  62  9C0  kilos,  of  fruit-stones,  2  CCO 
copac/ios,  and  111  ripas.  The  Carnauba  palm  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  trees  of  the  interior,  lor  it  furnrshes  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  ccidage,  wax,  thread  for  nets,  fencing,  &c. 
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EPILEPSY. 

No  nervous  disease  is  tnoro  dreaded  than  epilepsy.  Its  origin 
is  still  a  mystery.  In  its  severe  forms  the  patient  utters  a 
peculiar  shrill  cry  and  falls  to  the  ground.  His  muscles  are 
violently  contracted  or  convulsed,  he  foams  at  the  mouth,  and 
iilways  bites  his  tongue.  Often  he  sleeps  awhile  after  a  fit, 
and  when  he  awakes  ho  knows  nothing  of  his  satanic  visitor. 

If  distant  nerves  are  annoyed  by  irrupting  or  decaying  teeth, 
by  worms  or  indigestible  food,  liy  falls  or  injuries,  by  unhealthy 
activity  of  the  reproductive  organs,  or  if  the  nervous  system  is 
ir  supplied  with  blood  by  a  defective  circulation,  these  petty 
annoyances  are  telephoned  to  the  brain  until  it  gets  angry  or 
demoralised.  The  nerve-centres  find  an  outlet  for  their  wrath 
by  producing  a  headache,  an  attack  of  hysteria,  or,  if  the 
nervous  system  is  unstable  or  hereditarily  weak,  a  fit  of 
epilepsy. 

Prevention  and  Treatment. 

Stopping  a  Pit. — The  warnings  that  patients  have  of  an 
approaching  fit  aro  usually  too  brief  to  allow  of  measures  to  be 
taken.  Occasionally,  however,  a  warning  or  aura  is  felt.  This 
may  present  itself  in  various  ways,  as  by  a  headache,  or  a 
feeling  of  cold  water  or  air  running  up  a  limb  ;  when  it  stops  a 
fit  occurs.  If  a  ligature  is  tied  lightly  round  the  part  or  a 
blis'er  put  round  the  limb  the  attack  may  be  prevented. 

Exeicise  — Regular  exercise,  short  of  fatigue,  is  beneficial. 
Rest  and  charge  of  scene  and  the  indulgence  of  a  hobby  are 
good.  Too  severe  exertions,  mental  or  bodily,  may  determine  a 
fit.  Both  the  mind  and  the  body  require  much  rest.  Patients 
.should  sleep  with  the  head  high. 

Diet. — A  purely  milk  diet  or  a  vegetarian  dietary  will  cure 
some  cases  and  benefit  all.  Above  all,  the  stotnaeh  should 
never  be  overloaded.  Diseased  teeth  should  be  attended  to ; 
they  are  an  occasional  exciting  cause  of  epilepsy. 

Ciroumoision. — This  operation  has  cured  cases  depending 
on  perverted  conditions  of  the  sexual  organs. 

Bromides  — There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  controlling 
influence  of  bromides  given  reguhirly  in  full  doses,  and  con- 
tinued for  at  least  two  years. 

Borax. — When  the  fits  occur  at  night  biborate  of  soda  is  an 
excellent  remedy.  It  does  not  act  well  in  diurnal  seizures,  when 
bromides  are  indicated. 

TlDct.  Qelsem.  Semper. — Many  of  the  vegetuble  nerve- 
fedatives  are  valuable  remedies  for  epilepsy,  and  it  is  a  pity 
that  they  have  not  been  more  carefully  tested.  The  tinct. 
gelsem.  semper,  in  doses  of  rnxv.  t.d.s.  is  excellent  in  some 
eases  of  epilepsy,  and  acts  well  in  combination  with  bromides. 
Belladonna,  conium,  zinc  salts,  hyoscyamus,  and  analogous 
drugs  are  also  worthy  of  further  observation. 

Sulphur  is  a  valuable  remedy  in  doses  of  gr.  iv.  ever^'  two 
hours,  or  calcium  sulphide  gr.  ^  to  gr.  ss.  to  rouse  a  patient 
who  has  entered  into  a  prolonged  convulsive  seizure  of  the 
epileptic  state.  Given  when  the  patient  is  well  it  may  induce 
a  fit. 


OBESITY. 

A  suFt-iciKNCY  of  fat  is  a  sign  of  health.  Fat  cushions  the 
bones,  beautifies  the  figure,  and  takes  out  the  wrinkles  of 
age.  Fat  is  the  fuel  of  the  human  lamp  stored  up  to  resist 
disease  and  k«^ep  out  the  cold.  Too  much  fat-forming  food, 
unconsumed  for  want  of  exercise,  creates  obesity,  and  overflows 
the  lamp. 

A  too  fat  person  is  hindered  in  life's  race  ;  he  is  ungainly  and 
breathless.  Half  his  muscular  system  is  fat.  Ha  is  muscle- 
starved — fat-poisoned. 

An  obese  individual  can  always  reduce  his  weight  if  he  wants 
to.  His  is  an  unpleasant  path  to  tread— a  deprivation  of  the 
creature  comforts  which  make  life  worth  living.    He  must  limit 


his  fuel  bill  by  cutting  off  supplies  of  fat-forming  foods,  and 
must  help  the  oxidising  powers  of  the  blood  to  burn  up  the 
already  large  re.serves  of  hydrocarbons  by  greater  activity,  more 
exercise,  and  little  sleep. 

Theatment. 

Bantiugism. — A  proper  diet  is  sufficient  to  remove  obesity 
without  drugs.  All  foods  rich  in  hydrocarbonaceous  matter — 
su(h  as  sug-ir,  fat,  or  starch — store  up  fat  in  the  s}stem.  No 
bread,  potatoes,  sweet  roots,  butter,  sugar,  cream,  beer,  port, 
champagne,  or  spirits  should  be  taken. 

Articles  allowable  are  lenn  meat,  poultry,  fish,  game,  eggs, 
separated  milk,  green  vegetables,  turnips,  succulent  Iruits,  light 
wines — as  clarets  or  Burgundies — dry  sherry,  bitter  ale. 

An  alternative  plan  of  treatment  consists  m  subsi-sting  almost 
entirely  for  a  length  of  time  on  underdone  beefsteak  and  hot 
water  in  large  quantity.  Living  entirely  on  skimmed  milk  has 
also  been  suggested  as  a  successful  curative  measure. 

Any  alteration  in  diet  should  be  made  gradually,  and  not 
suddenly. 

Szerclae. — The  corpulent  should  take  as  much  exercise  as 
possible  in  spite  of  a  natural  disinclination  to  do  so.  They 
must  sleep  on  a  hard  bed  without  too  many  bedclothes,  and  rise 
early. 

Occupation. — Those  who  are  prone  to  obesity  should  select 
a  calling  \vhich  entails  much  worry  and  anxiety,  and  neces.si- 
tates  considerable  moving  about.  A  contented  mind  is  a 
continual  feast.  To  "  laugh  and  grow  fat  "  is  another  saying 
which  points  the  same  lesson. 

Turkishi  Batlis  are  effectual  in  reducing  weight  when  taken 
somewhat  frequently.  Any  person  intending  to  adopt  this  plan 
of  treatment  should  assure  himself  of  his  ability  to  bear  them 
without  danger. 

Castile  Soap  (home  made)  5].  to  5ij.  or  more  every  night  is 
an  inoffensive,  though  hardly  pleasant,  remedy  to  reduce 
obesity.  Formerly  it  was  largely  used,  but  has  now  fallen  into 
desuetude. 

Vioegar  is  frequently  taken  by  ladies  to  reduce  obesity.  Its 
use  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned  from  its  injurious  effects 
on  the  tissues. 

Iodine  administered  in  various  forms  is  a  powerful  antidote 
to  obesity  if  given  in  sufBciently  1  irge  quantities  to  impair 
health  and  destroy  appetite.  Iodide  of  potassium  in  doses  of 
gr.  X  t.d.s.  or  more  exerts  a  powerful  alterative  effect  on  the 
stored-up  fat  of  obesity.  The  favourite  method  of  giving  iodine 
is  in  the  form  of  the  extract  of  Fi(cuf:  vc!<ictdo.'<J(S  or  sea-wrack. 
It  is  the  basis  of  the  preparation  known  as  Anti-fat.  Seaweed  is 
given  to  pigs  in  Ireland  to  fatten  them,  and  in  moderate  doses 
it  will  also  fatten  human  beings.  Therefore,  to  be  effectual  it 
must  be  administpred  in  large  enough  doses  to  produce  marked 
debility  and  annul  a  desire  for  food. 

Sallnei',  such  as  table-SR,lt,  liq.  potassoe,  and  alkaline  salines, 
in  very  large  doses  diminish  fat  at  the  expense  of  health. 
Excessive  purgation  will  also  serve  the  same  end  by  carrying 
off  the  food  before  its  assimilation  has  been  completed.  Moderate 
laxative  action,  as  a  rule,  causes  people  to  put  on  more  fat. 

Mineral  Wfateis  and  Health-resorts.  —  The  severe 
regimen  and  spare  diet  of  various  spas,  especially  those  of 
Carlsbad,  Ems,  and  Kissingen,  where  life  is  agreeable  and  the 
surroundings  pleasant,  are  largely  resorted  to  by  the  corpulent. 
1  hey  generally  derive  much  benefit  from  the  course  of  treat- 
ment." The  chalybeate  waters  of  Tunbridae  Wells,  Harrogate, 
in  England,  or  Llandrindod,  in  Wales,  are  invaluable  in  cases  of 
extreme  obesity  due  to  bad  health,  where  iron  is  called  for  to 
aid  the  deficient  oxygenising  powers  of  the  blood. 


Pkeserving  the  CUL0UE3  OF  FLOWERS.— A  German 
chemist  has  found  a  means  of  preserving  the  colours  of  dried 
flowers,  even  the  most  delicate  poppies.  It  is  the  ammonia  in 
the  air,  he  says,  that  destroys  the  colours,  so  he  presses  his 
specimens  between  paper  which  has  been  previously  saturated 
with  a  l-per-cent.  solution  of  oxalic  acid.  The  plan  seems 
simple  enough  ;  but  what  happens  when  the  oxalic  acid  is  all 
neutralised  ]

Which  Advertisement  Deserves  to  Prodtjce  the 
Best  Results  to  the  Advertiser? 

Looking  at  the  results  of  former  years  it  will  probably  not 
be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  find  that  Burroughs,  Wellcome 
&  Co.'s  advertisement,  extending  over  pages  161-187,  with 
its  concise  alphabetically-arranged  price-list,  neat  illustra- 
tions and  tasteful  borders,  came  out  far  ahead  of  any 
other  with  a  grand  total  of  43^1  votes.  It  is  a  model  adver- 
tisement well  appreciated.  Bowers  Brothers  have  discovered 
this  year  that  "  There  is  music  in  the  coker  nut  "  if  you  take 
"  B  Sharp"  as  your  keynote.  Their  poetical  effort  is  also  a 
pretty  display  of  advertising  ideas,  which,  with  the  quaintly 
illustrated  story  of  the  two  frogs,  have  worked  together  to 
obtain  for  the  firm  the  position  of  second  on  the  poll  with 
45  votes.  Armbrecht,  Nelson  &  Co.  (pp.  288-295),  of  coci- 
wine  fame,  take  the  third  place  on  the  list,  their  artistic 
and  humorous  pages  polling  28  votes.  The  boom  of 
"  Frog  in  your  throat,"  by  Hance  Brothers  &  White,  has  had 
good  effect,  and  fourth  place  in  the  list  falls  to  them  with 
18  votes  for  their  cleverly -worded  and  uncommonly  illus- 
trated page.  G.  &  G.  Stern's  "  Pepsalia  "  (p.  450)  has  its 
admirers,  and  receives  15  votes,  lireffits'  price-list  (453- 
465)  is  next  with  14  votes  only.  We  might  suggest, 
sn  passant,  that  if  the  illustrations  were  arranged  in  the 
letterpress  instead  of  being  grouped  at  the  end,  this  adver- 
tisement would  have  a  more  striking  and  artistic  appearance. 
W.  Kemp  Son's  price-list  (26-31),  with  13  votes,  is  the 
last  advertisement  in  the  section  to  reach  double  figures.

Day  &  Sons'  striking  representation 
of  demon  imps  in  the  shade  and  cupids  in  the  sun, 
illustrating  their  "  Oil  of  the  Night "  (p.  60)  maintains  the 
popularity  it  has  enjoyed  for  some  years  past,  and  comes  out 
first  with  136  votes.  The  "  Pharmaceutical  Tree  "  (p.  186), 
a  valuable  and  ingenious  addition  which  Burroughs,  Well- 
come &  Co.  have  added  to  their  advertising  literature,  has 
found  68  admirers,  and  takes  the  second  place.  It 
is  followed  closely  by  "  The  Maze  "  (p.  54),  representing  a 
section  of  Ambrecht,  Nelson  &Co.'s  coca- wine  advertisement 
(54  votes)  ;  and  the  pretty  picture  of  the  maid  "  Going  a- 
milking,"  by  which  E.  Crawshaw  &  Co.  call  attention  to  their 
speciality  (Bunsen's  butter-colouring),  takes  fourth  place  with 
50  votes.  Lorimer  &  Co.'s  packing  department  (p.  141)  is 
appreciated  at  36  votes ;  and  Armbrecht,  Nelson  &  Co.'s 
picture  of  the  remorseful  and  sleepless  doggie  on  p.  293  ties 
with  J.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.'s  pleasing  illustration  for 
sanitary  rose-powder  (p.  307) — 34  votes  each.  Armbrecht, 
Nelson  &  Co.  (p.  292)  take  the  next  place  with  27  votes  for 
another  of  their  pictures — the  fisher  and  the  girls  ;  and  the 
Acme  Chemical  Company  (Limited)  (p  61)  poll  25  votes  for 
their  appropriate  illustration,  the  irate  master  and 
smiling  gardener  who  has  something  up  his  sleeve  or 
rather,  in  his  water-can,  on  the  other  side  of  the  hedge,  for 
the  extermination  of  his  guv'nor's  troubles  and  weeds  simul- 
taneously. Twenty -four  votes  go  to  Armbrecht,  Nelson  &  Co. 
again  for  their  wonderful  kite  flying  display  (p.  291). 
Tunbridge  &  Wright  (p.  63)  following  closely  with  the 
renowned  "  Fly  Cemetery  "  and  20  votes.  Edwards'  Harlene 
Company's  buxom  young  lady  with  the  luxuriant  locks 
(p.  373)  (15  votes) ;  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis's  somewhat 
sesthetic  page  (224)  (13  votes);  Bewley  &  Draper's  ink-pot 
(p.  8),  showing  the  seven  stages  of  ink  (12  votes)  ;  Evans, 
Sons  &  Co.'s  reproduction  of  fittings — factory  and  stafiE 
(p.  108)  (10  votes)  ;  and  Spratt's  "  Grace  and  Dignity,"  on 
p.  46,  with  10  votes,  follow  in  the  order  named.  The  Fish 
Biscuit  Company  (p.  57),  and  Santi  de  Pasquale  &  Figli

Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co 's  advertisement  (161-188),  which 
we  have  had  occasion  to  remark  upon  as  taking  tbe  premier 
place  in  reply  to  our  first  question,  is  second  (109  votes). 
The  merit  of  Allen  &  Hanburys'  instructive  pages  (12^1-135) 
brings  them  into  third  position  with  73  votes.  Armbrecht, 
Nelson  &  Co.  (288-293)  take  fourth  place,  with  25  votes,  the 
seven  good  points  on  their  first  page,  and  the  soliloquy  of 
the  dog  in  the  picture  on  page  293,  whose  nocturnal  rest  is 
evidently  suffering  from  the  manifestations  of  two  feline 
apparitions  on  the  tiles  in  the  background  being  no  doubt  in 
great  measure  responsible  for  this  expressioQ  of  opinion.

Armbrecht  alone  has  penetrated,  polls  38  votes  and  attains 
the  third  place  on  our  list.  There  was  close  competition, 
however,  for  that  position,  as  Bowers  Brothers  (96)  are 
clo»e  at  hand  with  34  votes  for  "  There  is  music  in  the 
coker-nut."  Fordham  &  Sons,  page  120,  on  which  the  multi- 
fari.jus  articles  shown  are  so  well  arranged,  is  tift^i  with  26 
votes,  and  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis  (p.  224)  are  prominent 
again  (25  votes).  Following  them  come  the  "  Kites  and 
Coca"  page  of  Armbrecht,  NeL-on  &  Co.  (291),  with  22 
adherents;  Bewley  &  Draper  (8),  whose  artistic  ink-bottle 
has  already  received  some  attention  at  the  hands  of  com- 
petitors (20  votes),  and  Bowers  Brothers,  whose  second 
page  (97)  is  relegated  to  ninth  place  with  just  half  the  votes 
recorded  for  their  first  page.

David  Buchan's  Death 
Jam.  p  14,  and  Christy  Strong's  striking  black  and  white 
advertisement  of  the  "  Grip"  fly-paper  obtain  7  votes  each, 
and  W.  Slack's  page  of  cherubs  driving  teams  of  captured 
flies  comes  next  with  6.

Decreased  Output  op  Russian  Quicksilver. — The 
output  of  quicksilver  from  the  mines  owned  by  Messrs. 
Auerbach  &  Co  ,  in  the  consular  district  of  Taganrog,  Russia, 
during  1893,  was  60,713  tons  of  ore,  producing  3,944  cwt.  of 
quicksilver,  being  a  decrease  of  4,651  tons  (71  p.c.)  of  ore, 
and  2,781  cwt.  (41  4  pc  )  of  quicksilver.  The  large  falling.- 
ofE  in  the  quicksilver  produced  is  not  so  much  on  account  of 
the  smaller  quantity  of  ore  mined  as  because  the  ore  now 
obtained  is  of  inferior  quality,  and  contains  a  much  smaller 
percentage  of  mercury.  In  order  to  extend  their  operations, 
the  company  have  purchased  a  tract  of  land,  of  about  1,350 
acres,  from  the  peasants  of  the  village  of  Nikitovka.

FACILITIES  and  opportunities  of  failure  are  in  these  days 
so  abundant  that  to  any  but  a  philosophic  mind  the 
formulation  of  maxims  for  its  attainment  might  seem  super- 
fluous. To  the  worldly  it  may  not  impossibly  appear  that 
a  sordid  reversal  of  the  principles  hereinafter  enumerated 
might  tend  to  success  ;  but  this  is  a  merely  practical  view. 
No  more  is  attempted  here  than  to  outline  philosophically 
the  principles  of  failure  in  one  particular  line.  The  entire 
philosophy  of  failure  is  too  weighty  a  subject  for  treatment 
in  a  short  article. 

One  of  the  most  approved  methods  in  the  courtship  of 
unsuccess  is  to  abstain  from  every  kind  of  advertising.  But 
by  skilful  management  you  may  contrive  to  adverti-e,  and 
even  spend  a  good  deal  of  money  in  that  way—  and  yet  fail. 
Of  course,  care  must  be  used,  or  you  will  be  tucceeding  in 
spite  of  yourself.  What,  then,  are  the  main  points  to  be 
observed  by  the  noble  experimenter  who  wishes  to  advertise 
and  fail,  and  to  be  eschewed  by  the  merely  sordid  trader 
who  wishes  to  succeed  in  the  same  line?  Well,  in  the  first 
place,  the  pharmacist  who  would  evade  success  in  advertising 
should  carefully  avoid  having  anything  good  to  sell.  A 
really  useful  article,  needed  by  the  public,  skilfully  prepared, 
and  sufficiently  distinctive  in  character  to  make  it  something 
of  a  monopoly,  may,  notwithstanding  the  most  ingeniously 
ill- planned  management,  turn  round  upon  the  organiser  of 
unsuccess  and  confront  him  with  a  profit.  A  bad  speciality 
is  essential  to  failure.  Having  secured  this  prime  necessity, 
one  should  consult  all  one's  acquaintance  as  to  the  form  of 
advertising  to  be  adopted,  and  endeavour  to  combine  the 
suggestions  which  will  inundate  the  rash  experimenter  from 
all  sides.  The  suggestors  will  expect  to  be  supplied  lavishly 
(gratis)  with  the  advertised  speciality  for  the  remainder  of 
their  natural  lives — also  with  any  other  little  odds  and  ends 
of  pharmacy  that  may  happen  to  be  about.  Such  expecta- 
tions should  be  liberally  met  by  the  pharmacist  who  would 
fail ;  their  fulfilment  is  a  material  adjuvant  to  his  other 
schemes,  and  will  accelerate  his  ruin  materially.  Kind  and 
candid  acquaintances  may  also  be  found  who  will  give  away 
these  goods  to  their  friends,  as  an  advertisement  which,  as 
they  will  explain,  is  bound  to  kad  to  success.  They  should 
be  encouraged. 

Having  prepared  a  bad  advertisement  (it  should  be 
flippant,  vulgar,  and,  if  possible,  calculated  in  some  way  to 
offend  a  useful  class  of  customers),  the  next  point  is  to 
select  an  unpropitious  medium  for  its  appearance.  If  there 
are  two  or  more  newspapers  in  your  town,  the  one  should  be 
chosen  which  will  take  advertisements  at  the  cheapest  ra'e, 
especially  if  the  advertising-scale  is  elastic,  and  can  be 
beaten  down  to  about  half  .schedule  rate  by  judiciously 
bullying  the  advertising  manager.  Newspapers  that  are 
considerably  patronised  by  the  great  general  advertisers  year 
after  year  should  be  carefully  avoided  by  the  trader  who 
would  fail. 

Having  selected  a  bad  medium,  space  should  be  econo- 
mised, crowding  matter  into  ib  in  small  type.  Do  not  pay 
extra  for  a  good  position,  and  let  the  advertisement  be 
set  up  to  look  as  much  like  the  neighbouring  "ads."  as 
possible.  This  gives  a  nice  uniform  appearance  to  the  paper, 
and  prevents  acy  announcement  coming  into  undue  pro- 
minence. Distinctive,  aggressive  advertising  is  vulgar  ;  and, 
besides,  it  pays. 

Finally,  in  legard  to  the  advertisements,  it  is  desirable 
to  copy  someone  else's  as  closely  as  may  be  safe.  "Good 
morning,  have  you  taken  Blank's  little  liver-pills — small  pill, 
small  dose,  and  small  price — worth  a  guinea  a  box !  "  is  an 
unfavourable  example. 

So  much  for  the  announcements.  It  still  remains  to 
destroy  any  possible  results  from  even  bad  advertising. 
He  who  would  ensure  failure  should  arrange  not  to  have 
in  stock  the  article  he  advertises.  He  should  be  as  insulting 
as  practicable  to  inquirers  for  it,  and  should  neglect  to 
acquaint  his  assistants  with  tlie  fact  that  a  special  line  is 
being  announced.  Nothing  is  more  edifying  to  the  man 
who  wishes  to  fail  than  to  hear  customers  inquiring  for 
something  he  has  advertised,  of  which  the  young  men 
behind  the  counter  have  never  heard. 

There  are  other  adjuncts  to  failure  which  it  may  be  well 
to  notice.    We  may  collect  them  into  maxims,  as  follow: — 


Advertise,  from  time  to  time,  something — "  as  a  draw  " — 
under  cost- price.  Constantly  say  in  your  advertisements 
that  you  sell  under  ccst,  because  that  breeds  confidence  in 
your  veracity  ;  but,  now  and  then,  actually  offer  something 
at  a  sacrifice,  and  try  to  believe  that  you  will  make  it  up 
with  other  trade.  When  people  come  in  for  the  cheap  line 
alone,  and  refuse  to  be  cozened  into  trying  something  else 
that  they  do  not  want,  be  rude,  so  as  not  to  have  new  people 
coming  again. 

Cut  prices  all  round.  Malign  your  neighbours  in  the  same 
trade,  because  this  gives  "  tone"  (of  a  kind)  to  your  shop, 
and  raises  your  reputation  among  discerning  people.  Make 
up  for  what  you  lose  on  "cuts"  by  reducing  the  quality  of 
stock  drugs.  Copy  the  meanest  devices  of  the  drug-store 
across  the  street.  Let  the  oddments  on  your  counter  grow 
dusty  and  fly-specked.  Never  have  anything  new.  Do  not 
keep  stamps,  postcards,  small  change,  or  other  trifles,  such 
as  customers  often  ask  for  when  the  post-ofiice  is  shut,  or  at 
other  times.  Reply,  when  asked  if  you  can  oblige  with  a 
penny  stamp,  "  You  get  that  at  the  post-office  " — even  when 
you  know  that  the  post-office  is  not  open.  Do  not  on  any 
account  be  up  to  date.  Neglect  the  trade  papers.  Always 
reject  the  latest  improvements  in  elegant  pharmacy,  and, 
if  you  cannot  keep  your  eyes  off  the  newspapers  of  your 
profession,  at  least  abstain  from  acquainting  yourself  with 
the  often  really  valuable  information  contained  in  their 
advertising-pages.  These  and  similar  little  ways  are  of  dis- 
tinct assistance  in  the  pursuit  of  failure. 

On  the  other  hand,  their  avoidance,  and  the  cultivation  of 
pleasant  manners,  a  cheerful  demeanour,  and  the  natural 
urbanity  of  a  man  of  culture— which  the  disciple  of  un- 
success, if  he  be  a  pharmacist,  will  probably  have  had  some 
difficulty  in  eschewing — will  tend  to  make  increasingly 
difficult  the  task  of  compassing  disaster,  despite  the 
depression  of  trade  and  the  many  circumstances  which  tend 
to  assist  the  chemist  in  that  direction. 


Jlbeas  in  Minboto-JIrfssing. 

A WINDOW  in  one  of  the  popular  New  York  pharmacies 
has  recently  presented  a  very  attractive  appearance. 
The  background  and  base  are  covered  with  Turkish 
towels ;  and  there  stands  in  the  centre  a  pyramid  of  rock- 
salt  boxes  flanked  on  both  sides  with  loofahs,  two  meeting 
in  a  point  at  the  apex  ;  sponges  festooned  from  the  ceiling, 
and  scap,  flesh-brushes,  &c  ,  are  dropped  promiscuously  about, 
the  whole  making  an  attractive  display. 

A  New  York  assistant,  known  as  "  The  Kid,"  is  responsible 
for  some  of  the  attractive  displays  in  Hudnut's  drug-store. 
The  latest  was  "a  poem  "  made  up  of  fancy  cologne-bottles, 
artificial  carnation  picks  and  smilax,  with  pink  drapery  for 
the  shelf  and  mirrors  as  a  background.  This  was  a  counter- 
display,  and  it  attracted  much  attention. 

Some  druggists  further  West  are  experimenting  with 
chemical  plants,  using  various  combinations  for  causing 
rapid  growths  in  the  show-bottles  in  the  windows.  Some 
specimens  in  one  pharmacy  grew  after  the  fashion  of 
Jonah's  gourd,  making  about  8  inches  in  two  days.  They 
then  slowed  up  very  fast,  and,  after  adding  about  4  inches 
more,  gave  out  entirely.  They  were  very  pretty,  resembling 
some  forms  of  coral. 

A  marine  window  for  the  advertisement  of  the  various 
cod-liver  oil  products  is  good.  In  this  a  complete  model  of 
a  ship — schooner,  sloop,  or  other  fishing-boat — is  used  as  a 
centrepiece  ;  and  around  it,  in  classified  groups,  bottles  of 
pure  cod-liver  oil,  emulsion,  capsules,  malt  and  oil — any 
preparation  that  contains  ccd-Iiver  oil.  Seaweed,  star-fish,  or 
any  aquatic  curiosity,  rcay  be  used  fcr  additional  decoration. 

A  good  arrangement  of  colour  adds  greatly  to  the  effect< 
Use  your  show- jars  and  coloured  vases  as  much  as  possible. 
Change  the  windows  at  least  once  a  week,  and  you  will  soon 
find  that  the  public,  as  they  pass  by,  will  make  it  an  object 
to  watch  for  a  change,  and  will  probably  be  disappointed  if 
they  find  none.  Arrange  jour  goods  according  to  height, 
colour,  &c.,  placii:g  tbem  so  that  their  names  can  easily  be 
read  from  the  exterior.  By  all  means  keep  your  windows 
clean.  Cleanliness  on  the  outside  gives  the  public  a  good 
idea  of  the  interior. 

These  ideas  are  chit  fly  American,  and  we  have  picked 
them  from  several  journals.

AT  an  evening  meeting  of  the  North  British  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  on  December  13,  1882, 
a  specimen  of  false  opium  was  presented  to  the  Museum  by 
Messrs.  J.  F.  Macfarlan  &  Co.,  and  although  several 
members  remarked  on  it  at  the  time,  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
information  regarding  its  production  having  been  forth- 
coming then  or  since.  The  specimen  referred  to  is  described 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  of  December  23,  1882 
<[3]  vol.  xiii.  p.  Sl'l)  as  follows : — 

"  The  piece  of  spurious  opium  was  one  of  twenty-five 
pieces  which  had  been  picked  out  of  six  cases  of  opium  im- 
ported from  Smyrna.  The  weight  of  the  twenty -five  pieces 
was  16  lbs.  2  oz.  With  the  exception  of  the  covering  the 
specimen  in  no  way  resembled  opium  ;  internally  it  was  of  a 
lighter  colour,  of  a  tough  and  glutinous  consistence,  and  it 
had  a  fairly  aromatic  odour  somewhat  like  Socotrine  aloes. 
The  specimen  contained  no  morphia." 

Not  very  long  ago  I  was  having  a  talk  with  an  exception- 
ally well-educated  Haldvi,  or  native  medicine-man,  who 
incidentally  mentioned  that  among  the  members  of  his 
calling  processes  were  known  and  put  in  practice  for  the 
manufacture  of  several  of  the  more  commonly  used  drugs, 
such  as  opium,  camphor,  musk,  &c.,  the  products  resembling 
very  closely  the  real  article,  and  often  being  substituted  for 
the  latter.  I  had  a  recollection  at  the  time  of  the  specimen 
of  false  opium  being  presented  to  the  Museum,  and  it 
naturally  occurred  to  me  that  the  information  which  was 
wanted  regarding  it  might  be  brought  to  light  if  I  could  get 
this  man  to  describe  his  process  for  preparing  this  opium. 
After  some  persuasion  he  was  induced  to  do  so,  and  between 
us  we  prepared  a  small  specimen  of  the  false  drug  ;  after 
which  I  communicated  with  Mr.  Kntherford  Hill,  of  Edin- 
burgh, who  very  kindly  furnished  me  with  fall  particulars 
regarding  the  specimen  under  his  care.  Although  there  are 
some  differences  between  the  two,  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  the  museum  specimen  was  prepared  by  a  very  similar 
process  to  that  of  my  native  friend,  a  process  which  would 
appear  to  be  a  kind  of  trade  secret  among  his  class,  and  a 
secret  carefully  guarded  by  its  possessors  for  the  simple 
reason  that  the  manufacture  of  false  opium  is  illegal. 

The  process  employed  for  preparing  false  opium  in  India 
is  as  follows  (I  give  the  original  directions)  : — 

Parts 

Aloes  (in  fine  powder)  8 

Root  ol  canna  indica  (in  fine  powder )        . .  1 

Datura  seed  (in  fine  powder)  2 

Opium   1  to  2 

Rub  the  opium  to  a  paste  with  water,  and  add  alternately  in  small  por- 
tions the  aloes  and  the  canna  and  datura  (the  two  latter  previously  mixed). 
Make  this  mass  into  a  ball  resembling  opium  and  bury  it  in  4  feet  of  ground 
in  an  earthen  pot  for  forty-one  days,  after  which  it  is  ready  for  use. 

The  flavour  of  the  aloes  is  at  first  very  strong,  but  the 
prolonged  burying  in  the  earth  has  the  effect  of  blend- 
ing the  odours  and  subduing  the  too  pronounced  flavour  of 
aloes. 

This  process  yields  a  product  which  resembles  opium  very 
closely  both  in  appearance  and  in  flavour.  The  latter  is  of 
course  due  to  the  small  proportion  of  opium  present,  which 
my  friend  told  me  it  was  necessary  to  add  in  order  that  the 
stuff  might  readily  pass  for  the  real  drug.  Of  course  such 
an  article  would  contain  a  small  percentage  of  morphia., 
which  the  specimen  in  the  museum  does  not.  Moreover, 
Mr.  Hill  informs  me  that  the  specimen  referred  to  has  a 
distinct  Socotrine  aloes  smell  and  a  faint  bitter  aloes  taste, 


and  suggests  that  aloes  has  been  added  in  small  quantity 
to  impart  a  bitterness  like  morphia. 

Mj  native  friend  having  left  Bombay,  I  am  now  unable  to 
get  further  information  from  him  ;  but  as  the  subject-matter 
of  this  note  may  prove  useful  to  members  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical calling,  I  give  this  for  what  it  may  be  worth. 


I^bultcratcb  Sperm  #il

T^HE  high  commercial  value  of  sperm  oil  is,  in  itself,  quite 
sufl[ioient  to  account  for  the  frequency  with  which  it  is 
adulterated.    As  a  lubricant  for  certain  purposes  it  stands 
out  pre-eminent  amongst  animal  and  vegetable  oils.    The  low 
specific  gravity  of  genuine  sperm  oil  practically  precludes 
I  its  adulteration  with  any  other  single  oil,  except  those  ob- 
tained from  closely  allied  species  (e.g.,  Arctic  sperm  oil),  or 
with  a  mineral  or  petroleum  oil,  without  raising  the  gravity 
very  largely.     Mixtures  of  other  fish  oils,  or  of  seed  and 
animal  oils  with  mineral  oil,  are,  however,  frequently  em- 
I  ployed.     The  specific  gravity  of  the  genuine  oil  should 
I  lie  between  -878  and  SBS  at  15  5°  C.    Muter  gives  some 
less  valuable  figures  in  Spon's  "  Encyclopaedia,"  which  are 
[  used  t )  express  actual  densities  at  100°  F.,  and  the  above- 
i  mentioned  limits  are  those  usaally  accepted.     The  mean 
:  variation  of  the  specific  gravity  with  change  of  tempera- 
ture IS  00065  for  every  1°  C  ,  or  -00036  for  1°  F.  Any 
I  marked  variations  from  these  figures  are  highly  suggestive  of 
adulteration. 

The  viscosity  is  a  test  of  extreme  value  in  the  case  of 
sperm  oil,  since  it  does  not  vary  with  increase  of  tempera- 
ture nearly  so  much  as  that  of  most  other  oils  does.  It  is 
proper,  therefore,  to  deteimine  this  figure  for  several  tem- 
peratures, say  at  100°,  120°,  and  140°  F.  Boverton  Red- 
wood's viscometer  is  the  most  convenient  and  most  fre- 
quently used  instrument  for  this  purpose.  The  amount  of 
free  acid,  as  determined  by  the  titration  of  the  sample  with 
standard  solution  of  potash,  is  of  importance,  and  should 
never  exceed  1,  or,  at  the  most,  2  per  cent.  The  amount  of 
iodine  absorbed  (Hiibl's  test),  the  rise  of  temperature  with 
sulphuric  acid  (Maumene's  test),  and  the  temperature  of 
solubility  of  the  oil  in  an  equal  volume  of  glacial  acetic  acid 
(Valenta's  test)  are  all  of  extreme  value  when  considered  in 
conjunction  with  the  other  part  of  the  examination. 

If,  however,  the  absence  of  mineral  and  unsaponifiable  oil 
can  be  assured  by  the  examination,  the  most  useful  and 
trustworthy  results  are  obtained  by  the  saponification  of  the 
oil  with  alcoholic  solution  of  potash  Whilst  none  of  the 
other  animal  or  vegetable  oils,  with  the  exception  of  some 
of  those  from  closely  allied  species,  yield,  after  saponifica- 
tion, more  than  2  per  cent,  of  matter  soluble  in  ether,  since 
they  give  practically  nothing  but  fatty  acids  and  glycerine, 
the  former  of  which  combines  with  the  potash  and  the 
latter  remains  dissolved  in  the  water,  and  the  small  amount 
of  foreign  matter  forms  the  unsaponifiable  residue  dissolved 
in  ether,  the  oil  from  the  sperm-whale  gives  widely  dif- 
ferent products,  and,  instead  of  glycedne,  yields  a  higher 
fatty  alcohol,  insoluble  in  water  and  soluble  in  ether.  The 
result  is  that  40  per  cent,  is  dissolved  by  the  ether,  after 
saponification.  Of  course,  a  judicious  mixture  of,  say,  colza 
oil  and  hydrocarbon  oil  would  give  this  result ;  but  the 
absence  of  hydrocarbDU  oil  may  be  established  by  the  other 
tests.  In  addition,  the  residue  extracted  with  ether  may  be 
treated  with  strong  oil  of  vitriol,  when  the  genuine  substance 
will  be  destroyed,  whilst  paraffin  will  be  practically  unacted 
upon.    An  indication  of  the  results  I  have  obtained  from 
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the  samples  in  question  may  be  obtained  from  an  inspection 
of  the  appended  table : —

Samples  Nos.  9  and  10  were  examined  in  special  ways, 
which  need  not  be  detailed  here.  Whilst  No.  9  was  a 
genuine  sample,  it  was  found  to  be  a  little  acid.  No.  10  was 
a  doubtful  sample,  and  was  most  certainly  too  acid.  Nos. 
5,  6,  7,  and  8  were  obviously  adulterated.  No.  4  appeared 
to  be  slightly  impure.  Sample  A  is  a  standard  sample 
of  known  purity.  It  is  not  intended  that  the  above 
should  be  regarded  as  a  full  table  of  analysis,  but  merely  as 
indicating  some  of  the  figures  to  be  obtained  by  the  most 
readily  applied  tests. 


fussing  the  pajor  bn  |f!t)omc=$tubn.

TWO  years  ago  I  contributed  a  paper  to  this  journal  on 
"  How  I  Passed  the  Minor  by  Home-study,"  and  now  I 
am  in  a  position  to  do  the  same  in  regard  to  the  Major.  In 
the  following  notes,  which  are  in  the  order  of  the  official  t 
syllabus,  I  put  as  briefly  as  possible  the  course  of  study  j 
which  I  pursued.  | 

Botany. — With  the  information  already  acquired  in 
studying  for  the  Minor.  I  started  Prantl  and  Vine's  book, 
goicg  deeper  into  the  parts  of  the  flower,  fruit,  and  seed , 
tracing  the  various  steps  from  the  development  of  the  pollen 
to  fertilisation,  and  from  the  ovule  to  the  seed,  and  the 
diilerence  between  the  pollen  of  the  gymnospermsandangio- 
sperms.  I  studied  very  carefully  such  important  points  as 
assimilation,  metabolism,  the  formation  of  gums,  acids,  and 
other  secretions  of  the  plant.  I  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time 
in  this  subject  to  the  cryptogamic  sections  of  plants  Be- 
ginning with  the  fungi  I  learned  ad  their  natural  orders, 
noting  their  distinguishing  characteristics  and  peculiarities, 
got  up  all  the  kinds  of  spores  and  their  functions,  conjuga- 
tion, rejuvenescence,  and  reproduction. 

Then  all  other  plants  were  studied  in  their  order — viz., 
alg:e,  mosses,  liverworts,  ferns,  horsetails,  &c.,  until  the 
phanerogams  were  reached.  The  various  modes  of  repro- 
duction, the  alternation  of  generations  which  occurs  in  the 
higher  cryptogams,  the  rifference  between  the  flowerless  and 
llowering  plants,  and  the  comparison  between  their  repro- 
ductive organs,  were  dealt  with  in  turn,  also  the  gymno- 
sperms. 

For  practical  botany,  I  drew  up  a  table  of  all  the 
natural  orders  enumerated  in  the  schtdule.  bo  h  natural  and 
artificial,  with  their  genera,  and  the  characteristics  by 
which  they  could  be  distinguished  practically  from  one 
another,  and  practised  on  actua'  specimens.  For  the 
microscope  I  used  Strasburger's  book  which  was  very 
useful,  the  directions  for  cutting  sections  being  explicit  and 
worthy  of  a  careful  attention.  The  above  text- books  are  not 
all  that  are  required  :  current  literature  mu^t  be  read — for 
instance,  various  hypotheses  have  been  put  forward  as  to 
the  formation  of  starch,  but  they  have  been  all  reversed  by 
the  researches  of  Brown  and  Morris  in  various  papers  com- 
municated to  the  Chemical  Society. 

Materia  Mcdioa. — The  schedule  does   not  give   a  full 


account  of  all  that  is  required  in  this  subject.  The  text-books 
I  read  were  Maisch's  "  Materia  Medica  for  Students "  and 
"  Pharmacographia."  I  assayed  all  the  most  important 
drugs,  studied  their  adulterations  and  substitutions,  their 
active  principles,  and  methods  of  isola'ion.  I  next  paid 
attention  to  the  composition  of  the  alkaloids,  glucosides, 
neutral  and  bitter  principles,  resins,  gum- resins,  oleo-resins, 
balsams,  tannins,  terpenes,  &c ,  and  estimation.  In  this 
subject  current  literature  is  of  the  highest  importance,  as  a 
great  number  of  questions  are  asked  on  recent  researches. 
I  also  studied  the  microscopic  structure  of  drugs  from 
"  Pharmacographia." 

Physics. — This  is  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  of 
the  examination,  and  must  be  carefully  and  thoroughly 
studied,  and  not  merely  crammed  up.  The  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  his  address  to  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  in  October,  1892,  said  that  Major  men  were 
lamentably  deficient  in  physics.  The  subject  comprises 
heat,  light,  magnetism,  and  electricity.  Ganot's  "  Physics  " 
is  all  that  is  required.  I  paid  special  attention  to  such 
points  as  the  dynamic  theory  of  heat,  calorimetry,  separation 
of  heat  from  light,  the  mechanical  equivalent  of  heat ;  the 
undulatory  theory  of  light,  decomposition,  refraction  polarisa- 
tion, optical  instruments;  electrical  theories,  machines, 
batteries,  measurements  of  electricity,  &c. 

Chemistry. — This  is  the  most  important  subject.  The 
first  book  I  read  was  Remsen's  "  Organic  Chemistry,"  which 
is  a  splendid  introduction  to  the  carbon  compounds.  It  is 
written  in  a  simple  and  concise  manner,  and  contains  a  great 
number  of  experiments,  many  of  which  I  carried  out  prac- 
tically, such  as  the  manufacture  of  aldehyde,  formic  acid, 
oxalic  acid,  ethylene,  ethylene  dibromide,  iodoform,  nitro- 
benzene, aniline,  benzoic  acid,  artificial  urea,  the  nitro- 
phenols,  &c  ,  all  of  which  have  to  be  made  practically  for  the 
Major.  As  Remsen's  book  does  not  go  far  enough  for  all 
that  is  required  in  the  schedule,  I  also  read  Watts's 
"  Organic  Chemistry."  This  covers  all  the  ground  neces- 
sary :  it  deals  with  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives 
very  fully,  desciibing  their  formation,  preparation,  as  well  as 
their  physical  and  chemical  properties.  For  inorganic 
chemistry  I  also  used  Watts,  paying  special  attention  to 
such  points  as  the  periodic  law,  dissociation,  methods  of 
determining  atomic  weights,  atomic  heat,  specific  heat, 
specific  volume,  rational  formula,  isomerism,  and  ultimate 
analysis,  as  well  as  the  chief  characteristics  and  analogies  of 
the  most  impoitant  metallic  and  non-metallic  elements.  To 
finish  ofE  my  studies  in  this  subject  I  read  Helbing's 
"  Modern  Matetia  Medica." 

Practical  ChcviUtry. — My  first  work  was  the  detection 
and  separation  of  a  number  of  metallic  salts,  both  in  solid 
and  liquid  states,  according  to  Muter's  charts.  I  received 
valuable  practice  and  assistance  from  The  Chemist  an'd 
Druggi&t's  "  Corner  for  Students,"  the  salts  given  at  the 
Major  beirg  similar  to  those  in  the  "  Corner."  I  next  went 
over  all  the  volumetric  and  gravimetric  estimations  of  the 
BP,  as  also  the  estimation  of  such  compounds  as 
phosphoric  acid  by  the  lead  method,  sodium  arseniate  by 
acetate  of  lead,  calcium  hyphophosphite  by  ignition  and_  by 
the  volumetric  solution  of  potassium  permanganate,  spirit, 
retheris  nitrosi  for  ethjl  nitrite,  spirit,  ammon.  aromat.  for 
free  ammonia  and  carbonate,  the  estimation  of  manna  for 
mannite,  the  purification  of  quinine  sulphate,  the  examina- 
tion of  spirits  and  tinctures  for  methylated  spirit.  I  took  all 
the  melting-points  and  boiling-points  included  in  the  B.P  , 
and  used  hard  parafBn  for  substances  whose  melting-points 
were  hig>  er  than  100°  C,  as  it  is  much  better  than  H.^SO^ 
and  not  corrosive.  I  also  estimated  the  moisture  and  ash  ot 
drugs  mentioned  in  the  B.P.  In  the  estimation  of  cinchona, 
opium,  and  nux  vomica  I  followed  the  B  P.  directions,  but 
in  the  examination-room,  in  the  case  of  opium,  it  could 
only  be  left  to  stand  for  about  two  hours,  and  the  results 
would  come  out  too  low,  which,  no  doubt,  would  be  allowed 
for  by  the  examiner.  For  the  separation  of  alkaloids  and 
glucosides  I  ado,  ted  the  followirg  process  I  extracted 
them  with  acidulated  alcohol,  evaporated  to  dryness  almost, 
treated  the  residue  wi'h  warm  water  acidulated  with  acetic 
acid,  anri  filtered.  To  the  filtrate,  which  contains  the  alka- 
loids, KHO  is  added,  and  they  are  extracted  first  with 
chloroform  and  then  with  amylic  alcohol  to  remove  morphine. 
They  are  identified  by  the  charts  given  in  "  Muter  ''  or 
"Attfield."    Santonin  is  left  in  the  residue  on  treating  it 
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■with  warm  water  and  acstic  acid,  and  can  be  recognised  by 
alcoholic  potash  or  ferric  chloride  and  H^SO,. 

By  this  process  I  detected  minute  quantities  of  morphine, 
strychnine,  &c.,  from  mixtures  of  starch,  fats,  linseed-meal, 
■soap,  &c.  For  the  estimation  of  nitrogen  I  procured  a  brass 
tube  18  inches  long  by  i  inch  in  didmeter,  along  with  the 
acid-bulbs.  I  heated  it  by  a  Bunsen  and  spiiit-lamps,  but 
jis  my  results  were  not  so  good  as  I  expected  them  to  be,  I 
paid  a  visit  to  a  laboratory  with  a  combustion- furnace,  in 
order  to  be  better  acquainted  with  it  in  the  examination- 
room,  , 

The  Examination  in  October  189^. 

The  theory  questions  (botany,  materia  medica,  physics, 
and  chemistry)  have  already  been  published. 

Oa  the  practical  day,  which  exteuded  over  six  hours,  I  had 
he  following  work  set  before  me  : — • 

(1)  Prepare  acetaldehjde. 

i(id;  Keport  on  this  sample  of  bismuth  carbonate,  and  esti- 
mate its  percentage  fetiecgth. 
(.3)  Analyse  this  mixture  (three  Oases,  two  acids). 

(4)  Make  a  litre  of  volumetric  solution  of  NaHO  "  . 
^  10 
((5)  Identify  this  solution  and  estimate  its  active  ingredient. 

I  commenced  by  making  aldehyde.  The  examiner,  whom  I 
found  very  courteous  and  obliging,  helpel  me  in  getting  the 
necessary  appliances  and  chemicals.  1  collected  it  free.  I 
was  asked  to  prove  it,  which  I  did  by  means  of  AgNOj.  I 
was  next  asked  what  took  place  on  adding  AgNO^,  how 
would  I  purify  it,  what  accompanied  it,  &c. '.' 

The  bismuth  ciibooate  contained  lead  caibonate,  which 
I  had  to  separate  before  I  could  estimate  it  quantitatively. 
I  proceeded  as  follows  : — I  dis.«olved  a  weighed  quantity  in 
diJute  acid,  added  H^SO^  and  S.V.K  to  precipitate  the  lead, 
as  lead  sulphate  is  in.soluble  in  all  acids,  filtered  this  oflE, 
and  precipitated  my  bismuth  by  (NH4)2C03  and  NH^HO, 
collected  the  precipitate,  washed,  dried,  incinerated,  and 
weighed  as  oxide.  It  yielded  81  per  cent,  of  bismuth 
carbonate. 

The  complex  analysis  I  found  to  be  mercury,  iron,  and  zinc 
dissolved  in  nitrohydrochloric  asid. 

I  proved  the  strength  of  my  volumetric  solution  by 
standard  solution  of  oxalic  acid. 

I  found  solution  No.  5  to  be  liq.  strychnin,  hydrochlor. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  I  found  the  preparation  and 
work  for  this  examination  very  interesting  and  not  so 
difficult  as  I  had  imagined  it  to  be.  I  took  plenty  of  time  to 
my  subjects  and  did  them  thoroughly.  The  information  I 
received  will  more  than  amply  pay  me  for  my  trouble. 


ITotes  on  ilbuburlj. 


PREVIOUS  to  1870,  the  figures  relating  to  the  imports  into 
and  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  of  rhubarb  were 
specially  enumerated  in  the  Customs  returns.  In  that  year, 
however,  rhubarb,  along  with  many  other  drugs  not  con- 
sidered of  suflBcient  importance  to  merit  a  few  lines  all  to 
themselves  in  the  oflicial  statistics  of  our  foreign  trade,  was 
thrown  into  "  unennmerated  drugs,"  where  it  remains  to  this 
day.  It  is  still  possible,  of  course,  to  gauge  the  commercial 
movement  of  rhubarb  in  this  country,  with  some  approach  to 
accuracy,  from  the  monthly  statistical  returns  of  the  London 
warehouses  ;  but  it  is,  nevertheless,  to  be  regretted  that  no 
separate  Government  statistics  of  this  important  drug  are 
kept  in  this  country,  as  they  are  in  the  Unired  States  and  in 
France,  where  the  tiade  in  the  root  is  much  less  important 
than  it  is  in  this  country.  The  following  figures,  taken  from 
Braithwaite's  "  Statistics  of  the  United  Kingdom,"  show  the 
commercial  movement  in  rhubarb  previous  to  1870 : —

The  extraordinary  decline  in  the  rhubarb-trade  between 


1848  and  1855  is,  no  doubt,  traceable  to  the  effect  of  the 
Chinese  opium-wars  occurring  during  the  period,  and  to  the 
Crimean  War  (1853-1855),  which  involved  temporary  cessa- 
tion of  our  commercial  intercourse  with  Russia,  through 
which  empire  (by  the  Mongolian-Siberian  caravan-route,  via 
Kiachta)  most  of  our  rhubarb  was  then  obtained.  In  1865 
our  imports  were  provided  in  almost  equal  proportions  by 
China  direct  and  by  the  German  Hanse  Towns.  From  1866  to 
1870  our  foreign  trade  in  rhubarb  is  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing figures  : —

Previous  to  March,  1815,  when  rhubarb  was  placed  on  the 
free  list,  the  drug  was  dutiable  upon  importation  into  the 
United  Kingdom.  At  the  time  of  its  abolition  the  duty  was 
Zd.  per  lb.,  but  a  few  years  earlier  Is.  per  lb.  was  levied  on  it. 
In  1845  the  consumption  of  Chinese  rhubarb  in  the  United 
Kingdom  was  estimated  at  40  tons. 

The  wholesale  price  of  rhubarb  has  fluctuated  greatly. 
Forty  years  ago  the  drug  realised  as  much  as  12s.  Qd  per  lb. 

In  1872  good  and  fioe  quality  realised  2s.  Zd.  to  6«.  per 
lb.;  "Dutch  trimmed,"  3s.  to  10.«.  In  1881  good  and  fine 
"Chinese  root"  fetched  Ss  to  4s  Id.  Now  the  price  has 
fallen  to  Zd.  to  4s.  Qd.  ptr  lb.,  according  to  quality.

The  Chinese  distinguish  the  following  varieties  of  rhu- 
barb : — 

(1)  Esi-ninij,  deriving  its  name  from  a  place  so  called  in 
the  K-insuh  district  and  Chungchi ;  (2)  Chi  huang  ;  (3)  Tai- 
Incang  (both  worth  only  about  one-fourth  or  one-fifth  of  the 
former)  ;  and  Shan- huang  (worth  a  little  less  than  No.  2). 

Hankow  is  the  principal  port  of  shipment  for  the  interior 
of  China.

charge.    But  there  has  been  no  response. 
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All  tlie  world's  a  stage,  .  .  . 
And  one  man  in  his  time  plays  many  parts, 
His  acts  being  seven  ages. 

JE  who  wrote  this  knew  most  things 
in  heaven  and  earth,  almost  as 
nauch  as  a  volunteer  colonel  or 
an  income-tax  man  thinks  he 
knows.  In  penetrative  insight 
into  character  and  source  of 
action  the  Stratford  bard  could 
beat  a  Bow  pawnbroker.  True, 
his  apothecary  was  not  multi- 
lateral ;  but  then  his  apothecary 
was  but  a  provincial  herbalist, 
and  allied  to  the  modern  phar- 
macist only  in  his  sweet,  childlike  belief  in  the  efficacy  of 
his  own  preparations. 

The  latter-day  descendant  of  the  Mantuan  medicine-man 
is  no  mere  one-dimensional  being :  he  has  parts  and  magni- 
tude, and  passes  through  many  metamorphoses  between  the 
opening  and  the  closing  of  his  life  history.  Literary  pre- 
cedent and  trade  custom  alike  point  to  the  number  seven  as 
the  proper  division  for  his  cycle  of  development ;  and,  as 
seven  is  n,s  convenient  as  any  other  number,  there  is  no 
necessity  to  quarrel  with  such  powerful  factors. 

Granted  that  overlappings  accentuate  the  crudity  of  such 
a  division  and  fix  its  arbitrary  character,  yet  few  will  cavil 
at  the  relegation  of  the  apprentice  to  the  first  or  baby  stage, 
or  fail  to  see  the  analogies  between  the  student  and  the 
schoolboy  ;  between  the  Minor  man  wooing  fickle  Bloomsbury 
and  the  sighing  lover  ;  between  the  new-fledged  Major  and 
the  restless  soldier  ;  between  the  manager,  launching  magis- 
terial thunderbolts,  not  without  right  of  appeal,  and  the 
justice ;  and  so  on.  Closer  consideration  will  strengthen 
these  analogies. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  to  Nuttall  for  a  definition  of 

The  Apprentice. 

Is  it  not  written  by  the  apprentice's  own  fair  hand  in  the 
advertising  columns  of  the  journals  ? 

"  A  youth  of  good  education  and  marked  ability,  who  has 

passed  the  Preliminary,  desires  "    We  know  the  rest. 

Discreetly  waiving  the  debatable  value  of  the  Preliminary, 
one  is  tempted  to  ask  whether  the  fact  that  all  prospective 
apprentices  are  youths  of  good  education  and  marked 
ability— they  tell  us  so  themselves,  and  ought  to  know — 
should  not  be  suflicient  to  silence  those  cavillers  who  growl 
at  the  quality  of  the  young  men  knocking  at  the  outer  gates 
of  the  Society. 


The  very  new  apprentice  has  a  lump  in  his  throat.  He 
would  be  the  last  to  confess  to  it,  or  to  his  inability  to 
swallow  it,  but  it  is  there  nevertheless,  and  acts  as  a 
material  check  on  his  physical  hunger.  Anyhow,  be  the 
cause  what  it  may,  he  suffers  from  a  marked  poorness  of 
appetite  during  the  early  days.  There  are  compensations  in 
all  things,  and  he  makes  up  for  his  poor  performances  at  the 
trencher  by  a  consuming  work-hunger.  He  will  pounce 
with  catlike  suddenness  on  the  most  trifling  oddment  of 
work,  and  display  a  nervous  anxiety  in  doing  useless  things^ 
that  is  very  trying. 

This  stage  is  neither  lasting  nor  dangerous ;  it  rarely  survives 
the  first  month.  By  that  time  he  will  have  adapted  himself 
to  his  new  surroundings,  and,  once  settled  in  his  stride,  will 
break  out  in  many  surprising  places.  The  first  notable 
feature  is  the  slow  rally  of  his  lost  appetite,  and,  while 
recognising  that  such  recovery  is  highly  satisfactory  in  a 
growing  youth,  one  is  not  justified  in  ignoring  it.  Besides,  it 
will  not  allow  itself  to  be  ignored.  It  does  not  arrive  all  at 
once  :  it  grows  with  insidious  slowness,  but  fatal  sureness.  It 
is  omnivorous,  devastating,  as  though  a  swarm  of  locusts, 
sweeping  all  before  it,  had  settled  down  on  the  family 
mahogany.  The  ever-growing  totals  of  the  grocer's  bock 
blanch  the  cheek  of  the  young  housekeeper  and  cause  her  to 
decide  to  do  her  washing  at  home.  The  older  one  serves 
much  porridge  at  breakfast  and  more  soup  at  dinner,  and  so 
breaks  up  the  first  line  of  attack.  The  strong,  healthy 
apprentice  seems  proner  to  this  form  of  consumption  than 
the  weak-chest8d, ailing  one,  although  both  have  a  pronounced 
stomachic  twist. 

Nor  is  he  content  with  ofiicial  feeding-times ;  he  requires 
sundry  stays  during  the  weary  intervals.  A  generous  prin- 
cipal will  frank  a  new  man  to  all  the 
contents  of  all  the  lozenge  bottles,  in- 
terdicting only  jujubes  ;  but  the  satiated 
palate  soon  despises  hardbake  and 
yearns  for  the  succulent  delights  of  the 
softer  confections,  and  they  too,  with 
such  odds  and  ends  as  manna,  sweet 
flag-root,  raisins,  honey,  and  gingerbread 
worm-cakes,  have-  to  be  laid  under  re- 
quisition. 

He  will  now  begin  to  show  a  tendency 
to  slippery  hands  and  big  feet.  The 
amount  of  things  that  a  budding  man 
will  pass  through  his  hands  to  their 
detriment,  and  the  number  of  harmless  trade  implements 
of  a  bashful  retiring  disposition  that  he  will  drag  from^their 
obscure  retreats  and  fall  over,  is  positively  astounding

There  arises,  too,  an  over-mastering  thirst  for  information. 
Some  men  have  this  worse  than  others.  The  less  afflicted 
are  content  if  they  can  attend  cat- poisonings  and  laboratory 
explosions  once  a  week  ;  but  the  more  promising  ones  merely 
whet  their  appetites  on  such  trivialities.  They  are  ravenous 
for  facts,  and  pestered  seniors  and  busy  principals  rack 
their  brains  for  the  small  fishes  to  minister  to  their  devouring 
appetites.  They  are  regular  whales  at  information.  What 
they  do  with  it  all  no  one  knows,  least  of  all  they  them- 
selves, but  they  will  have  it  at  any  cost. 

An  outgrowth  from  this  desire  to  know  will  be  an  anxiety 
to  dispense,  and  the  apprentice  will  resent  the  wrapping  of 
the  humble  but  necessary  seidlitz  and  the  monotonous 
round  of  stock- preparation,  and  long  wildly  for  the  frenzied 
delights  of  compounding  and  the  pleasures  of  pill- making. 
When  his  time  comes  to  take  his  turn  at  these  things  they 
have  ceased  to  allure  him — he  has  cultivated  larger  in- 
terests. He  will  now  be  found  boxing  with  the  porters, 
slippicg  out  at  the  back  to  assist  in  a  dog- fight  at  the 
butcher's,  or  inditing  a  sonnet  to  the  pensive  milliner  next 
door. 

He  will  develop  a  surprising  independence  of  judgment, 
speech,  and  action,  and,  when  his  long  tarryings  in  the  drug- 
room  have  made  him  the  greatest  authority  on  its  details,  is 
a  terror  to  be  feared  and  obeyed.  Towards  the  end  of  his 
time  strong  men  quail  before  his  frown,  weak  ones  meekly 
obey  his  dictates,  and  wise  ones  lose  a  few  trifling  bets  to 
him  and  so  secure  his  patronage. 

Did  he  but  know  it,  he  is  now  in  the  heyday  of  his  existence. 
Scarcely  in  his  studentage,  under  the  growing  shadow  of  a 
coming  examination,  will  he  breathe  so  free  an  air  as  now. 
For,  after  all,  the  apprentices  who  die  young  are  the 
favourites  of  the  gods — they  fade  away,  without  a  suspicion 
that  flashing  carboys  and  Major  certificates  are  minor  con- 
siderations in  the  scheme  of  creation. 

When  the  apprentice  has  smashed  his  last  measure  and 
consigned  his  last  percolator  to  the  dustbin,  he  blossoms  out 
into 

The  Student, 

and  exchanges  his  great  physical  hunger  for  a  greater 
physical  thirst.  Some  men  have  a  fine  natural  thirst  of  their 
own,  others  a  poor  spurious  thing  born  of  environment  or 
tobacco ;  but  in  some  form  or  other  every  student  has  this 
troublesome  appendage.  It  not  infrequently  has  conse- 
quences— such  as  policemen  and  black  eyes — and  its  extent 
is  limited  only  by  the  depth  of  his  pockets. 

About  this  time  dawns  the  era  of  practical  joking.  Dim 
f oreshadowings  of  this  showed  themselves  during  his  appren- 
ticeship, but  conditions  were  unsuited  to  serious  flights. 
At  the  most,  aloes  has  been  inserted  in  black-currant 
lozenges  intended  for  the  delectation  of  the  errand-boy,  or 
bogie-traps  of  seven-pound  boxes  of  prepared  chalk  have 
been  prepared  for  the  use  and  warning  of  the  same  hapless 
individual.  Now  such  trivialities  are  treated  with  the  scorn 
born  of  a  larger  horizon,  and  most  complicated  are  the  de- 
vices employed  to  confound  the  godly.  All  the  knowledge 
of  all  the  ages  is  laid  under  contribution,  and,  with  the 
boundless  possibilities  of  a  large  laboratory,  fearful  and 
wonderful  are  the  results.  A  bull  in  a  china- shop  is  sweetly 
reasonable  to  him,  his  methods  are  startling  as  those  of  a 
schoolboy  letting  off  rockets  in  a  conservatory. 

He  attends  college  smokers,  and  when  the  attendants 
have  assisted  him  into  the  open  air  he  offers  to  help 
inoffensive  citizens  into  the  gutter.  Next  morning  he  may 
even  be  observed  trying  to  persuade  his  uncle  that  the 
intrinsic  value  of  his  watch  is  enhanced  by  the  fact  that 
it  was  a  coming- of -age  present.  After  the  necessary 
formalities  are  over,  he  visits  the  nearest  chemist's,  and 
breaks  into  a  gold  coin  to  pay  for  an  alkaline  draught — 


selling,  in  fact,  his  birthday  present  for  a  mess  of  potash. 
He  plajs  cricket,  and  has  a  deadly  break  from  the  o2, 
knows  an  ingenious  bluff-charge  at  football,  and  does  weird 
things  on  the  Brighton  road  in  the  short  space  of  2  hours 
3  minutes  and  40  seconds.  He  goes  to  Kew  with  a 
"  Bentley  "  under  one  arm  and  a  girl  under  the  other,  and 
studies  botany  and  beer  until  the  set- 
ting of  the  sun.  Should  he  have  any 
hereditary  taint  for  saving  money  he 
manfully  conquers  it  during  his 
studentship.  He  wears  uncanny  ties, 
and  bold,  bad  trousers,  and  sucks 
fearful  and  wonderful  drinks  through 
long  straws.  On  the  way  to  the 
Square  he  suddenly  remembers  that 
he  has  forgotten  to  learn  his  poisonous 
doses,  and  crams  them  in  the  cab 
and  while  he  waits  in  a  back  court 
for  admission  at  the  servants'  en- 
trance to  the  examination-hall. 

The  Minor  Man 

is  the  evolution-product  of  the  Minor  examination,  and 
cannot  be  considered  apart  from  it.  That  is  horrible, 
because  the  Minor  examination  has  been  overwritten  to 
satiety.  The  excuse  for  describing  it  again  is  that  it  shall 
be  treated  as  a  diary  of  sensations  rather  than  as  a 
chronicle  of  facts. 

The  first  impression  is  that  of  a  small  crowd  of  young 
men,  in  their  best  clothes  and  cleanest  collars,  standing  in 
loose  groups,  and  chatting  with  keen  animation  about  things 
in  which  they  are  not  interested.  There  is  a  warm  paleness 
on  every  cheek,  a  restless  lustre  in  every  eye,  a  nervous 
twitching  of  moustache  or  watch-chain  that  ill  accords  with 
an  assumption  of  lordly  ease.  When  a  "  chronic  "  announces 
his  intention  of  going  off  for  a  brandy-and-soda  he  is  re- 
garded as  a  fit  candidate  for  Hanwell.  At  length  the  door 
opens,  and  a  cloak-room  ticket  is  respectfully  taken  from 
a  not  unfriendly  porter.  Then  comes  the  stamping  of  boots 
on  a  polished  floor,  and  for  weal  or  woe  the  die  is  cast,  and 
the  result  in  the  hands  of  Providence  and  the  examiners. 

Then  comes  the  second  impression — a  triple  row  of  black 
bent-wood  chairs  with  a  triple  row  of  black-coated,  bent- 
backed  candidates  with  spirits  depressed  several  semi-tone.5 
below  concert-pitch. 

A  dead  silence  reigns,  expressed  rather  than  broken  by 
the  hollow  echo  of  a  chance  footstep.  A  rustling  of  paper 
sounds  to  overtaxed  ears  as  the  quivering  of  leaves  in  the 
ominous  stillness  before  a  storm.  A  momentous  pause  as 
that  before  some  direful  physical  cataclysm  is  followed  by  a 
cold  official  voice  reading  names  with  the  indifference  of  a 
professional  executioner  reciting  the  list  of  the  condemned. 
First  comes  the  name  of  the  subject,  then  that  of  the 
candidate,  and  awed,  submissive  figures  creep  into  the 
smile-radius  of  bland  examiners.  In  alphabetical  sequence 
comes  the  roll-call  approaching  his  name  with  deadly  sure- 
ness.  At  length  it  cleaves  the  expectant  air  and  he  springs 
into  instant  prominence  as  a  mad  throb  of  his  heart-blood 
kindles  each  pale  cheek  to  a  glowing  red.  He  walks 
through  an  iridescent  mist  to  a  beckoning  face,  and  frightens 
himself  with  the  sound  of  his  own  name  coming  hoarsely 
from  his  parched  throat. 

But  the  worst  quarter  of  a  minute  of  his  life  is  over,  and 
the  rest  is  easier.  Men  skilfully  find  out  what  he  does  not 
know  and  question  him  about  it,  and  he  answers  squarely 
or  obliquely  according  to  his  lights.  He  goes  boldly  over 
well-known  ground,  tacks  and  trims  round  yawning  whirl- 
pools, and  even  leads  on  routine  examiners  to  subjects  in 
which  it  is  known  their  souls  delight.    The  whole  mental 
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force  of  the  man  is  concentrated  on  every  sentence  he  utters  : 
be  is  playing  his  brains  for  everything  they  aie  worth.  He 
knows  the  strain  has  only  to  last  a  few  hours,  and  he  crowds 
every  pound  of  power  he  possesses  on  to  every  square  inch 
of  answer.  He  chats  ten  minutes  with  an  amiable  gentle- 
man at  this  table,  saves  himself  by  the  skin  of  his  teeth  at 
that,  and  at  last  believes  the  evidence  of  his  eyes  and 
reports  correctly  on  his  salt.  He  is  a  fair  dispenser,  and 
has  had  time  to  watch  the  humoar  and  pathos  of  that 
dreaded  Eubicon  over  the  top  of  his  scales,  has  returned 
once  more  to  the  main  hall  and  exchanged  glances  with  a 
friend  who  is  raising  his  little  finger  over  some  soda-water. 

Now  his  last  examiner  comes  up  to  the  desk  ;  there  is  a 
registering  of  numbers,  an  addition  of  totals,  a  comparison  of 
results  ;  his  name  is  called,  and  the  President  takes  off  his 
glasses  and  uncrosses  his  legs.  His  last  doubt  of  his 
average  is  dispelled  in  a  cheery  word  and  a  handshake,  and 
be  walks  in  a  dazed,  aimless  way  into  the  entrance- hall. 
The  attendant  has  said,  "  First  pass  to-day,  sir  I "  and 
received  the  reward  of  his  virtue.  There  is  an  open  door, 
and  a  step  or  two  before  him  and  the  fresh  air  bites  his  hot 
cheek.  Galen  Court  wears  a  holiday  appearance  ;  there  is  a 
fine  flood  of  sunshine  on  its  pavements  ;  the  world's  horizon 
has  widened,  and  the  sky  is  higher.  A  group  of  fellow- 
students  congratulates,  even  cheers,  him.  Through  the  wild 
glory  of  the  day  he  goes  to  the  telegraph  office — sends  oS 
joyous  news  in  prodigal  profusion.  He  hails  three  cabs — one 
for  himself,  one  for  his  stick,  one  for  his  hat  —and  solemnly 
rattles  ofE  to  his  alma  mater — perhaps  his  alums  Muter. 
There  more  cheering,  more  congratulations,  more  jubilation. 
A  suppressed  madness  courses  through  his  veins  ;  a  drunken 
delight  in  mere  existence  fills  him  with  a  vague  feeling  of 
kindly  good  nature  to  everybody  and  everything.  The 
shackles  of  the  later  months  have  fallen  from  him,  and  he 
stands,  with  squared  shoulders,  a  qualified  man  with  a  well- 
earned  holiday  before  him. 

A  Minor  man  has  been  heard  to  refer  to 

The  Major  Man 
as  the  "  superior  person  "  of  pharmacy,  but  the  knowledge 
that  the  satirist  has  made  three  ineffectual  attempts  to  pass 
the  higher  examination  dulls  the  keen  edge  of  the  taunt. 
The  friction  between  the  two  grades  will  continue,  no  doubt, 
until  a  later  cult  arises  and  makes  the  brand-new  discovery 
that  the  only  logical  solution  of  the  present  paradoxical 
position  is  along  the  lines  of  the  original  proposals  of  our 
founders.  But  there  are  many  long  years  of  weary  con- 
troversy ahead  before  the  body  pharmaceutic  is  ripe  for  such 
considerations. 

Perhaps  there  is  a  suspicion  of  truth  in  the  satiric  shaft 
that  gives  a  tiny  barb  to  its  point.    But  does  not  the  fact 
that  the  Major  man  is  the  high  priest  of  pharmacy  justify 
him  in  surrounding  his  ministrations  with  some  sacerdotal 
ritual  1    Should  not  the  wider  outlook  from 
the  dais  permit  him  to  assume  a  slight 
cooksuredness  of  manner  and  sonorousness 
of  voice?    Are  not  these  things  but  just 
rewards  for  further  diligence?     If  thou 
thinkest  otherwise,  0  Minor  satirist,  hie  thee 
to  Bloomsbury  ;  bring  the  trophies  of  thy 
further  victory  to  the  same  higher  dais,  and 
there  show  the  haughty  Major  how  it  is  meet 
that  he  conduct  himself  ! 

Until  such  time  forgive  him  if  he  assume 
his  old  swagger  when  ha  goes  up  for  his 
examination,  if  he  tread  the  floor  with  his 
old  assurance,  if  he  re-introduce  himself  to  the  examiners 
with  his  old  warmth,  and  eat  his  sandwiches  and  quafE  his 
claret  with  his  old  gusto  ! 

Until  such  time  forgive  him  if  he  discourse  glibly  for  half 


an  hour  on  isomorphism  and  add  nothing  new  to  our 
ignorance  of  it,  if  he  juggle  with  multi-syllabic  derivatives 
of  the  benzene  ring,  and  silence  criticism  by  lengthy  quota- 
tions from  the  last  pages  of  "  Remsen  "  ! 

Until  such  time  forgive  him  if  he  ride  his  little  hobbies  as 
of  yore,  and  tell  tales  of  events  that  never  were  on  land  or 
sea  with  his  ancient  imperturbability. 

The  Manager 
is  an  amplified  assistant.  To  him  the  echoes  of  the  storms 
of  examination  sound  but  as  confused  and  distant  rumblings. 
Life  has  become  more  real,  less  ideal,  for  him.  There  is 
purpose  in  the  present,  and  object  in  the  future.  He  has 
moved  about  the  world  and  its  cities,  and  taken  his  bear- 
ings ;  he  can  see  more  plainly  the  mountains  of  life-work 
ahead  of  him.  The  chimeras  of  youth  and  the  restlessness  of 
early  manhood  are  giving  way  to  a  settled  method  of  living. 
Custom  is  giving  him  the  first  gentle  handshake  ;  later  she 
will  grip  him  remorselessly  and  compel  him  to  an  established 
groove. 

Now  he  is  not  quite  under  her  sp3ll,  he  is  still  somethiog 
of  a  free-lance.     He  eats  oysters  at  Rale's,  and  chops  at 
the  Cheshire  Cheese,  drinks  lager  at  the  Monico,  whisky 
at  Stone's,  and  port  at  Short's.    Bat  he  has  given  up  watch- 
ing the  tape  at  the  Albert  Club,  and  looks  on  without 
sympathy  when  a  friend  of  his  who  has  just  passed  the 
Minor  weeps  on  the  bosom  of  the  first-circle  chuoker-out  at 
the  Pavilion,  and  hiccoughs  his  joys  and  sorrows  into  that 
functionarj's  ear.    He  has  not  forgotten  a  canny  way  of 
getting  into  the  Lyceum  pit,  but  he  prefers  to  book 
circle- seats.     He  abandons  the  showy  cigarette  for  the 
larger  companionship  of  the  pipe.    Much  of  the  elaborate 
knowledge  of  his  examination  period  is  growing  rusty,  and 
he  is  a  better  authority  on  price-lists,  returns,  profits,  and 
working-expenses  than  on  the  intricacies  of  the  pyridene 
derivatives.    He  can  confuse  you  on  the  subject  of  leases 
far  quicker  than  a  solicitor,  and  his  opinions  on  drains,  roofs, 
and  gas-pipes  would  startle  a  builder. 
He  is  feeling  his  manhood,  and  with  it 
comes  the  full  manly  courage  of  his 
prime.    He  is  not  afiaid  to  ask  a  lady 
post-ofiice  clerk  the  parcels  rate  to  India 
by  two  routes,  and  is  unabashed  in  the  y  J^i  \ 
presence  of  the  travelling  book-agent. 
He  is  above  the  fears  of  the  junior, 
and  s'oould  he  drop  a  drawer  full  of 
glass  syringes  will  freeze  the  smirk  out 
of  the  stockkeeper's  face  with  a  lordly 
"Kindly  put  down  glass  syringeg,  all 
sizes."    The  apprentice  is  staggered  by 
his  reserve-fund  of  knowledge,  and  is 
often  afraid  to  pursue  an  inquiry  to  the  bitter  end  lest 
the  full  cataract  of  learning  gush  forth  and  overwhelm  him. 
He  quails  at  the  memory  of  the  fate  of  those  young  children 
who  had  so  learned  a  governess  that  she  guaranteed  to 
teach  them  into  a  brain-fever  in  a  fortnight. 

Taking  it  all  round,  the  manager  does  not  have  a  bad 
time.  Should  affairs  go  well  he  nets  a  fair  share  of  the 
profit,  and  all  the  glory  :  should  thsy  go  ill,  other  shoulders 
than  his  bear  the  burden. 

The  atmosphere  gets  calmer  and  serener  still,  when  we 
rise  to  considerations  of 

The  Master  Pharmacist. 

He  has  entirely  finished  the  sowing  of  wild  oats,  and  uses 
the  experience  gained  during  the  process  to  profit  from  the 
flourishing  cereal  crops  of  others.  For  himself  he  aborts 
his  own  crop  by  becoming  good.  He  marries  and  takes 
reserved  seats  at  church,  becoming  a  friend  of  churchwardens 
and  vicars.    His  clothing  becomes  ai  precise  as  his  manner ; 
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he  is  never  guilty  of  the  ill-brushed  coat  or  the  rnflled  silk 
hat.  He  becomes  a  member  of  the  Conservative  Club,  and 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

He  goes  Conference-pilgrimages,  and  wears  his  crown  of 
martyrdom  without  a  spasm  while  listening  to  a  statistical 
lecture  he  could  grasp  far  better  in 
his  own  library  from  the  published 
report.  He  has  his  reward  on  his 
return,  in  the  fund  of  conversation  it 
gives  him  for  the  edification  of  doctors 
and  curates'  wives. 

Prince  of  the  smoothing  word,  suave 
with  a  prodigality  of  art,  he  confoundg 
the  petulance  of  the  apprentice  by 
kindly  displays  of  experience  stored 
when  that  youth  lived  only  for  the 
feeding-bottle.  He  will  courteously 
waive  explanation  of  the  assistant's 
black-eye  with  a  bland  "  The  usual  banister,  I  suppose,  Mr. 
Smith  ?  " 

His  counter-bills  are  marvels  of  luminous  prose,  his  plans 
of  attack  for  the  winter  campaign  marvels  of  strategy. 
Never  an  undertaker  can  be  more  touching  in  his  references 
to  the  sick  and  ailing,  and  his  purely  personal  interest  in 
charitable  objects  is  soul-stirring.  He  is  expert  at  taking 
advantage  of  the  east  wind  that  blows  few  people  good,  and 
lays  ingenious  traps  for  the  unwary  consumpti\e,  and  bilious 
over-consumptive.  When  life  grows  greyer  he  leaves  the 
more  strenuous  work  to  younger  hands  and  younger  heads, 
and  becomes 

The  Sleeping  Partner. 

He  misses  the  daily  routine  of  work  very  much,  and 
having  nobody  to  prescribe  for  but  his  servants,  sees  that 
their  health  is  of  the  best.  They  pour  his  medicine  down 
the  sink  and  tell  him  that  they  feel  that  better  they  would 
reckon  it  a  favour  to  have  another  bottle  like  the  last. 
Beyond  these  experiments  on  household  interiors  his  fame 
as  a  scientist  rests  mainly  on  his  wearing  of  old  hats.  He 
will  occasionally  look  in  at  the  old  phar- 
macy and  see  that  the  ne'w  men  are 
working  up  to  the  old  standard,  but  his 
supervision  is  amiably  tolerated  and  his 
advice  invariably  ignored.  The  world  has 
moved  since  he  fought  in  it,  and  his  kindly 
babble  of  old  methods  is  regarded  as  ot 
mere  historical  interest.  He  is  familiar 
with  obsolete  Pharmacopoeias  and  calls 
drugs  by  their  ancient  names.  He  will 
tell  you  once  a  week,  if  you  will  let  him, 
how  to  mix  mustard  and  prepare  a  scien- 
tific linseed  poultice.  He  recounts  long 
tales  of  an  old  school  of  humour  with  a 
gusto  that  makes  them  more  acceptable  than  the  ingenious 
elaborations  of  the  new. 

He  takes  a  house  in  the  country  and  makes  friends  with 
the  companions  of  his  youth,  birds  and  bees  and  flowers. 
After  seeking  enjoyment  in  the  fevered  whirlpool  of  city  life, 
he  at  last  finds  rest  in  the  old  alliance  of  the  contemplative 
mind  with  the  calm  of  Nature.  There  is  little  left  after  all 
this  striving  and  working,  living  and  loving,  fighting  and 
feeding,  but  a  crouching  over  the  winter  fire  of  memory  and 
a  reforging  of  the  thousand  links  that  bind  him  to  a  distant 
past.  One  bright  summer  day,  when  the  singing  oE  birds 
comes  in  at  the  open  window  and  the  sweet  scent  of  his 
favourite  flowers  fills  the  air,  he  will  close  his  ejes  with  a 
sigh  and  turn  his  face  to  the  wall. 

Merely  players  !  The  curtain  has  fallen  on  the  last  scene. 
The  lusty  world  criticises  as  it  goes  home  to  its  supper. 
Gigmanity  sniflFs  at  the  petty  sum  of  achievement  and  mocks 
at  the  piled  mountain  of  failure.    But  the  world  cannot 


with  its  light  judgment  truly  estimate  the  value  of  a  man's 
life.  Troops  of  coral  radiatae,  living  their  own  lives,  fighting 
their  own  battles,  struggling  for  their  own  ends,  leave  their 
tiny  skeletons  as  a  legacy  to  the  world.  Individually  their 
lives  have  been  insignificant,  worthless,  but  aggregated  their 
lives  have  been  infinitely  useful.  Perhaps  each  of  us  in 
adding  a  very  few  bricks  to  the  vast  temple  of  knowledge 
is  building  for  himself  a  tiny  niche  in  it. 

So  short  a  portion  of  the  vast  arc  of  life  comes  within  our 
broadest  horizon  that  it  is  given  to  few  to  grasp  the  crudest 
idea  of  the  grand  sweep  of  creation.  These  few  the  world 
honours  and  dines  sumptuously  in  palaces,  or  dishonours 
and  treats  with  bromide  in  lunatic  asylums. 

As  to  our  pharmacist,  friends  will  misunderstand  and 
obituary  notices  damn  with  faint  praise,  but  the  real  drift  of 
his  life-work  will  survive  misunderstanding  and  be  made 
clear  long  after  Nature  has  obliterated  the  lies  on  his  tomb- 
stone. 


ON  Thursday  evening  of  last  week  one  of  those  dilettanti 
audiences  for  which  the  R^yal  Institution  of  London  is 
famed  crowded  the  lecture-theatre  to  see  Professor  James 
Dewar  produce  phosphorescent  phenomena  at  the  extremely 
low  temperature  produced  by  the  evaporation  of  liquid  air. 
The  professor's  lecture  was  a  popular  version  of  the  one 
which  he  gave  the  Chemical  Society  la-t  summer. 

Professor  Dewar  at  the  outset  made  thicgs  easy  for  the 
uninitiated  by  defining  the  various  terms  incorporated  in  his 
subject,  and  in  this  he  paid  full  tribute  to  investigators  who 
have  elucidated  optical  and  thermal  phenomena  during  the 
past  fifty  years.  Some  preliminary  experiments  were  made 
to  demonstrate  the  great  changes  which  take  place  in 
matter  cooled  by  liquid  oxygen.  Then  came  experiments 
on  substances  to  indicate  their  phosphorescing  powers. 
Two  portions  of  the  same  substance  were  taken,  and  ooe 
being  cooled  down  with  liquid  air,  both  were  quickly 
exposed  to  the  glare  of  the  electric  light.  The  theatre  was 
then  darkened,  and  the  cooled  substance  was  seen  to  glow 
pale  or  violet.  The  most  striking  effects  were  obtained 
with  complex  organic  substances,  such  as  cotton,  wool, 
paper,  leather,  linen,  tortoise-shell,  and  sponge.  Perhaps  the 
most  remarkable  result  was  obtained  from  an  eggshell  and  a 
feather.  The  eggshell,  after  cooling  with  liquid  air  and 
exposure  to  the  electric  light,  was  seen  as  a  shining  globe 
of  blue  light  when  the  theatre  was  darkened.  The  feather 
was  equally  brilliant,  its  outline  beicg  clearly  seen  in  all 
parts  of  the  theatre.  Professor  Dewar  then  proceeded  to 
experiment  on  more  definite  chemical  compounds.  Water 
was  but  feebly  phosphorescent  when  pure,  but  remarkably  so 
when  impure.  Coloured  salts  showed  little  activity,  but  a 
number  of  white  salts  were  exceedingly  luminous.  Metals,  if 
their  surface  is  perfectly  clean,  give  no  glow,  but  contami- 
nated, as  by  a  touch,  the  film  of  impurity  shows  phosphores- 
cence. Other  experiments  proved  that,  although  some  sub- 
stances show  but  feeble  emissive  powers  at  these  frosty 
depths,  their  capacity  for  absorption  is  enormously  increased. 
Platino-cyanide  of  ammonia  cooled  and  exposed  to  the 
electric  beam  glowed  like  a  lamp. 

The  concluding  part  of  the  lecture  dtaH  with  the  effect  of 
the  minus  temperatures  on  photographic  films.  When  the 
professor  first  applied  his  low  temperatures  to  this  purpose 
he  was  puzzled  to  find  that  the  action,  though  considerably 
diminished,  still  went  on.  The  impression  on  a  chilled 
photographic  film  was  less  by  about  80  per  cent,  than  that 
left  on  a  film  at  ordinary  temperatures,  but  still  there  the 
impression  was.  How  was  it?  "I  stumbled  on  it,'' said 
Profesor  Dewar.  "  It  was  phosphorescence.  I  was  actually 
stimulating  the  plate  by  cooling  it.''  The  fact  is  that,  like 
so  many  other  bodies,  a  photographic  film  when  cooled  to 
— 180°  becomes  more  capable  of  absorbing  and  reproducing 
light  impressed  upon  it,  and  acts,  so  to  speak,  by  its  own 
phosphorescence — which  is  as  far  as  we  can  go  at  present. 
A  film  which  would  require  a  minute's  exposure  at  ordinary 
temperatures  vould  require  4'3  minutes  at  the  temperature 
of  liquid  oxjgento  receive  the  same  impression.

peuti'cal  issues  which  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass  in 
■silence.  Also,  apart  from  these  considerations  applicable  to 
-tr.  iodi  only,  there  is  the  fact  that  tinctures  have  of  late 
■lieen  very  attractive  to  public  analysts,  and  the  number  of 
praf  ecntions  in  regard  to  them  probably  represents  a  fraction 
only  of  the  tinctures  actually  examined.  In  those  cases 
which  have  been  successfully  proceeded  against  the  tinctures 
bave  been  so  far  out,  especially  in  regard  to  spirit,  that  there 
•was  no  ground  for  suspecting  that  the  weakness  was  the 
result  of  deterioration  by  keeping.  It  is  possible  for  a  tinc- 
ture to  lose  alcohol  on  keeping ;  but  under  tlie  usual  con- 
ditions of  shop  storage  we  have  never  seen  this  amount  to 
5  per  cent,  in  the  course  of  three  years.  But  though  the 
loss  were  greater  it  is  the  retailer's  duty  to  guard  against  it 
and  to  assure  himself  of  the  integrity  of  bis  tinctures  before 
-selling  them.  For  the  latter  purpose  all  that  is  necessary  is 
to  fake  the  specific  gravity  with  a  thermo-hydrometer,  and 
-compxre  the  result  with  Mr.  F.  W.  Fletcher's  tables  printed 
in  the  C.  B.  vol.  xxxvi.  pages  109,  150,  and  238.  The  com- 
parison will  show  whether  the  tincture  is  passable  or  not. 
We  do  not  suppose  that  tinctures,  as  sold,  are  often  weak  in 
spirit,  but  the  cases  of  prosecution  suffice  to  put  retailers 
gf  nerally  upon  their  guard.  Again  we  suggest  to  the  Pharma- 
cofteia  authorities  the  desirability  of  stating  in  the  B  P. 
the  specific  gravities  of  tinctures.  This  innovation  should 
give  little  trouble,  because  the  data  for  it  can  be  obtained 
from  exporters  of  tinctures,  who  have  complete  records  of 
nearly  all  official  tinctures,  while  Mr.  Fletcher's  tables  form 
an  admirable  average  standard. 

The  note  by  Dr.  Teed  (last  week's  C.S;  Z>.,page  73)  regarding 
■a,  sample  of  tincture  of  iodine  which  he  found  to  be  stronger 
in  free  iodine  and  weaker  in  potassium  iodide  than  the  official 
requirement  opens  the  way  for  a  small  research  by  some 
young  pharmacist.  Dr.  Teed's  sample  was  too  far  out  in 
regard  to  potassium  iodide  to  warrant  the  supposition  that 
■the  tincture  had  been  correctly  ma(?e.  But  it  should  be 
noted  that  this  tincture  is  one  which  undergoes  change, 
Maisch  long  ago  observed  that  when  first  prepared  it  does 
not  mix  clear  with  water,  and  the  fact  that  it  does  when 
■older  suggests  a  molecular  change  of  some  kind.  What  this 
is  remains  to  be  shown,  but  we  may  recall  Fluckiger's  ob- 
ieivation  that  ethyl  iodide  and  hydriodic  acid  are  to  be 
found  in  it  after  a  time — a  possible  change  which  must  be 
'taken  into  account  by  analysts.  The  interaction  of  iodine 
;and  ethylic  alcohol,  atmospheric  oxidation,  and  the  great 
ionisation  of  potassiumiodide  in  solution  furnish  possibilities  of 
change  which  ought  to  be  interesting  to  trace  from  beginning 
to  end. 

The  white-iodine  case  brought  into  strong  relief  the 
therapeutics  of  iodine  applications.  A  pharmaceutical 
■witness  for  the  prosecution  declared,  with  more  assurance 
than  justification,  that  colourless  tincture  of  iodine  is  an  old 
wife's  remedy.  So  it  has  been  said  since  Curtman  intro- 
duced the  tincture  twenty-five  years  ago.  Nevertheless,  the 
preparation  has  steadily  increased  in  popularity,  which  is 
not  altogether  due  to  the  mistaken  notion,  held  by  some, 
that  it  contains  free  iodine.  In  therapeutic  effect  it  is  cer- 
tainly superior  to  Hn.  potassii  iodidi,  the  efficacy  of  which  is 
attested  by  years  of  experience  and  by  skilled  pharmacolo- 
gists— Lauder  Brunton  amongst  them.  The  efficacy  of  topical 
applications  of  iodine  and  iodides  is  as  much  a  matter  of 
tradition  as  present  experience  ;  and  except  for  our  increased 
knowledge  in  the  treatment  of  pleuritic  effusions  by  this 
method,  our  knowledge  is  much  what  it  was  fifty  years  ago_ 
The  tincture  and  liniment  of  iodine  are  used  for  their  irri- 
tant action,  and  this  in  the  case  of  the  lungs  "is  useful" 
(as  Brunton  puts  it)  '■  in  promoting  absorption  of  liquid 
effused  ir.to  the  pleural  cavity,  or  of  the  product  of  chronic 


inflammation  of  the  lungs.  The  mode  in  which  the  irrita- 
tion acts  is  probably  the  same  both  in  the  chronic  ulcer  and 
in  the  lung — %  e.,  by  increasing  the  circulation  through  the 
part  affected."  The  iodides  have  a  similar  effect,  though  in 
a  much  less  degree,  and  the  ammonium  salt  is  more  irritating 
than  the  other  alkaline  iodides.  Upon  this  therapeutists  are 
agreed,  and  it  is  this  iodide  that  exists  in  the  decolorised 
tincture.  The  use  of  the  preparation  is  based,  therefore, 
upon  a  sound  principle,  and  the  indications  for  it  are  such 
as  Pereira  outlined  when  he  said,  "  The  skin  of  different  in- 
valids is  most  unequally  susceptible  of  the  influence  of 
iodine :  in  some  few  it  excites  so  much  pain  that  a  second 
application  of  it  is  with  difficulty  permitted."  In  those 
cases  the  colourless  tincture  is  tolerated,  and  it  is  particularly 
useful  for  strumous  children,  who  suffer  much  when  doctored 
with  free  iodine  pigments. 

The  composition  of  tr.  iodi.  decolorata  is  somewhat  doubt- 
ful. We  notice  that  Squire  says,  apparently  following 
Macmillan,  that  the  iodine  "  seems  to  exist  wholly  as  iodide 
of  ammonium."  This  is  unlikely,  for  when  alkaline  hydrates 
and  iodine  interact  five  molecules  of  iodide  and  one  of  iodate 
are  formed.  Hager  has  stited  that  the  tincture  contains 
ammonium  iodide  and  an  ammonium  derivative,  NI  .H.  Iodo- 
form is  also  supposed  to  exist  in  the  tincture.  Thinking  the 
tincture  made  by  dissolving  iodine  in  spirit  aud  adding 
strong  ammonia  solution,  as  recommended  by  Curtman  and 
adopted  by  the  B.P.C.,not  an  adequate  substitute  for  tr.  iodi, 
Hager  proposed  the  addition  of  sodium  hyposulphite,  and 
this  suggestion  was  adopted  in  the  American  "  National 
Formulary.''    We  give  the  two  formula  :—

Hager  states  that  the  latter  tincture  contains  ammonium 
and  sodium  iodides,  ethyl  iodide,  triethylamine  hydroiodide, 
N  (C.H.'iaHI,  as  well  as  the  secondary  products  of  the  decom- 
position of  sodium  hyposulphite.  Apart  from  its  iodine 
strength  it  is  a  more  powerful  counter-irritant  than  the  plain 
ammoniated  tincture,  and  this  is  doubtless  due  to  the  influ- 
ence of  the  organic  iodides.  This  preparation  has  been  less 
used  in  England  than  the  plain  ammoniated  one. 

As  to  the  prosecution  reported  last  week,  we  do  not  think 
it  was  well  advised,  or  that  Mr.  Sevan's  share  in  the  matter 
reflects  credit  upon  him.    It  is  right  to  expect  that  pubUc 
analysts  should  be  acquainted  in  a  general  way  with  the 
businesses  which  the  duties  of  their  office  bring  them  in 
I  contact  with ;  but  Mr.  Bevan  did  not  appear  to  be  alive  to 
'  the  fact  that  decolorised  tincture  of  iodine  is  a  common 
article  in  medicine,  and  therefore  that  there  must  have 
'  been  a  mistake  in  the  purchase,  most  probably  on  the  part 
of  the  purchaser.  No  retailer  would  dream  of  giving  tr.  iodi. 
'  decolorata  when  tincture  of  iodine  is  asked  for.    This  action, 
and  Dr.  Teed's  note,  seem  to  show  the  line  of  action  that 
public  analysts  are  taking  just  now.    We  cannot  say  that  we 
admire  the  originality  of  these  gentlemen— we  speak  of  them 
as  a  body.    One  month  their  drug  hobby  is  paregoric,  next 
sal  volatile,  or  ginger,  or  sweet  nitre,  or  something  else 
which  one  among  them  with  superior  knowledge  has  found 
to  be  below  his  standard.   Straightway  the  whole  fraternity 
;  rush  at  the  article,  and  a  small  crop  of  convictions  and 
t  publicity  to  the  analyst  are  all  we  get  for  it.   Happily,  there 
I  are  a  few  analysts— notably  Mr.  Allen,  of  Sheftield— who 
make  their  office  beneficial  to  trades  affected  by  giving

show  laxity.  We  should  like  to  see  this  spirit  exercised 
more  freely,  and  public  analysts  to  learn  that  there  are  other 
ways  of  enforcing  the  law  than  by  prosecution. 


THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  MENDICANT. 

It  may  generally  be  asserted,  without  risk  of  hurting  any- 
one's feelings  or  of  doing  anyone  an  injustice,  tbat  the 
begging  chemist — the  man  who  shuffles  into  the  pharmacy 
and  pitches  a  long  yarn  of  terrible  privations — is  a  humbug. 
Of  honest  distress  there  is  more  than  we  think,  and  it  is 
always  profoundly  pitiable  ;  but  honest  distress  is  generally 
associated  with  pride,  and  rarely  descends  to  the  extremity 
of  begging  small  silver.  The  man  who,  in  spite  of  all  his 
efEorbs,  has  been  compelled  to  file  his  petition  usually 
manages  to  find  other  methods  of  earning  the  few  shillings 
a  week  that  will  keep  b  )dy  ani  S3ul  together,  or,  failing 
that,  sturdily  coatescs  every  step  of  his  retreat  to  the  door  of 
the  poison  cupboard.  Bat  the  snuffy  little  man  with  shiny 
clothes  ani  glib  tongue,  who  sneaks  in  and  out  of  our 
pharmacies,  is  generally  a  humbug.  He  smells  of  beer  and 
tobacco,  and  prefers  frequent  repetitions  of  stale  lies  to 
sweeping  crossings  or  blacking  boots.  He  is  hesitating  in 
his  manner,  and  overacts  his  part.  He  assumes  his  hearer's 
doubt  of  h's  truthfulness,  and  offers,  as  a  sign  of  his 
genuineness,  to  tell  you  the  dose  o?  any  tincture  you  like  to 
name. 

Lsss  often  one  sees  another  type  of  mendicant — a  man 
who  adopts  an  entirely  different  plan  of  campaign,  and 
probably  finds  it  piying.  He  is  neatly  dressed,  affable  in 
his  bearing,  and  deliberate  in  his  speech.  When  he  turns 
his  back  you  see  a  thick  roll  of  fat  where  his  collar  presses 
into  his  neck.  His  hands  are  fat  and  white,  and  he  has  the 
air  of  a  well-fed  man.  You  first  become  conscious  of  his 
presence  by  seeing  him  hovering  about  the  doorstep  waiting 
patiently  until  your  customer  has  left.  He  then  enters 
briskly,  and  remarks  that  it  is  a  nice  day.  You  agree,  and 
he  threshes  out  the  subject  of  the  weather — its  deplorable 
past  and  ominous  future — with  affable  deliberation  and 
judicial  calm.  This  ends  the  part  of  his  discourse 
requiring  thought ;  the  rest  is  smooth  with  the  glibness  of 
long  practice,  and  its  concomitant  smiles,  sighs,  and  modu- 
lations of  voice  are  purely  automitic. 

He  first  asks  if  you  are  in  want  of  b.  locum-tenens  or  an 
assistant,  and  when  you  shake  your  head  says  that  he  has 
noticed  that  men  of  experience  seem  to  have  no  chance  now- 
adays, and  are  passed  over  in  favour  of  the  young  and  in- 
experienced. Grey  hairs,  he  says,  are  at  a  discount,  and  he 
turns  away  with  a  sigh  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  he  is  concealing  a  most  natural  moistening  of  the  eye. 
He  has  tried  to  get  a  position  in  a  pharmacy  ever  since  he 
gave  up  bis  own  business,  and  has  only  succeeded  in  getting 
five  weeks'  work  in  twelve  months.  He  is  heart-sick  of  this 
monotonous  tramping  about  in  search  of  employment.  When 
you  do  not  happen  to  know  Sloppleton-in-the-Slush  he  looks 
relieved.  It  is  an  agricultural  town,  and  you  know  how 
depressed  the  agricultural  outlook  has  been  for  years  ;  but 
you  could  not  understand,  unless  you  were  actually  brought 
in  contact  with  it,  to  what  an  extent  that  depression  has  in- 
fluenced trade.  The  villages  are  nearly  empty,  the  towns 
dead-alive,  the  farmers  helplessly  in  debt,  the  tradesmen 
bankrupt.  He  had  a  business  in  that  town,  and  lived  on  from 
year  to  year  in  the  hope  that  things  would  take  a  turn.  The 
tnrn  never  came,  and  he  was  sold  up.  All  his  cherished 
personal  effects  went  for  a  song,  and  he  was  cast  out  upon  a 
pitiless  world  to  start  life  all  over  again,  and  under  less 


favourable  conditions  than  in  his  youth.  His  voice  cracks 
pathetically.  He  did  start,  not  without  hope,  with  the  deter- 
mination to  get  a  situation  as  a  manager,  and,  by  husbanding 
his  salary,  manage  to  pay  off  his  creditors.  Bat  he  found 
that  he  could  not  get  work,  and  misery  and  hucger  gripped 
him  with  an  iron  hand.  The  friends  of  his  prosperity  shut 
their  doors  on  him,  and  he  is  appalled  at  the  prospect  of  the 
coming  mouths.  He  speaks  of  the  pathetic  self-sacrifice  of 
his  daughter,  who  is  a  poorly-paid  governess,  but  manages  to 
allow  him  half  a-crown  a  week  for  his  lodgings.  For  days 
he  has  only  tasted  bread  and  water,  and  his  troubles  bring  on 
insomnia  and  neuralgia.  He  would  have  starved  long  ago 
had  it  not  been  for  the  great  goodness  of  Mr.  Smith,  of 
London,  who  allows  him  a  shilling  a  week,  and  of  one  or  two 
other  good  fellows  who  allow  him  sixpence  a  week.  Over- 
whelming gratitude  for  their  benevolence  breaks  him  down 
entirely,  and  his  voice  is  thick  as  he  asks  you  for  help  to  keep 
him  out  of  the  workhouse. 

Whether  you  remember  that  you  are  fighting  like  grirn 
death  yourself  and  refuse  to  help,  or  whether,  well-knowing 
the  man  to  be  lying,  you  revyard  his  ingenuity,  depends  upon 
your  temperament.  After  all,  it  is  not  well  to  look  too  closely 
into  your  charities.  Life  is  very  hard,  and  no  one  knows  who> 
will  be  the  next  to  go  to  the  wall.  Besides,  the  times  are  for 
charity,  and  there  may  be  a  deserving  substratum  of  truth  ini 
the  man's  lies.  Give  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  get 
on  with  your  dispensing. 


IMPURE  BEESWAX. 


Convictions  for  the  sale  of  parafiinated  white  wax  con- 
tinue, and  we  again  urge  retailers  to  systematically  examine 
all  supplies  which  they  receive.  It  is  obvious  that  some 
present  sources  of  supply — chiefly  American — are  not  as 
reliable  as  they  should  be,  and  all  the  handlers  of  the  article 
seem  to  regard  each  other's  integrity  with  a  faith  which  is 
refreshing  in  these  degenerate  days.  We  confess  to  some 
scepticism  in  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  paraffin.  Mr.  John 
Umney  has  told  us  that  the  impurity  of  English  beeswax  is 
due  to  the  use  of  paraffin  foundations  in  the  beehives,  which 
we  know  is  a  common  enough,  though  not  universal,  practice. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  wholesale  druggists  buy  most  of 
their  beeswax  in  Mincing  Lane,  where  English  wax  is  never 
seen.  The  waxes  sold  in  Mincing  Lane  come  from  countriea 
where  the  comb-foundation  is  not  thought  of ;  but  some  of 
them  are  quite  familiar  with  ha'penny  paraffin  candles,  and' 
these,  we  know,  find  their  way  into  the  wax-pot.  However 
the  paraffin  gets  there  matters  little ;  it  can  be  detected 
easily,  and  yellow  wax,  both  English  and  foreign,  of  un- 
doubted purity  is  easily  obtainable. 

The  large  percentages  of  paraffin  which  have  been  reported 
by  analysts  as  existing  in  white  wax  clearly  point  to  inten- 
tional sophistication,  and  it  is  apparent  that  wholesale 
distributors  must  look  into  the  matter  seriously.  It  is  they 
who  know  the  sources  of  supply,  and  their  protests  or  repre- 
sentations should  effect  a  change  in  the  character  of  the 
product.  We  do  not  infer  from  this  that  all  white  wax  is 
impure ;  but  the  lesson  which  we  draw  from  a  case  reported 
last  week  is  that  none  but  pure  white  wax  may  be  sold  in 
this  country  if  white  wax  is  asked  for,  even  for  laundry 
purposes.  In  the  case  referred  to,  Mr.  Wontner,  for  the 
defence,  very  skilfully  argued  to  the  contrary,  and  pointed  out 
to  the  Magistrate  how  absurd  it  is  to  apply  the  British  Phar- 
ihacopasia  to  an  article  prepared  for  a  special  and  non- 
medicinal  purpose  ;  but  without  success.  It  is  possible  that 
the  paraffinated  wax  is  better  for  laundry  purposes  than  pure 
wax— that  is  not  in  question— but  it  must  be  sold  for  what  it 
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is.  It  appears  that  in  all  the  cases  reported  the  retailers 
thought  that  they  were  selling  pure  wax.  Again  we  repeat 
that  this  ignorance  should  not  be,  for  the  purity  of  wax  can 
be  determined  in  a  few  minutes.  It  is  heavier  than  paraflin- 
ated  wax.  If  a  piece  of  it  be  taken  and  weighed,  and  for 
every  20  gr.  stick  in  a  grain  weight  {e.g.,  for  a  5'j.  piece  a 
6  gr.  weight)  and  put  it  in  a  ju^  of  water,  weight  down- 
wards. If  the  wax  is  pure  it  will  sink ;  if  it  contains  paraffin 
it  will  need  more  weights  to  sink  it.  The  specific  gravity 
alone  cannot  be  relied  on,  for,  as  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  pointed 
out  in  our  correspondence  columns  a  few  weeks  ago,  the 
adulterator  can  add  heavier  bodies  along  with  paraffin  to 
compensate  the  decrease  in  density.  It  is  here  that  the 
sulphuric  acid  test  tells.  Gently  heat  a  drachm  of  it  in  a 
porrelain  dish,  and  throw  a  few  shreds  of  the  wax  on  the 
surface  ;  blackening  at  once  begins,  and  is  complete  long 
before  the  acid  boils.  If  there  is  any  paraffin  in  the  was  a 
violet- coloured  film  creeps  up  the  inside  of  the  dish,  and 
when  the  contents  cool  one  can  lift  out  a  ring  of  paraffin. 
After  washing  it  and  kneading  in  the  hand  one  can  tell  by 
the  odour  even  that  it  is  paraffin.  With  such  simple  tests 
available  there  is  really  no  excuse  for  pleading  ignorance  of 
impurity  when  the  County  Court  is  reached. 


THE    POSSIBILITIES   OF  PHARMACY. 

Tiia  census  of  1891  returns  20,590  males,  and  1,340  females 
as  chemists  and  druggists  in  England  and  Wales.  It  would 
have  been  much  cheaper,  and  would  have  given  quite  as 
correct  a  result,  if  a  moderately  intelligent  person  had  been 
set  to  guess  at  such  figure?.  One  chemist  may  have  described 
his  wife  and  all  his  children  as  chemists  and  druggists;  the 
next;  mav  have  interpreted  the  requirements  of  the  census 
paper  much  more  stric'ly.  There  was  no  system  and  no 
•check ;  consequently  the  statistics  provided  are  absolutely 
-valueless. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  register  of  pharmaceutical 
•chemists,  and  chemists  and  druggists  in  Great  Britain,  on 
December  31,  1893,  that  is,  the  persons  legally  entitled  to 
assume  these  descriptions,  and  to  sell  poisons,  was  14,798. 
In  Ireland  the  number  of  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  registered  druggists  was  751. 
This  makes  a  total  of  15,549.  But,  of  course,  nothing  like 
all  of  the.se  are  actually  in  business  on  their  own  account. 
A  good  many  are  assistants,  a  fair  number  have  drifted  into 
other  occupations  or  are  resident  abroad,  one  here  and  there 
has  retired,  and  a  fevir  are  dead,  for  no  register  can  be  kept 
perfectly  accurate.  Making  due  allowance  for  all  of  these,  and 
comparing  the  proportions  in  districts  we  know,  we  may  fairly 
estimate  that  the  number  of  chemists'  and  druggists'  shops 
in  the  I'nited  Kingdom  at  the  present  time  is  somewhere 
near  10. CO  J.  That  very  convenient  round  figure  will  be  right 
within  a  few  hundreds. 

If  we  next  turn  to  the  statistics  of  failures,  we  find  that 
the  number  of  chemists  and  druggists  recorded  as  having 
become  bankrupts  or  under  deeds  of  arrangemeno  with  their 
creditors  since  1888  has  averaged  as  nearly  as  possible  sixty  a 
year.  This  calculation  is  made  from  1888  because  thit  was 
the  first  year  when  deeds  of  arrangement  (which  mast  be 
added  to  bankruptcies  to  get  an  accurate  acioant  of  the 
failures)  were  officially  recognised. 

Thus  it  appears  that  about  six  out  of  every  thousand 
chemists  and  druggists  may  be  expected  to  be  wrecked 
every  year.  Not  a  very  large  proportion  it  would  \  seem  at 
•lirst  sight.  Bat  if  we',-reckon  a  business  life  to  average 
twenty-five  years,  the  total  bulks  up  veryTrespsctablj.  We 
should  have  to  assume  that  not  fewer  than  150  oat  of  ev.'ry 


!  1,000  chemists  who  start  in  business  come  to  grief  at  it. 
I  Our  assumption  that  business  careers  may  be  reckoned  at 
twenty-five  years  on  an  average  is  probably  too  high  ;  but  if 
it  is  anywhere  near  the  mark — if,  say,  one  chemist  oat  of 
ten  is  doomed  to  ruin — the  business  must  be  regarded  as  a 
fearfully  risky  one.  French  duels  or  British  warships  are 
not  so  dangerous  to  life  as  pharmacy  would  seem  to  be  to 
capital. 

And  what  of  the  other  90  per  cent.  ?  It  can  hardly  be 
said  that  they  succeed  when  they  do  not  actually  fail.  The 
majority  of  them,  no  doubt,  make  a  more  or  less  satisfactory 
living  for  themselves  and  their  families  out  of  the  busines.s 
they  have  chosen  ;  but  this  is  hardly  the  kind  of  prosperity 
with  which  to  "  point  a  moral  or  adorn  a  tale  "  in  days  when 
millionaires  are  almost  numerous  enough  to  arouse  an 
agitation  against  graduated  death  duties.  How  much  short 
of  a  million  would  suffice  to  be  regarded  by  the  world  as  a 
success  we  cannot  tell ;  but  probably  very  few  chemists  and 
druggists,  however  diligent  in  business,  have  come  within 
measurable  distance  of  the  standard,  whatever  it  may  be, 
simply  out  of  the  profits  accumulated  behind  their  pharmacy 
counters. 

Chemists  and  druggists  have,  of  course,  acquired  fortunes 
'  occasionally;  but  this  has  generally  been  done  outside  of 
'  their  business  proper.  The  most  certain  method,  perhaps, 
has  been  to  have  had  an  uncle  or  an  elder  brother  who  has 
been  a  lucky  speculator,  a  bookmaker,  a  gold  digger,  or  a 
pirate  of  some  sort,  die  childless  and  leave  all  he  has  made 
to  the  struggling  shopkeeper.  Some  chemists  have  made 
their  pile  by  abandoning  their  business  altogether,  in 
despair,  and  striking  out  in  some  other  direciion.  More 
frequent  have  been  the  instances — and  they  are  not  so  very 
rare— in  which  a  chemist  and  druggist  has  combined  pro- 
fessional knowledge  with  commercial  judgment  and  enter- 
prise in  the  foundation  and  exploitation  of  a  proprietary 
pharmaceutical  product  which  has  become  famous  and  has 
brought  back  rich  returns.  Among  the  big  suc3esses  of  this 
kind  of  the  present  day  which  were  originated  in  chemists' 
shops  may  be  mentioned  Beecham's  pills,  Benger's  food 
Collis]  Browne's  chlorodyne,  Eno's  fruit  salt,  Keating 's 
'  cough-lozenges,  Steedman's  powders,  Fenning's  powders, 
Clarke's  blood-mixture,  Jewsbury  k.  Brown's  tooth-paste, 
Owbridge's  lung-tocic,  and  many  others  which  will  readily 
suggest  themselves.  The  men  who  have  worked  tbese  spe- 
cialities have  all  begun  their  now  gigantic  advertising  tenta- 
tively, timidly  perhaps,  in  most  cases  locally  only,  and  in  all 
the  instances  we  have  named  amid  the  surroundings  of  a 
general  drug  business.  Now  they  may  claim  to  have  become 
not  less  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  modern  journalism 
than  the  able  editors  and  brilliant  romancists  who  draw 
their  honoraria  indirectly,  but  not  less  surely,  from  the  large 
revenue  brought  in  to  the  most  popular  publications  by 
advertisement  pages. 

A  still  more  strictly  legitimate  development  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical business  is  the  production  of  some  extract,  elixir, 
syrup,  liquor,  lozenge,  or  pill  in  a  more  elegant  or  attractive 
or  efficacious  form  than  that  in  which  it  has  previously  been 
presented.  A  fair  number  of  the  bighsr  class  of  pharmacists 
have  secured  a  reputation  and  have  attained  financial  pro- 
sperity by  perfecting  some  such  product. 

There  are  other  branches  which  chemists  and  druggists 
often  cultivate  with  success.  One  of  these  is  the  manufacture 
of  aerated  waters.  One  of  the  largest  and  most  expensively- 
fitted  factories  of  aerated  waters  in  the  kingdom— that  of 
Idris  &  Co.,  of  Camden  Town — has  developed  within  twenty 
i  years  from  the  backyard  of  a  chemist's  shop  in  North 
London.  In  this  direction,  and  similarly  in  the  allied  busi- 
nesses of  perfumery,  photography,  scientific  appara'u?,  the 
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well-equipped  pharmacist  may  often  see  the  chance  of  pro-  | 
grass. 

Let  it  be  remarked,  however,  ia  this  connection  that  the 
path  of  prosperity  is  not  certainly  to  be  found  in  promis- 
cuous speculative  enterprises.  All  that  is  intended  to  be  ! 
conveyed  is  that  the  intelligent  pharmacist  is  specially 
fitted  for  work  which  may  prove  remunerative.  Oppor- 
tunities may  present  themselves  to  him,  or  they  may  be  1 
suggested  by  his  environment,  which  he  is  more  fit  to 
improve  than  his  neighbour  is  likely  to  be.  These  are 
legitimate  extensions  of  his  business,  and  a  criticism  of  him 
as  a  "  Jack  of- all-trades,"  with  its  usual  complement,  in 
consequence  of  his  versatility  would  not  be  applicable.  At 
the  same  time,  it  should  never  be  forgotten  that  excursions 
out  of  the  straight  road  are  always  doubtful.  Now  and 
then  the  explorer  finds  a  short  cut  to  fortune,  but  in  most 
cases  he  only  gains  experience,  the  most  innutritions  of  all 
kinds  of  refreshment.  We  hear  of  the  few  successes ; 
myriads  of  failures  are  buried  in  oblivion. 

Is  there,  then,  no  such  thing  as  substantial  success  to  be 
looked  for  by  a  patient,  persevering,  intelligent  devotion  to 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  to  that  exclu- 
sively ?  How  about  our  famous  historic  pharmacies  ;  How 
have  they  achieved  success  1  The  answer  is  somewhat 
complicated. 

In  the  first  place,  most  of  these  businesses  have 
a  record  of  a  century  or  more.  It  would  be  dis- 
couraging, indeed,  if  success  were  not  the  reward  of 
a  hundred  years  of  patient,  conscientious  toil.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  the  old-established  chemists'  busi- 
nesses over  the  country  were  founded  by  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  and  some  of  them  are  still  conducted  by 
representatives  of  the  sect.  This  little  fact  seems  to  indi- 
cate to  some  extent  the  qualities  which  insured  success  in 
those  days,  A  chemist  won  his  reputation  then,  not  by 
sending  sandwich-men  about  the  streets,  and  placarding  the 
door-pDsts  with  the  announcement  that  prescriptions  would  be 
dispensed  in  that  establishment  at  half  the  usual  prices, 
but  by  long  years  of  strict  integrity.  The  opportunities  for 
substitution  and  sophistication  are  so  abundant  in  dealiog 
with  drugs,  the  qualities  vary  to  such  an  extent,  and  detec- 
tion of  mild  frauds  is  so  difficult,  that  the  public  must  trust 
its  chemist.  As  a  rule,  this  confidence  is  not  abused.  Most 
druggists  nowadays  are  scrupulously  fastidious  about  the 
purity  of  their  drugs  and  the  exactness  of  their  dispensing. 
A  century  ago  faking  up  powders  and  dilution  of  tinctures 
■were  specimens  of  the  art  and  mystery  of  the  craft  which  it 
•was  the  chief  duty  of  the  apprentice  to  learn.  Obviously,  at 
that  time  the  occasional  honest  man  had  a  peculiarly 
bopeful  prospect.  And  when  his  reputation  for  reliability 
■was  once  established  it  was  not  easy  to  lose  it.  Quakers 
started  with  a  presumption  in  their  favour.  Hence,  in  such 
businesses  as  banking  and  pharmacy,  which  demanded 
especially  the  confidence  of  clients,  they  were  so  favourably 
handicapped  as  to  give  them  an  almost  unfair  chance. 

No  doubt  the  good  old  copy-book  maxims  are  sound  still, 
but  there  are  other  factors  now  to  be  reckoned  with.  Buy- 
ing and  selling  are  organised  on  new  bases.  The  capitalist 
and  the  joint-stock  company  have  seized  on  retail  busi- 
ness and  are  working  it  for  all  it  is  worth.  The  great 
draper  devotes  a  corner  of  his  store  to  a  drug-department, 
and  can  afford  to  ran  it  at  a  percentage  of  profit  which  it 
■would  be  impossible  to  bring  up  a  family  upon,  to  say 
nothing  of  providing  opportunity  for  cultivating  the  art  of 
pharmacy,  on  which,  after  all,  much  of  the  success  of 
medical  treatment  must  depend.  It  is  true  the  drug-depart- 
ment requires  a  qualified  manager ;  but  the  salary  he  gets, 
though  decent — jay,  1201.  to  2,001,  a  year — can  hardly  be 


reckoned  as  a  success  if  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  goal  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist's  labours  and  studies.  If  he  abandon; 
it  to  start  for  himself  he  can  go  nowhere  where  he  will  not 
encounter  the  opposition  of  the  great  machine-like  store.  lb 
has  spread  its  grasp  all  over  the  metropolis  and  its  suburbs. 
It  has  its  imitators  in  every  large  provincial  town,  and  the 
county  families  have  their  weekly  hampers  sent  to  them  ir^ 
the  remotest  districts. 

These  facts  and  conditions  cannot  be  ignored.  And  yet 
we  see  larger  sums  than  ever  before  spent,  first  on  the 
training  of  pharmacists,  and  afterwards  on  the  fitting  of 
pharmacies.  We  note  in  all  parts  of  the  country  chemists* 
dinners,  chemists'  balls,  and  chemists'  concerts,  all  evidences- 
of  prosperity.  We  report  a  very  fair  proportion  of  elections- 
of  chemists  to  county  and  district  councils,  to  mayoralties,, 
and  even  occasionally  to  Parliament ;  and  we  see  abundant- 
signs  of  the  growing  trade  of  the  wholesale  and  manu- 
facturing houses,  whose  prosperity  must  depend  on  that  of 
the  retail  pharmacist.  That  the  difficulties  which  chemists 
have  to  encounter  nowadays  are  considerable  is  obvious;, 
but  we  think  there  are  good  grounds  for  believing  that  the 
modern  pharmacist  is  meeting  them  successfully,  and  that, 
he  i^  on  the  whole  rather  more  than  holding  his  own. 


THE    POSITION    OF    QUININE  ANI> 
CINCHONA-BARK. 

Since  the  time  we  commented  upon  the  position  of  quinine- 
and  cinchona-bark  in  these  columns,  there  have  been  no- 
important  changes  in  the  market-price  of  either  article. 
But  although  the  surface-current  of  trade  in  the  leading  drug- 
and  its  raw  material  continues  to  flow  languidly,  certain 
changes  are  working  in  the  lower  depths,  which  may,  by-and- 
by,  clear  the  stagnating  channel,  and  give  it  a  healthier  and 
more  rapid  flow.  It  will  therefore  be  useful  here  to  place 
on  record  the  results  of  a  few  soundings  which  we  have- 
recently  taken. 

In  the  first  place  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  some- 
trouble  brewing  in  Amsterdam,  now  the  headquarters  of  the 
1  cinchona- trade.    Some  years  ago,  when  the  exports  of  cin- 
;  chona  from  Java  began  to  assume  a  certain  importance,  a 
kind  of  cinchona  clearing-house  was  started  in  that  city,  in- 
which  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  Java  bark  has  since- 
I  been  warehoused,  and  where  buyers  have  been  supplied  with- 
samples  upon  a  system  that  has  generaUy  been  considered 
'  to  surpass  the  London  fashion  of  dealing  with  the  drug- 
j  in  accuracy,  cheapness,  and  expediency.    The  clearing- 
house, or  "  Kina  Etablissement,"  as  it  is  called,  is  ostensibly 
a  limited  company,  but  98  per  cent  of  its  shares  are- 
held  by  two  closely  allied  firms,  of  which  one  acted  also  as- 
'  the  buying-  agent  of  a  foreign  quinine-factory.  Gradually 
this  firm  has  acquired  the  buying-agencies  for  several  other 
quinine-makers,  and  at  present  it  represents  all  except  the- 
four  German  and  the  one  Amsterdam  factories.    Last  year 
this  firm  was  by  far  the  principal  buyer  in  the  Amsterdam 
market,  and  it  is  said  that  its  proprietors  have  made  overtures 
to  the  German  makers  which,  had  they  been  successful, 
'  would  have  placed  the  whole  bark-buying  business  in  Am- 
!  sterdam  under  its  control,  and  placed  it  in  a  fair  way  of 
i  controlling  the  whole  market.  Such  a  prospect  -was  naturally 
'  distasteful  to  many  importers,  and  meetings  of  the  cinchona- 
trade  were  convened  at  which  the  alleged  sinister  designs  of 
j  the  firm  in  question  led  to  warm  discussions.    The  outcome 
of  the  trouble  has  been  that  several  importers  and  others 
^  have  decided  to  start  a  new  "clearing-house"  in  which 
'  there   shall    be   no    dangerously   predominant  partner 
sampling  and  storing   the  bark,  of  which  he  himself 
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is  the  largest  individual  bnyer.  The  dissentients,  how- 
ever, are  by  no  means  nnanimoas,  for  the  firm  against 
which  their  action  is  aimed  has  just  received  an  em- 
phatic vote  of  confidence  from  a  large  section  of  the 
trade  in  the  shape  of  a  circular,  signed  by  about  a  dozen 
firms,  expressing  full  confidence  in  the  fairness  of  the 
management  of  the  old  clearing-house,  and  the  intention  of 
continuing  to  use  it.  Thus  matters  stand  now.  But,  whatever 
the  outcome  of  the  quarrel,  it  is  certain  that  Amsterdam  jutt 
now  presents  atypical  instance  of  a  house  divided  against 
itself,  and  divided  at  a  time  when  loyal  co-operation  of  all 
the  cinchona  powers  is  more  than  ever  necessary  to  restore 
the  industry  to  a  point  of  moderate  remunerativeness. 

The  establishment  of  the  projected  quinine-works  in  Java 
appears  to  be  nearing  consummation.  The  capital  asked  for 
has,  we  understand,  been  promised,  but  doubts  are  enter- 
tained that  the  sum  with  which  it  is  intended  to  embark 
upon  the  enterprise  will  prove  far  too  small  to  secure 
a  reasonable  prospect  of  success.  Granting  the  possibility 
of  producing  quinine  in  Java  at  a  competitive  price  (it  is 
argued),  the  works  should  be  started  upon  so  large  a  scale  as 
to  be  able  to  absorb  the  bulk  of  the  bark  output  of  the 
island.  A  factory  which  will  only  be  able  to  turn  out  a 
small  quantity  of  the  drug  will  merely  add  another  to  the 
brands  already  on  the  European  market,  and  at  once  become 
an  object  of  special  animosity  on  the  part  of  the  existing 
makers.  That,  we  should  think,  is  an  exceedingly  reasonable 
view. 

The  quinine- stock  in  London,  as  our  warehouse  statistics 
show,  has  undergone  a  very  slight  reduction  in  1894.  It 
amounts  now  to  about  2|  million  ounces,  which  is  not  much 
more  than  double  the  quantity  represented  by  an  average 
Amsterdam  cinchona-auction,  and,  as  it  is  mostly  controlled 
by  firms  who  can  afford  to  wait  for  better  times,  its  existence 
cannot  stand  in  the  way  of  an  improvement  in  value  should 
an  impetus  come  from  outside.  On  the  Continent  there  are 
probably  fairly  large  supplies  in  second-hand,  and  it  is  an 
open  secret  that  many  of  the  parcels  of  quinine  sold  in 
London  last  autumn  belonged  to  Dutch  houses.  The  London 
stock  of  bark  is  dwindling  rapidly,  and  is  now  only  very 
little  larger  in  number  of  packages  than  that  in  Amsterdam, 
while  in  point  of  effective  quinine-value  it  is  much  smaller. 
The  two  stocks  may  roughly  be  represented  as  follows  : — 

London  :  Twenty-nine  thousand  packages,  of  which  12,000 
ars  old  South  American  barks,  leaving  about  15,000  bales 
of  effective  manufacturing  cinchona,  representing,  say, 
1,250,000  cz.  of  quinine. 

Amsterdam :  Twenty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and 
thirty-five  packages,  of  which  22,000  may  be  considered 
manufacturing  bark,  representing,  at  an  average  unit  of 
4:y  per  cent ,  about  3,500,000  oz.  of  quinine. 

Considering  that,  in  1894,  the  sales  of  Java  cinchona- bark 
in  Amsterdam  alone  represented  about  5,600,000  oz.  of 
quinine,  most  of  which  must  have  gone  into  consumption, 
the  visible  supply  of  the  drug  does  not  seem  very  excessive, 
and  if  the  planters  in  Java  could  come  to  some  agreement  to 
restrict  the  output  or  control  the  supply  of  bark  there  would 
be  every  prospect  of  an  early  improvement  in  the  price  of 
quinine.  Unfortunately,  that  is  just  what  they  cannot  or 
will  not  do.  On  the  contrary,  they  ship  larger  quantities 
every  season  with  a  reckless  disregard  of  their  own  interests, 
which  seems  to  indicate  that  the  gods  have  rendered  them 
mad  preparatory  to  their  destruction.  Meanwhile,  the 
combined  quinine- manufacturers  have  the  whip-hand.  They 
buy  their  bark  at  a  price  which  leaves  them  considerably 
over  100  per  cent,  profit  on  the  quinine  they  can  sell,  and  no 
doubt  they  can  wish  for  nothing  better  than  a  continuance, 
for  some  time  at  any  rate,  of  the  present  state  of  things 
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IMPURE  OPIUM. 

Surgeon-General  Sir  William  Moore  communicates  a  note- 
on  the  adulteration  of  opium  to  the  Prooini'ial  Medical  Jon  rnal,. 
in  which  the  startling  statement  is  made  that  "  in  Constanti- 
nople opium  is  frequently  adulterated  with  corrosive  sub- 
limate, which  is  supposed  to  add  to  the  strength  of  the  drug  ; 
in  Turkey  gereially,  Syrian  rue  is  mixed  with  it ;  in  Jamaicp;- 
it  is  adulterated  with  '  bull-hoof ' — called  aho  the  Dutch- 
man's laudanam.    In  Java,  where  there  is  a  Government 
monopoly,  dealers  are  required  to  dilute  the  opium  with 
tobacco  and  betel  in  definite  proportions."    The  first  part  oC 
the  statement  is  surprising.    We  confess  that  this  is  the  first 
time  we  have  heard  of  corrosive  sublimate  being  used  for  the 
purpose,  and  for  the  reason  stated,  and  we  should  like  to 
have  corroboration  before  accepting  the  statement  even  frocD-. 
Sir  William  Moore. 

PEYOTLINE,  A  NEW  ALi^ALOID. 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Berlin  Physiological  Society, 
Professor  L.  Lewin  gave  an  account  of  some  experiments  made 
with  an  alkaloid  obtained  from  a  North  Mexican  cactus  calleti/ 
"  Pejotl,"  which  Nature  briefly  reports.  This  plant  has 
intoxicating  action,  and  in  large  doses  produces  sleep  and  a 
state  of  nervous  excitation  accompanied  by  a  so-called 
"  power  of  prophesying,"  similarly  attributed  to  the  sulphur- 
ous exhalations  of  the  temple  at  Delphi.  Small  doses  of  Xh& 
alkaloid  when  given  to  frogs  produced  tetinic  cramps  and  a 
greatly  increased  reflex  irritability,  analogous  to  strychnine  ; 
bat  with  this  difference— that  by  carefully  apportioning  the- 
dose  the  effects  were  permanent  for  several  days.  Professor- 
Lewin  regarded  the  new  alkaloid  as  specially  adapted  to 
further  the  study  of  the  nature  of  tetanus.  He  further  state<3 
that  he  has  found  alkaloids  with  powerful  actions  in  many^ 
species  of  Cactus  hitherto  regarded  as  harmless  by  botanists, 
notably  one  closely  resembling  curare. 

THE  KINETOSCOPE. 

Professor  Silvanus  P.  Thompson  questions  EdisonVj  crj— 
ginality  in  regard  to  the  kinetoscope,  for  at  the  Frankfort 
Exhibition  of  1892  "  there  were  machines  practically  identical 
with  it,  the  photographs  of  a  moving  object  taken  in  rapid 
succession  of  a  score  or  more  per  second  being  illuminated 
successively  by  electric  sparks."  The  kinetoscopes  now  being 
shown  in  London  as  Edison's  appear  to  the  professor  to  differ 
only  in  their  pictures  being  a  li<  tie  more  ambitious.  "  At  the 
present  moment  Edison's  fame,  in  public  estimation,  rests 
upon  two  toys,  the  phonograph  and  the  kinetoscope,  cne 
purely  mechanical,  the  other  optical  and  photographic. '  So- 
Professor  Thompson  says,  apparently  forgetting  Edison's 
share  in  the  perfection  of  the  incandescent  light.  But  Pre-  - 
fessor  Thompson's  criiicism  is  scarcely  worthy  of  hiin.  The 
difference  between  the  successful  man  (which  Edi.son  is) 
and  the  unsuccessful  is  often  very  small ;  but  it  is  that  very 
narrow  line  of  separation  which  the  majority  of  people  Cc(3 
it  difficult  or  impossible  to  step  over,  and  which  constitutes' 
the  basis  of  hero-worship.  There  were  hundreds  of  potential 
Sdisons  in  the  world  twenty  years  ago,  but  ho  far  one  only- 
has  made  himself  known  to  his  fellow- men. 

A  NEW  OPIUM  SUBSTITUTE. 

Various  substances  have  been  recommended  as  suuttitutes 
for  smoking- opium,  but  up  to  the  present  none  of  them  have- 
found  favour  with  the  votaries  of  the  poppy-extr.act.  Dr. 
W.  G.  Boorsma,  of  Buitenzorg,  Java,  gives  an  account  of  a 
hitherto  undescribed  opium  substitute  in  Tt'!jnntui)iiu,  a, 
botanical  magazine  published  in  Java,  and  although,  accord- 
ing to  the  author's  own  statement,  there  seems  to  be  but 
little  prospect  that  the  substitute  will  be  favourably  received- 
by  opium-smokers  generally,  Dr  Boorsma's  paper  possesses 
a  certain  amount  of  pharmacognostical,  if  not  comuicv«:al,  . 
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interest.  The  substitute  referred  to  by  him  consists  of  the 
dried  leaves  and  tw^igs  o£  a  tree  growing  in  the  Besoeki 
district  of  Java,  and  belonging  to  an  undetermined  Praxinus 
species.  When  burning,  the  twigs  give  o£E  an  odour  almDst 
undistinguishable  from  that  of  opium — a  property  which  is 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  natives  of  the  district,  who  mix 
the  powdered  leaf  with  their  tobacco  and  smoke  it  in  the 
form  of  cigarettes.  The  smoking  of  the  leaves  is  said  to  be 
without  any  of  the  injurious  after-effects  of  opium-smoking, 
although  the  illusion  of  opium-smoking  is  communicated  in 
its  entirety  by  the  aroma.  A  syrupy  extract  prepared  from 
the  crashed  bark  of  the  tree  was  mixed  with  sugar  and 
given  to  habitual  Chinese  and  casual  Javanese  opium- 
smokers.  The  Chinese  declared  that  smoking  the  extract 
did  not  assuage  the  opium- craving,  but  the  Javanese  main- 
tained the  opposite.  They  agreed  that  the  extract  smoked 
almost  exactly  like  ordinary  prepared  smoking-opium. 

ANOTHER  PROPOSED  "EXCHANGE." 

The  Secretary  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
addressed  a  "  coafidential "  circular,  dated  January  17,  to  the 
mernbers  of  the  excellent  body  over  which  he  secretarises, 
stating  that  the  council  of  the  Chamber  are  in  negotiation 
for  new  offices,  and  are  ' '  desirous  of  ascei  taining  what  amount 
oE  support  is  likely  to  be  forthcoming  from  msmbers  in  the 
event  of  their  (the  council)  adding  a  general  exchange  (for 
trades  which  have  no  satisfactory  facilities  at  present)  to 
the  other  departments  of  the  Chamber's  activity."  With  a  fair 
numbsrof  two-guinea  yearly  subscriptions, the  secretary  thinks 
such  an  exchange  might  ultimately  become  self-supporting. 
We  do  not  quite  see  what  there  is  in  the  circular  to  make  it 
"  confidential  "  (the  information  it  contains  was  substantially 
given  in  oar  issue  of  January  5)  ;  but  perhaps  it  is  thought 
that  an  appeal  s%cb  rosa  may  stimulate  the  flow  of  guineas, 
apt  to  trickle  sparingly  from  commercial  pockets  in  these 
latter  days  of  gloom.  At  any  rate,  the  Chamber  are  welcome 
to  the  subscriptions  which  the  additional  publicity  we  give 
to  the  appeal  may  call  forth.  We  are  not,  indeed,  aware  of 
any  trade  that  has  no  adequate  meeting-place  facilities  at 
present.  London  differs  from  its  Continental  trading 
sisters  in  possessing  a  separate  exchange  for  almost  every 
staple  trade,  instead  of  one  general  central  Bourse.  Be- 
sides these  there  are  the  Baltic  Sale-rooms  for  the  oil  and 
Russian  trades,  the  Commercial  Sale-rooms  in  Mincing  Lane 
{or  the  produce  trades,  Lloyd's  for  the  shipping  people,  the 
"Jerusalem"  (not,  as  the  unitiated  reader  may  suppose,  for 
the  special  accommodation  of  Semitic  traders),  and  Meccas 
and  Bodegas  galore  for  those  who  want  to  transact  their 
affairs  under  the  stimulating  influence  of  cigarettes  and 
liquid  refreshment. 

The  druggists  and  oil  merchants  appear  to  be  the  only 
traders  who  still  cling  to  the  tradition  of  meeting  on  the 
Royal  Exchange — a  structure  which  would  make  an  excellent 
gathering-house  in  Naples  or  Greece,  but  is  apt  to  be  trying 
to  the  health  of  its  frequenters  in  the  London  climate. 
Perhaps  the  druggists  might  like  a  more  comfortable  meet- 
icg-place,  and  be  willing  to  migrate  to  the  new  Chamber  of 
Commerce  offices  in  a  body. 

CORONER  AND  CHEMIST. 

the  report  of  the  conversation  between  Coroner  Dr. 
Danford  Thomas  and  the  Kentish  Town  chemist,  which  we 
quote  from  the  Times  this  week,  be  a  correct  one,  it  shows 
that  both  these  gentlemen  need  a  little  of  our  friendly 
in»struction.    The  coroner  appears  to  have  acquired  some 

■  muddled  apprehension  of  the  law  which  he  quotes,  and  which 
■Si'nian  inhis  position  certainly  ought  to  know  accurately,  while 
■'  the  chemist  apparently  has  no  sort  of  acquaintance  with  the 

■  statute  which  particularly  concerns  him.  The  chemist  had 
supplied  to  the  person  whose  death  was  under  inquiry  a 


mixture  containing  some  sal  volatile  and  chlorodyne.  Thi  s 
does  not  strik6  one  as  a  particularly  sensible  combination , 
but  there  was  no  evidence  that  it  had  had  any  injurious 
influence.  Coroner  Thomas,  however,  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  "  You  know,"  said  he,  "  that  you  have  offended 
against  your  own  Pharmaceutical  Act  {sic),  and  you  gave 
your  mixture  for  administration  to  a  person  you  knew  nothing 
about."  Here  was  a  splendid  opening  for  a  chemist  who 
knew  his  "  Pharmaceutical  Act."  This  one,  however,  shot 
oil  with  an  amazingly  irrelevant  rejoinder.  "  It  is  a  difficult 
thing,"  he  said,  "  to  be  a  chemist  at  the  present  day.  AU 
chemists  ought  to  be  doctors,  it  seems  to  me.  You  have  to 
say  how  people  are  to  take  their  breakfasts,  dinners,  teas, 
and  suppers,  and  how  to  use  every  half-pennyworth  of  staff 
you  sell."  Possibly  the  coroner  did  not  recollect  the  section 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  which  requires  a  chemist  to  do  all 
these  things,  so  he  in  turn  rambled  off  on  to  what  seemed  to 
him  sure  ground.  He  replied:  "But  you  know  that  by 
prescribing  for  persons  yon  are  committing  an  illegal  act." 
From  this  and  the  rest  of  the  conversation  it  appears  that 
the  Coroner's  noiion  is  that  what  the  Pharmacy  Act 
prohibits  is  the  prescribing  of  poisons.  We  cannot  waste 
our  space  by  clearing  up  the  confusion  in  the  Doctor's  mind 
and  for  the  present  we  only  caution  him,  as  he  did  the 
chemist,  to  be  more  careful  in  future.  And  we  advise 
both  of  them  to  get  a  copy  of  our  "  Pharmacy  and  Poison 
Laws,"  price  2s.  6d.,  and  read  it  attentively. 

NO  PROPHET  IS  HONOURED  IN  HIS  OWN  COUNTRY. 

The  New  York  Shipping  List  has  a  curious  note  on  "tablets 
of  compressed  tea  "  which  the  representative  of  a  New  York 
daily  discovered  in  a  shop  window  the  other  day,  and 
described  as  follows  : — 

"  One  of  the  large  tea  firms  has  been  exhibiting  in  its  show  windows  smal  I 
tablets  of  compressed  tea,  or,  as  they  are  described,  "tabloids  of  pure  tea." 
These  tabloids  are  about  an  inch  and  a  half  wide  by  two  inches  long,  and 
a.boutahalt  inch  in  thickness.  The  firm  claims  as  the  virtues  of  this  tea, 
that  i  t  is  strictly  pure,  of  superior  quality,  free  from  woody  fibre  and  without 
the  large  proportion  of  inferior  leaf  and  dust  so  often  found  in  common  tea. 
The  tabloids  loolc  very  much  liire  the  chocolate  squares  displayed  iu  con- 
fectioners' windows,  as  they  are  nearly  of  the  same  colour,  and  the  tea  is 
pressed  so  firmly  and  compactly  that  the  tabloids  present  a  smooth  surface. 
Each  one  contains  an  exact  quantity  and  yields  an  infusion  of  uniform, 
strength." 

■  This  story  appeared  so  incredible  to  the  Lis;t,  that  they 
despatched  a  reporter  to  "  track  it  to  its  source."  The 
reporter  tackled  a  tea-merchant  of  his  acquaintance.  Quoth 
he,  smiling  a  sort  of  superior  smile:  "The  only  foundation 
for  that  tale  is  that  when  a  member  of  our  firm  recently 
returned  from  China  he  brought  with  him  several  tablets  or 
blocks  of  compressed  tea,  about  4  by  10  inches  and  2  inches 
thick.  We  gave  two  of  them  away  for  exhibition.  The  tea 
was  pressed  in  that  shape  to  facilitate  transportation  in 
China.  It  is  nonsense  to  talk  of  compressed  tablets  in  a 
commercial  sense.  They  would  be  easier  to  haudle  than  tea 
in  the  present  form,  but  what  housekeeper  would  bay  tea  in  ' 
such  a  shape?  What  possibilities  there  vrould  be  f or adultera-^J ; 
tion  and  for  giving  weight  to  the  tablets  by  the  addition  of 
stones,  pieces  of  metal,  &c. !  No,  there  is  nothing  new  under 
the  sun  in  the  tea  line  1 "  That  American  tea-merchant  has 
evidently  never  been  in  Snow  Hill. 


Epidemics  in  Turkey. — A  Commission  has  beensitting 
for  some  time  at  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  in  Con- 
stantinople, under  the  presidency  of  Khalil  Rifat  Pasha,  to 
propose  measures  for  the  eradication  of  the  infectious  diseases 
which  desolate  some  of  the  provinces  of  Turkey.  The 
Commission  has  now  finished  its  work,  and  submitted  to  the 
Sultan  its  proposals  on  the  treatment  of  the  infected,  the 
measures  for  preventing  the  spread  of  the  infection,  the 
instructions  to  be  issued  to  the  population  relative  to  the 
best  prophylactic  and  curative  means  to  be  employed,  and 
the  construction  of  hospitals.

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About  Haie-bbushes. 

CaUine:  at  Messrs.  G.  B.  Kent  &  SoKS'  showrooms  in 
<3rreat  Marlborough  Street,  W.,  I  was  told  that  the  junior 
partner,  Mr.  Ernest  Kent,  had  gone  on  a  visit  to  the  firm's 
Australian  customers.  "  He  is  at  Sydney  just  now,"  said  the 

■  gentleman  who  received,  after  he  had  spoken  through  some 
mysterious  line  of  communication.  "  It  is  only  a  '  How  do 
you  do  ? '  sort  of  journey,  a  call  upon  our  customers.  He  has 
few  samples  with  him  except  these,"  and  a  drawer  was 
pulled  oat  to  display  about  a  dozen  patterns  of  hair-brushes. 
These  were  substantial  and  solid  looking  brushes,  with  plenty 
of  wood  in  them,  screwed  satinwood  backs,  and  white 
bristle.  The  colonists  like  a  lot  for  their  money,  and  they 
have  it  in  these  brushes  ;  for  the  prices  seemed  to  me  ridicu- 
lously low.  I  picked  up  a  big,  solid- backed  brush  (the  wood 
at  least  half  an  inch  thick),  but  that  was  a  sample  of  the 
■brushes  that  Messrs,  Kent  make  for  the  House  of  Commons. 
I  understand  that  it  would  not  be  treason  for  any  chemist  to 
make  a  feature  of  suoh  brushes  as  these,  and  there  are, 
■doubtless,  many  gentlemen  throughout  the  kingdom  who 
would  feel  wiser  if  they  brushed  their  heads  with  the  same 
style  of  brush  which  Mr  Balfour  and  Mr.  Asquith  use  now 
and  then.    At  all  events  there  is  the  idea  for  chemists  to 

■  work  upjn. 

Druggists'  Sundeies. 
"  Good  morning."  It  was  Mr.  Thompson,  Jan.,  who  greeted 
me  in  11  Aldersgate  Street.  I  suppose  it  was  11,  but  once 
you  are  in  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson's  building  you 
■can  never  be  quite  sure  which  number  of  the  street  your 
feet  happen  to  strike.  We  began  to  walk  round  the  show- 
cases, and  to  admire  things.  "  Two  new  tints  in  glass 
smelling-bottles;  pretty,  aren't  they?"  Mr.  Thompson  is 
the  speaker.  The  colours  are  canary  (a  kind  of  opalesaent 
yellow)  and  rosaline  (a  strawberry).  "  Five  weeks  ago  these 
were  not  thought  of.  now  they're  all  the  rage.  .  .  .  Vitalite 
socks  made  of  loofah,  still  popular.  New  leatherette  Seiditz- 
powder  boxes:  hinged,  shouldered,  embossed.  For  first- 
class  trade,  of  course."  Which  latter  remark  I  would 
underline;  those  who  still  get  Is.  6d  a  dozen,  or  more,  for 
Seidlitz.  should  put  them  up  in  these.  "Plush  puff-bags, 
pretty  tints  of  plush,  aren't  they  ?  Yes,  they  are  quite  new, 
4iot  in  the  list  yet.  Good  for  theatrical  customers.  Yes,  that 
is  a  new  easeful."  I  was  now  standing  in  front  of  a  case  of 
silver  smelling-bottles.  "These  pebble  and  silver  ones  are 
the  latest  thing,  and  see  how  beautifully  engraved  they  are. 
They  are  all  English-made  goods— not  Austrian."  Then  we 
glanced  over  a  long  array  of  celluloid  boxes — for  tooth  and 
nail-brushes,  for  hair-pins,  for  shaving-brushes,  for  soap ; 
the  last  a  nice  soap-box  costing  3d.    The  growth  in  this 

■  department  is  marvellous.  The  mention  of  shaving-brushes 
brought  ns  to  speak  of  the  new  departure  in  that  line, 
nickel  handles  being  all  the  go,  and  "stumps"  of  buffalo-horn, 
highly  polished,  taking  a  place  one  above  the  old  bone 
handle.  In  nail-brushes,  the  "  Hygienic,"  with  ventilation 
boles  in  the  back  is  becoming  the  regular  thing.  Municnre- 
cases,  too,  have  come  within  the  means  of  everybody  who 
has  respect  for  his  hands  ;  and  the  variety  on  show  just 
now,  both  in  regard  to  price  and  style,  is  evidence  of 
increasing  popularity.  One  set  in  a  pig-skin  pocket-book  I 
particularly  admired.  In  the  glass  corner  Mr.  Thompson 
picked  up  a  quart  water-jug,  or  such  I  thought  it  to  be. 
"No;  graduated  ^  pint,  1  pint  and  quart— 9(i.  Cheap, 
and  the  very  thing  chemists  have  wanted."  We  then  went 
into  the  sundries-room  to  see  a  new  design  in  dispensing- 
scales.  I  am  sorry  there  has  not  been  time  to  get  an  engraving 
-ot  these,  but  my  words  must  suffice.    The  scales  have  a 


chemical  beam  with  long  index  ;  the  weight-pan  to  the  left 
is  movable  and  is  placed  upon  a  stirrup  holder  ;  the  weigh- 
ing-pan is  of  glass,  and  the  holder  is  the  old-fashioned  type, 
but  with  movable  supports.  The  raising-lever  is  new,  and 
is  invisible  except  for  a  knob  on  the  box  support.  On 
pressing  this  knob,  the  scales  are  raised  and  brought  into 
action.  One  can  do  that  with  the  thumb  of  the  hand  which 
holds  the  bottle,  so  as  to  leave  the  right  hand  free  to  take 
out  the  drug.  The  box  has  two  drawers,  and  the  whole 
device  is  an  advance  upon  the  old  style  of  dispensing-scales, 
while  the  price  is  the  same.  All  the  metal  parts  are  of 
polished  nickel.  As  an  appropriate  accompaniment  I  would 
recommend  sets  of  aluminium  grain  and  drachm  weights. 

Before  leaving,  Mr.  Thompson  took  me  down  to  the 
surgical  showrooms  to  see  three  fine  showcases  which  have 
been  put  down  in  the  centre  of  the  floor.  As  a  sample  of 
the  firm's  cabinet-fitting  the  cases  are  excellent.  The  wood 
is  a  dark  mahogany  with  ebony  beading,  and  the  artistic 
effect  rests  chiefly  upon  the  form  of  the  cases,  which  are 
upright  with  circular  ends.  The  object  of  the  cases  is  to 
show  a  large  variety  of  instruments,  so  that  a  surgeon  may 
pick  out  what  he  wants  by  glancing  over  the  shelves. 

Counter-adjuncts. 

Calling  early  one  morning  at  Messrs.  EvA"N3,  LESCnES  ic 
Webb  s,  Bartholomew  Close,  E.G.,  Mr.  Webb  was  good  enough 


to  show  me  the  pictures  in  the  principal's  rooms,  while  the 
overseer  of  the  counter-adjuncts  department  was  bringing 


together  a  bunch  of  the  latest  noveltiea.  The  pictures  are 
chiefly  photographs  of  the  colonial  customers  of  the  firm  and 
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their  pharmacies.  There  are,  for  example,  two  well-arranged 
groups  of  South  African  pharmacists,  representicg  the  old 
and  jouDg  generations  now  in  business  there,  and  including 
a  few  doctors.  I  also  noticed  a  large  number  of  Australian 
and  Indian  chemists.  These  pictures  are  eloquent  of  the 
friendly  relations  existing  between  the  firm  and  their  colonial 
easterners,  and  when  one  contrasts  them  with  the  liitle 
frame  in  Mr.  Lescher's  room  containing  one  of  the  old 
invoices  of  the  firm  (dated  1827  and  charged  on  Stnble  ti  , 
Evans),  with  the  weights  checked  by  old  John  Evans,  the 
progress  since  those  days  seems  astounding.  But  the 
novelties :  I  had  half  an  hour  alone  with  them,  and  the  list  is  ' 
longer  than  I  can  do  justice  to.  There  are,  for  example,  a 
new  quinine-and-iron  tonic,  and  a  toilet  and  household  am-  i 
monia ;  a  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  and  a  malt  extract,  a  car-  ; 
bolic  tooth-paste  and  a  red  rose  hair-oil ;  Blaud's  pill  in  . 
amber  bottles  of  a  hundred,  and  several  other  kinds  of  pills 
packed  in  bottles  ;  a  new  soap — "  Bells  of  Shacdon  "  :  phos- 
phorus paste,  toothache-tincture,  potassium-chlorate  pellets,  , 
and  other  seasonable  lines.  In  a  word,  the  firm  maintain  the 
character  and  popularity  of  the  Hawley  counter-adjuncts. 
My  quiet  examination  enabled  me  to  assure  myself  fairly 
well  of  the  quality  of  the  articles.  I  need  only  call  attention 
to  the  way  they  are  done  up,  which  is  .specially  worthy  of 
the  attention  of  retailers.  I  give  four  examples.  The  emul- 
sion label  is  one  designed  by  a  Parisian  artist,  and  is  executed 
in  gold  and  colours  the  ground  being  a  royal  purple,  from 
which  the  more  important  wording  is  picked  out.  It  is  a 
handsome  label,  and  far  from  conventional.  So  also  in 
the  case  of  the  digestive  table-salt,  we  have  a  rich  and 
attractive  label.  The  others  illustrate  the  style  in  which 
popular  pilla  are  put  up,  and  the  design  of  the  birdseed 
packet.  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb  print  the  name  of 
the  retailer  on  the  labels. 

Spokge  and  Loofah. 

I  hear  from  Messrs  Cre.ss\vell  Bkothers  &  Schmitz  that 
their  business  has  grown  beyond  the  accommodation  afEorded 
them  in  1  and  2  Red  Lion  Square,  W.C.,  and  they  have  taken  a 
very  long  lease  of  Nos.  18  and  19  in  the  Square,  where  the 
floor-space  gives  them  mui'h  room  for  storage  and  splendid 
opportunity  for  exhibiting  goods  to  advantage.  By  *uhe  way, 
the  new  crop  of  sponge  is  expected  daily.  Messrs.  Frederic 
and  Alfred  Cresswell  have  just  returned  from  the  firm's 
.Egina  branch,  after  buying  the  largest  and  finest  parcels  of 
the  sponges  collected  in  this  season's  Greek  fishings,  and 
they  saw  the  sponges  sorted  and  packed  before  they  left.  I 
The  firm  have  greatly  developed  their  chamois- leather 
department,  and  in  loofahs  their  business  has  grown  so  much 
since  they  took  it  up  last  season  that  they  now  hold  nine-  j 
tenths  of  the  loofahs  in  the  London  market.  Hitherto  i 
loofahs  were  sent  to  London  speculatively  and  without  much 
respect  to  the  needs  of  the  market ;  so  Messrs.  Cresswell  & 
Schmitz  infused  intelligence  into  the  business,  importing 
the  gourd  skeletons  direct,  and  it  has  turned  out  a  success. 
This  year's  crop  is  particularly  fine. 

A  House  of  Cards. 

Not  long  ago  I  had  a  chat  with  a  man  in  the  paper-trade' 
and  he  astonished  me  with  figures  showing  the  increase  in 
The  consumption  of  cardboard  during  the  past  twenty  jears. 
It  is  practically  a  new  industry,  and  to  the  cheapness  of 
strawboard  is  mainly  due  the  immense  development  of  cer- 
tain branches  of  the  sundrie.«- trade.  This  thought  was  forced 
upon  me  after  a  visit  to  Messrs.  Shirley  Brothers  in 
Whitecross  Strett,  E.C.  Since  they  have  aone  theie  they 
have  added  to  the  five  floors  of  No.  105  (which  are  used  solely 
for  manufacturing  purposes,  under  Mr.  Stephen  Shirley's 
directions),  three  floors  of  No.  107,  and  still  they  cry  for  more. 
It  is  in  no  offensive  sense  that  I  have  headed  this  note  "a 
house  of  cards,"  for  it  is  literally  true  that  it  has  been  through 
the  originality  and  enterprise  shown  in  the  production  of 
cards  for  soothers,  menthols,  &c.,  that  the  house  of  Shirley 
has  been  built  up.  The  "Head  "card  is  the  thing  just  now,  and 
has  been  for  a  year  back.  Putting  a  baby's  chubby  face 
upon  the  top  of  a  card  of  soothers,  and  sticking  one  of  the 
soothers  in  its  month,  has  sold  more  soothers  than  there  are 
babies  in  England  at  this  moment ;  and  now  Mr.  Arthur 
Shirley  has  a  "  Head"  card  for  menthol  cones — a  pretty  girl 
with  a  happy  face  because  a  Shirley  cone  has  just  pat  away 
her  headache.    Another  card,  the  "  Luminous,"  has  the 


lettering  on  the  top  punched  out,  and  coloured  tissue  put 
behind,  so  that  the  letters  are  transparent.  By  these  and 
similar  idea.s  Messrs.  Shirley  have  helped  to  foster  trade,  and 
have  swollen  the  figures  which,  as  before  mentioned,  astonished 
me. 

The  "Ardent  "  Stove. 

I  stepped  np  to  Fore  Street,  E.C. ,  one  day  at  theluncheon  hour 
to  see  the  new  "  Aident '' stove  of  which  Mr.  L.  Sepulchre,. 
of  No.  61,  is  the  sole  manufacturer.  The  stove  may  be  better 
described  as  a  portable  lamp-heated  fable,  and  it  throws  out 
a  heat  sufficient  to  warm  a  large  living-room  or  shop. 

The  illustration  gives  a  good  idea  of  its  appearance  with, 


the  fixed  woven-wire  top  and  clothes  rail.  The  lamp  itseli^ 
is  fitted  with  a  patent  shutter  slide  for  lighting  the  wicfc 
without  removing  the  chimney,  and  as  perfect  combustion 
of  the  oil  is  assured  together  with  fieedom  from  smell,  iir 
ordinary  care  in  trimming  the  wick  be  employed,  I  believe 
its  rapid  sale  is  assured.  The  Ian  p-cbimcey  maybe  white, 
plain,  or  ruby,  and  plain  or  highly  ornnmented  tables  are 
supplied  by  the  manufacturers.  The  price  of  the  stove  is 
very  moderate,  and  chemists  will  receive  a  liberal  disconri. 

From  Cork  to  the  City  Road. 
"The  carrying- trade  from  Cork  is  in  the  hands  or  a 
monopoly,  or  next  door  to  it,  and  as  our  business  increased., 
and  with  it  our  need  for  cheap  and  ea>y  communication  with 
clients  all  over  the  world,  we  made  up  our  minds  to  take  a 
London  branch-office.  And  that's  how  you  come  to  be 
talking  to  me  here,"  added  Mr.  Cubley,  the  London  manager 
of  Harrington  Brothers,  of  Cork,  lapping  his  desk  with  a. 
paper-knife  and  casting  an  oif-glance  at  the  busy  scena  in 
the  courtyard  below. 

And  then,  asking  me  to  inspect  the  warehouse  with  him, 
Mr.  Cubley  explained  that  since  the  firm,  last  October,  had 
taken  the  house  in  Oliver's  Yard,  City  Road,  they  found  it 
advantageous  sometimes  to  send  goods  to  customers  in  the 
North  of  Ireland  from  London  instead  of  from  Cork.  "Of 
course,"  he  said,  "  all  the  goods  kept  here  have  been  tested 
in  our  Irish  laboratory  before  leaving  the  works. ' 

Caibonate  and  calcined  magnesia  are  among  the  principal 
goods  manufactured  by  the  firm,  alorg  with  chemicals  for 
photographers,  potters,  and  glass- makers,  and  pharmaceutical 
chemicals  generally.    The  factory  in  Cork  was  established  in 
I  1883  by  three  brothers  Harrington,  of  whom  two  are  expert 
j  chemists.    Mr.  William  Harrington,  until  a  few  jears  ago, 
I  acted  as  Public  Analjst  for  Coik. 
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to  the  present  Mr.  Cabley  is  well  satisfied  with  the 
success  of  the  London  office,  although  the  place  is  scarcely 
in  complete  working-order,  and  the  stock,  though  fairly 
complete,  is  as  yet  small  in  comparison  with  what  it  will  be 
when  the  projected  structural  alterations  are  completed.  . 

Worshipping. 

A  pleasant  way  of  spending  half-an-hour  is  to  call  on 
Mr.  William  Oppenheimer,  the  chief  of  the  house  of  Oppen- 
HEiMEE,  Son  &  Co.  (Limited),  Id  Worship  Street.  That 
gentleman  is  always  polite  however  busy  he  may  be,  and  I 
ascertained  before  I  had  completed  my  visit  that  he  was 
specially  busy  the  afternoon  I  called  on  him.  He  had 
undertaken  to  exhibit  his  splendid  collection  of  Koman 
medical  antiquities  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Harveian 
Society  on  the  following  day,  so  he  was  trying  to  catch  up 
to-morrow's  work  in  advance.  "  If  all  business  is  going 
ahead  as  well  as  ours,"  he  said  in  answer  to  my  inquiry, 
"  this  promises  to  be  a  good  year.  In  the  first  fortnight  we 
are  60  per  cent,  ahead  of  the  same  period  last  year."  "Is 
that  in  palatinoid,s  ?  "  "Well,  they  contribute.  They  are 
all  right  now,  but  it  was  uphill  work  for  two  or  three  years. 
The  machinery  we  require  to  make  them  is  expensive,  and 
then  for  a  long  time  we  were  always  finding  some 
new  little  perfection  we  could  make  in  it.  It  was 
only    about  a  year    ago  that    we    really    turned  the

it  with  the  handle  upon  the  table,  it  may  also  be  used  as 
retouching-frame. 

The  "  Bessus "  film-holder  is  a  metal  tray  and  spring- 
clamp,  which  serves  to  keep  spool  or  cut  films  flat  during 
the  processes  of  development  and  finishing.  By  compress- 
ing the  clamp  between  thumb  and  forefinger  the  film  is 


fixed  or  released.  The  film-holder  is  made  in  two  varieties 
—viz,,  with  one  or  two  handles— and  is  likely  to  prove  par- 
ticularly useful  to  amateur  photographers  desirous  of  saving 
their  hands  from  touching  the  chemical-bath. 

Among  Messrs.  Airs's  optical- lantern  novelties  is  the 
"  Bessus  Jet-centerer,"  which  can  be  attached  to  any  lan- 
tern, and  is  provided  with  screws  allowing  every  movement 
necessary  for  centring  the  light— horizontal,  vertical,  and 


getting  more  popular  every  day  with  the  medical  profession. 
You  have  seen  these  euoalyptol  palatinoids ;  are  they  not 
pretty  ?    And  you  see,  if  you  only  want  to  inhale  the 
eiicalyptol,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  break  one,  and  you  have 
sufficient  on  your  finger.    See  these  saadal-wood  palati^ 
noids,  too,  how  small  tbey  are,  and  yet  each  contains 
5  minims  of  the  oil."    In  reply  to  my  qne-tion  as  to  the 
newest  productions  of  the  firm,  Mr.  Oppenheimer  explained 
that  they  had  obtained  the  sole  right  to  manufacture  ergole 
in  this  country.    This  is,  strictly  speaking,  a  true  galenical 
preparation  of  ergot.    It  is  a  thick  brownish  flaid,  of  pleasant 
odour  (there  is  none  of  the  beef-extract  flavour  about  it 
which  we  find  in  erg-otin),  and  it  represent-;  the  whole  of 
tlie  active  principles  of  ergot.    It  is  a  unique  preparation  in 
many  respects,  and  although  somewhat  expensive  its  reliable 
nature  rrierits  a  fair  trial  for  it.    I  carried  away  with  me 
from  Worship  Street  a  tiny  vest-pooket  easeful  of  hypo- 
dermics (what  the  firm  call  compressed  tablets  for  making 
subcutaneous  injeutiong),  and  I  was  astonished  to  find  on 
trying  them  how  quiolily  tbey  dissolve.    I  examined  with 
interest  the  very  compact  aluminium  c*se  for  hyp3dermic 
administration,  the  syringe  in  which  is  fitted  with  platinum 
.iridium  needles,  and  I  tested  the  globe  nebulizer,  a  hand- 
some and  well-made  apparatus  (illustrated  above)  by  which 
niedicaments  can  be  administered  to  the  bronchial  tubes  in 
the  form  of  a  very  minute  vapour,  so  fine  as  to  be  merely  a 
sort  of  cloud. 

The  "Bessus"  Goods.  ■ 

AiES  &,  Co.,  of  152  Farringdon  Road,  W.C.,  have  lately 
brought  out  several  photographic  and  magic-lantern  acces- 
sories, which  they  have  registered  under  the  name  of

clip,  which  will  be  found  very  useful  in  the  delicate  photo- 
graphic processes  from  developing  to  drying.

To  Eau-de  Cologne  Expoetees.— See  where  business 
may  be  done  :— The  Zanzibar  Gazette,  commenting  upon  our 
recent  note  on  eau  de-Cologne  tipplers,  in  which  it  was 
.stated  that  in  Zinzibar  the  native  doctors  presciibe  eau-de- 
Cologne  as  a  medicine,  and  that  it  has  thus  been  introduced 
there  as  a  dissipation,  observes :—"  We  do  not  profess  to 
be  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  the;apeutic  methods  of 
native  practitioners  here  to  be  able  to  express  any  opinion 
as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  first  portion  of  the  loregoing  state- 
ment, but  we  do  know  that  the  pernicious  habit  of  diinking 
eau-de-Cologce  prevails  to  an  unsuspected  extent  amongst 
the  Hindis  of  Zanzibar,  and  chiefly  amongst  the  Moslem 
members  of  that  community.  A  Mohammedan  is  strictly 
debarred  from  indulgence  in  alcohol  in  its  ordinary  forms  as 
a  stimulant,  but  in  the  absence  of  any  express  prohibition 
against  the  use  of  eau-de-Cologne,  many  otherwise  strict 
Moslen:  s  solace  themselves  with  this  insidious  intoxicant."

Ham's  Inland  Hevenue  Year  Booli  jor  1895  (Effingham 
Wilson,  3«.),  edittd  by  Mr.  E.  Giant  Keeper,  F.l.C,  is  a 
most  useful  work  or  all  subjects  connected  on  licensing 
spirits,  and  inland  revenue  matters  generally,  and  this  year 
it  appears  with  many  additions,  including  a  digest  of  the 
Inland  Revenue  Regulation  Act,  with  special  articles  on 
income  tax  and  death  duties,  and  with  details  o£  the  exam- 
inations for  admission  to  the  laboratory  at  Somerset  House. 


Mh.  E.  Wightman  Bell,  F.C.S.,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Spalding,  has  communicated  a  note  to  the  Cliemical  Natcn  on 
"  Sulphate  of  Iron  as  a  Manure  for  Potatoes."  This  is  a 
subject  in  which  Mr.  Bell  has  long  taken  an  interest.  He 
DOW  concludes  that  ferrous  sulphate  has  a  decidedly  bene- 
ficial action  on  potatoes  when  used  in  conjunction  with 
phosphates  and  ammonia. 


In  his  book  on  "Asthma  and  Chronic  Bronchitis" 
(Bailli&re,  Dr.  John  C.  Thorowgood  incorporates  the 

more  valuable  portions  of  his  previous  "  Notes  on  Asthma" 
and  bis  Lettsomian  lectures  on  bronchial  asthma,  delivered 
in  1879.  But  fuller  experience  and  the  introduction  of  new 
remedies  give  especial  value  to  this  work,  for  Dr.  Thorow- 
good has  made  a  life  study  of  asthma  and  its  complications, 
and  he  is  catholic-minded  in  his  adoption  of  methods  of 
treatment. 


In  "  a  Practical  Treatise  on  Diphtheria  "  (Bailliere,  Is.  6d.) 
Mr.  Brownlow  Martin,  M.B.,  describes  the  success  which  has 
attended  his  treatment  of  cases  of  diphtheria  by  suitable 
general  treatment  in  association  with  the  application  of 
sulphite  of  magnesia  in  frequent  insufflations.  This  he 
believes  to  be  a  perfect  bactericide  in  diphtheria,  and  he 
claims  that  it  will  often  abort  the  disease  if  administered  in 
its  early  stages.  This  treatise  was  written  before  the 
serum  inoculations  had  been  introduced,  so  that  it  is  not 
put  forward  as  in  any  sense  a  rival  to  that. 


It  is  not  the  fault  of  practitioners  of  homojopathic  tenden- 
cies if  anybody  in  the  world  is  still  ignorant  of  the  methods 
they  adopt  and  the  principles  on  which  they  select  the 
medicine.  They  have  been  frank  to  a  fault — no  one  can 
deny  them  this  credit — and  voluminous  enough  to  satisfy 
their  worst  foe.  Dr.  John  H.  Claike,  however,  appears  to 
consider  there  is  still  room  for  a  treatise  on  "  lIomcEopathy  ; 
all  about  it  "  (Homn  opathic  Publishing  Company,  1.?.),  and 
in  this  neat  little  volume  of  ninety -eight  pnges  he  states  his 
■case  with  evident  conviction,  and  with  the  literary  skill 
which  seems  to  be  an  invariable  accompaniment  to  hetero- 
doxy in  medicine  and  in  other  branches  of  human  wisdom. 


A  FOUBTH  edition  of  Helbine's  Modern  Materia  Medica  " 
has  been  published  by  Mr.  H.  K.  Lewis,  and  we  notice  that 
the  price  is  now  quoted  at  8s.,  a  price  which  the  295  octavo 
pages  ssarcely  seem  to  justify.  The  chemical  characters,  of 
something  like  a  thousand  of  the  modern  synthetic  remedies, 
are  satisfactorily  summarised ;  but  it  can  hardly  be  said 
that  the  digest  of  the  medicinal  uses  of  these  remedies  is 
as  well  done.  To  refer  to  one  of  the  most  popular 
for  example,  we  find  information  that  sulphonal  has  been 
given  in  insomnia  by  Cramer,  Destreicher,  Schwalte,  and  a 
dozen  others  who  are  named,  but  that  indictments  against 
it  have  been  brought  by  Schotten,  Joachim,  Knoblauch, 
Knaggs,  and  others.  The  bewildered  practitioner  can  never 
gather  from  this  source  whether  sulphonal  is  a  suit;able 
medicine  for  some  particular  case  which  he  may  have  in 


hand.  All  through  the  work  names  are  quoied  in  crowds; 
but  rarely  or  never  are  any  references  given  which  wopld 
enable  the  inquirer  to  discover^  what  any  one  of  these 
authorities  has  actually  observed.

Messrs.  Johnson  &  Johnson,  of  12a  Lorg  Lane,'  E.G. 
(and  of  New  York),  send  us  a  seventy-two-page  brochure 
entitled  "  Belladonna.  Illustrated."  It  might  be  expected 
that  the  contents  were  mainly  made  up  of  a  glorification  of 
Messrs.  Johnson  &  Johnson's  belladonna  plasters,  but  this  is 
by  no  means  the  case.  Indeed,  there  is  veiy  little  "busi- 
ness "  in  the  book,  and  sue  h  as  there  is  is  of  a  useful  and 
practical  character.  The  firm  name  the  irgredients  they 
use  in  preparing  their  belladonna  plasters,  and  Mr  R.  W. 
Johnson  writes  an  article  on  "  Making  Belladonna  Plasters," 
a  subject  which  he  certainly  knows  a  good  bit  about.  The 
other  articles  in  the  book  are  on  "  The  Pharmacognosy  of 
Belladonna,"  by  H.  Kraemar,  the  reporter  on  the  pn  gress  of 
pbaimacy  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  ;  by 
Dr.  Charles  Rice  on  the  name  "belladonna";  on  starch  in 
belladonna-root,  by  Professor  Bastin ;  on  the  pharma- 
cognosy of  belladoLina,  by  the  late  Professor  Maisch  ;  on  the 
extraction  of  belladonna,  by  Professor  J.  U.  Lloyd  ;  on  the 
physiological  act  on  of  belladonna,  by  Dr.  H  C.  Wood;  and 
many  other  specidl  articles,  with  illustrations,  written  fey 
the  leading  pharmaceutical  and  medical  authorities  in  the 
United  States.  The  firm  will  send  a  copy  of  this  treatise  to 
any  chemist  who  would  like  to  have  one. 


Handbook  of  Pharmacy.  By  A'iegil  Coblentz.  Phila- 
delphia, 1894  ;  P.  Blakiston,  Son  &  Co.  Large  8vo.  Pp.  zs. 
-h480.  ^4.00. 

This  is  a  book  which  one  hesitates  to  review — net  because  ; 
it  challenges  comparison  with  others  in  the  same  department 
of  literature,  but  because  there  is  in  it  so  much  that  is 
familiar.  It  is  the  illustrations  we  refer  to.  Very  few  of 
them  are  original  to  Professor  CoWentz's  book,  and  tbi» 
ciicumstance  the  reviewer  finds  difficulty  in  overlooking. 
Were  the  work  one  for  general  use  rather  than  for  students 
the  illustrations  would  be  unpardonable  ;  hut  since  students 
are  supposed  to  get  one  text-book  for  a  subject  and  stick  to 
it,  what  may  be  in  other  text-books  does  not  interest  or 
aSect  them.  Sufficient  for  the  grind  is  the  matter  thereof. 

The  handbook  is  divided  into  four  parts  The  first,  (about 
half  the  volume)  dealing  with  the  fundamentals  of  pharmacy 
(if  we  may  so  call  the  various  processes  involved  in  pharma- 
ceutical questions),  from  weighing  and  measuring  to  the 
expression  of  tincture  marcs.  'There  are  twenty-six  chapters 
in  this  part.  In  the  next  galenical  pharmaej-  is  treated.  ■ 
Herein  all  the  U  S  pharmacopceial  groups  of  prepara- 
tions are  treated ;  but  the  author  makes  no  attempt  to  re- 
produce the  U.S. P.  in  his  pages.  He  gives  formulas  briefly, 
and  comments  upon  them  in  groups,  explaining  any  individual 
formulas  which  show  special  characteristics  We  think  that 
this  part  is  admirably  done  ;  in  fact,  it  is  the  best  in  the 
handbook.  Part  iii.  is  devoted  to  the  art  of  di.spensing,  and 
it  is  evident  the  author  has  made  liberal  use  of  our  "  Art  of. 
Dispensing  "  without  slavishly  following  our  style.  Part  iv. 
is  on  volumetric  analysis. 

As  a  student's  text-book  Professor  Coblentz's  volume  is 
well- suited  for  its  purpose,  and  has  many  good  features 
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■wtiich  will  make  it  acceptable.  What  it  lacks  is  maturity  of 
observation,  and  what  it  shows  too  clearly  is  evidence  ot 
■■'batik  learning  and  the  influence  of  other  writers.  In  this 
respect  we  are  disappointed,  for  in  one  of  the  author's 
^attainments  ("Ph.G.,  A.M  ,  PhiH>r,  Professor  of  Theory  and 
Praetice  of  Pharmacy,  and  Director  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Sjabofatory  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy  of  the  City  of  New 
'York ")  we  expected  greater  evidence  of  thought  and  re- 
search. It  is  but  faif  to  the  author  to  say  that  he  fully 
acknowledges  his  indebtedness  for  illustrations.  We  should 
also  add,  for  the  benefit  of  English  students,  that  the  hand- 
<loook  is  not  quite  suited  to  their  requirements,  although 
adtiiirable  for  those  who  must  conform  to  the  U.S. P. 

L'xhoratjry  Exercises  in  Botany.    By  Edson  S.  Bastin, 
A.M.    Philadelphia   1895:    W.  B.  Saunders.  Crown 
8to.   5a0  pp.  $2.m. 
Dndes  the  system  of  teaching  pursued  until  recent  years 
"batanis'iis  were  bDra,  not  mide  ;  which  fact  accounts  for  the 
caaipatatively  soaall  nam.'i^r  of  proficient  botanists  we  have 
ta  pharmacy     A  m  i.cli  larger  number  of  men  in  it  who  can 
anply  chemical  methods  to  the  elucidation  of  chemical 
.jproblems  is  the  direct  result  of  laboratory  practice.  There 

has  been  no  such  practice 
in  regard  to  botany,  and 


it  has  remained  dry,  unin- 
teresting, and  unattractive 
except  to  the  born  botanist. 
This  is  pitiful,  because  of 
the  two  sciences  botany 
is  the  more  fascinating, 
and  all  who  have  studied 
botany,  especially  those 
who  regret  lost  possibili- 
ties, will  welcome  the  new 
method  of  teaching  it 
(now  well  established)  and 
such  expositions  as  this  of 
Professor  Bastin's.  The 
author  is  one  of  the  leading 
teachers  of  botany  in  the 
United  States,  and  suc- 


ceeded the  late  John  M. 
■"Maisoh  in  the  Chair  of  Botany  and  Materia  Medica  of 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy.  The  teaching  of  his 
subjects  in  that  college  had  then  entered  upon  a  reformation 
stage,  and  to  its  completioa  (for  he  has  in  one  short  year 
completed  the  reform)  he  brought  much  scholastic  ex- 
perience, indominanc  energy,  and  wide  knowledge  of  his 
subject. 

His  "  Laboratory  Exercises"  bears  evidence  thereof  and 
-tnone  of  haste  or  the  worry  of  a  busy  life.  It  is  a  book 
which  makes  botany  a  liberal  education  in  training  the  eye 
and  powers  of  observation,  and  at  the  same  time  teaches 
the  sabjecfc.  It  is  divided  into  two  parts.  The  first  com- 
ipvises  thirty-two  lessous  or  exercises  in  organography,  which 
requires  the  use  ot  a  simple  microscope  only.  In  the  second 
pa,rt  are  twenty-six  exercises  in  vegetable  histology,  which 
give  the  student  a  thorough  training  in  the  use  of  the  com- 
pound microscope,  in  mounting,  and  in  the  use  of  reagents, 
stains,  &o.  The  book  is  well  suited  for  private  study,  because 
it  supplies  the  sludeat  with  the  element  of  systematisation 
a'lways  lacking  in  such  circumstances.  Moreover,  it  really 
teaches  botany  ;  and,  although  it  does  not  pretend  to  supplant 
the  ordinary  manuals,  it  is  superior  to  them  in  respect  to  the 
fact  that  the  student  learns  directly  from  nature.  The 
•esercises  are  not  on  the  catalogue  type ;  each  one  is 
ai^companied  by  adequate  illustrations,  and  one  can  read 
a  chapter  aided  by  these  with  pleasure.  The  illustra- 
tions appear  to  be  facsimiles  of  the  author's  own  drawings, 
and  are  one  of  the  best  features  of  the  book,  because  from 
the  beginning  the  author  requires  the  student  to  draw  what 
•he  observes,  so  that  the  book-drawings  are  good  standards  to 
-(goby.  We  agree  with  Professor  Bastin  that  "a  structure 
which  has  once  been  understood  thoroughly,  and  has  been 
•accurately  drawn,  makes  a  lasting  impression  upon  the 
mind,"  and  it  is  because  most  students  are  content  to  redraw 
-their  teachers'  blackboard  sketches  that  impressions  are 
evanescent.  There  is  much  in  the  book  which  can  be  com- 
iKieaded,  and  little  to  find  fault  with.    Perhaps  the  fact  that 


the  examples  are  taken  from  North  American  flora  makes 
the  exercises  not  so  suitable  for  British  as  for  American 
students,  but  this  difficulty  any  willing  worker  may  over- 
come. If,  by  the  time  the  second  edition  is  wanted.  Pro- 
fessor Bastin  has  experienced  a  British  demand  for  the 
book,  he  might,  by  footnotes,  adapt  it  exactly  to  British 
requirements.  As  it  is,  however,  the  book  is  one  which  we 
can  strongly  commend  to  those  beginning  their  minor 
studies. 


There  is  one  department  ot  practical  chemistry  almost  of 
virgin  soil  for  writers  of  books.  We  refer  to  the  detection 
and  separation  of  alkaloids,  gluoosides  and  other  vegetable 
principles.  This  has  never  been  adequately  done  on  the 
lines  adopted  in  inorganic  analysis,  except  by  Stas's  processes 
which  are  terribly  tedious,  and  a  somewhat  imperfect 
method  devised  a  dozen  years  ago  by  a  student.  Pro- 
fessor Attfield  and  Dr.  Muter  have  not  quite  met  the  neces- 
sities of  the  pharmaceutical^sjudent  in  the  matter.  Nor 
does  Dragendorff  in  his  "  Plant  Analysis."  A  small  manual 
which  would  cover  the  needs  of  the  toxicologist  and  the 
pharmacist  would  be  welcomed,  we  feel  sure. 


A  Ma7mal  of  Veterinary  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology'- 
By  E.  Wallis  Hoaee,  F.R.C  V.S.     London,  1895 
Bailliere,  Tindall  &  Cox.    8vo.    Pp.  xvi.  -i-  560.  10«.  &d' 

It  is  one  of  the  signs  of  the  times,  and  of  the  better 
influences  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act,  that  such  a 
volume  as  this  has  become  possible.  When  the  late  Finlay 
Dun  wrote  his  celebrated  "  Veteiinaiy  Medicines,"  he  knew 
that  his  readers  would  be  chiefly  practitioners.  But  Mr. 
Hoare  appeals,  if  we  mistake  not,  to  the  student  chiefly ; 
and  it  is  a  further  sign  of  progress  in  the  veterinary  art  that 
the  work  is  admittedly  constructed  on  the  admirable'  lines 
adopted  by  Dr.  Mitchell  Bruce  in  his  kindred  work  on  Thera- 
peutics. Mr.  Hoare  has  done  his  work  well,  and  apparently 
writes  with  a  facile  pen,  and  in  sympathetic  appreciation  of 
the  calibre  of  the  average  veterinary  student.  The  last 
characteristic  is  commendable,  for  about  a  decade  ago 
veterinary  leaders  were  apt  to  put  on  side,  and  to  speak 
far  above  the  intelligence  of  the  men  who  looked  up  to 
them  as  teachers.  But  the  book  itself.  It  is  divided  into 
three  parts,  the  first  of  which  is  brief  and  deals  mainly 
with  clinical  matters  and  prescribing;  the  second  part 
takes  up  general  therapeutics — that  is,  the  action  of  remedies 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  diseases — and  here  we  fiod 
much  practical  information  in  regard  to  the  latter  and  about 
the  administration  of  remedies.  In  the  third  and  last  part, 
which  is  on  special  therapeutics,  the  action  of  remedies  is 
considered  under  the  headings  of  the  remedies  themselves, 
and  there  is  an  appendix  on  veterinary  pharmacy  contain- 
ing useful  formula.  The  book  is  thoroughly  instructive, 
and  it  is  with  some  hesitation  that  we  call  attention  to  a 
decidedly  weak  point.  We  notice  from  the  preface  that  the 
author  does  not  pretend  to  give  more  than  "  an  outline  of 
the  preparation  of  drugs."  We  question  the  necessity  of 
that  in  a  work  strictly  therapeutical.  At  all  events,  the  out- 
lines are  somewhat  unfortunate,  because  they  are  frequently 
misleading  and  inaccurate.  For  example,  under  ferri 
iodidum  (p.  262)  we  read  "  the  solution,  being  filtered  and 
evaporated,  is  prescribed,"  &c.  The  author  does  not  mean 
that  the  solution  is  prescribed,  but  the  language  is  to  that 
effect,  and  so  the  student  will  think.  Potassii  permanganas 
is  said  to  be  "  prepared  by  evaporating  a  mixture  of  black 
oxide  of  manganese,  chlorate  of  potassium,  and  solution  of 
caustic  potash."  This  is  misleading.  Once  more,  "  Tinctura 
strophanthi — 1,  dried,  in  20  of  pure  ether  and  spirit."  This 
is  ridiculous.  And  so  we  might  go  on  quoting.  Mr.  Hoare 
should  carefully  revise  the  whole  of  these  pharmacopceial 
notes,  and  make  them  right  for  the  next  edition.  We  think 
he  need  not  occupy  more  space;  e y. — under  strophanthus  he 
might  put  such  a  paragraph  as  this :  — 

Tincture  :  Dri'ii  seeds  1,  freed  from  oil  bj  pure  ether,  and  made  into  20  of 
tincture  witli  S.V.R. 

We  would  also  suggest  the  addition  of  a  therapeutical 
index,  which  would  add  much  to  the  value  of  the  book, 
especially  when  students  become  practitioners,  for  they  will 
still  use  it  then,  we  believe. 
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The  Exhibition. 

A SMALL  but  rather  interesting  and  well-attended  exhibi- 
tion was  held  daring  the  Congress  in  some  of  the  class- 
rooms of  St.  Xavier's  College,  which  had  been  set  apart  for 
this  purpose  and  answered  admirably.  Smith,  Stanistreet 
&  Co.,  of  Calcutta,  took  the  leading  position,  with  a  brilliant 
display  representing  the  different  departments  of  their  busi- 
ness. The  centie  was  occupied  by  a  collection  of  in- 
digenous drugs  and  of  their  galenical  preparations.  The 
firm  presented  to  each  member  of  the  Congress  a  copy 
-of  a  little  work  on  "  Indigenous  Drugs  of  India,"  compiled 


for  the  occasion.  They  made  a  special  show  of  surgical  in- 
.struments  and  dressings  and  hospital  appliances,  many  of 
-4b«m -manufactured  in  India.  The  stand-decorations  in- 
■cluded  a  number  of  living  medicinal  plants.  This  firm 
occupied  the  largest  room,  a  portion  of  their  space  being 
reserved  for  the  exhibits  of 
several  London  firms  for  whom 
they  are  agents.  These  included 
.AI  'ssrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  & 
Oo  ,  Messrs.  Eyans,  Lescher  & 
Webb,  The  Anglo-Swiss  Milk 
Company,  Izal  by  Newton, 
Chambers  &  Co.,  Fellows's 
Manufacturing  Company,  &c. 

Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co. 
also  had  a  successful  display. 
The  accompanying  woodcut 
gives  a  view  of  their  tea-tabloid 
.section,  while  another  handsome 
display  was  made  of  their  pocket, 
hypodermic,  ophthalmic,  and 
other  medicine-cases.  European 
and  native  physicians  showed 
much  interest  in  these  articles, 
and  purchased  a  good  many. 

After  the  opening  ceremony, 
the  Viceroy,  accompanied  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Bengal  and  their  respective 
suites  and  by  Dr.  Harvey,  In- 
fpector-General  of  Civil  Hos- 
pitals for  Bengal,  visited  the  tea- 
tabloid  exhibit,  and  drank  a 
cup  of  tea  in  the  pretty  alcove 
devoted  to  the  dispensation  of 
that  beverage.  In  this  alcove,  it  is  a  bit  of  it  we  sketch, 
two  pretty  girls  showed  the  visitors  how  useful  the  tabloids 


are,  and  the  Viceroy  appeared  to  be  charmed  by  their  demon- 
stration. 

The  Anglo-Swiss  Condensed-milk  Company  were  also  re- 
presented. The  display  of  their  "  Milkmaid  Brand  "was  the 
lar^-est  ever  shown  in  India.  This  milk  was  used  with  the 
tea-tabloids. 

Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb  sent  some  very  fine  specimens  of 
essential  oils  of  their  own  distillation,  and  showed  a  new- 
style  of  packing  powdered  drugs  for  export  in  compact- 
l-!b.  tins — saving  much  space.  The  pound  is  a  very  popular 
unit  with  Indian  buyers,  who,  even  if  they  order  a  ton  weight 
of  goods,  often  ask  for  it  in  l  ib.  containers.  The  popular 
Savaresse's  capsules  were  also  exhibited. 

There  was  a  big  show  of  Izal  and  its  preparations,  among 
which  were  a  toilet-soap  and  an  embrocation,  which  are 
likely  to  sell  well  in  Ind'a.  Fellows's  Syrup  was  shown  in 
the  room  of  Smith,  Stanistreet  &,  Co.'s  who  are  sole  agents 
for  Bengal.  The  sale  of  this  preparation  in  India  is  enor- 
mous, probably  owing,  to  some  extent,  to  the  fact  that  thp 
compound  requires  no  Government  stamp. 

Bathgate  &  Co.,  of  Calcutta,  showed  fine  chemicals  and  a 
good  materia  medica  collection,  as  well  as  specimens  of 
fluid  extracts  and  some  chemical  apparatus  and  surgical 
appliances.  In  the  same  room  was  a  stand  belonging  tc 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  who  showed  their  malt  preparations, 
"Bynol"  and  "  Bynin,"  hypoderms,  tabelloe,  and  malted 
foods.  They  had  also  on  view  a  selection  of  the  productions 
of  their  new  surgical-instrument  factory  at  Bethnal  Green, 
the  latest  thing  being  aseptic  obstetric  forceps  with 
aluminium  handles  readily  detachable  for  purposes  of 
sterilisation.  This  exhibit  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  G.  Reddick 
(Reddick  &  Co.,  London),  and  well  sustained  Allen  &  Han- 
burys' position  among  leading  English  house.^.  Godfrey 
&  Cooke  exhibited  their  well-known  cbloiide-of-ammonium 
inhalers  and  their  new  menthol  inhaler,  specially  designed  to 
hold  a  stick  of  menthol — an  improvement  on  the  usual 
solution  arrangement.  Messrs.  John  Wyeth  &  Brother's  beef- 
juice  was  the  only  preparation  of  its  kind  exhibited.  These 
firms  were  also  represented  by  Messrs.  Reddick. 

The  Farbwerke,  vorm.Meister,  Lucius  &  Bruning,of  Hocbst 
a-M  ,  had  a  good  di9play  of  antipyrin  attended  by  their  re- 
presentative in  the  East,  Mr.  R.  W.  Ehlers.  Among  the 
comparatively  new  things  shown  were  symphorol,  tumenol, 
an  "  ichthyol  substitute,"  and  Dr.  Behring's  diphtheria-serum. 

The  Mellin's  Food  Company  for  India  (Limited)  had  a 
very  attractive  show  arranged  with  a  handsome^  decoration 


of  plants,  flowers,  and  ornamental  vases.  A  medical  man 
was  in  attendance  at  this  exhibit,  and  desciibed  the  qualities 
of  the  various  preparations  to  the  visitors,  while  samples  of 
Mellin's  food,  Mellin's  food- biscuits,  &c.,  were  freely  given 
away. 

Messrs.  Rigaud  k,  Chapoteaut,  Paris,  showed  some  new 
French  preparations,  among  them  their  hjdro-chlorosulphate 
of  quinine,  which  is  now  being  put  up  in  "  Pelletier  "  form  ; 
bromide,  iodide,  and  lactate  of  strontium  made  by  the 
Parap-Juval   process  ;    apioline,   the    active   principle  of 
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parsley  ;  "  Ferrum  sanguinis "  (organised  iron  principle  of 
red  corpuscles),  and  "  Pambotano  Miay,"  an  anti-malarial 
specific  prepared  from  the  root  of  Calliandra  JJoustoni.  This 
house  was  represented  by  Mr.  F.  S.  Mason.

Dr.  Geoege  Watt,  C.T  E.,  M.B.,  CM.,  Eepoetee  on 
Economic  Products  to  the  Government  of  India, 

is  the  leading  authority  on  all  matters  relating  to  materia 
medica  in  Icdia.  His  great  work,  "The  Dictionary  of  the 
Economic  fioducts  of  India,"  contains  the  gist  of  all  that  is 

at  present  known  concern- 
ing the  indigenous  drugs  and 
medicinal  agents.  This  work 
is  a  kind  of  authoritative 
catalogue  of  the  country's 
produce,  all  official  docu- 
ments relating  to  Indian 
economic  products  bearing 
numbered  references  to  a 
paragraph  in  the  Dictionary. 
An  index  collection  to  corre- 
spond with  these  numbers 
is  now  being  made  at  the 
Imperial  Institute,  and  at 
tbe  Imperial  Museum,  Cal- 
cutta. Dr.  Watt  has  just 
commenced  a  new  edition  of 
his  Dictionary.  The  Doctor,  who  is  a  genial  Scotchman,  was 
last  jear  elected  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  wasco  President  in  the  Section  of  Phar- 
macology at  the  Medical  Cotgiess. 

Brigade- StTBGEON  Lteut.-Col  George  King,  F.R.S  , 
LL.D.,  C.I.E., 

is  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Calcutta, 
and  of  cincboria  cultivation  in  Bengal.    India  is  indebted 

to  Dr.  King,  among  others, 
for  bringing  cinchona  and 
quinine  within  the  reach  of 
millions  of  its  inhabitants. 
The  cultivation  of  quinine- 
yielding  cinchonas  in  Ben- 
gal, which  is  still  under  his 
active  supervision,  has  been 
brought  by  him  to  such  a 
state  of  efficiency  that  the 
great  initial  outlay  is  being 
rapidly  repaid  in  profits. 
There  are  about  six  millions 
of  trees  on  the  Government 
plantations  in  British  Sik- 
kim,  in  the  Himalaya,  most 
of  their  bark  being  used 
Bengal  and  made  into 
Government  cinchona  fe- 
brifuge," a  mixture  of  alka- 
loids. The  thanks  of  the  Government  have  been  repeatedly 
expressed  to  Dr.  King.  He  is  a  graduate  in  medicine  of 
Aberdeen  University. 

Dr.  Kanny  Loll  Dey,  Rai  Bahadur,  F.C.S., 

is  a  Hindoo  of  the  highest  caste  who,  in  various  official 
capacities,  has  been  associated  with  many  men  of  eminence 
in  the  Government  of  India  during  the  past  thirty  or  forty 
years.  The  Doctor  has  devoted  himself,  during  a  long  and 
busy  life,  to  tbe  study  of  the  medicinal  resources  of  his 
native  land,  and  is  recognised  as  a  leading  authority  on  that 
subject.    His  book  on  "  The  Indigenous  Drugs  of  India  "  was 


a  standard  work  on  the  subject  for  twenty  years,  and  he  is 
now  engaged  upon  a  re- issue  of  it  in  a  completely  revised 

form.    He  has  translated  into   

the  vernacular  several  works  i  .  '] 
for  the  benefit  of  the  students 
attending  tie  Calcutta  Medical 
College,  of  which  he  was  a  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  and  an  ex- 
aminer. In  1863  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  recognised  his 
abilities  as  a  pharmacognosist 
by  electing  him  an  honorary 
and  correspondicg  member, 
and  he  carries  a  long  list  of 
other  honorary  titles.  In  1884 
he  was  made  a  Companion  of 
the  Order  of  the  Indian  Empire. 
He  has  long  ago  retired  from 
the  the  practice  of  medicine, 
but  is  still  actively  engaged  in 
clinical  chemistry  and  in  his 
researches  in  pharmacology. 
He  was  Co-president  with  Dr.  George  Watt  in  the  section 
of  Pharmacology  at  the  late  Indian  Medical  Congress.

Warden  is  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  Medical  College, 
Calcutta,  and  was,  until  lately.  Chemical  Examiner  to  the 
Government  of  Bengal.  He  has  published  the  results  of 
several  researches  in  chemistry,  his  latest  work  being  one  on 
alcohol-estimation,  specially  adapted  for  India. 

I  Phopbssor  Alexander  Pedler,  F.R.S , 

[  is  not  directly  connected  with  pharmacology,  but  the  fact 
of  his  earlier  association  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
warrants  our  including  him 
in  this  article.  Dr.  Pedler 
is  "  weather  clerk  "  to  the 
Government  of  India, 
officially,  nceteorological  re- 
porter. He  has  the  some- 
what onerous  responsibility 
of  forewarning  the  Govern- 
ment when  famine  seems 
looming.  Dr.  Pedler  is  also 
professor  of  chemistry  in  the 
Presidency  College,  Cal- 
cutta— an  appointment  he 
has  held  for  more  than 
twenty  years.  He  was 
junior  Bell  Scholar  in  1866, 
receiving  his  earlier  instruc- 
tion at  Bloomsbury  Square, 
and  passing  from  that  to 
the.  Chemical  Laboratory 
of  the  Royal  Institution,  under  Dr.  Edward  Frankland, 
in  1868. 
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The  late  Beigade-Sdrc;eon  William  Dymock. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  include  in  this  group 

of  pharmacognosists  who 
have  during  recent  years 
developed  the  resources  of 
India,  so  far  as  indigenous 
drugs  are  concerned,  a 
portrait  of  the  late  Dr 
Dymock.  His  death  left 
a  gap  in  the  circle  of  real 
workers  in  this  science 
which  has  not  as  yet  been 
filled.  His  best  -  known 
works  were  his  '  Materia 
Medica  of  Western  India  " 
and  "  Pharmacographia  In- 
dica."  He  died  at  Bombay 
in  April,  1892.  The  late 
Dr.  Dymock  was  an  hono- 
rary member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society. 

David  Hoopek,  F.I.C,  F.C.S., 
began  to  make  his  mark  in  pharmacy  twenty  jears  ago, 
when  with  a  herbarium  of  600  British  plants  he  took  a 
medal  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    Nest,  during  the 

1879-80  session  of  the 
Soc!etj"s  school,  he  carried 
oflE  most  of  the  honours  and 
the  Pereira  Medal.  After 
this,  Mr.  Hooper  had  ex- 
perience in  Corbyn's  and 
Southall's  laboratories,  and 
in  1884  was  appointed 
Quinologist  to  the  Govern- 
ment cinchona-plantations 
on  the  Nilgiris.  He  has 
since  made  a  complete  study 
of  the  chemistry  of  cin- 
chona, and  of  the  materia  I 
medica  of  Hindustan.  He 
was  one  of  the  authors  of  , 
the  "Pharmacographia  In- 
dica "  and  editor  of  Dr. 
Mocdeen  Sherriff's  "  Materia 
Medica  of  Madras,"  while  he 
has  published  in  all  over  sixty  papers  relating  chiefly  to 
the  chemistry  of  Indian  drugs.  He  has  been  an  examiner 
in  chtmittry  to  the  University  of  Madras,  and  he  was  official 
analyst  to  the  late  Hemp-drugs  Commission.

MANY  chemists,  particularly  those  doing  a  large  business 
have  had  frequent  occasion  to  appreciate  the  signi- 
ficance, not  to  say  the  irony,  conveyed  in  the  above  head- 
line Only  recently  I  came  across  an  advertisement  somewhat 
as  follows  : — 

Persons  and  tradesmen  iii  difficulties,  aud  desirous  of  making  arrange 
tnents  witli  tlieir  creditors,  arc  advised  to  communicate  with  A.  E.  C. 

A.  B.  C.  being  probably  an  accountant  well  up  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  the.be  matters. 

Upon  a  distressed  and  burdened  debtor  placing  himself  in 
the  hands  of  such  a  person,  the  first  and  chief  business, 
after  a  biief  statement  of  affairs,  will  be  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  ready  ca-h  in  possession  of  the  debtor,  and  if  this 
be  a  matter  of  101.  or  so— the  more  the  merrier,  of  course — it 
will  be  suggested  to  band  over  such  sum,  and  the  case  will 
be  taken  up  and  an  endeavour  made  to  square  the  creditors. 

How  it  IS  done  in  other  cases  I  do  not  know,  but  I  can 
relate  some  experiences  of  my  own  which  were,  as  far  as 
they  went,  peculiar  and  not  favourably  impressive. 

Sjme  few  years  ago  I  started  in  business,  my  profession 


being  one  requiring  apparatus — tools,  in  fact,  and  stock — a 
business  closely  allied  to  our  own.  I  had  sunk  over  100^.  in 
apparatus,  and  still  had  some  little  cash,  my  own  savings,  a 
good  connection,  and  a  farther  100^.  lent  to  me  hy  a  friend. 
I  soon  began  to  do  a  lot  of  business,  worked  early  and  late — 
certainly  fifteen  hours  daily — and  for  a  time  things  went  on 
pretty  well.  Soon  after,  my  wife  received  a  legacy  of  over 
250Z  This,  much  against  my  own  advice,  was  placed  in  the 
bank,  in  her  own  name,  of  course,  and,  as  might  have  been 
expected,  it  was  drawn  upon  from  time  to  time  as  the  needs 
of  business  demanded. 

Some  two  years  passed,  and  I  found,  in  spite  of  plenty  of 
work — which,  by  the  way,  is  a  very  different  thing  to  profit — 
difficulty  in  finding  the  cash  with  which  to  pay  bills.  In 
fact,  my  banking  account  was  overdrawn,  and  I  was  advised 
in  a  friendly  way  "  to  look  into  my  affairs." 

With  the  assistance  of  a  friendly  clerk,  I  did  so,  and  then 
talked  the  matter  over  with  my  solicitor,  an  old  school- 
fellow. I  found  my  debts  to  be  500/. ;  assets,  including 
book-debts  80/.,  about  600/.  AVe  talked  the  matter  over 
with  an  accountant  of  high  standing,  to  whom  I  was  intro- 
duced in  the  most  friendly  way  possible  ;  and  it  was  decided 
that  I  should  make  an  assignment  of  all  my  goods  to  this 
accountant  "  for  the  benefit  of  my  creditors." 

The  deed  was  prepared  ;  I  paid  solicitor's  fees,  and  it  was 
signed  by  the  bankers  and  two  or  three  of  the  larger  credi- 
tors. One  or  two  seemed  suspicious,  hung  back,  and  got 
inquisitive,  but  the  clerks  all  round  were  evidently  up  to  the 
game,  for  eventually  no  opposition  was  forthcoming  to  the 
proposition  of  a  sale  of  the  goods  and  a  realisation  of  the 
assets. 

My  goods  were  gone  over  and  valued,  and  here  a  circum- 
stance amazed  me,  for  as  we  were  going  over  the  apparatus, 
&.C.,  I  was  met  now  and  then  with  the  rematk,  "But  you'll 
want  that  yourself,  won't  you  ?  "  In  other  words,  I  had  the 
option,  without  demur,  of  keeping  back  whatever  I  took  a 
fancy  to  or  thought  would  be  useful.  However,  I  took  nothing, 
honestly  desirous  of  doing  my  best  for  the  creditors.  In 
due  course  everything  was  sold  by  auction,  such  go>ods  as 
I  wanted  being  bought  for  me  by  a  fiiend  with  money  still 
remaining  of  my  wife's. 

I  was  not  asked  to  do  so,  but  I  had  a  valuation  made  of 
my  household  furniture,  and  this  was  also  purchased  out  of 
the  same  source.  I  may  mention  also  that  my  wife's  name 
was  not  put  down  as  a  creditor,  though  at  least  150/.  of  her 
money  had  gone  with  the  rest.  I  think  I  did  whatever  I 
could  to  facilitate  and  help  matters  on. 

Nothing  remained  now  but  the  book-debts,  but  no  attempt 
was  made,  beyond  a  stereotyped  application  for  payment, 
which  only  one  person  took  any  notice  of,  to  collect  these, 
and  mouths  went  by,  and  my  life  was  made  a  misery  by 
certain  of  the  creditors — the  small  ones  in  particular.  But 
I  could  do  nothing.  When  I  ventured  a  remonstrance  I  was 
told  that  it  was  no  busicess  of  mice,  and  that  I  had  less  to 
do  with  it  than  anybody.  A  year  pas-ed  and  longer,  and 
we  were  still  no  further  advanced,  when  I  got  a  fiiend  to 
purchase  the  book-debts  en  blue.  This  he  did,  and  being  of 
a  naturally  grasping  nature  got  them  for  10/  !  Real  good 
book-debts,  which  only  wanted  judiciously  collecting. 

At  length,  after  close  upon  eighteen  months,  a  distribution 
was  made.  What  the  dividend  was  I  do  not  know.  Whether 
any  sum  was  put  down  in  the  way  of  interest  for  the  money 
lying  in  the  bank  for  a  year,  what  the  accountant's  charges 
were  I  do  not  suppose  anybody  knows,  but  if  ever  I  was 
able  to  pay  the  creditors'  balances,  I  believe  I  should  be 
paying  SO.?  in  the  pound. 

Strangelv  the  book-de'ots  referred  to  came  once  more  into 
my  possession,  in  return  for  work  done,  and  I  had  no  diffi- 
cultv  in  collecting  every  penny  of  the  amount,  including 
one  item  of  5/.  referred  to  above,  which  had  been  paid  but 
had  not  been  removed  from  the  schedule  of  debts  when  dis- 
posed of.  I  made  "  Mr.  Accountant '' refund  this,  and  I  do 
not  think  he  liked  it.  A  further  sum  of  20/ ,  I  may  mention, 
was  lost  to  the  creditors  by  the  accountant  failing,  until  it 
was  too  late,  to  put  in  a  claim  in  a  bankruptcy  ca=e,  a  debtor 
of  mine  having  filed  his  petition,  and  the  dividend  which 
would  have  come  in  amounting  to  that  sum. 

In  short,  a  more  careless  and  unsatisfactory  state  of  things 
I  hope  I  shall  never  experience,  the  strangest  part  of  the 
whole  business  being  that  no  one  seemed  to  take  the  least 
trouble — creditors  least  of  all. 
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OKANGE  WINE. 

Messbs.  Dowdbn  &  Co,  (Limited),  of  London,  Bonrne- 
montb,  &:c.,  manufacturers  of  British  wines,  cordials,  &c., 
who  come  before  the  drug- trade  in  this  issue,  send  us  a 
sample  of  their  orange  wine  and  of  quitine  wine  made  from 
it.  Although  the  latter  has  been  in  bottle  three  months  it 
shows  no  sign  of  deposit,  and  is  otherwise  in  accordance 
with  the  B.P.  The  orange  wine  deserves  the  attention  of  the 
trade  because  it  is  devoid  of  that  excessive  sweetness  which 
characterises  so  many  orange  wines,  and  probably  assists  in 
producing  the  unsightly  appearance  of  quinine  wine  made 
from  them.  The  firm's  works  are  at  St.  Paul's  Lane, 
Boomemoath.

The  divisions  and  figures  are  on  a  transparent  scale,  which  is 
inserted  in  the  body  of  the  thermometer.  This  gives  a 
thermometer  with  a  perfectly  smooth  surface,  and  one  from 
which  the  figures  can  never  be  rubbed  off.  Moreover,  this 
absolute  smoothness  of  surface  ensures  a  perfect  cleanliness 
which  cannot  be  absolutely  relied  on  when  there  are  mark- 
ings and  consequent  interstices  where  infection  might  lurk. 


doubt "  ;  "  It  gives  the  utmost  satisfaction  to  my  customers  "  ; 
and  so  on.  Apparently,  therefore,  this  is  a  new  rat  and 
mouse  poison  which  retailers  will  find  a  sale  for  the  more- 
readily  because  it  is  not  a  scheduled  poison.  Mr.  Harrison 
is  also  the  manufacturer  of  "Como-bane,"  an  insecticide- 
differing  in  composition,  apparently,  from  the  conventional' 
Dalmatian  powder  varieties.

Coopeb  &  Co.,  2  New  North  Road,  N.,  have  sub- 
mitted to  us  a  number  of  their  concentrated  liquors  foe 
preparing  chemical  syrups,  such  as  Parrish's,  Easton's,  syr. 
ferri  iodidi,  &;c.    Our  analyses  of  them  show  that  the  liquors- 
are  reliable  products,  containing  the  full  weights  of  the 
solid  constituents  stated  by  the  manufacturers,  and  we  notice 
that  the  ferrous  liquors  give  only  the  faintest  reaction  with- 
ferric  reagents.    Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.  introduce  a  new 
liquor  for  making  Eiston's  syrup,  which  will  interest  those 
especially  whose  pharmacies  are  in  warm  countries.  There, 
it  has  been  observed,  that  the  ferrous  phosphate  in  the 
syrup  causes  much  trouble,  and  to  obviate  that  they 'have 
prepared  a  liquor  which  is  to  be  mixed  with  an  equal  volume- 
of  liquor  ferri  phos.  before  adding  the  syrup.    In  this  cold 
country  we  cannot  judge  for  ourselves  how  far  Mes«rs. 
Cooper  &  Co.  have  solved  a  problsm  by  this  innovation,  but- 
theoretically  it  seems  to  be  right,  and  this  note  may  help  to- 
call  attention  to  the  matter.

It  is  a  good  companion  to  some  of  the  older 
varieties,  such  as  the  Nursery,  Cameo,  Cold  Cream  (a  super- 
fatted soap),White  Rose  and  Cucumber,  and  Transpaient  (th  s 
a  particularly  rich  and  fine  soap,  which  is  s?<i  generis).  We 
hive  recently  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  these  soaps, 
and  can  commend  them  for  purity. 


EX  HORNCASTLE. 
Messes.  W.  Kemp  &  Son,  wholesale  drDu'glsts,  Horncastle, 
have  of  late  years  been  demonstrating  that  it  is  possible  for 
business  to  be  done  in  other  places  than  London.  Some 
may  recollect  that  for  a  time  thsy  made  a  speciality  of 
linseed-meal ;  but  gradually  they  have  shown  their  capabili- 
ties in  all  branches  of  the  trade.  A  box  of  samples  is  con- 
crete demonstration  of  this.  First,  we  have  samples  of 
crushed  linseed,  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  differing  by  about  Is.  per 
cwt.  in  price,  and  not  much  in  quality.  We  have  sub- 
stantiated the  firm's  statements  as  to  percentages  of  oil, 
and  we  may  add  that  No.  1  yields  a  perfectly  bland  oil, 
while  No.  3,  when  hot,  is  slightly  cruciferous.  Another 
excellent  article  of  high  quality  is  linseed-flour.  It  appears 
to  be  the  No.  1  article  freed  from  the  husk,  and  it  makes  a 
nice  poultice.  Messrs.  Kemp  &  Son  also  make  a  speciality 
of  pure  beeswax,  which  they  put  up  in  bricks  and  in  ^-oz. 
and  1-oz.  tablets,  the  latter  particularly  suitable  for  retailing. 
We  have  analysed  the  wax,  and  find  it  to  be  free  from 
paraffin  and  otherwise  pure.  Their  counter  specialities  are 
put  in  with  good  taste,  and  such  of  them  as  we  have  ex- 
amined—e.i;.,  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  with  hypophosphites, 
malt  extract  and  cod-liver  oil,  and  glycerine  and  cucumber 
—are  good  preparations  in  every  way.  The  emulsion  con- 
tains 50  per  cent,  of  cod-liver,  and  the  malt  and  oil  the 
same,  which  we  have  verified.  Reference  to  the  illustrated 
price-list,  which  we  insert  for  :Messrs.  Kemp  in  this  issue, 
will  show  the  styles  in  which  these  articles  are  put  up 


SERO-THERAPEUTICS. 
Messrs.  Pabke,  Davis  &  Co  ,  of  Detroit,  and  21  North 
Audley  Street,  W.,  seem  determined  to  keep  their  place  in 
the  newer  materia  medica,  and  to  do  for  sero-therapeutics 
what  they  have  done  for  vegetable  pharmacognosy.  At 
their  works  in  Detroit  they  have  established  a  bacterio- 
logical laboratory,  and  it  has  been  in  use  for  some  time. 
Attached  to  this  laboratory  are  stables  for  keeping  the 
young  horses  which  are  treated  with  diphtheria  toxin  in 
preparing  the  serum.  The  laboratory  is  used  for  the  bac- 
terial, chemical,  and  physiological  experiments  connected 
with  the  production  of  antitoxic  serum.  The  firm  propose 
to  extend  the  work  in  the  direction  of  preparing  the  anti- 
toxins of  tetanus  and  glanders,  cultures  of  erysipelas,  micro- 
coccus prodigiosus,  &c.  The  process  for  manufacturing  serum 
is  as  follows  A  small  colony  of  diphtheria-bacilli  is  placed 
on  a  suitable  culture  medium.  The  culture  is  kept  at  the  body 
temperature.  The  bacilli  multiply  rapidly  ;  at  the  same 
time  they  secrete  the  poison  or  "toxin."  After  propa- 
gating the  colony  for  several  weeks  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
toxin  is  formed.  The  culture  is  then  filtered  through  porous 
porcelain ;  the  dead  bacilli  are  thus  separated  ;  the  strength 


I  of  the  filtrate  is  tested  [on  the  test  animals,  and  definite 
doses  are  injected  into  horses  hypodermically.  A  mild 
attack  of  disease  is  produced,  but  it  soon  disappears.  The 
animal  will  now  bear  a  larger  dose,  and  this  treatment  is^ 
continued  several  months,  the  doses  of  toxin  being  steadily 
and  progressively  increased  until  the  animal  will  bear  many 
times  the  dose  which  would  at  once  kill  an  animal  not 
habituated  to  the  poison.  The  next  step  is  to  draw  from  the 
animal  a  quantity  of  blood,  which  is  set  aside.  The  red 
blood-corpnscles  and  the  fibrin  deposit  at  the  bottom  of  the 

I  vessel,  and  the  supernatant  liquid  or  serum  is  decanted. 
The  serum  is]  a  light-yellow  liquid,  and  contains  the  anti- 
toxin of  diphtheria.  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  have 
recently  placed  on  the  market  nuclein,  which  Vaughan  and 
McClintock  consider  to  be  the  germicidal  principle  of  blood 
serum.  It  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  and 
those  interested  may  obtain  literature  regarding  it  from  the 
London  office  at  the  above  address.

The  extensive  use  of  diphtheria  serum  and  similar  remedies 
has  created  a  demand  for  hypodermic  syringes  of  large 
capacity,  and  so  constructed  that  they  can  be  readily 
sterilised.  This  has  been  met  by  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys 
(Limited)  in  the  instrument  which  we  figure  here,  and  which 
is  the  syringe  used  by  the  British  Institute  of  Preventive 
Medicine.  The  syringe  has  a  capacity  of  10  c.c,  and  in  using 
it  the  physician  draws  into  the  cylinder  the  volume  of  serum 


which  he  desires  to  administf  r.  The  readiness  with  which  the 
sjringe  can  be  sterilised,  before  and  after  use,  is  its  chief  cha- 
racteristic. All  the  parts  are  separ- 
able, and  there  is  in  it  no  organic 
nidus  for  bacterial  growth.  Thus 
the  piston  discs  are  made  of 
compressed  asbestos  whicb  can 
be  heated  far  above  100°  C,  and 
the  needles  are  made  of  iridio- 
platinum,  so  that  they  can  be 
heated  to  white  heat  without  altera- 
tion, as  shown  here,  while  the 
metal  is  sufficiently  rigid  to  be 
equal  in  utility  to  the  metal  ordi- 
narily used  for  hypodermic  needles. 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  continue  their  progressive  course 
in  tbe  manufacturing  pharmaceutical  branch  of  their  business.

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Students'" 
Society,  held  on  January  17,  the  President  (Mr.  R.  H. 
Mitchell)  in  the  chair,  Mr.  Billington  read  a  chatty  paper 
entitled  as  above.    This  title,  he  said,  though  sufficiently 
accurate  was  one  with  which  a  colonial  audience  might  dis- 
agree    To  the  average  Australian  citizsn  the  bush  town  is  a 
place  where  barbaric  or  semi- barbaric  white  men  and  a 
considerable  sprinkling  of  blacks  do  mostly  congregate.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  bush  town  is  to  the  bushman  a  place  to 
seek  amusement,  enjoyment,  relief  from  bis  monotonous 
surroundings,  and  to  him  the  bush  town  is  relatively  as 
important  as  the  great  city  is  to  the  ordinary  citizen  The 
chemist  in   a  bush    town — at    least,  in   Queensland — is 
generally  a  qualified  man   and   as   fully    competent  as 
his  brethren  of  the  city,  and  when   we   consider  that 
he  possei^ses  the  English  certificate  it  seems  rather  ridicu- 
lous to  look  upon  him  as  a  sort  of  savage  medicine  man,  a& 
he  is  frequently.    But  it  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  colonial 
citizens  hold  the  idea  that  once  a  man  goes  beyond  the 
immediate  leash  of  their  city  he  loses  all  previous  know- 
ledge, except  a  certain  shadow  of  a  knowledge  that  existed 
in  the  distant  past.    Truly  the  bush  chemist  (term  of  con^ 
venience)  lacks  many  of  the  advantages  his  city  brother 
possesses — a  shop  built  of  corrugated  iron,  wherein  the  ther- 
mometer sometimes  registers  120°  F.  is  not  calculated  to 
improve  either  his  galenical  or  physical  spirits — an  estab- 
lishment wherein  the  chemist  is  likely  to  be  vyithont  such 
useful  articles  as  spt.  ajther.  nit.,  S  V.R.  or  Epsom  salts 
for  weeks  together  can  hardly  be  considered  a  pharmaceutical 
Utopia.    In  one  town  the  essayist  knew  one  chemist  who 
was  also  a  sharebroker,  common  agent,  auctioneer,  and 
bookseller.     In  another  town  the  writer  knew  there  were 
three  chemists,  one  of  whom  had  certainly  not  more  than 
twenty  bottles  on  his  shelves,  six  biscuit  tins,  and  two 
ointment  jars.    These  he  actually  counted.    The  rest  of 
the  stock,  &c.,  was  made  up  of  a  few  patents,  perfumes,, 
and    a  few  advertisement    cards,   with    his  certificate 
framed.    The  certificate  was  kept  in  the  window  flanked  by 
a  mortar  with  a  very  dilapidated  pestle  and  a  measure- glass 
with  a  piece  chipped  out  of  it.    Yet  that  man  made  a  good 
living.    For  a  time  the  essayist  was  assistant  to  a  rather 
peculiar  specimen  of  a  pharmacist,  whose  knowledge,  phar- 
maceutical and  general,  was  strangely  limited.    One  day  a 
miner  came  into  the  shop  complaining  of  the  peculiar  indis- 
position resulting  from  malaria,  and  in  course  of  conversa- 
tion remarked  that  he  had   been  working  in  a  low-l>ing 
district,  and  he  wondered  why  it  was  so  much  hotter  there 
than  in  the  hills.    The  pharmacist  explains  it  thus: — "  The- 
reason  why  the  sun  does  not  melt  the  snow  on  the  mountain- 
tops,  which  are  nearer  to  it,  is  because  the  heat  has  not  the- 
power  to  get  up  to  them,  as  the  sun  always  strikes  the  eaitb 
and  then    rebounds — hence  marshy  places  are  the  most 
dangerous  to  work  in."    He  once  saw  in  an  out-of-the  way 
store,  "  Sal  Lauri."    Inquiry  elicited  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
fynonym  for  "  Bay  salt  "    Further  inquiry  showed  that  as 
Fol.  Lauri  =  Bay  leaves,  Sal  Lauii  must  be  equal  to  Bay 
salt.    The  system  of  giving  drugs  on  the  "  stations"  was  a 
liberal  one,  although  somewhat  crude  ;  but  the  bnshmen 
were  strong  and  generally  survived.   Mr.  Billington  wondered 
that  there  was  so  much  jealou.sy  between  the  different 
Australian  colonies  with    regard   to  the  acceptance  of 
diplomas,  and  the  sooner  a  general  scheme  could  be  adopted 
the  better  for  all  concerned. 
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A  Chat  with  Mh.  Alfeed  Peestost. 

FOR  some  weeks  before  the  actual  gazetting  of  the  fact, 
Rumour  had  been  busy  hinting  at  the  impending  retire- 
ment from  business  life  of  the  two  principal  partners  in  the 
old  drug-firm  of  Thos.  Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King.  Our 
representative,  having  ascertained  that  for  once  the  "  lying 
jade  "  had  spoken  the  truth,  and  that  the  withdrawal  from 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Thomas  and  Alfred  Preston  would 
be  publicly  notified  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the 
■necessary  legal  formalities,  sought  on  interview  with  these 
two  gentlemen,  whose  impressions  of  the  past  and  present, 
and  anticipations  of  the  future,  of  the  drug-trade  seemed  to 
him  the  more  worth  recording  because,  being  no  longer 
actively  interested  in  the  trade,  the  exeant  partners  could, 
an  they  liked,  speak  with  less  restraint  than  before. 

Picking  his  way  with  some  difficulty  through  the  vans, 
barrows,  and  packages  impeding  progress  in  the  busy  court- 
yard off  Bishopsgate  Street  that  leads  to  the  firm's  ware- 
■houses,  our  representative  was  presently  ushered  into  the 
private  room  of  the  partners  (partitioned-o£E  from  the 
^general  office),  where  Mr.  Alfred  Preston  was  putting  away 
some  papers  preparatory  to  the  commencement  of  the  ex- 
amination he  had  expressed  his  willingness  to  undergo. 

"  My  brother,  Mr.  J.  T.  Preston,  is  not  in  just  now,"  ex- 
plained Mr.  Alfred,  in  answer  to  our  representative's  glance 
at  the  vacant  chair  facing  that  of  the  speaker.  "  That  is 
'Ms  portrait,  over  my  head  here.    He  bears  his  seventy-  five

■years  remarkably  well,  I  consider,  but  has  lately  suffered 
increasingly  from  deafness,  which  makes  it  difficult  for  him 
to  sustain  a  lengthy  conversation  with  persons  to  whose 
voice  he  is  not  quite  familiar.  You  probably  do  not  know 
him  so  well  as  you  do  me,  because  he  was  not  seen  about  the 
markets  quite  so  frequently,  but  he  was  really  the  senior  in 
the  firm,  with  which  he  has  been  connected  all  but  fifty-eight 
years,  from  1836  to  1840  as  an  apprentice  to  our  father,  and 
since  the  last-named  year  as  a  partner.  Financial  and 
counting-house  work  was  his  speciality,  and  for  many  years 
he  has  been  the  financial  business  manager."  ^ 

Chbonological. 

"  And  now,"  continued  Mr.  Preston,  placing  himself  in  a 
■comfortable  position  against  the  fireplace,  and  speaking  with 
the  briskness  of  a  man  of  forty  rather  than  in  the  tone  of  one 
who  had  retired,  sated  with  half-a-century's  London  business- 
experience,  "  just  tell  me  all  you  would  like  to  know  about 
myself  and  about  the  trade  I  have  been  connected  with  !  " 

"  Please  go  on,  Mr.  Preston,  talking  in  your  own  way.  If, 
at  the  end,  there  are  any  more  questions,  I  will  ask  them." 


"Well,  then,  to  begin  with,  I  am  a  true  Londoner  by  birth, 
and  finished  my  education  at  University  College — by  the 
way,  I  was  asked  two  years  ago  to  take  the  chair  at  an  "  Old 
Boys'  "  dinner — after  which  I  was  apprenticed  to  my  father, 
Ihen  a  wholesale  druggist  at  Smitbfleld,  where  the  Meat 
Market  now  stands.    The  style  of  his  firm  was  then  Preston 
&  Sons.    I  served  a  seven- years'  apprenticeship  in  the  drug- 
trade,  all  according  to  the  old  City  company  rules  of  those 
dajs,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  I  began  to  travel  for  the 
!  house  in  the  country.    A  few  years  afterwards,  at  my 
father's  death,  I  was  taken  into  the  partnership  by  my  two 
brothers.  J.  T.  and  S.  W.  Preston.    How  long  was  that 
ago  ?    Well,  let  me  see :  it  was  in  the  year  of  the  first  great 
i  exhibition — 1851.    Mr  S  W.  Preston  did  not  long  remain 
j  connected  with  the  firm.    He  was  injured  in  a  railway 
'  accident,  and  lost  the  use  of  his  voice  for  a  long  time, 
;  which  was  one  of  the  reasons  why  he  left  the  business. 
He  still  lives,  and  holds  the  position  of  Clerk  to  the  Court 
of  the  Carpenters'  Company. 

"All  three  of  us,  by  the  way,"  digressed  Mr.  Preston, 
"  are  members  of  the  Court  of  the  Carpenters'  Company,  one 
cf  the  largest,  and  as  you  may  know,  most  progressive  of  the 
old  City  Companies.    My  grandfather  on  my  father's  side

was  a  builder,  and  it  was  with  him  that  the  connection 
originated.  One  of  the  minor  advantages  enjoyed  by  a  free- 
man of  London  was  that  his  vehicles  were  allowed  to  enter 
the  City  boundaries  without  paying  toll.  All  such  convey- 
ances bore  the  City  Arms,  and  although  the  tolls  have  been 
abolished  years  ago,  you  will  still  see  about  London  any 
number  of  carts  and  vans  with  the  dagger.and-cross  device 
painted  upon  them,  a  now  meaningless  survival,  demonstrat 
ing  the  force  of  custom,  like  the  buttons  at  the  back  of  a 
man's  coat. 

"But  to  resume  my  business- chronology.  I  was  rather 
sorry  to  give  up  travelling  for  the  firm,  for  of  all  the  druggists' 
experiences  I  had  gone  through — dry  counter,  wet  counter, 
laboratory,  counting-house  and  travelling — the  road  was  to 
me  the  most  congenial.  But  the  exigencies  of  the  business 
made  my  presence  in  London  necessary,  and  from  that  time 
on  I  have  chiefly  devoted  myself  to  the  drug-maikets. 

"  Shortly  after  my  admission  into  partnership,  Preston  & 
Sons'  warehouse  at  Smithfield  was  bout?ht  up  by  the  Corpo- 
ration, the  ground  being  required  for  the  Meat  Market,  and 
we  removed  to  Leadenhall  Street.  In  1874  our  business  was 
amalgamated  with  that  of  Thos  Hodgkinson,  Luckombe  & 
King,  of  Snow  Hill,  and  the  present  style  of  firm  was 
assumed.  There  was  no  Hodgkinson  in  the  firm,  nor  had 
there  been  for  years  and  years,  but  as  a  matter  of  sentiment 
'he  name  was  retained,  and  that  is  why  people  erroneously 
believe  us  a  branch  of  the  same  parfnt-trunk  from  which  the 
firm  of  Hodgkicsons,  Treacher  &  Clarke  is  descended.  The 
only  proprietor  of  the  Snow  Hill  house  when  it  amalgamated 
with  ours  was  Mr.  C.  T.  King,  and  his  son,  along  with  my 
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nephew,  Mr.  J.  Classon  Preston,  and  my  own  son,  are  now 
the  heads  of  the  business. 

"  In  1878,  one  of  tbe  biggest  drag-fires  known  in  the  city 
destroyed  onr  house  in  Leadenhall  Street,  and  in  1882  we 
bought  this  freehold,"  said  Mr.  Preston,  with  a  wave  of  the 
band  around  the  busy  courtyard.  "  That,  in  brief,  is  the 
history  of  our  firm  since  the  days  of  the  Remnants,  from 
whom  my  father  bought  the  business." 

Personal. 

'*'  Your  name,  Mr.  Preston,  does  not  figure  among  the 
founders  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ;  have  you  never 
been  connected  with  that  body  ? '' 

"  Only  as  a  subscriber.  By  my  trade,  of  course,  my  brother 
and  I  ought  to  have  been  of  the  Apothecaries'  Company,  but 
we  were,  so  to  speak,  born  Carpenters,  and  have  always  been 
so  closely  associated  with  that  company  that  we  had  no 
time  to  do  any  real  work  elsewhere  apart  from  our  business. 
I  was  very  well  acquainted,  however,  with  Jacob  Bell,  and 
•when  he  put  up  as  Liberal  candidate  for  the  old  Borough  of 
Marylebone  I  spoke  for  him  at  one  of  his  meetings.  My 
■connection  with  public  life  has  been  restricted  to  the  locality 
in  which  I  lived  ;  thus,  I  was  a  member  of  the  Hampstead 
Vestry  for  fifteen  years,  and  when  the  Parish  Councils  Act 
came  into  opera'ion  I  was  asked  to  stand  again,  but  I  did 
not  care  to  do  so.  The  fact  is,  the  political  world  nowadays 
•is  moving  too  fast  for  me.  I  have  been  a  good  Liberal  all 
my  life,  but  I  am  not  prepared  to  follow  all  the  developments 
df  the  new  Liberalism.  I  knew  that  when  I  left  my  party 
■(or  rather,  when  they  left  me)  over  the  Home  Rale  Bill  it 
would  be  said  that  I  took  the  Unionist  side  because  of  my 
family-connection  with  Joe  Chamberlain  (whose  father  was 
my  uncle),  but  that  is  not  true  at  all.    And  " 

Here,  as  the  representative  of  a  non- political  journal,  I 
felt  myself  on  dangerous  grounds,  so  I  gently  brought  the 
•conversation  back  to  business,  with  a  suggestion  that  Mr. 
Freston  should  talk  of  his  impressions  of  the  present  of  the 
drug  tra-ie  compared  with  the  past  of  the  early  forties 
Much  to  my  sur^jrise  he  immediately,  with  a  deliberation  as 
if  the  matter,  in  his  mind,  did  not  admit  of  any  doubt, 
stated  that,  compared  with  the  old  days,  the  terms  of  personal 
relationship  among  the  members  of  the  drug  trade  has 
grown  very  much  more  cordial,  and  that,  with  the  increasing 
intensity  of  business  rivalry,  there  have  sprung  up  a  re- 
ciprocal personal  toleration  and  feeling  of  good-fellowship, 
which  were  altogether  wanting  among  the  druggists  of  half  a 
century  ago. 

No  doubt  the  upgrowingof  foreign  competition,  which  was 
almost  unknown  fifty  years  ago,  has  had  some  effect  in  causing 
the  old  English  drug-houses  to  cultivate  the  friendliest 
feelings  compatible  with  their  internal  rivalry.  In  this  con- 
nection one  is  reminded  of  the  German  philosopher's  parable 
of  the  hedgehogs,  who,  by  nature  non -gregarious,  drew  closely 
together  when  the  winter  came  to  obtain  relief  from  the  icy 
blast,  until  the  annoyance  of  their  prickly  quills  began  to 
exceed  that  of  the  cold,  when  they  again  withdrew  from 
each  other,  continuing  this  process  of  contraction  and  ex- 
pansion until  they  had  found  out  the  middle  distance 
securing  the  minimum  of  quill-  and  cold^  discomfort. 

Foreign  Competition. 

"  Foreign  competition,"  continued  Mr.  Preston,  "  was.  as 
Tou  suggest,  practically  unfelt.  From  the  time  of  the  first 
Great  Exhibition  foreign  agents  gradually  acquired  a  foothold 
here,  but  the  great  rise  of  continental  rivalry  in  neutral 
markets  only  dates  from  some  years  after  the  Franco- 
German  war.  I  have,  personally,  no  prejudices  on  the  sub^ 
ject  of  the  nationality  of  a  man  with  whom  I  have  business 
dealings,  and  I  feel  sure  that  in  the  long  run  we  are  bound 
to  hold  our  own  if  we  will  put  honest  trading  and  high 
quality  before  everything.  English  goods  have  still  the 
reputation  of  being  the  best,  and  if  our  people  will  only  keep 
up  to  that  fame  they  must  in  the  end  regain  many  markets 
"where  they  have  now  apparently  lost  some  ground. 

"  Now,  people  often  say  that  the  general  standard  of  goods 
manufactured  in  this  country  is  deteriorating,  but  that  is 
certainly  emphatically  untrue  of  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions. I  have  no  hesitation  in  sajing  that  powders, 
tinctures,  and  all  articles  of  that  kind  are  immeasurably 
better  made  and  purer  than  they  used  to  be.  The  standard 
of  ground  drugs,  too,  is  higher.  Fifty  years  ago  there  were 
constant  and  just  complaints  of  the  quality  of  goods  supplied 


by  English  dru(;-grinders  (excepting,  of  Cfturse,  a  few  firms 
like  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  who  maintain  v^leir  reputation  to 
the  present  time),  and  a  law  passed  in  the  United  States 
at  that  time  against  the  admission  of  adulterated  drugs 
was  the  direct  result  of  these  malpractices.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  general  quality  of  crude  imported  drugs 
has  very  much  deteriorated.  Nowadays  really  fine  rhubarb, 
calisaya  bark,  benzoin,  and  ipecacuanha,  such  as  we  used 
to  handle  weekly  in  the  drug- markets  forty  years  ago,  and 
of  which  specimens  can  still  be  seen  in  museums,  are 
very  difficult  to  obtain.  And  as  the  average  quality  of 
imported  drugs  has  fallen,  so  have  the  opportunities  of 
making  speculative  profits.  It  used  to  be  a  common  saying 
that  if  ever  druggists'  opium  were  to  touch  so  low  a  price  as 
12s.  per  lb.  one  would  be  justified  in  pawning  one's  last  shirt 
to  buy  opium.  And  how  glad  we  should  now  be  if  we  could 
always  calculate  upon  getting  12s.  per  lb  for  that  same 
quality  !  Besides,  we  Mincing  Lane  druggists  were  always 
able  to  calculate  more  or  less  what  time  certain  drugs  could 
be  safely  bought.  Crops  eame  in  at  stated  times  of  the 
year,  and  we  were  pretty  certain  that  as  soon  as  two  or  three 
ships  had  arrived  nothing  more  could  be  had  for  a  twelve- 
month.   Then  was  the  time  to  make  a  fair  profit  1 

"There  are,  however,  some  compensating  advantages. 
If  profit.s  are  less,  trade  certainly  has  increased.  We 
have  more  than  doubled  our  staff  since  the  Smithfield 
days,  and  we  certainly  manufacture  many  more  goods  than 
we  used  to.  Other  articles  we  formerly  made,  such  as  fresh 
extracts,  we  now  buy  from  the  drug-growers,  who  are  able  to  - 
make  them  better  from  the  fresh  herbs  than  we  could  from 
drugs  that  had  journeyed  far  before  reaching  our  factory. 

"  This  extension  of  manufacturing  operations  all  round 
also  compensates  our  English  drug  growers  for  the  decrease 
in  the  production  of  many  indigenous  drugs.  There  is 
lavender  oil,  for  instance.  The  production  of  that  article  in 
this  country  has  greatly  decreased,  but  what  is  the 
reason?  The  decline  dates  from  a  time  which  I  remember 
quite  well,  when  the  price  was  run  up  to  an  exorbitant 
figure.  I  myself  sold  English  lavender  oil  in  Mincing  Lane 
at  200i.  per  lb.  in  that  year. 

Looking  Forward. 

"Yet,  looking  back  over  half  a  century's  experience  of 
commeicial  life,  I  am  hopeful  of  the  future.  The  only  thing 
that  sometimes  causes  me  fear  is  the  apparent  decay  of  the 
spirit  of  individuality  and  self-reliance  in  the  British 
character.  I  don't  want  to  go  into  the  political  or  socio- 
logical aspect  of  that  question,  but  you  will  notice  the 
tendency  in  business-life  also,  especially  in  the  growth  of 
the  limited-company  system,  which  I  hold  to  be  a  curse  and 
a  danger  to  our  commerce.  Mind  jou,  I  am  a  director  of 
two  companies  myself  (they  are  all  right,  though),  but  it  is 
my  experience  that  a  man  does  not,  and  cannot,  take  that 
pride  and  interest  in  working  for  a  business  in  which  he  is 
merely  a  cipher. 

"  Shall  I  still  come  to  the  City  ?  —Well,  now  and  then  per- 
haps," continued  Mr  Presfon,  rather  wistfully  ;  "but  my  work 
here  is  done.  I  am  going  to  devote  what  energy  remains  in 
me  te  tefibjjical  edacation,  in  which  the  Carpenters'  Company 
has  always  takeii  great  interest,  and  the  furtherance  of  which 
I  myself  believe  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  immediate  neces- 
sities of  this  country.  I  shall  no  longer  go  on  ''Change,'  " 
concluded  the  old  gentleman,  "  where  I  was  the  senior 
druggist.    Mr.  Arthur  Hill,  I  believe,  takes  that  place  now." 

And  with  this  our  representative  took  his  leave,  doubting, 
in  his  own  mind,  whether  Mr.  Preston's  optimism  were 
justified.  But  before  casting  his  interview  into  printer's 
copy  he  chanced  to  look  over  a  great  American's  opinion  of 
the  British,  and  came  upon  these  sentences  :  "Their  self- 
respect,  their  faith  in  causation,  and  their  realistic  logic  or 
coupling  of  means  to  ends,  have  given  them  the  leadership 
of  the  modern  world  ;  "  and  again  :  "  I  happened  to  arrive  in 
England  at  the  moment  of  a  commercial  crisis.  But  it  was 
evident  that,  let  who  will  fail,  England  will  not.  These 
people  have  sat  here  a  thousand  years,  and  here  will  continue 
to  sit.  The  power  and  possession  which  surround  them  are 
their  own  creation,  and  they  exert  the  same  commanding 
industry  at  this  moment."  So  wrote  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson 
in  "English  Traits"  in  1847,  and  to  those  opinions  the  Sage 
of  Concord  stuck  to  the  last.  And  they  seem  a  fitting  con- 
clusion to  an  interview  with  a  typical  Englishman. 
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T^HE  circulars  and  price-lists  which  we  insert  in  this  issue 
maintain  the  high  artistic  and  utility  standard  for 
which  our  insets  are  noted,  and  we  hope  they  will  be  as 
productive  from  the  business  point  of  view  as  their  prede- 
cessors.

"A  month's 
supply  ?  "  "  No,  fortnight's,  and  you  should  see  the  baby  !  "

Thebaine. 

Dr.  M.  Freund  has  recently  reported  to  the  Beriin 
Pharmaceutical  Society  upon  a  retearch  on  tlie  constitution 
cf  thebaine.  It  is  already  known  that  in  morphine  and 
codeine  the  nitrogen  atom  is  directly  associated  with  a 
methyl  group,  and  Dr.  Freund  finds  that  the  same  is  true  of 
thebaine  and  narceine.  But  in  the  case  of  thebaine  the 
association  is  such  that  he  considers  this  alkaloid  to  be  a 
"tertiary  base,  and  not  allied  to  morphine. 

PuBiiY  OP  Tannic  Acid. 

VuLPUiS  finds  (Phar.  Centralh  )  that  none  of  the  com- 
•mercial  tannic  acids  react  when  tested  for  gallic  acid 
■with  potassium-cyanide  solution.  Five-per-cent  solutions  of 
"the  acid  give  after  a  few  minutes  a  rose  colour  with  the 
reagent.  The  ether  test  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  he 
■does  not  think  reliable,  for  tannic  acid  is  slightly  soluble  in 
ether  of  s.g.  0  720,  because  that  ether  is  not  absolute.  He 
finds  that  an  ether  containing  01  per  cent,  of  water  and 
O  8  per  cent,  of  ethyl  alcohol  dissolves  0  3  per  cent,  of  tannic 
acid. 

CUEAKE  AND  THE  SALAJIANDEK. 

MM.  Phisalix  and  Contejean  have  discovered  that 
the  salamander  enjoys  an  extraordinary  immunity  against 
ourare,  eighty  times  as  much  being  required  to  kill  the 
&alamander  as  the  frog.  The  immunity  of  the  former  may 
be  due  to  some  substance  in  the  blood  which  neutralises  the 
poison,  and  in  support  of  this  hypothesis  MM.  Phisalix  and 
Contejean  show  that  a  mixture  of  salamander- blood  and 
curare  does  not  act  on  the  frog.  The  immunising  substance 
/exerts  a  physiological,  and  not  a  chemical,  action  on  the 
cuiare,  for  by  inoculating  frogs  with  salamandei-blood 
twenty-four  hours  before  the  injection  the  animal  can  with- 
"stand  a  much  larger  dose  than  when  the  blood  has  been 
•mixed  with  the  curare  previous  to  the  injection. 

Sensitive  Test  foe  Cupeic  Compound. 

P.  Sabatiee  {Bull.  <Je  la  Soc.  Ciiini.  de  Paris)  describes 
■an  extremely  sensitive  test  for  recognising  cupric  salts.  The 
reaction  depends  on  the  fact  that  an  intense  coloration 
is  obtained  when  a  cupric  salt  is  added  to  a  solution  of 
hydrobromic  acid.  If  to  1  c.c.  of  concentrated  hydrobromic 
acid  a  single  drop  of  a  cupric-sulphate  solution  as  dilute  as 
;i  in  4,000  be  added,  a  brilliant  purple  tint  is  gi\  en  to  the 
■•solution.  With  stronger  solutions  the  colour  is  much  deeper. 
The  coloration  is  due  to  the  formation  of  cupric  hydro- 
bromate.  If  the  copper  is  in  the  cuprous  state,  a  trace  of 
bromine  is  added  and  the  liquid  boiled  to  expel  excess, 
■free  bromine  diminishing  the  sensitiveness  of  the  reaction. 
This  test  is  even  more  delicate  than  the  ferrocyanide  reaction, 
.as  little  as  1  part  in  30,000  being  easily  recognisable. 

Caebon  Boeide. 

MoiSSAN  {Compt.  lien  J.  118,  556)  has  obtained  this  sub- 
■stance  in  a  crystalline  state.  It  may  be  prepared  by  heating 
boron  in  the  electric  arc,  and  in  large  quantities  by  heating 
a  mixture  of  65  parts  amorphous  boron  and  12  parts  of 
carbon  from  sugar  in  the  electric  furnace.  It  forms  a  black, 
graphitoidal  mass  with  a  brilliant  fracture,  and  after  treat- 
ment with  fuming  nitric  acid,  and  potassium  chlorate  and 
nitric  acid,  a  crystalline  powder  remains. 

Thus  prepared,  boron  carbide,  or  carbon  boride,  has  the 
•composition  CBj,  and  forms  brilliant  black  crystals  of 
ap  gr.  2  51.  It  is  attacked  by  chlorine  below  1,000°  0.  with- 
out incandescence,  but  is  not  affected  by  bromine  or  iodine, 
nor  by  phosphorus  or  nitrogen  at  1,200°  C.  It  is  not  attacked 
by  boiling  acids,  but  heated  to  1,000°  C.  in  oxygen  it  bums 
slowly,  more  so  than  the  diamond,  and  yields  CO.,  and  a 
■black  residue  surrounded  by  fused  boric  anhydride.  At  a 
dull-red  heat  it  is  attacked  by  fused  caustic  alkalies. 
•Carbon  boride  is  very  friable  but  very  hard,  and  though 
slightly  softer  than  the  diamond,  can  bfe  used  to  polish  the 
iattor  and  produces  very  distinct  facets. 


Feebic  Cheomates. 

In  a  paper  communicated  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Paris,  Charles  Lepierre  states  that  he  has  obtained  thirteen 
chromates  of  iron,  of  which  two  only  were  known  before. 
Whether  prepared  from  ferrous  or  ferric  salts,  all  contained 
ferric  iron.  All  are  coloured.  They  form  a  series  parallel 
to  the  basic  sulphates  of  iron. 

B,0..  Reagent. 

The  reagent  by  which  Bach  has  proved  the  existence  of 
hydrogen  in  plants  is  a  solution  of  iron  containing  0  03  gramme 
of  potassium  bichromate  and  5  drops  of  aniline  per  litre. 
Five  cubic  centimetres  of  this  solution  give  a  violet  colora- 
tion with  2  drops  of  aS-per-cent  solution  of  oxalic  acid  only 
after  thirty-six  hours.  The  coloration  is  given  in  the  pre- 
sence of  hydroxyl  in  from  ten  to  thirty  minutes.  The  re- 
agent detects  1  part  H.,0,,  in  1,400,000. 

Oil  of  Lemon-C4EASS. 

Babbiee  and  Bouveault  {Comp.  Rend.  118,  983)  find 
that  the  lowest  fraction  of  this  oil,  boiling  at  170°  to 
175°,  •which  is  usually  regarded  as  a  terpene,  really  consists 
of  a  mixture  of  a  non-saturated  ketone  and  a  terpene.  The 
ketone,  separated  by  means  of  the  bisulphite  compound,  has 
the  composition  C.^H||0,  and  its  constitution  would  seem  to 
be  meythylhexylene  ketone,  C(CH.,).,.CH.CH„  CH,  CO  CH,. 
The  terpene  associated  with  it  sometimes  yields  a  bromo- 
derivative,  but  is  not  a  limonene,  and  its  absence  in  some 
cases  and  the  great  variation  in  its  proportion  in  others 
indicate  that  it  has  been  added  as  an  adulterant.  The 
authors  further  find  that  the  aldehyde  contained  in  the  oil 
and  termed  geranaldehyde  has  the  constitution — 

CH.,  ==  CCH3— CH.,  CH,,.C— COH— C(CH3).,, 
and  not  that  ascribed  to  it  by  Tiemann  and  Semmler. 

A  Dissociation  Expeeiment. 

Me.  Alexandee  Gunn  describes  in  the  Chemical  Ncm 
a  new  reaction  illustrating  the  phecomcnon  of  dissociation. 
Dissolve  about  0  2  grm.  of  zinc  sulphate  in  5  c.c.  of  distilled 
water.  Add  ammonia  (sp.  gr.  0^880),  c!rop  by  drop,  until  two 
drops  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  to  re-dissolve  the 
precipitate.  Then  a  d  10  or  12  drops  of  a  10-per-cent. 
solution  of  sodium  phosphate,  and  5  c  c.  of  water.  This 
solution  is  perfectly  bri;::!.t  On  applying  heat  the  liquid 
becomes  opaque,  the  taibiditv  increasing  as  the  temperature 
rises  until,  when  boiling,  a  thick  curdy  precipitate  falls.  On 
now  immersing  the  test- tube  in  cold  water  the  precipitate 
will  quickly  disappear,  leaving  the  solution  as  bright  as  it 
was  at  first.  The  production  of  the  precipitate  by  heating 
can  be  repeated  many  times  if  care  be  taken  to  prevent  loss 
of  ammonia.  There  seem  to  be  only  two  possible  explana- 
tions of  the  reaction — dissociation,  or  the  loss  of  ammonia 
by  heat.  The  latter  appears  on  further  experiment  to  be 
untenable,  whereas  the  dissociation  explanation  is  well  sup- 
ported by  other  experiments. 

The  Geain-\yeight. 

Me.  J.  I'.  Lloyd  contributed  an  interesting  but  long  paper 
on  the  history  of  the  grain-weight  to  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  which  has  been  printed  American 
Journal  of  Pharmacy.  It  is  pretty  generally  known  that  the 
grain  is  the  average  weight  of  a  wheat-grain.  Mr.  Lloyd 
shows  what  this  means  in  our  degenerate  days,  for  he  has 
tested  a  full  dozen  samples  of  wheat  from  the  wheat-growing 
countries  of  the  world,  and  finds  that  the  following  are  the 
average  weights  of  a  hundred  wheat-grains  : —

THE   DRUG-SALE  REPORT. 

Technical  reasons  connected  with  the  printing  of  this 
Winter  Number  compel  us  to  close  our  Market  Report,  so 
far  as  this  portion  of  the  Journal  is  concerned,  on  Wednesday- 
night.  The  report  relating  to  Thursday's  drug-auctions  and 
general  market  changes  will  be  found  in  the  orange- 
coloured  "  Supplement." 

American  and  Scotch  Oil  Companies. 

On  Monday  the  representatives  of  the  Scotch  oil  companies 
met  in  conference  at  Glasgow  with  Mr.  Bedford,  of  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  America,  to  consider  the  renewal 
of  the  arrangement  made  between  the  two  rival  interests 
two-and  a-half  years  ago.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  should  stop  sending  American  burning  oil  to 
Scotland,  and  as,  consequently,  the  chief  competition  with 
the  Scotch  companies  will  be  removed,  the  shares  of  these 
concerns  have  risen  considerably.  The  price  of  Scotch  solid 
paraffin  is  also  to  be  advanced  a  farthing  per  pound,  which 
will  increase  the  revenue  of  the  Scotch  oil  companies  by 
50.000Z  acnually. 

Alkali  Industry  Troubles. 

Last  December,  in  consequence  of  stagnition  in  business, 
tho  whole  of  the  men  employed  at  Tennants'  Works,  Hebburn 
(belonging  to  the  Alkali  Union)  were  given  notice  to  leave, 
and  on  December  14  the  works  were  shut  down,  the  hands 
being  informed  that,  in  the  event  of  the  factory  being  re- 
opened, they  could  only  be  re-engaged  at  a  reduced  wage. 
About  a  fortnight  ago  a  deputation, oonsisticg  of  over  100  men, 
waited  upon  the  manager,  Mr.  Stuart,  to  ask  when  work 
would  be  resumed  at  the  factory.  The  manager  addressed 
the  deputation  in  the  soda-house,  and  after  pointing  out  the 
great  depression  which  existed  in  the  trade,  stated  that  the 
works  conld  only  be  re-opened  at  the  proposed  reduction  in 
wages.  The  men  agreed  to  these  terms  and  the  furnaces 
were  cleaned  preparatory  to  again  bs.ginning  work  on  [ 
January  16.  On  that  day,  however,  only  a  few  of  the  men 
turned  up,  and  several  of  these  went  away  again.  A  fair 
number  went  in  the  next  day,  but  their  resumption  of  work 
created  much  bitterness,  and  upon  leaving  the  factory  they 
were  hooted  and  jeered  at  by  a  large  crowd  which  had 
assembled  near  the  gates.  The  men  who  had  returned  to 
work  seem  to  have  been  scared  at  this  demonstration,  for  the  ! 
following  day  few  of  them  returned,  and  the  managers  have  ' 
again  put  out  the  fires  and  stopped  the  works.  Since  these 
events  a  ballot  has  been  held  among  the  men  on  the  question 
whether  work  should  be  resumed  at  the  reduced  rate  of 
wages.  The  majority  was  against  the  resumption  of  work, 
but  the  Tyneside  National  Labour  Union,  under  whose 
auspices  the  vote  was  taken,  sa,y  that  it  was  not  conducted 
properly,  and  have  declared  a  fresh  ballot.  The  United 
Alkali  Company  (Limited)  have  also  given  notice  to  the  . 
bleaching  powder  packers  at  the  Widnes  Alkali  Works  that 
their  wages  will  be  reduced  to  the  extent  of  about  4^.  per 
week,  and  those  of  the  acid  makers  2d.  per  shift  of  twelve 


hours.  At  the  Atlas  Works  a  reduction  of  lOd.  per  ton  in 
the  wages  of  powder  packers  is  to  be  enforced. 

The  Liverpool  Market. 
Our  Liverpool  correspondent,  writing  on  December  22,  says 
that  Chilian  anise  is  selling  at  23s.  cwt.,  and  there  is  more 
inquiry  -.—Kola  nuts  are  selling  freely  at  ^d.  to  9d.,  according 
to  quality,  recent  arrivals  finding  ready  buyers.  Canary 
seed  has  declined  during  the  week,  and  sales  have  been  made 
at  41«.  %d.  to  42«  M.  per  qr.  for  good  Turkish.  Guinea  grains 
continue  to  move  up,  and  values  are  now^l5«.  &d  to  18«.  cwt., 
There  is  more  inquiry.  Acacia  Guins :  ^Arabic  descriptions 
remain  rather  idle,  and  there  is  an  absence  of  business  to 
report ;  but  within  the  last  few  days  there  is  again  a  little 
more  inquiry  for  Turliey  sorts,  holders  of  which  are  very  firm. 
Tonca  leans  are  very  firm.  With  reference  to  the  remarks 
of  last  week  regarding  the  failure  of  the  crop  of  this  dru" 
this  season,  it  is  an  interesting  fact  that  a  large  crop  has 
been  followed  in  more  than  one  instance  by  a  complete 
failure,  sometimes  for  two  or  three  successive  seasons.  This 
feature  is  well  known  to  the  South  American  merchants 
and  some  of  these  have  been  predicting  a  scarcity  of  the' 
article  for  many  months  past.  Castor  oil  is  easier  at  2\d.  for 
good  second,  Calcutta  ;  first- pressure  French  25V  to  2^-d  ,  and 
Madras  2d.  lb.  Bee&rcax  freely  sustains  late  prices.  7  ballots 
Gambia  (African)  fetched  11.  \2s.  %d.,  and  8  sacks  Chilian, 
8^.  5s.  cwt.  at  auction.  Quillaia  bark,  after  remaining 
stagnant  for  a  long  time,  has  moved  ;  sales  have  been  made 
at  lOZ.,  showing  an  improvement  on  the  lowest  point 
touched,  and  holders  now  want  IQl.  iQs.  per  ton. 


Acid  (Citeic).— A  quiet  market  at  Is.  Ifr^.  to  \s.  2d. 
per  lb.    Concentrated  juice  is  still  quoted  at  13Z.  per  ton 
fo.b. 

Acid  (Tartaric).— Firmly  held  at  lid.  per  lb.  for  B.P.,. 
and  10;^/.  for  unguaranteed  quality,  English.  Fbreign 
crystals  or  powder  o£Eer  at  IQ^d.  per  lb. 

Aloes. — Good  hard  Soeotrinc  aloes  in  kegs  is  much 
wanted,  and  would  no  doubt  realise  80s.  per  cwt.  if  offered. 

Balsam  (Copaiba). — Business  has  been  done  in  Maranr 
ham  balsam  at  rather  higher  rates — viz.,  Is.  8d.  per  lb.  for 
good  quality.  Para  is  firm  at  l.«.  i^d.  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb., 
Maracaibo  and  Cartarjena  at  Is.  2d.  to  Is.  4rZ.  per  lb. 

Benzoin. — The  Amsterdam  market  remains  very  firm, 
especially  for  fine  grades.  A  fresh  arrival  of  255  boxes 
Sumatra  gum  o£  different  qualities  is  expected  there  shortly. 

Bismuth.— It  is  reported  from  Washington  (D.C.)  that 
Professor  David  T.  Day,  of  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  who  has  investigated  the  recently-discovered  deposits 
of  alleged  bismuth  at  Kopes'  Mine,  in  Marquette  County, 
Michigan,  has  ascertained  that  the  material  found  there  is 
not  bismuth,  nor,  so  far  as  he  knows,  possesses  any  com- 
mercial value. 

Camphor  (Crude). — Mail  reports  from  China,  dated' 
December  20,  describe  the  local  markets  as  having  become 
rather  firmer  in  consequence  of  the  sale  (at  low  prices)  of 
about  2,200  boxes  Chinese  camphor,  after  which  the  unsold 
stock  amounted  to  only  2,500  boxes.  The  London  market  is- 
said  to  be  firmer,  C%i«ese  camphor  being  now  held  for  82s.  Qd., 
c.i.f.  terms. 

Camphor  (Refined). — Within  three  weeks  of  the  previous 
reduction  in  price  the  English  manufacturers,  on  January  21, 
further  lowered  their  camphor  quotations  ^d.  per  lb.  all  round  : 
JBclls  and  flowers,  from  Is.  Z\id.  to  Is.  Zd.  per  lb.  for  half- ton 
lots ;  Tablets  in  proportion.  For  smaller  wholesale  quanti- 
ties the  price  is  \d.  per  lb.  more.  In  making  this  reduction  the 
Ecglish  refiners  followed  in  the  wake  of  their  German 
compstitorj,  who,  two  days  earlier,  had  made  a  reductioa  of 
Id.  \)vc  lb.  all  round,  and  are  therefore  at  present  \d.  per  lb. 
below  the  English  quotations.  The  main  cause  of  the 
decline  lies  in  the  continued  depreciation  of  raw  camphor.

Chinese  flies,  of  fair  quality,  is  held  for  Is.  per  lb.  liussian 
flies  of  the  1894  crop  (good  quality)  are  offering  at  2s.

A  parcel  of  8j  tons  of 
cissia  pulp  is  likewise  on  the  market.

Oil  (Chaulmoogba). — This  article  and  its  derivative 
Cgynocardic  acid)  have  been  exceedingly  scarce  for  a  con- 
siderable time,  and  sales  of  the  oil  were  made  a.t  one  time  at 
\  from  7s.  %d.  up  to  8s.  %d.  per  lb.  Since  then,  however,  a 
little  more  has  arrived,  and  although  the  demand  still 
exceeds  the  supply,  from  5s,  %d.  to  6s.  per  lb.  would  probably 
buy  at  present. 

Oil  (Cod-liver)  has  excited  more  interest  this  week 
than  almost  any  other  article  in  the  drug-trade.  Several 
hundred  barrels  of  old  Noriverjian  oil  have  changed  hands  ; 
good  non- congealing  1894  crop  at  from  100s  up  to  105s.  per 
barrel.  For  a  250-barrel  parcel  an  offer  of  100s.  per  barrel 
was  made  and  refused.  Holders  nowask  from  105s.  to  115s. 
per  barrel  for  this  quality.  The  telegraphic  quotations  for 
the  new  Norwegian  oil  vary  from  135s.  up  to  150s.  per 
barrel,  "  ci.f."  terms.  Our  Norway  correspondent  writes 
I  under  date  of  January  15: — "The  winter  fisheries  in  the 
north  of  Norway,  which  yielded  last  year  somewhere  about 
3,000  barrels  of  cod-liver  oil,  are  a  failure  this  season.  Not 
more  than  25  barrels  have  been  produced  altogether.  The 
stocks  of  cod-liFer  oil  in  Norway  are  considerably  smaller 
than  in  January  1894.  In  Hamburg  the  whole  stock  amounts 
to  500  barrels  only.  The  livers — where  a  few  fish  have 
been  caught — are  leaner  than  last  year.  In  Vesteraalen, 
where  the  fattest  fish  are  always  caught,  it  takes  this  season 
about  3,000  fish-livers  to  make  up  a  barrel  of  oil,  against,  as  a 
rule,  about  450,  and  sometimes  less.  For  1894  oil,  100  marks 
ci  f.  Hamburg,  and  100s.  ci.f.  U.K.,  has  been  quoted,  but  it 
is  doubtful  if  there  are  many  sellers  at  these  prices." 

Oil  (Star- anise). — Sis  shillings  and  threepence  per  lb. 
would  be  accepted  on  the  spot.    The  market  is  rather  dull. 

Oils  (Essential). — Bombay  Rose  (^Geranium)  oil  is  in 
very  large  supply  ;  but  for  the  present  the  stock  is  difficult 
to  move.  Good  quality  is  held  at  4<^.  to4J(i.  per  oz.  Sales 
of  fair  native  citronella  oil  in  tins  have  been  made  lately  at 
11^<^.  per  lb. ;  native  lemon'jrass  oil  may  be  had  at  l^d.  to 
I'ld.  per  cz. 

Opium. — Dull,  and  ruling  in  buyers'  favour.  The  London 
market  is  quiet ;  almost  the  only  business  lately  reported 
has  been  in  soft  shipjiing  gum,  a  fair  quantity  of  which  has 
been  sold  at  somewhat  easier  rates — viz.  lis.  Qd.  to  12s.  per  lb. 
for  fair  to  fine  quality.  Druggists'  opium  is  quite  neglected  ; 
I  good  to  fine  Smyrna,  10s.  to  lis.  ;  seconds,  9s.  2d.  to  10s  per  lb., 
which  is  rather  easier.  Constantinople,  ovAxn&ry  to  ii<ae(\aa\\{y, 
9s.  &d.  to  10s  &d.  per  lb.  Persian  from  10s.  to  lis.  %d.  per  lb. 
A  little  trade  has  also  been  done  in  the  last-named  variety, 
being  also  easier.  Our  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on 
'  January  12  : — Our  arrivals  since  the  beginning  of  the  season 
are  2,121  cases,  against  1,126  cases  in  the  corresponding 
time  of  1893-4.  From  January  4  to  11,  110  cases  were  sold 
on  this  market,  mostly  tale  quale  manufaetu ring,  at  the 
parity  of  9s.  Id.  per  lb  ,f.o.b.,  and  good  tale  quale Karahissar 
at  the  parity  of  9s.  Qd.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.  For  fair  tale  quale 
Yerll  opium  9s.  2d.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.,  was  paid.  It  is  owing  to 
the  dulness  of  trade  and  the  neediness  of  many  holders 
that  our  market  has  fallen  to  these  figures.  We  do  not 
;  consider  that  these  low  prices  will  last  long,  for  at  any 
moment  speculators  may  run  up  opium  to  10s.  per  lb.,  f.o.b. 
Writes  another  correspondent :— It  had  not  been  thought 
that  the  decline  would  come  so  soon ;  but  the  reports  from 
the  growing  districts  (where  it  has  now  been  raining 
j  heavily  for  a  fortnight,  and  the  temperature  is  much  higher 
:  than  is  usual  in  January)  appear  to  have  quite  demoralised 
j  our  holders.  The  market  closes  dull,  with  sellers  rather 
than  buyers.  News  from  Salonica  also  announces  heavy 
rains  and  very  favourable  weather  for  the  coming  crop.  The 
week's  sales  (writes  our  Constantinople  correspondent  under 
date  of  January  19)  sum  up  to  30  cases  Tohats  at  10s.  to 
9s.  lid.  per  lb.,  f  o.b.,  to  a  speculator  (who,  in  view  of  the 
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short  stock  here,  intends  to  corner  this  grade),  7  cases  old 
seconds  ToJiats  a,t  9s  2<Z.,  and  16  cases  dm  {/gists'  opium  at 
8s.  lid.  The  latter  are  for  American  account  and  were 
bought  ten  days  ago,  though  the  transaction  has  only  just 
transpired.  The  weather  continues  warm  and  very  favour- 
able, and  so  far  as  druggist  grades  are  concerned  the  marke 
might  be  termed  weak.  Soft  shipping  is  firmly  held  at 
10s.  U. 

Quinine. — A  fair  business  in  second-hand  German  bulk  is 
said  to  have  taken  place  this  week,  at  ll\d.  per  cz.,  indicating 
a  slightly  better  market. 

Saffhon. — The  Spanish  market  is  still  advancing,  and 
the  saffron  importers  here  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that 
the  end  is  not  yet.

The  Teoposed  New  Geeman  Customs  Duties.— In  ad-

is  thought  desirable  to  check  by  increasing  the  cost  of  their 
raw  material.

giB^  "J.  A.  F."  severely  criticises  my  remarks  re  counter- 
prescribing-.  How  was  he  so  wanton  as  to  remove  the  fish- 
bone from  the  throat  with  forceps,  or  "  look  "  at  the  ugly 
gash  \\  inch  long,  when  the  Minor  examination  takes  no 
cognisance  of  these  things  ?  This  to  quote  his  own  argu- 
ment. Surely  the  Minor  examination  is  not  to  be  the  limit 
to  our  knowledge. 

Then  he  must  bear  in  mind  that  even  "  Scotch "  and 
"  Welsh  "  chemists  often  send  patients  direct  to  a  medical 
man.  Again,  he  frankly  tells  that  in  his  twenty  years' 
experience  he  has  never  met  with  such  cases  as  "Welsh 
Chemist"  mentions.    Still,  they  exist. 

The  fact  remains,  in  spite  of  all  arguments,  that  the  Jiublic 
requires,  seeks,  and  appreciates  such  services  as  have  been 
mentioned,  and  I  ask  who  (after  medical  men)  are  better 
suited  to  meet  this  demand  than  careful  and  educated 
chemists  ?

SiE, — The  subject  of  counter-practice  is  one  which  has 
ever  fresh  interest  for  the  pharmacist,  and  your  valued 
columns  are  of  great  assistance  in  keeping  the  prescriber 
courant  with  the  newest  remedies  and  the  latest  advances 
in  therapeutics.  Especially  useful  was  the  recent  series  of 
concise  pathological  treatises  by  an  up-to-date  physician 
under  the  title  "  Drugs  and  Diseases."  And  now  we  have 
appearing  a  number  of  serviceable  formulie,  with  profes- 
sional comments  thereupon.  We  are  all  called  upon  at  times 
to  advise  and  give  medicine,  and  there  is  no  branch  of  the 
business  which  a  man  has  more  reason  to  be  proud  of  than 
his  prescribing  connection;  for  what  does  it  imply  but  that 
he  has  gained  the  most  thorough  confidence  and  trust  of 
his  customers  ?  And  it  is  not  only  the  most  personally 
gratifying,  but  the  most  lucrative  and  permanent,  portion  of 
his  trade,  the  one  part  least  likely  to  be  affected  by  "  stores" 
or  any  other  kind  of  opposition.  No  justification  is  needed 
for  the  cultivation  of  this  important  and  honourable  branch 
of  ihe  calling.  There  is  an  immense  demand  for  it,  especi- 
ally among  the  humbler  classes,  and,  as  "  Scotchman"  and 
"  Welshman  "  have  just  been  telling  us,  the  public  appreciate 
such  services,  and  the  chemist  who  thus  succeeds  in  gaining 
the  gratitude  and  esteem  of  his  neighbours  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  having  risen  to  his  opportunity.  It  may 
further  be  urged  that  a  man  who  gets  the  reputation 
of  being  a  good  prescriber,  and  has  worked  up  a  large  con- 
nection of  this  kind,  has  only  acquired  this  distinction  by 
the  success  of  his  treatment,  combined  with  sympathy  and 
tact.  His  clients  come  to  him  either  because  they  have 
themselves  proved  his  ability  to  treat  their  ailments,  or  have 
been  recommended  by  friends  who  have  received  benefit  at 
his  hands. 

In  the  face  of  all  this,  the  learned  indictment  of  your  in- 
dignant correspondent,  •'  J.  A.  F.,"  appears  not  a  little 
ridiculous.  This  gentleman,  with  the  disinterested  assist- 
ance of  "  several  medical  friends,"  has  felt  himself  called 
upon  to  sternly  rebuke  the  enterprising  prescriber,  and 
appeals  to  your  readers  to  join  with  him  in  denouncing  such 
practices.  It  is  all  very  well  for  men  with  good  dispensing- 
businesses,  and  having  doctors  in  and  out  of  their  pharma- 
cies all  day,  to  neglect  and  decry  this  branch  of  the  business, 
but  they  are  not  called  upon  to  exercise  it  to  any  great 
extent,  and  this  self- constituted  censor  should  know  very 


well  that  there  are  many  districts — if  not  whole  towns — 
where  a  prescription  is  a  rara  aris,  scarcely  seen  from  week's 
beginning  to  end. 

The  conscientious  prescriber,  such  as  I  take  your  Scotch 
and  Welsh  correspondents  to  be,  will  quite  agree  with 
" J.  A.  F."  in  the  obvious  truism  that  "the  chemist  who 
believes  he  may  legitimately  prescribe  for  minor  ailments 
should  satisfy  himself  that  he  is  qualified  for  what  he  under- 
takes." No  responsible  pharmacist  would  think  of  doing 
otherwise.  If  "  J.  A.  F."  has  not  sufficient  self-confidence 
or  practical  knowledge  to  grapple  with  a  severe  cough,  or  & 
bilious  attack,  or  a  disordered  liver,  or  a  case  of  an?emia,  or 
a  menstrual  difficulty,  he  is  quite  right  to  refer  his  client 
elsewhere.  But  he  has  no  right  to  define  other  men's 
capacity  or  to  put  a  limit  to  their  sphere  of  usefulness.  It 
is  pretty  clear  that  his  own  experience  is  of  the  scantiest  if 
in  twenty  years  he  has  never  been  called  upon  to  prescribe- 
for  derangement  of  the  catamenial  function.  Prescribers 
generally  do  not  find  their  lady  clients  so  loath  to  discuss 
such  troubles,  even  "  over  a  counter." 

It  is  a  piece  of  gratuitous  presumption  for  "  J.  A.  F."  tc 
dictate  to  "  Scotchman "'  and  tell  him  he  ought  to  leave  the 
trade  if  he  cannot  pay  his  way  without  cultivating  prescrib- 
ing. I  say,  let  "  J.  A.  F."  stick  to  his  fishbones  and  bis 
sinus  forceps  if  he  likes,  but  let  "  Scotchman  "  and  "  Welsh- 
man "  go  on  and  prosper  in  their  wider  and  more  productive 
range.

Sir  — It  is,  to  my  mind,  quite  outside  the  business  of  a 
chemist  to  prescribe  when  that  entails  inquiries  as  to 
symptoms,  feeling  of  pulse,  examination  of  tongue,  &c.,  but 
1  think  the  difficulty  might  be  met  if  chemists  were  to  put 
up  more  proprietary  articles.  When,  for  instance,  a  cus- 
tomer requires  something  for  a  bilious  attack,  or  a  cough, . 
cold,  indigestion,  diarrhcea,  &c.,  there  is  nothing  easier  than 
for  a  chemist  to  submit  his  preparation  for  such  complaint, 
at  the  same  time  recommending  medical  advice  if  relief  is  not 
speedily  obtained.  This,  I  consider,  is  very  different  form  pre- 
scribing a  mixture  to  suit  special  symptoms  after  diagnosis. 
Moreover,  it  is  quite  as  legitimate  as  selling  patent  medi- 
cines, shifts  responsibility  from  the  vendor's  shoulders  to 
the  patient's,  avoids  friction  with  the  doctors,  and  establishes 
a  nice  little  trade  in  proprietaries.  At  the  same  time  I 
must  confess  that  the  medical  profession  are  much  to  blame 
for  the  state  of  things  existing  at  present.  In  many  seaside 
resorts,  where  the  doctors  write  prescriptions,  they  have  their 
"pet  chemists,"  and  send  all  their  patients  to  them.  What- 
wonder,  then,  that  the  other  chemists  resort  to  prescribing 
to  make  up  loss  in  dispensing?  Another  reprehensible 
practice  is  ordering  special  preparations  on  prescriptions, 
with  name  of  chemist  attached,  so  that  patients  can  only  get 
them  dispensed  at  certain  pharmacies.  If  members  of  the 
medical  profession  and  the  trade  in  every  town  would  occa- 
sionally meet  in  conference  these  differences  could  be  easily- 
removed.

Sir, — I  have  read  in  C.  <f  B.  of  January  19  the  voluble 
effusion  consisting  of  "  a  word  or  two  "  by  one  signing  himself 
"  J.  A.  F,"  by  which  he  hopes  to  carry  conviction  to  the 
heart  of  the  counter-prescriber.  I  confess  that  I  come 
within  that  class,  but  the  conviction  is  decidedly  "  off," 
though  I  proceed  with  caution  in  this  nefarious  calling. 
Surely  "J.  A.  F."  in  his  "twenty  years'  experience  '  must 
have  observed  how  irrational  is  the  domestic  dosing  which 
the  average  Briton  takes  upon  himself  to  perform,  which 
would  be  continued  were  it  not  for  the  prescribing  chemist, 
as  the  bulk  of  patients  calling  for  counter-prescribing  are 
those  who  could  not  pay  doctors'  charges. 

I  presume  the  lot  of  "  J.  A.  F. "  has  fallen  in  soft  places, 
and  that  he  is  not  cut  up  by  company  pharmacies.  As  to 
bis  dubbing  "  Scotch  Chemist ''  an  empiric,  the  practice  or 
medicine  cannot  be  said  to  have  emerged  from  the  empirical 
stage;  hence  duly-qualified  medical  practitioners  must  be  so 
dubbed. 

I  note  "  J.  A.  F.'s  "  statement,  "  I  have  no  difficulty  in 
determining  when  to  advise,  '  &c.  Surely,  sir,  others  are  no 
less  fortunate  than  he.  I  am  fully  convinced  that  to  the 
pharmacist  the  "toiler"  in  the  rural  districts  would  often 
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give  the  credit  of  having  saved  him  money  and  discomfort. 
Why  should  not  a  pharmacist  prescribe  for  minor  ailments  2 
If  his  common  sense  is  as  deficient  as  "  J.  A.  F."  would  have 
us  believe  he  should  not  be  found  in  the  band  of  qualified 
pharmacists.

Sir, — "  J.  A.  F.  '  is  apparently  under  the  impression  that 
•he  has  a  monopoly  of  the  discretion  necessary  to  discri- 
minate between  what  are  and  what  are  not  fit  cases  for  a 
chemist  to  undertake.  He  says  :  "  I  have  no  difficulty  in 
determining  when  to  advise,"  &c.  I  submit  that  the  great 
majority  of  chemisis  are  equally  well  able  to  determine 
whether  they  would  be  justified  in  prescribing  for  any  par- 
ticular case  or  not.  To  go  into  detail,  there  may  be  cases  of 
anffitnia  most  obstinate  and  difficult  to  cure,  but,  in  nine 
cases  out  of  ten,  the  patient  will  improve  under  a  course  of 
mist,  ferri  co.,  pil.  Blaud.,  or  some  equally  assimilable  pre- 
paration of  iron,  supplemented  by  a  little  advice  as  to  diet 
and  mode  of  life. 

And,  again,  there  are,  no  doubt,  many  distinct  diseases  of 
the  liver  ;  but  if  a  customer  complains  of  being  bilious,  one 
is  surely  justified  in  giving  him  a  pil.  coloc.  c.  hydrarg.  and 
a  mixture  with  acid.  nit.  mur.  dil.,  tr.  podoph.,  &c.,  as  in- 
gredients. At  all  events,  the  result  is  almost  invariably 
satisfactory. 

Now,  Sir,  it  is  better  to  be  honest  on  this  question,  and 
not  to  be  hoodwinked  by  general  platitudes  about  the  purely 
dispensing  chemist  and  the  purely  prescribing  doctor.  That 
state  of  tilings  is  only  possible  after  an  entire  revolution  in 
the  practice  of  the  medical  profession.  To  ask  or  expect  a 
man  earning,  say,  from  10s.  to  12s.  a  week  to  pay  2s.  6d.  to 
a  doctor  for  advice,  and  Is.  or  Is.  6d.  to  a  chemist  for  medi- 
cine, every  time  he  gets  an  attack  of  indigestion,  a  bad 
cold,  or  a  bilious-attack  is  equivalent  to  compelling  him  to 
go  untreated. 

There  are  cases  occurring  constantly  in  every  chemist's 
experience  which  he  can  and  does  treat  just  as  well  as  a 
fully- qualified  medical  man  would,  and  which,  if  he  did  not 
treat  them,  would  simply  go  without  any  treatment  at  all, 
or  would  swell  the  hosts  of  the  consumers  of  the  most 
largely  advertised  nostrum  for  the  particular  disease  in 
-question. 

And  here  I  should  like  to  express  my  sense  of  indebted- 
ness—which many  will  share — to  the  medical  gentleman 
who  so  ably  criticises  and  suggests  on  your  prescribing- 
competition. 

Prescribing-  for  simple  cases  is  inevitable,  and  such  a 
-competition  as  you  have  organised  can  only  be  productive 
of  good  by  showing  what  treatment  is  generally  advisable 
and  what  is  not. 

Surely  "J.  A.  F."  does  not  imagine  that  such  a  bungling 
specimen  of  the  "  how  not  to  do  it "  genus  as  the  one  he 
quotes  is  in  any  sense  representative  of  the  general  body  of 
the  trade.  I  think.  Sir,  the  matter  may  well  be  left  in  the 
discretion  of  chemists  themselves,  who  would,  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases,  value  their  reputation  more  than  to  under- 
take cases  of  which  they  are  quite  unqualified  to  judge, 
whilst  they  would  continue  to  confer  general  public  benefit 
by  a  sensible  and  judicious  use  of  that  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience which,  though  not  counted  in  his  examinations, 
will  always  be  a  most  important  part  of  every  chemist's 
mental  stock-in-trade.        Faithfully  yours,

The  Keeping  of  Labels. 

Sir, — The  following  remarks  on  this  important  subjecf 
may  prove  interesting  and  useful.  The  usual  method  ot 
keeping  fancy  labels  -eg.,  cod-liver  oil,  hair- wash,  &c. — is 
either  by  means  of  a  paititioned  drawer,  in  boxes  with  lids 
in  a  drawer,  or  in  parcels  tied  with  string,  also  in  a  drawer. 
In  the  first  case  the  labels  get  dirty  through  exposure,  in  the 
second  case  through  the  lids  being  lost  or  broken  by  jambing 


against  the  drawer  in  shutting,  and  in  the  third  case  through 
the  parcel  being  thrown  into  the  drawer  untied  when  the 
user  is  in  a  hurry. 

A  very  much  better  plan,  which  is  followed  in  a  well- 
known  provincial  house,  is  to  make  boxes  open  at  one  end 
(to  hold,  say,  100  labels)  out  of  old  pieces  of  pasteboard. 
Cut  the  pasteboard  to  the  required  size,  bind  with  brown 
paper  (stiff),  and  when  dry  paste  a  label  on  the  top  of  each 
box,  and  arrange  all  the  boxes  in  a  drawer  so  that  the  labels 
readily  strike  the  eye.  Very  little  difficulty  is  experienced 
through  the  boxes  being  of  different  sizes,  as  by  a  little 
management  they  can  be  so  arranged  as  to  comfortably  fill 
the  drawer. 

As  a  special  box  has  to  be  made  for  each  label  owing  to 
the  variation  in  "  ze,  this  will  necessitate  a  little  work  and 
patience,  but  one  is  amply  repaid  in  the  end,  as  the  labels 
are  easily  got  at,  their  position  can  be  seen  at  a  glance, 
they  take  up  little  room,  and  they  are  always  clean.

225/64.  Oxymel. — Unless  by  special  contract,  no  assistant 
can  claim  holidays,  or  compensation  for  not  having  them. 
A  custom  of  the  trade  must  cot  be  opposed  to  law  and 
justice,  and  it  would  hardly  be  fair  to  compel  an.employer  to 
pay  for  services  which  had  never  been  rendered. 
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218/54.  Subscriber  writes :  "  Can  you  tell  me  if  Mr. 
Keating  puts  np  his  cough-lozenges  in  different  styles  of 
boxes  1  One  of  my  customers  brought  me  two  boxes  be  had 
bought  from  me,  and  asked  me  to  observe  that  they  were 
totally  different — one  nearly  square,  with  a  paper  label ;  the 
other  plain  tin,  with  Keatirg's  name  embossed.  I  have  sold 
a  fair  lot  of  Mr.  Keating's  lozenges,  but  never  saw  one 
opened  until  my  customer  spoke  ;ioout  them."  [Yes,  there 
are  at  present  different  styles  of  boxes  in  the  market.  Mr. 
Keating  informs  us  that  the  original  cough-lozenge  box  was 
an  oval  one,  with  the  came  embossed.  This  packing  was 
not  cocsidered  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  and  it  was  there- 
fore changed  for  a  square  box  with  rounded  corners,  opening 
in  a  handier  manner  than  the  old  one,  but  containing  the 
same  number  of  Iczenges.  Since  this  last  box  was  intro- 
duced a  further  slight  change  has  been  m.ade  in  the  label. 
Each  of  the  new  boxes  is  wrapped  in  a  piece  of  paper  con- 
taining a  reft-rence  to  the  alteiation,  dated  January  1,  1893. 
See  also  Mr.  Keating's  advertisement  in  this  issue.]

— It  isjlegal,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
to  adopt  a  fictitious  trading-name.  Bat  you  must  be  careful 
not  to  adopt  a  name  which  might  lead  the  public  to  buy  from 
you  thinking  they  were  getting  someone  else's  goods.  If, 
for  instance,  you  were  going  into  the  soap  trade,  and  were  to 
select  the  came  of  Pears,  the  firm  ot  that  name  would 
certainly  get  an  injunction  against  you.  It  may  be  open  to 
argument  wBether  a  pharmacist  may  use  another  name  when 
he  labels  poisons,  but  it  is  done  so  extensively  and  in  such 
high  quarters  that  you  need  scarcely  fear  results. 


229/63.  Wonder. — An  I  O.U.  is  valid  for  any  amount,  and 
requires  no  stamp.  It  is  quite  proper  to  date  it,  but  if  it 
specifies  a  date  when  the  amount  owing  is  to  be  paid  it 
becomes  a  promissory  note,  and  is  invalid  unless  duly 
stamped  ;  while  if  it  contains  a  memorandum  of  conditions 
which  make  of  it  an  agreement,  and  the  amount  is  for  5?.  or 
upwards,  it  requires  an  agreement-stamp.  There  is  an  old  case 
(Melanotte  v  Teesdale)  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  stipula- 
tion to  pay  5  per  cent,  interest  on  the  debt  did  not  invalidate 
the  document;  but  the  stamp-laws  are  more  stringent  now, 
and  we  shou'd  hardly  care  to  depend  on  that.

At  the  56th  Annual  Congress  of  the  British  Medical  Associations,  in  August, 
1888,  one  of  the  best  known  Cihiiato-Therapeutists — Dr.  Charles  Theodore 
WiLLLAMs,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  of  London — advocated  the  local  treatment  of  Tubercu- 
losis by  means  of  inhalation,  and  observed  that  the  prospects  of  success  in  this 
treatment  increased  in  proportion  as  the  remedial  substances  employed  were  more 
easily  converted  into  the  gaseous  state.  In  the  Lancet — ^Nos.  11  and  12  —  Dr.  L. 
Braddon  also  writes  from  the  standpoint  of  an  enthusiastic  advocate  of  this 
Inhalation  System.  This  author,  encouraged  by  the  successes  obtained  by  him 
with  Inhalations  of  Peppermint  Oil  in  Pulmonary  Phthisis,  even  goes  so  far  as  to 

express  the  belief  that  in  future  hundreds  of  thousands  of  lives  may  be  saved  by  the  System 
of  inhalation.  During  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  general  increase  in  the  popularity  of 
the  Inhalation  System,  especially  since  the  discovery  of  an  Inhaler  which  fulfils  all  practical 
requirements,  and  which  is  especially  suited  for  the  inhalation  of  essential  oils,  whereas  formerly  the  only 
Inhalers  available  were  generally  of  an  expensive  character  aud  were  only  imperfectly  suited  to  their  object. 
The  new  inhaler,  to  which  attention  is  now  called,  is  a  small  flat  bottle,  portable  in  the  breast  pocket,  and 
which  can  therefore  be  easily  carried  by  the  patient  on  all  his  walks.  It  may  be  used  without  attracting 
special  attention. 

Besides  being  extremely  handy,  this  apparatus  has  the  advantage  of  extreme  economy  in  use,  for  the 
bulb  at  the  bottom  of  the  bottle  (which  serves  as  a  receptical  for  the  medicament)  is  of  a  very  small  size. 
The  air-tube  is  widened  into  a  globular  shape  just  above  the  bulb  at  the  foot  of  the  boUle,  the  object  being 
to  divide  the  waves  that  bubble  up  when  inhalation  takes  place  through  the  tube  into  the  finest  possible 
particles  which  will  sufficiently  saturate  the  air  to  be  inhaled.  Another  very  important  advantage  of  the 
widening  of  the  tube  is  that  it  prevents  the  fluid  from  being  suddenly  ejected  out  of  the  tube,  when  through 
some  misadventure,  such  as  a  sudden  access  of  coughing,  the  patient  breathes  into  the  indiarubber  mouth- 
pieces instead  of  drawing  up  air  through  it.  The  small  ball-shaped  ventilator  in  the  mouthpiece  of  the 
india-rubber  tube  serves  the  same  object.  The  mode  of  inhaling  by  means  of  the  apparatus  here  shown  is 
as  follows  : — The  lower  part  of  the  bottle,  or  bulb,  is  half  filled  with  Oil  of  Turpentine,  to  which  from  five 
to  ten  drops  of  Oil  of  Peppermint  are  added.  To  introduce  these  oils,  the  cover  of  the  bottle,  together  with 
the  tubes,  may  be  removed,  or  the  oils  may  be  poured  through  the  glass  air-tube.  In  case  the  stopper 
has  been  unfastened,  it  should  be  closed  again  carefully.  The  india-rubber  breathing  tube  is  then  intro- 
duced firmly  into  the  nostril  and  a  deep  breath  taken  through  the  nose.  The  current  of  air  drawn  in 
through  the  air-tube  becomes  charged  with  the  volatile  parts  of  the  oils,  and,  passing  from  the  nose  into  the 
lungs,  is  able  to  exercise  a  healing  eff"ect  even  upon  the  remotest  parts  of  the  aff'ected  organ.  In  case  it 
should  not  be  convenient  to  emit  the  breath  again  through  the  second  or  fore  nostril,  this  may  be  done 
through  the  mouth,  or  after  detaching  the  indiarubber  tube  in  the  ordinary  way.  Each  inhalation  may  last 
up  to  ten  minutes,  and  the  Inhaler  may  be  applied  three  or  four  times  a  day,  or  more  often.  It  is  only 
necessary  once  or  twice  to  renew  the  supply  of  Peppermint  Oil  by  the  from  five  to  ten  drops.  The  oil  of 
Turpentine  need  not  be  renewed  for  three  or  four  days.

The  selection  of  the  list  is  based  entirely  upon  the  physiological 
action  of  these  active  or  essential  principles,  which  are  therefore 
administered  upon  a  rational  basis,  thus  making  tlie  science  of  thera- 
peutics stand  upon  firmer  ground  than  it  has  occupied  or  even  yet 
occupies,  when  compared  with  the  advances  made  by  the  sister  sciences 
within  the  last  decade.  Under  the  administration  of  these  Granules, 
therapeutics  partakes  of  the  character  of  a  specific  form  of  treatment. 

The  cutting  short  or  strangulation  of  many  acute  diseases,  during 
their  incipient  or  formative  stage,  has  not  been  sufficiently  appreciated. 
That  this  is  possible,  the  medical  literature  of  the  day  affords  ample 
evidence ;  but  to  accomplish  it,  treatment  must  be  both  scientific  and 
energetic,  i.e.,  must  be  based  upon  the  physiological  action  of  drugs  and 
upon  tlie  action  of  reliable  medications. 

With  such  an  intention  these  Granules  have  been  prepared  abroad  (in 
Belgium  more  particularly,  as  suggested  by  Dr.  IJurggraeve).  This 
method  of  treatment  has  met  with  success,  and  it  will  be  a  matter  of 
no  surprise  that  therapeutists  in  this  country  should  be  prompt  in 
adopting  it. 

In  the  hands  of  the  physician,  and  his  hands  onli/,  these  Granules  are 
potent  remedies,  capable  of  accomplishing  results  far  more  quickly  and 
certainly  than  the  uncertain  fluid  extracts  and  tinctures,  and  far  more 
pleasantly. 

Do  not  confound  these  with  Parvules  or  ordinary 
Granules.

Address  by  the  Pj8K31dext  of  the  PiiiEJiACEUTiCAL 
Society. 

A MEETING  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  in  the  Memorial 
Hall,  Albert  Sq'iare,  when  Mr.  M.  Carteighe,  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  delivered  an  address  on  ''The 
Possibility  of  Legislation  in  Pharmacy."  Mr.  G.  S.  WooUey, 
the  President  of  the  local  Association,  0C3upied  the  chair, 
and  there  was  a  good  attendance.  Among  the  other  gentle- 
men on  the  platform  were  Messrs.  G.  S.  Westmacott,  VV. 
Bowden,  F.  B.  Benger,  J.  Rymer  Young,  William  Wilkinson, 
W.  Kirkby,  A.  G.  Pidd,  and  Harry  Kemp. 

Mr.  WooUey,  in  introducing  Mr.  Carteighe,  said  no  one 
■was  more  capable  than  that  gentleman  to  speak  to  them  on 
trade  politics,  and  there  was  no  one  who  had  devoted  "a 
larger  share  of  the  best  years  of  his  life  to  the  furtherance 
of  their  interests.  (Applause.)  Since  the  last  time  Mr. 
Carteighe  addressed  them  in  Manchester  he  could  discern 
an  increased  amount  of  interest  taken  by  members  of  the 
trade  in  the  district  in  pharmaceutical  politics,  and  he.  had 
no  doubt  the  President's  visit  and  address  on  this  occasion 
would  tend  to  still  farther  increase  and  extend  that  interest 
among  them.  They  would  have  noticed  in  the  trade  journals 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  had  in  contemplation 
the  drafting  of  a  Pharmacy  Amendment  Bill.  Mr.  Carteighe 
could  not,  of  course,  ioform  them  what  that  Bill  wo  aid  con- 
tain, but  he  could  speak  of  what  in  his  opinion  it  was  pos- 
sible to  obtain  in  the  way  of  pharmacy  legislation.  He  hoped 
Mr.  Carteighe  would  be  able  to  direct  them  into  those  lines 
in  which  they,  as  a  local  Association  acting  for  a  very  popu- 
lous district  of  the  country,  would  be  able  to  assist  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  in  their  efforts  to  improve  the 
legislation  which  governed  their  trade.    (Applause  ) 

Mr.  Carteighe,  who  was  received  with  applause,  said  he 
considered  it  a  special  privilege  to  be  allowed  once  more  to 
address  a  meeting  in  Manchester,  because  he  recoiled ed 
with  what  encouragement,  some  three  or  four  years  ao'o, 
they  received  him  when  he  came  to  talk  to  them  of  the 
reasons  which  had  induced  the  Council  of  the  Society  to 
propose  a  certain  Bill,  and  he  also  remembered  that,  as  the 
result  of  the  observations  he  then  made  and  of  the  discussion 
that  ensued,  several  men  engaged  in  their  business,  who  had 
previously  felt  antagonistic  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
had  since  joined  and  become  useful  members  of  the  Society. 
He  was  also  glad  to  hear  that  there  had  been  a  greater 
activity  pharmaceutically  in  the  local  Association.  He  need 
hardly  say  that  one  of  the  duties  of  the  President  oE  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  to  keep  himself  and  his  Council 
as  much  as  possible  in  touch  with  every  part  of  the  country. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  as  they  knew,  was  not  a  London 
Association.  It  was  a  corporate  body  representing  Great 
Britain  in  its  entirety,  and  in  anything  that  they  proposed 
as  a  Council  they  had  to  endeavour,  as  far  as  practicable,  to 
unite  the  wishes  of  those  in  the  north  and  of  those  in 
the  south.  He  did  not  propose  to  detain  them  by  any  very 
lengthened  observations  ;  but  it  was  probably  wise  for  them 
to  consider  for  a  moment  what  it  was  they  wanted,  or  what 
they  thought  they  wanted.  First  of  all,  he  thought  they 
were  entitled  to  ask,  and  the  public  were  entitled  to  ask,  that 
the  compounding  of  all  prescriptions  should  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  registered  chemist  and  druggist.  He  knew 
there  were  some  who  thought  that  the  sale  of  all  compounded 
preparations  included  in  the  Fharmacopccia  might  also  be 
so  limited.  He  was  distinctly  of  that  opinion  himself, 
but  be  could  not  help  feeling  that  in  this  free-trade 
country,  where  legislation  of  this  kind  was  much  more 
diflBcult  to  accomplish  than  in  .a  new  country  such  as  any  of 
the  Colonies,  it  was  desirab'e  that  they  should  proceed  step 
by  step,  instead  of  trying  to  get  to  the  top  of  the  ladder  all 


at  once.    The  chances  were  that  if  they  were  too  precipitate 
they  might  lose  some  of  those  privileges  which  they  already 
possessed.    They  had  been  obliged  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  to  carry  out  their  Act  of  Parliament  during  the  last 
few  years  in  a  manner  which  some  persons,  not  on  the 
register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  considered  to  be  rather 
drastic.    They  had  had  to  take  many  proceedings,  and 
looking  to  the  result  of  those  proceedings  the  meeting  would 
readily  understan'l  that  a  section  of  the  community — whether 
they  cared  to  call  it  the  grocer  section  or  the  huckster 
section — would  not  be  particularly  interested,  as  far  as  they 
were  concerned,  in  increasing  the  powers  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.    Therefore  they  had  to  consider  how  their 
relationship  with  those  who,  like  themselves,  had  votes  and 
influence  for  the  House  of  Commons  might  be  best  met,  and 
what  it  was  prudent  for  them  to  ask.    Having  regard  to 
the  fact  that  the   Irish  Act  did  restrict  the  compound- 
ing of  prescriptions  to  registered  men,  it  seemed  to  be 
a  distinctly  fair  thing  for  the  Council  to  ask  that  the  Act 
relating  to  this  country  should  be  amended  in  the  same 
direction.    He  believed  that  it  would  have  been  granted 
years  ago  had  it  not  been  for  the  unfortunate  differences 
betweea  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  those  who  were 
not  connected  with  the  body.    They  would  remember  that 
when  he  last  addressed  them  it  was  his  duty  to  tell  them 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  originally  never  contem- 
plated going  to  Parliament  with  a  Poisons  Bill  without  going 
for  the  restriction  of  the  compounding  of  medicines  in'  its 
entirety,  and  that  it  was  very  largely  owing  to  want  of 
sympathy  and  tn  differences  of  opinion  upon  minor  matters, 
that  the  original  draft  Bill  of  1866  was  not  carried  into  law. 
However,  they  now  had  an  Act,  and  all  they  could  do  was, 
as  far  as  possible,  to  amend  that  Act  on  safe  lines.  What- 
ever their  condition  was  in  1868,  they  might  now  claim  that ' 
throughout  the  country  they  had  in  every  district  a  class  of 
men  fully  competent  to  dispense  every  prescription  that  any 
I  medical  man  could  write.    He  thougtit  that  was  something, 
!  because  he  had  grave  doubts  whether  in  1868  that  was  the 
case.     He    considered    they    had    a    much  stronger 
claim    now  in    that    fact,  that    they    had    created  a 
class  of  educated    men    throughout    the  country  who 
were    ready,    when    the    doctors    gave    up  dispensing, 
to    do    that    work — should    he    say    as    well,  perhaps 
hs  ought  tD  say  better  than  the  doctors  did  it  themselve-. 
(Applause)    The  great  difficulty  they  had  had  to  contend 
with — that  of  company  trading— was  not  being  lost  sight  ol. 
He  had  had  to  make  matters  more  or  less  disagreeable  by 
pointing  out  that  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  original  action 
j  at  law  which  gave  rise  to  that  lamentable  decision  in  which 
j  it  was  held  that  a  corporation  did  not  come  within  the 
I  Pharmacy  Act  was  that  in  that  Act  they  had  drafted  a 
special  clause,  which  was  known  as  the  widows'  clause.  He 
1  knew  that  he  was  now  on  tender  ground,  but  he  ventured 
to  think  the  insertion  of  that  clause  originally  was  a  grave 
mistake— (hear,  hear) — and  what  he  wanted  to  point  out 
I  was  that  as  long  as  the  chemists  and  druggists  believed 
I  that  it  was  right  and  proper  that  their  widows  and  their 
executors  should  have  the  power  to  carry  on  their  business 
in  the  way  that  clause  now  provided  for — as  long  as  they 
thought  that,  it  was  hopeless  and  illogical  to  ask  the  Legis- 
lature to  deal  with  company  trading.     (Applause.)  The 
President  dealt  at  some  length  with  the  anomalies  and 
abuses  which  arise  in  connection  with  bogus  company 
trading,  and  remarked  that  he  did  not  think  there  was  any 
other  country  in  the  world  where  such  a  thing  would  be 
possible.    It  was  an  absolute  scandil  to  this  country  that 
the  thing  remained  as  it  was.    (Applause.)    It  was,  how- 
ever, no  use  asking  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  seriously  tackle  this  question  unless  they  were 
perfectly  logical  in  the  other  parts  of  their  Bill.   All  through 
the  companies  had  defended  themselves  on  the  ground  that 
they  were  outside  the  Act,  that  they  were  enti  led  to  keep  open 
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sbop,  and  that  ihe  safety  of  the  public  was  sufficiently  pro- 
tected by  the  fact  of  their  having  servants  to  band  over 
poiscns  who  were  duly  registered.  The  difficulty  was  one 
that  mast  be  faced  before  tbey  could  draft  any  clause  dealing 
■with  corporations  Turning  to  another  question,  Mr. 
Caiteighe  said  he  thought  it  was  very  important  that  power 
should  be  ves  ed  in  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society — of  course,  with  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council — 
to  erase  the  names  of  persons  who  have  been  guilty  of 
ofJences,  from  the  register.  (Applause.)  He  did  not  mean 
that  the  clause  dealing  with  this  matter  should  be  a  code  of 
ethics,  but  when  a  man  was  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and 
Vrouglit  disgrace  upon  the  body  to  which  he  belonged,  they 
could  not  claim  that  consideration  from  the  public  which 
they  had  a  right  to  demand  unless  they  had  the  power  to 
ordse  the  ofiEending  party's  name  from  the  register,  the  same 
as  was  done  in  the  ca^es  of  the  medical  and  legal  profes- 
s'ons.  (Applause.)  As  to  educational  and  examina- 
tion matters,  he  would  very  much  like  to  see 
a  proper  Preliminary  examination  imposed  upon  all 
who  were  entenng  into  their  craft— he  meant  a  preliminary 
examination  conducted  at  the  proper  preliminary  time, 
namely  at  16  or  17.  He  mentioned  the  Act  recently  passed 
for  the  island  of  Barbados  dealing  with  the  matter,  and 
stated  that  if  they  had  similar  conditions  here  it  would  be  of 
great  advantage  to  the  trade.  Alluding  to  the  constitution 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  President  said  the  Council 
of  the  Society  was  very  anxious  that  the  original  intention 
of  the  framers  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  should  now  be  carried 
out,  and  they  had  been  quite  willing  to  go  to  Parliament  for 
a  short  Bill  in  order  that  the  present  anomaly  might  be  as 
speedily  as  possibly  removed.  (Applause.)  In  conclusion 
he  urged  the  importance  of  chemists  and  druggists  through- 
out the  country  acting  unitedly,  as  it  was  only  by  so  doing 
that  they  would  be  able  to  bring  about  those  reforms  in 
connection  with  the  trade  which  they  all  so  much  desired. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Woolley  proposed  :  —  "  That  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  deserves  the  support  of  the  trade  in  its  efforts  to 
carry  out  existing  laws  and  promote  further  legislation." 

Mr.  Taylor,  Bolton,  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
supported  by  Mr.  Kemp,  and  almost  unanimously  adopted, 
there  being  only  two  dissentients. 

Mr.  Kirkby  moved: — "That  the  meetirg,  while  acbrow- 
ledging  the  efforts  of  the  Council  to  consolidate  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  thinks  that  this  end  will  be  greatly 
furthered  by  the  removal  of  the  limit  as  to  the  number  of 
chemist  and  druggist  members  upon  the  Council." 

Mr.  J.  Eymer  Young  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  passed. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Carteighe. 


ENGLISH  NEWS. 


Salters'  Company's  Chemistry  Fellowship. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  City  and  Guilds  of 
London  Institute  have  awarded  the  first  Salters'  Company's 
Kesearch  Fellowship,  for  the  encouragement  of  higher  re- 
search in  chemistry  in  its  relation  to  manufactures,  to 
Martin  O.  Foster,  Ph.D..  F.C  S.  Dr.  M.  O.  Foster  was  a 
student  at  the  City  and  Guilds  Technical  College,  Finsbury, 
during  three  sessions  (1888  to  1891),  and  subsequently 
graduated  Doctor  of  Philosophy  (JSIagna  cum  Laude)  at  the 
University  of  Wiirzburg.  For  several  months  he  has  been 
engaged  in  investigating  some  new  derivatives  of  camphor 
in  the  Research  Laboratory  of  the  City  and  Guilds  Central 
Technical  College,  and,  by  the  aid  of  the  Salters'  Company's 
Research  Fellowship,  he  proposes  to  pursue  this  line  of 
work. 

Chemists'  Ball  at  Manchester. 

The  annual  ball  in  connection  with  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  took  place  on  Wednesday  night 
in  Hulme  Town  Hall.  There  was  a  large  company,  and 
dancing  was  engaged  in  until  an  early  hour  in  the  morning. 
Among  those  present  were  Mr.  M.  Carteighe,  the  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  local  Association. 


"An  Unlimited  Sham." 

At  Shoreditch  County  Court,  on  Tuesday,  before  Judge 
French,  William  Jeans,  manager  of  the  London  and  Great 
Western  Drug  Company  (Limited),  was  sued  by  Orrica  & 
Co,  wholesale  chemists,  for  goods  supplied.  Mr.  Moore, 
who  appeared  for  defendant,  admitted  that  the  money  was 
owing,  but  said  that  the  limited  company  was  the  debtor, 
and  not  defendant.  Defendant,  in  answer  to  his  Honour, 
stated  that  the  business  was  formerly  his  own.  He  sold  it 
to  the  company  some  months  ago.  Judge  French:  How 
many  shareholders  are  there  1  Defendant :  Nine.  Judge 
French  :  What  is  the  capital  ?  Defendant :  650?.  (Laughter.) 
Judge  French  :  Did  the  company  pay  you  any  money  for  the 
business  ?  Defendant :  No ;  I  was  paid  five  hundred  fully- 
paid-up  shares.  Judge  French :  This  is  one  of  the  greatest 
shams  I  have  ever  come  across.  The  limited  company  is  an 
unlimited  sham.  I  find,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  the  de- 
fendant is  the  company.  Every  small  tradesman  in  the 
country  could  find  an  easy  exit  from  bankruptcy  if  this 
sort  of  thing  were  allowed.  Judgment  for  the  plaintiffs, 
with  costs.

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The  Dutch.  Cinchona  Auctions. 
Our  Amsterdam  correspondent,  telegraphing  on  Thursday 
evening,  states  :— "  At  our  auctions  to-day  7,766  bales  and  351 
cases  Java  cinchona  bark,  together  weighing  717,335  kilos., 
and  containing  the  equivalent  of  32,620  kilos,  sulphate  of 
quinine,  were  oflEered  for  sale.  The  tone  was  very  depressed, 
and  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  bark  offered — viz  ,  5,356 
packages,  representing  21,742  kilos,  of  sulphate  of  quinine — 
sold  at  a  slight  decline,  the  average  unit  being  only  2  70  cents, 
per  half-kilo.,  or  just  below  one  halfpenny  per  unit.  The 
principal  buyers  were  the  agents  for  the  English,  French, 
and  American  works,  the  Anerbach  factory,  the  Amsterdam 
and  Mannheim  works,  and  the  Frankfort  works. 

Smyrna  Opium  Telegram. 

Our  Smyrna  correspondent,  telegraphing  on  Wednesday 
night,  states  : — "  Agents  for  American  firms  have  begun  to 
purchase  heavily  upon  our  market.  They  have  acquired  a 
considerable  quantity  of  fair  current  manufacturing  opium 
at  the  parity  of  8s.  lOe?  per  lb.,  f.o.b.,  which  was  the  bottom 
price  of  last  week.  The  market  is  now  showing  signs  of 
improvement." 

The  Ipecacuanha  Allowances. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Allowances  Revision  Committee 
was  held  on  Monday  last.  The  proceedings  were  again 
private,  but  it  would  seem  that  the  meeting  was  anything 
but  an  harmonious  one.  It  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
the  revision  of  any  allowances  except  those  of  ipecacuanha, 
and  one  member  thereupon  resigned.  For  ail  practical 
purposes  the  committee  may  be  considered  to  have  come  to 
an  end.  A  protest  against  the  abolition  of  the  ipecacuanha- 
trett  without  previous  consultation  with  the  whole  of  the 
drug-trade  has  been  addressed  to  the  committee  by  about 
a  dozen  export  firms. 

There  was  a  general  expectation  that  the  question  would 
give  rise  to  a  somewhat  stormy  discussion  at  to-day's 
auctions,  and  when  Mr.  Richard  Barron,  who  has  acted  as 
the  chairman  of  the  committee,  rose  to  make  a  statement 
expectation  ran  rather  high.  That  gentleman,  however, 
restricted  his  remarks  to  the  announcement  that  two 
meetings  had  been  held,  that  so  far  as  ipecacu- 
anha was  concerned  it  had  been  decided  to  abolish 
the  trett  allowance,  but  to  leave  the  other  conditions  un- 
altered, and  further,  that  do  changes  whatever  had  been  made 
in  the  sale- conditions  of  any  other  drugs,  but  that  the 
clerical  errors  in  the  book  of  allowances,  which  were  said 
to  be  very  numerous,  had  been  corrected.  Mr.  Barron  con- 
cluded by  saying  that  no  one  would  suffer,  that  the  com- 
mittee had  tried  to  please  everybody,  and  that  he  earnestly 
hoped  there  would  be  no  further  discussion  of  the  subject  at 
the  drug-sales. 

No  one  made  any  remarks  at  the  time,  but  shortly 
afterwards  Messrs.  Graf  and  Sntcliffe  showed  a  disposition  to 
hark  back  to  the  subject.  Their  efforts  in  this  direction, 
however,  were  not  successful,  the  presiding  broker  declining 
to  reopen  the  discussion,  and  the  objectors  receiving  no 
support  from  the  room.  It  is  understood  that  in  about  a 
week's  time  the  verbal  corrections  in  the  book  of  allowances 
will  be  published  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  those  interested.

Killed  by  a  Boot-protector. — On  VVtdnesday,  at 
Croydon,  Dr.  Thomas  Jackson,  the  Borough  coroner,  held  an 
inquiry  into  the  death  of  .John  Thomas  Plater  (58),  a 
labourer,  of  45  Leighton  Street,  who  died  on  Tuesday. 
According  to  the  evidence  the  deceased  on  January  5  pricked 
the  ball  of  his  toe  with  a  boot-protector.  A  liniment  was 
applied  to  the  wound,  which  seemed  to  get  better. 
Last  Saturday,  however,  the  deceased  complained  of  pain 
in  his  jaws,  and  went  to  consult  Mr.  Dixon,  a  chemist,  who 
told  him  he  had  a  bad  cold  and  gave  him  some  medicine. 
Next  day  he  became  worse,  and  his  lower  jaw  became 
so  stiff  that  he  could  take  no  food,  and  on  Tuesday 
morning  he  died.  Dr.  Willock,  who  made  a  post- 
mortem examination,  said  death  was  the  result  cf  lock- 
jaw, caused  by  the  injury  to  the  foot.  The  Coroner,  in 
summing  up,  commented  severely  on  the  fect  that  a  chemist 
should  have  dealt  wiih  a  cn.se  of  such  an  obviously  grave 
ctaracter.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  wah 
the  medical  'e-titbonj.
